PREFACE 


OR the Church of England, pioufly and rightly reformed 
under Queen ELIZABETH, ave been written folid 
Apologies and Vindications, both of its Dottrine and 
Difcipline, Miniftry and Worfhip, by divers ‘Able and 
Learned Men. Care alfo hath been taken from time to 

time to preferve and eftablifh it by wholefome Laws and Confti- 
tutions. And the Members of it bave (Ihanks be to God) en- 
joyed plentiful Means of Chriftian Knowledge and Edification, 
not only by the conftant Preaching of God's Word, but by the 
Prattical and Devotional Books frequently publifhed for their Ufe. 
But one Thing hath been wanting ftill, after fo long a time, that 
this excellent Church hath flourifbed, Viz. An Hiftorical Ac- 
count of its Reformation, and the particular Method and Order 
of the Proceedings in that glorious Work; and what Oppofitions 
or Encouragements it met with from time ta time; What Friends 
or Enemies it found; What Bifbops or Divines, fingular for’ 
their Piety or Learning, it was adorned with; and the va- 
vious Succeffes and Occurrences that attended it, after its firft 
Settlement. | 
And it is fome Wonder that we fhould be left deftitute to this 
day of fo material a Branch of our Englith Hiffory under that 
incomparable Princefs, except what is written ly Mr. Fuller 
(who is very brief); and Dr. Heylin, and the Right Rece- 
rend Bifbop of Sarum, who goes little further than the Be- 
ginning of ber Reign. It ts probable fuch an Undertaking was 
; Mable long fince, that is, in Camden's Time: For in bis 
Annals of that Queen, he purpofely paffeth lightly over Church Mat- 
ters; and in fome Places binteth the Reafon, that he left them for 
the Ecclefiaftical Hiftorian : as if there bad been fome fuch fixed 
upon for that Work in his Time. And before bim John Fox in- 
tended bis laft Labours that Way, and had prepared very cun- 
fiderable Materials for that put fome whereof are fallen in- 
to my Hands; many are difperfed eNewhere; and not a few 
ft. And I have been told, great Heaps of Collestions were in 
and after the Times of that Queen, got together, in order to 
write ber Ecclefiaftical Hiftory: But that this good Work, and 
the Collettions themfelves were ftifled, and loft in the Civil lars. 
— Notwithftanding, of the Ufe of fuch an Hiftory, there is none, 
I beliewe, but is fenfible. Both the Clergy of this Church, (who 
are the Minifters and profefled Servants of it) and all its other 
Members may hereby fatisfy themfelves, and (as Occafion ferves) 
| inform 
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inform others, what reafonable, juft and wife. Methods were 
taken in the reforming of it: and how fignally the Providence 
of God all along favoured and furthered it. It will few us, 
upon what firm Ground of Scripture and Antiquity our Reforma- 
tion flands, and will help to direkt and enlighten us 3x cur Coutire- 
gerfies about tt. And by making us or ene what our Ort- 
ginal Conftitution is, we {hall not be eafily impofed upon; and 
we thall know, when we, or others, go beyond, fall fhort of, 
or vary from the true Reformed Church of England. 

Since then, after fo long a time, no abler Pen bath under- 
taken this Province, Viz. to relate, bow true Religion was re- 
flored, under the foreaid Princefs, fo regularly, wifely and legal- 
by, by Confent of Prince and People, and what Progress was made 
therein ; I have at length attempted it, and done my Endeacour, ac- 
cording tomy {mall Capactty, to ferveGod, and this Church herein: 
and that from proper ColleEtions by me, for many Years made, 
as well out of Private Studies, as other Publick Libraries 
and Treafuries of MSS. Where many choice and fecret Mat- 
ters are difcovered, to furnifh out a true Account of thefe Re- 
ligious Tranfattions. 

And that I might not write fuperficially, by undertaking too 
much at ounce, I have ftinted myfelf to go no further than to 
the Thirteenth Year of Queen ELIZABETH. WHithin which 
Compafs of Time, as there was great variety of Events, fo at 
that Period the Religion feemed to have furmounted tts chief. 
Difficulties, and to have been well and ftronely fettled. How- 
ever, there is room enough, in the fucceeding Years of the Oueen, 
for the Pen of an Ecclefiaftical Hiftorian. 

In this Work I have purfued Truth with all Faithfulnefs and 
Sincerity. My Relations of Things are not Hear-fays, nor ta- 
ken up at fecond hand, or comptled out of other Men's pub- 
lifoed Writings ; but I bave gone as near the Fountain-head 
as poffible; that is, to Archives, State-Papers, Resifters, Re- 
cords, and Original Letters, or elfe to Books of good Credstt 
printed in thofe Times; direéting more furely to the Knowledge 
how Affairs then flood. And the nH sea Difpofition I have 
ever had to Truth, qnd my Inclination to give fair and juft 
Reprefentations of Men and Things, will prepare the Reader, 
I hope, to have a good Opinion of my Integrity, and of the Im- 
partiality of my writing. ~ 

I have fet down as much as hath come to my Kncwledge, of 
Moment, for the Illuftration of our Religion, and to open a true 
Profpett into the Affairs ‘of our Church in thofe Times. Tho 
I fufpest, Imay be cenfured by fome of different Perfuafions: as, 
that I had not ufed a Difcretion in concealing fome things ra- 
ther than in relating them; and that the knowledge of other 
Things, might hace better, fur the Sercice of the Church, been 
buried in Oblivion ; becaufe the bringing them to light might 
tend to provoke and irritate Party againft Party, or fupply 
Matter for Conteft, or perhaps betray fome Imperfection in the 
Government, or the like. But this Prattice (which cannot be 

exempiced 
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exempted from Partiality) becomes not a juft Hiftorian; nor 
ought be to affume fuch a Power to himfelf: Nor, in my Fudg- 
ment, by any means to omit or obfcure any Thing material, 
(whatever the fuppofed Confequences be) no more than to. alter 
or. mifreprefent. what be pleafeth: When by taking this Liberty; 
the Hiftory becomes defettive, Attions and Events are not fet in 
a full Light. Aud hence the Reader is not fufficiently inftrutted ; 
and fo either is led into Error, or difabled from making a true 
Fudement of Things. And therefore had I taken this Courfe, 
I could not have avoided the beavieft Charge againft an Hifto- 
_ rian; which ts, of writing Odio aut Favore: i.e. with Favour 
to fome, or Difpleafure towards others. 

Befides the general Courfe of the Hiftory, (for the further 
Faying open to View thofe Iimes) I have mentioned the Books 
written of Religious Subjetts or Controverfies, that were publifh- 
ed from Year to Year, as many as I bawe feens and civen fome 
brief Account of them. I have alfo made Notes and Remarks of 
the feveral eminent Men, of what Perfuafions or Principles fo- 
ever, that bave been fpoken of in the Series of the Hiftory, and 
have given them their juft and due Charatters. I bave alfo 
obferved the feveral Bills brought into the Parliaments, relating 
to Religion, and fhewn, as I bave had Light, their Ends; 
bow they were managed, and with what Succes paffed or re- 
jetted. And many hort and particular Notices I have inter- 
fperfed of Civil or more private Affairs and Tranfattions, paft 
over by our Hifforians, and yet perbaps not unworthy recording 
to Pofterity. 

Ihave chofen commonly to fet down Things in the very Words 
of the Records and Originals, and of the Authors themfeiwes, ra 
ther than in my own, without framing and dreffing them into 
more Modern Language. Whereby the Senfe is fure to remain 
entire as the Writers meant it. Whereas by affetting too curioufly 
to change and model Words and Sentences, the Senfe itfelf, I have 
iieead, often to be marred and difguifed. 


— In Conclufion, he that readeth and weigheth this Hiftory, will 
Jee great Reafon to acquiefce in the Reformation of our Church, 
and to be a peaceable and thankful Member of it ; and be con- 
vincea what a mighty Hand of God over-ruled in this bleffed 
Work, and overthrew all Oppofition before it. For (take it in the 
Words of one that lived in the Beginning of thefe Times, and bore 
a great Part in them ;) ‘ All thefe Things came to pafs at fuch a Bp fewets 
© Time, as to any Man's Reafon it might feem impoffible, when a Pe 2075 
© all the World, the People, Priefts and Princes were overwhelm= — 
© ed with Ignorance; when the Word of God was put out of 
© Sight ; when be [the Pope] took upon him the great Rule of all 
© rogether, was crept into the Holy Place, and bad po a the 
© Confciences of Men, as tf he had been God ; and bad fet bim- 
© felf above the Scriptures of God, and gave out Decrees, that | 
© whatfoecer he foould do, no Man fhould find Fault with him : 
© When all Schools, Priefts, Bifoops and Kings of the World were 
Vou.

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© feworn to him ; that whatfoever he took in Hand, they foould

© uphold it: When be had chofen Kings Sons and Brothers to be

© bad but muttered apainft bis Doings, muft firaitways have 
© been excommunicated, and put to moft cruel Death, as God's 
© Enemy: When no Man could bave thought there had been any 
© Hope that even thefe Days fhould have been feen, that God of 
* bis Mercy hath aoe us to fee: When all Things were veid 
* of all Hope, and full of Defpair ; ecen then, I fay, even con- 
© trary to all Men’s Reafons, God brought all thefe Things to 
© pals. Ewen then God defeated their Policies ; not with Shield 
© and Spear, but only with the Spirit of bis Mouth; that is, 
‘ with the preaching of the Gofpel. And therefore this is the 
© Day that the Lord (and not Man] hath wrought. 
© And the Power of God was as remarkable, that all the 
bloody, cruel and inhumane Methods, to deftroy all that would 
not fubmit to their Errors, could not prevail. No Perfecution, 
no Torments, no Fire, no Faggot did ever weaken the Caufe of 
the Gofpel. This muft be acknowledged the Lord’s Doing, and 
marvellous in our Eyes. | | 
© And fuch a Religion now was brought in and fettled, that 
© whofoever fhall come near (as the forefaid Father fhewed) and 
© view it well, and try it to the uttermoft, foall find that all 
© Things were done feemly and orderly, according to the old 
© Dokiors, to the Apofiles and to the Primitive Church of Chrift ; 
© and foall fall down to the Ground and confefs, that the Order

Which 
1 will give in the Words of another great Divine, that lived 
a little after the former. ‘ That Work (namely, that King 
‘ Henry VIII. and. King Edward VI. had begun and proceed- 
© ed in,|) was in short {pace fo overthrown, as tf tt almoft had 
© never been; till fuch time as that God, whofe Property is to 
© fhew bis Mercies then greateff, when they are neareft to be 
© dofpaired of, caufed in that Depth of Difcomfort and Dark- 
< nels, a moft glorious Star to rife; and on Her Head fettled

Newca/tle was now in great danger of being furprized by the French, U7WNU 

who intended that way to invade England. But fome fecret Intelli- Prine 
gence thereof coming to the Queen, fhe endeavoured timely to pre- prize Newca- 
vent the Danger by Fortifying the Place, and fupplying it with fuffici- fle. 
ent Forces, to be fent from the Neighbouring Parts, the Duke of 
Norfolk being Lord Lieutenant of the North. This prefent danger 
fhe fignified to the Earl of Shrewsbury, Lofd Lieutenant (as it feems) 
of Derbyfhire : And by her Letters in December, committed a {pe- pec, 23: 
cial Charge to him for the Defence of the Realm, againft thefe At- 
tempts of the French thay, had been lately difcovered (asthe Lords 
of the Council wrote to him) tho’ not difclofed, to levy certain | 
Horfemen, both Demy-Lances and Corflets: And fhe fent alfo her 
Letters to divers Perfons of good Livelihood within that County, to 
will them with all fpeed to make ready certain Horfe, and to fend 

them to Newcajftle by the 25th of ‘Fanuary. ‘Vhe Council gave the 
Earl particular Inftru@tions in this Emergence ; as to fend for the 
Sheriff, .and for other of the Principal in every quarter of the Shire, 
and to confer with them how this Charge and Service might beft be 
performed. The Queen alfo at this Time ordered the faid Earl to le- 
vy certain Numbers of Footmen to be raifed in York/hire, to be fent Dec. 26. 
to Berwick. And Secretary Cecy/in a Letter fhewed him, that the 
French had prefled 15 000 Almains in Germany ; and were arming all 
their Ships to the Seas. 

On Zhurfday the latter End of December, the abovefaid Lord Eure tbe coverner 
Governor of this Place, did fome Service againft Scot/and (for which pr ore a 
he received a Letter of Thanks from Above) namely, in annoying Cae 
the Enemy, and burning the Mill, the Kill and other Houfes near 
unto Aymouth. But he wasrequired utterly to forbear to embrace any Council Bock. 
Frenchman's Offer (of which Nation feveral Supplies were already 
fent to Scotland) that fhould run away from Scotland, if they might 
be fuftered to pafs through the Realm ; nor otherwife to ufe any one 
of them during the Wars, than to procure Intelligence at their 
Hands, and to learn fomewhat that might advance the Service of 
the Queen. : 

Care was alfo taken to fend Treafure to Sir William Engolby, Trea- tveafure fens 

furer of Berwick ; that is, fo much as fhould make the full Pay for aera

and entitled, Zhe firft Blaft againft the Monftrous Regiment and 
Empire of Women.

This Book was exceeding 
ill taken, and ill-timed, being now frefh in the Hands of the Engi 
. People: Many whereof began-to doubt, whether they fhould obey the 
Queen, and when at thistime fhe had France a PowerfulEnemy. This 
Treatife therefore by all the Séber Proteffants of the Church of Eng-

About which Time only, fome of thefe afore-named, being found bu- 

fier in Matters of State, tending to ftir Troubles, than was meet for 

the Common Quiet of the Realm, were removed to other more pri- 

vate Places, where fuch other Wanderers, as were Men known to 

move Seditfon, might be reftrained from common reforting to them 

- to increafe Trouble, as the Pope’s Bulls gave manifeft occafions to 

doubt. And yet without charging them in their Confciences, or 
otherwife, by any Inquifition, to bring them into danger of any Ca- 

pital Law. So as no one was called to any Capital or Bloody Que-

Pope’s Authority: And had alfo yielded to both the faid Kings the

remained, printed in Englifb and Latin, to be feen long after, to 

their great Shame and Reproof, to change fo often, but efpecially, in 
perfecuting fuch as themfelves had taught and eftablifhed to hold the

But thefe Bifhops, thus difcharged from their Publick Miniftration rte pepriced 
in the Church, ceafed not to folicit the Queen in the behalf of the old Ba anes 
Religion.

Churches, the Divine before-mentioned, was fo offended at it, (and 1559. 
fuch Offence was taken at it by many more,) that in his Letter to “VW 
Dr. Martyr, he defired him and Ballinger, and Bernardin [Ochin} ™ °™* 
to write to the Queen againft it. But Martyr excufed himfelf by 
reafon of his great Bufinefs. Yet, as he faid, he had wrote already 
certain public Letters into England. But- his own Judgment was, 
that he could never approve of having the Image of the Crucifix upon 
the Table in Preaching or Adminiftration of the Sacrament. | 

The Queen indeéd, being ufed to thefe things, that is, Croffes and The Queen re- 
Saints Images in Churches, where She and her Nobles that reforted Chan 
thither ufed to give Honour to them, had them at firft in her own 
Chapel. But She feemed to have laid them afide, and that upon the . 
earneft Addrefles that were made to Her by her Bifhops, that in her 
Injun@ions it might be enjoyned, ‘That all Images fhould be removed 
out of the Churches: Wherein they did prevail. But it feems 
not long after the Queen refumed burning Lights and the Image 
of the ‘Crucifix again upon the Altar in her Oratory. ‘“ For 
March 24. Barlow, formerly Bifhop of St. David's in Lent- ° 
time preached at Court, in his Chimer and Rochet: When the Crofs 
ftood on the Altar, and two Candlefticks and two Tapers burning.” con. tiber 
Whereupon the Archbifhop of Canter performed his part, by ap- 
plying himfelf honeftly to the Queen, for divers reafons to remove 
them. And fo mach thefe Furnitures of her Chappel difgufted fome 3 

d Men, that one of her chief Bifhops, (c#z. Coxe Bifhop of Ey, ) 4 sipep bard- 
ing 4 mes to minifter the Sacrament before Her there, made tt a Hh if rapa 
matter of Confcience to do it in a Place which he thought fo difhonoar- Queen's Cha- 
ed by Images: And could fcarce be brought to offtciate there, deny- #!- 
ing it a great while; and when he did it, it was with a trembling Con- 
ference, ashe faid. And to plead for himfelf, and to give his humble 
Advice to the Queen, he wrote her a Letter ma moft fabmtifive man- 
ner ;Acquainting her both with his Confctence, that would not a 
great while permit ‘him to minifter in her Chapel, namely, becaufe the 
Lights and Crof$ retnained; tho’ he believed She meant not the Ufe 
to any evil End ; and likewife fhewing the Reafons moving him herein. 
Which Letter and Reafons I caft into the Appendix. N°. XXII. 

I add here, That not long from the beginning of the Queen's En- crucifves 
trance upon her Government, Crucifixes were fo diftafteful to the burnt. 
People, that they bronght many of them into Smithfield, and there 
broke them to pieces and burnt them; as it were to make attonement 
for the many holy Men and Women, that were not long before roaft- _ 
ed to Death there. By which it did plamly appear, that however — 

Q, Mary by a {trong hand had brought m the Roman Religton agatn, 
yet the Peoples Minds were generally prejudiced againft it, and the 
Superftitionsthereof; and they fhewed it openly, as foon as they might 
fafely do fo. And this was no more than was ordered to be done by 
the Queen’s Vifitors, and by her Injunctions, Which was executed . 

about Bartholomew-Tide, when in Paul's Church-yard and Cheapfide 
as well as Smithfield, the Roods (as they called the Croffes) were 
burnt to Afhes, and together with them in fome Places, Copes alfo,.

Becaufe the Reformed Churches differe 

among themfelves in divers Ceremonies, and yet agreed in the Unity 

of Dodtrine. They faw no Inconvenience, if 7 obferved fome ._- 
Ceremonies, fo they agreed in the chief Points of Religion. But - 

that if any fhould be intruded that were offenfive, they upon Confe- 

rence and Deliberation with their Brethren then at Geneva, whom 

they fhould foon meet in England, would brotherly joyn with them 

to be Suitors for the Reformation and Abolifhing of the fame.’

© good Memory of Virtuous and Noble Perfons extinguifhed. 3. ‘The 
* true underftanding of divers Families in the Realm, who have defcen- 
© ded of the Blood of the {ame Perfons, darkened. 4. The true Courfe 
* of their Inheritance hereby might hereafter be interrupted ——

* vate gain, and thereby fought a flanderous defolation of the Places of

* and Protection of the Church belonged, exprefly forbad any Perfon to 
* take away the Bells or Lead, under pain of Imprifonment during ker 
* Pleafure, and farther Fine for the Contempt. And fhe commanded all 
* Bifhops and Ordinaries to enquire of fuch Contempts done from the 
* beginning of her Majefty’s Reign; and to enjoin the Perfons offending 
* to repair the fame within a convenient time. And to certify her Maje-

An Expofttion of the Prophecy of Haggee was printed and fet forth 
this Year 1560. the Author whereof was Fames Pilkington, then 
Matter of St. Zobn's College Cambridge, and not long after Bifhop of 
Durham. It came forth feafonably ; and on Purpofe to ftir up well- 
minded People to go forward with the Reformation of Religion vigo- 
roufly. For it was perceived there was too much Coldnefs in the Mat- 
ter among thofe that were chiefly employed about it. As this Prophe- 
cy was intended to excite the Fezws, now after their Return from their 
Captivity, to fet earneftly upon building of the Lord’s Houfe at ‘Feru- 
Salem; So did this Divine effectually explain it and apply it to the 
prefent State and Time: Blaming the Negligence of {uch as pretended 
to favour the Gofpel, and:to quicken them in this great Work ; as he 
declared this to be his End, toward the Conclufion of his Preface to 
the Reader; V#z. © That.he, a poor Workman in God's Houfe had 
* faid thefe Things to conourige other Workmen, and efpecially thofe 
© that fhould be the chief Builders, and Pillars of his Church. And 
in the beginning of the fame Preface, he ihewed how agreeable his 
prefent Undertaking was to the Prophet 4ggee’s Meflage to the Fews.

1560. there fhould he need but of Six Men, who by this Art fhould do more 
f-Y™/ than Four and Twenty. He had alfo.a.New Art of Building in the 
Water to ftand dry: And laftly, to remove a Rock placed in fome 
River, fo as to render the River Navigable, or fo as to build upon it. 
And for the teaching thefe Arts he required 300/, more. 
That all thefe Arts might be delineated and demonftrated by certain 
Platforms, fo as by them the Queen might pafs a Judgment, and fee 
. that her Charges fhould not be to no purpofe. He fpake alfo of a 
fort of Guns that fhould be of great ufe both by Sea and Land; 
Which he was ready to fhew to the Queen. Finally, he could fhew 
a way, whereby Land feated near Rivers fhould produce two Crops 
of Hay every Year, at very little charge, | 
This Virtuofo the Queen fomewhat liftned to, and prefented him 
rhe Queen ree With a Sum of Money out of her own Royal Bounty. But of all his 
wards bim. Propofals fhe moft feemed to like of learning the way of extracting 
_ Salt-Petre out of the Earth. And about Cdréffmas concluded to give 
him a certain Reward, which he demanded for fhewing the fame; and 
intended to appoint fomebody to treat with him concerning. the other 
Projects. And in March he had Letters Patents from the Queen. con+ 
cerning the Nitre Bufinefs, And upon this, if the Queen would pay 
him Fifty Pounds, he promifed to give her the Model of a Powder- 
Mill, whigh each Year fhould bring to her as much as that Fift 
Pound was worth. The Queen alfo defired of this German to direc 
ker how to: procure fome.Freeze/and Horfes and Mares for Breed. 
Melan@hon — But to let this German pafs that feems to haye been but a Bragga- 
tts Oe docio; there was another German, and he a Divine, that deferveth to 
be more refpectfully and honourably mentioned in this Place: Namely, 
Philip Melanithon, Profeflor at Wittenbergh, where he died this Year 
on the 13th of the Kalends of May (4.¢. Apri/the 19th. } in his Grand 
Climatteric : A Man famous for his Learning, Wifdom and Modera- 
tion, and the Service he did Religion in Germany, and in Eugland 
alfo: having writ feveral Letters to K. Heury VIIL. concerning reform- 
ing Corrupt Religion ; who had earne(tly fent for him to come into Eng- 
land, to confult with him. He writ alfoto K. Edward VI. advifing 
and os him in his Proceedings. And he had thoughts in that 
King’s Reign of coming over into this Kingdom, from the Violence of 
the Perfecution raifed upon the Interim, as he wrote to Alafco. And 
he was formerly fent unto by that King Anno 1553, to come and fuc- 
ceed in the Place of Bucer deceafed, late the King’s Publick Profeflor 
of Divinity in Cambridge; and ABp. Cranmer had ordered a Sum of 
Money to be fent over to him for his Viaticum, to bear his Charges, 
But that King’s Death prevented. Me/anéthon's Judgment ran not fo 
high in the Doctrine of the Prefence of Cirift’s Body in the Sacrament, 
as other German Divines did: Whom he blamed much for their Ex- 
His Opinion of prefftions and Heights. But what his matureft and laft Thoughts were 
wwe Prefence. in that great controverted Point, may be feen by a Letter he wrote, 
dete. Bag]. Not a Month before his Death to Fobu Crato, Door of Phyfick in 
1561. Uratiflaw, who was under fome Doubts conceming this Doétrine. 
In this Letter (which is not among the reft of his publifhed Letters, 
but in a Little Book printed at Bafi/ a Year after his Death) he fhewed 
the 
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the Door how the Ancient Greek and Latin Writers exprefly called 4NNO 
the Bread and Wine Symbols and Antitypes of the Body; alfo the Sign 1560.

; ianent Ufe of it. And the Word xovaria, #. ¢ Communion, fhould 
© be declared. He doth not fay, ‘The Nature of the Bread is changed, 
© as the Papifts fay; he doth not fay, The Bread is the Subftantial 
© Body of Chriff, as Hefbufius faith ; but that it is the Communion, 
* that is, that whereby is made a Confociation, or a Confortship with 
* the Body of Chrift, Gc. | 

His great Endeavour was the Union of the Reformers; and that the HisEmdeaeonr 
Differences among them might be buried. And to effect this, his great J” * ris 
Labour was the propofing. to the Church of England, and other Chances 
Churches, to have a Meeting of Learned Men of each Chureh, who 
fhould draw up Articles of Religion, and an Agreement of Faith and 
Doétrine, wherein all might confent and fubfcribe. This le propounded 
to ABp. Cranmer: and he fpake of it but a few Months before his 
Death, to Frederic Prince Elector of the RJéne, and Duke of Bava- 
via: Opto autem ut Sapientum Principum Confilio, &c. ‘I with, Pincier's An- 
‘ (as he wrote to him) that at laft by the Countil and Authority of *#te. 
© Wife Princes might be convened out of ours and the Churches of 
© other Nations, fome Learned and Pious Men, to confult of all the 
“ Controverfies; and that one concordant, true and clear Form of 
© Doétrine, without any Ambiguity, might be delivered down to Po- 
* fterity. In the mean time, that we cherifh, as much as may be, the 
© Conjunction of. our Churches with moderate Counfils.’ Thus that 
Excellent and Wife Melanftbon. And with this Chara@er and Me- 
morial we leave him: adding only this further concerning him; that 
his Judgment was for the Government of the Church by Bifhops. Ca- 
merarits, who writ his Life, {peaking of his Moderation and Wifdom, 
faith, There was one thing, that he ceafed not to perfuade, to which 
alfo Luther agreed, ciz. ‘That if the German Bifhops would grant 
the Liberty and Ufe of the pure Dodtrine of Heavenly Truth, accord- 
ing to the Expofition of the [ Auguftan] Confeflion, their Power and 
the Adminiftration of their Diocefes fhould not be refufed nor denied 
them.

Dean of Paul's A Sermon was preached at St. Paul's the Third Sunday after Eps- 
Sermon mifie- phany, by Alexander Nowel the Dean; a Paflage whereof was much 
prefented, ‘talked of and grofly mifreprefented by Papifts: And Dorman, a 
Popifh Writer, took the Contidence to charge him with it in Print. 
The Expreffion charged upon him was, That ## would do bim good to 
raze bis Buckler upon a Papilt’s Face. To this Now el was forced to 
Nowel 2. anfwer, and faid, ‘It was a Falfe Lye; and that he had rather go 4 
gainft Dorm. * Thoufand Miles about, than to be put to that Neceffity to fave his 
fe 518. © Life by fuch hard Means: And have his own Face razed ten times, 
© than he would once raze another Man’s Face; or hurt any Chriftian 
© Man: fo little good would it do him. The Truth was this, He 
preached on the faid Swxday upon the Epiftle of that Day. There, 
upon thefe Words, Non vofmetipfos ulcifcentes, diletté, or Defenden- 
tes, as it is in the Common and Old Tranflation; after he had declared, 
that we may not avenge ourfelves, he obferved, how the Common 
Tranflation had it, That we fhould not defend ourfelves. And here- 
upon he moved this Queftion, Whether a Chriftian Man might defend 
himfelf? Whereunto he anfwered by thefe Words: ‘ In cafe we be by 
‘ any Magiftrate or Officer, or at the Commandment of the Prince, by 
© any Man wronged, I know no Defence, but patient Suffering. For 
* no true Chriftian hath any Hand to lift up againft the Prince. But 
* in Cafe a Thief would fet upon me by the High-way, where I could 
‘ have no help at the Magiftrate’s hand, I would, if I were able, de- 
* fend myfelf; and rather than I would be flain, I would, if I could, 
© maim him. For to kill the Thief, who being in that Caufe flain, 
© fhould a Thoufand Pounds to a Penny be damned, would be moft 
* horrible. Yea, faid he, if any private Perfon without any Authority 
* of Office, or Commandment of the Prince, fhould quarrel with me, 
* and call me Heretic, Thief, or would invade me forcibly, I would 
© lift up my Buckler-Hand, and rather than he fhould kill me, I would 
* lay my Buckler upon his Face, if I could, tho’ it were rough with 
“ Studs, and had a Pike in the middle: {peaking (as he faid in his 
* Vindication) thofe Words only iin cafe of faving his own Life, if 
* he could no otherwife do it. 
Calfield Another notable Sermon was preached in the Month of Fanuarg, at 
apa St. Paul's Crofs, near the time the former was preached: the Preacher, 
auls Crofs. Homes Calfield, or Chalfbill, an Oxford Man, afterwards Subdean 
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of Chrifichurch there. His Sermon was highly commended, both 4N NO 
for the wholefome Doétrine of it, and for the Preachers excellent De- 1560. 
livery, even to the amazement of the Auditors. Of this Sermon one “YY

“ the Minds of the Hearers, that we were all in an admiration ofthis 
‘Eloquence. Among other Things he lamented the Mifery of Oxford, 

* and that it was yet under the Papifticak Yoke. He publifhed the 

© Diffimulations of the Papifts, and their Practice to difluade Young 

© Men from the Truth; in fuch fort that he moved a number of Tears. 

© We are much bound to thank God, who hath raifed up fuch young 

* Imps to publifh the Name of his Son Fefas Chriff. Tho’ the Pa- 

* piftical Perfecution took away the old Preachers, Chri? never leaveth 

* his Church deftitute.’ So he in his Letter. I givethis Note of Ca/-

This Year was printed, if not reprinted, a Prayer Book, called H[a- the Horarium * 


rartum, fet out by the Queen’s Authority. This Horary was printed "4 
neain 1573. with Privilege at London, by Will. Seres. 'Fhis Book 
doth Mr. Cofins mention in the Preface to his Book Of Hours, Entitled, 
A Collettion of Private Devotions in the Practice of the Ancient 
Church; being of the fame nature with that Horarium, Cofins’s Book 
was firft printed 47. 1626. with the Approbation of George, Bifhop 
of London, being compofed for the ufe of the Lady Denbigh, then 
warping towards Popery. It was often printed, but at laft: gave fome 
People great offence, as Popifh; and Prix wrote againft it. . | 

There had been many Spantards in England fince Henry the Eighth’s 4 spanith 
Time, whofe firft V if was a Semeiard: and whofe Danghter Mary, Church in 
that King’s only Ifue by her, had favoured and entertained them about *°°°™™ 
her. But efpecially their Numbers increafed here upon the Perfecution 
in Spain; which was about the Reign of King Edward: Many 
whereof being Proteffants, remained ftill in this Realm. For find 
now. a Congregation of Spaniards in London; and one Caffiodorus Caftidorus. 
was their Preacher. Which Congregation began about. the laft Year, 
when they met in a private Houfe for their Devotion. But in this 
Year 1560. the Preacher did earneftly requeft of the Secretary, and 
Bp. of London, fome Church to have their Religious Affemblies in, 
for the avoiding of Scandal, left it might be furmized they taught {ich 
Doétrine, and ufed fach Worfhip as they were loth fhould be publickly 
Known. In the Year 1563. Anthony Corranus, another Learned Corranus. 
Spaniard, and Profeffor of Religion (whom we fhall fpeak more of ~~ 
hereafter) wrote out of France to this Caffodorus, to forward here 
the Impreffion of a Spanifb Bible. Buta little before this Letter came 
to his Hand, Caffiodorus was fled and gone, as was thought into Ger- 
many, apon an Accufation againft him De peccato Sodomitico.

Two Englith- TT HIS Year were two Englifbmen clapt into the Cruel and In- 
men burnt in human Inquifition in Spain: The one was Nicolas Burton [ér 
ester ag Britton | a Merchant of London, and the other a Mariner of South- 
ampton: Who after a fevere Imprifonment in a Prifon called Triana, 
in Sevi/, were condemned to be burnt. And fo they were immedi- 
ately after the Sentence pronounced Decemb. 2. together with a great 
. many others, both French and Spaniards; as namely thefe whofe 

| Names do follow : : 
And divers Fulian Hernandes, bom at Valverda. He had been a CorreGor 
to the Prefs of fuch Books as were printed at Geneva in the Spani/b 
the Subtle Tongue; and afterwards for the Zeal he had to fet forward the Gof- 
Practices of pel, returned into Spain ; where, after he had continued certain Years 
ea diftributing Teftaments and other godly Books that were in the Spa-

But to Keep ourfelves within the Bounds of England: Wher Bur- 
ton [or Britton | was thus inthe Inquifition, his Goods were alfo feized Frampton 4n 
and contifcated. Which yet were not all-his, but fome belonged to ree in tha. 
Merchants in England. Among the reft, to a certain Merchant, Inquiftion. 
who to recover them fent his Attorney, being alfo a Merchant Fa¢tor. 
Who arriving at Sev#/, applied himfelf to the Holy Houfe, as they 
ealled it, to claim the faid Merchant's Goods, fhewing for that pur- 
pofe his Letters.and Writings. ‘They told him he muft fte by Bill, 
and retain an Advocate. Which he did for four Months. Then up- 
on pretence that his Letters and Teftimonials were not full, he went 
back. into England for other and more ample Writings and Certifi- 
cates, which he browght .with him on his fecond Arrival in Spain. 
But after all this, the Ivquifitors, loth to part with fo good Bhetts, 
canfed Frampton himfelf, (for that was his Name ) to be feized by 
their Officer, and made their Prifoner. The Narratton of which mott 
bafe, treacherous ufage he wrote. The fem of which was, as I have 
it from the MS.‘ That being at Cadiz, or fome other Spanifh Port, Penes me: 
© he was taken; And that being fet upon a Mule, he was tied with

I told 
him Hohn Frampton. He afked me what Age I was of e I told 
him XXV. Years. Where I was bom? I told him, in England. 
What my Father's and Mother’s Names were; I.told him. : And 
till he went forward afking me, and the Notary writing.all that 
he afked, and what I anfwered. He afked, How long pait I came 
out of England, and what Place I came firft unto, and from thence, 
whither I went ; and in every Town where I lay, at whofe Houfe, 
and what their Names were ; and what Goods and Money I had in 
the Country of Spain, and in whofe Power it. was. I told them 
the Truth as it was in all Points: And at the end of long Circum- 
ftance, he commanded me that I fhould declare what I knew of 
myfelf, or of any other Man, that we had committed againft their 
Holy Catholick Faith of Rome. For otherwife if I did not de- 
clare it to them of mine own voluntary Mind, that then the Pro- 
moter, otherwife called: Tbe Fifcal,. fhould accufe me by Order of 
Law; and then they would proceed againft me, and condemn me 
as an Heretick..

and why I did not difclofe that I knew ff myfelf, .and others :

; Proteftant Caufe, in fhewing from abundance of ancient Books, Re- 
cords, Regifters, and choice MSS. the Encroachments of Popes and 
Papalins, and the ftout Oppofitions, that were made by learned and 
good Men in all Ages and in all Countries againft them: And efpe- 
cially under K. Fexry and Q. Mary herein England: Preferving to 
us the Memories of thofe holy Men and Women, thofe Bifhops and 
Divines, together with their Hiftories, Acts, Sufferihgs, and their con- 
ftant Deaths, willingly undergone for the fake of Chrift and his Gofpel, 
and for refufing to comply with Popifh Doétrines and Superttitions, 
The Defign of Writing this Hiftory was firft fet on foot among the 
Exiles abroad in Q, Mary's hard days: And many of them were con- 

- cemed in it, to fupply Fox with Matter from England. The chief of

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thefe were Grindal, afterward Bifhop of London. From hith Fox ANNO 
had the Hiftory of the holy Hohn Bradford, and the Letters writ by 561.

And this I myfelf in part have 
found. And feveral Paffages in his Book have been compared with 
King Edward's Council Book lately difcovered, and found to agree 
well together. 
A Paffage in ‘Lhe Papifts do. endeavour ta fhake the Credit of the reft of his 
Fox vindica- Story by his fuppofed Falfhood in one part of it.

Notwithftanding, thefe two, with another honeft 
Man, went to the Partie, that had related it, and read the Story un- j 
to them; who boldly affirmed the fame to be true, and would fo con- 
fefs before any Man, as they faid.

He ftudied 
alfo in Benet College in Cambridge, where he was Tutor to Sir R= 
thard Southwel, a Man advanced to.be a Privy Counfillor, and dwelt 
in the Charterhoufe, London. Were Loud dwelt with him, and in- 
—_. ftruéted his Son in Latin, and in the Laws Civiland Temporal. For 
’ Loud, after his leaving the Univerfiry, had been a Student of the 
Laws in Lincoln's Inn. , 
And feorrat  ‘Befides this Letter of Loud’s before mentioned, I have feen thefo 
other Learned Tetters likewife concerning Mr. Fox's faid Book; One in the Year 
Pome,  1565-from Morice (once the Famous Secretary of Archbifhop Cran- 
mer) to Fobu Day, Fox’s Printer.

Writing and Publithing what he had ready, he might ferve them in 
England, and others alfo. And fo Martyr taking this Advice, ftay- 
ed at Zurick, and there died in Peace. 

The Pulpits founded every where with the approaching Happinefs 4,.r4eacon 
of this Nation, under the Influence of fo. gracious and well educated Wright's ser- 
a Princefs, and under the joyful Expectation of the entrance of God’s 7" #n4 
true Worthhip into England again. And even in Oxford, where, to 
all outward appearance, every the leaft Footftep of pure Religion was 
utterly worn out, was a very notable Sermon preached: and that by~ 
a Perfon of as great Eminency as any there. It was Dr. Wright, 
Archdeacon of Oxon, and Head of a College there. He was Vice- 
Chancellor when Dr. Richard Smith made his Challenge to P. Mar- 
tyr to difpute with him ; and in that dangerous Hurleburly he convey- 

_ed Martyr away through the Rout and Croud at that time affembled, 

to his own Houfe. Upon the Turn under Queen Mary, he made a 

fhift to comply ; and for his Wifdom and Learning was one of the 

Vifitors of Magdalen College, Oxon; when both the Prefident and 

fo many of the Fellows were put out, foon after that Queen’s Accefs 

to the Crown ; and was noted to be the equalleft in hearing, and the 

readieft to abfolve. He was alfo afterwards one of Cardinal Pole’s 

Vifitors of that Univerfity, complying with the ‘Time and Orders then 

in force, and concealing his Opinion during her Five Years Reign; 

with what Confcience himfelf beft knew. But as occafion ferved he 

would {peak favourably of the Gofpellers.

openly in 4//-Saints preached with a great Spirit, though with a weak 
Voice; That Chriff was not mixed nor leavened, but fimple and 
crucified. nthe fame Sermon he commended to the Clergy the [s- 
turgy of the Church of Exgland, the Celebration of Prayers and Sa- 
craments in the Eingié/b Tongue; and leamedly and folidly afferted it 
out of Scripture, and Origen againtt Celfus. Sanders added in his 
Relation of him, that alledging that Place of St. Pau, He gave fome 
Apoftles, and fome Prophets, and fome Evangelifts, and fome 
Paftors and Teachers, ‘he faid, Ye fee here is not a Word of the 
POPE. And May the roth, being eight days after this publick and 
godly Confeffion, he died. The forefaid famous Popi/>-Calumniator 
faid of him, ‘ That his Recantation of the Pope was the Caufe of his 
© Death, and the beginning of the Defect of his Underftanding. Tho’ 
he had his Underftanding and Memory to the laft, making his Will; 
as many could atteft that were then prefent. - 

This Year 1561. came forth an hundred Sermons upon the Apoca- 


Sermons «pon Jypfe. made by Henry Bullinger, Chief Paftor of Zuric, tranflated 


the Revelati- 
ons printed, 


out of Latin into Englifh by Fobn Daus of Ipfwich, dedicated to 
Sir Thomas Wentworth, Lord Wentworth, Lieutenant of the County 
of Suffolk: fet forth and allowed according to the Queen’s Order ap- 
pointed in her Injunctions. Budllinger’s Preface was, ‘To all the 
* Exiles of France, England, Italy and other Realms and Nations in 
© Germany and Switzerland, for the Name of Chrift, and to all the 
© Faithful wherefoever they be, abiding and looking for the Coming 
* of Chrift, our Lord and Judge.’ This Preface was writ by him in 
the Year 1557. The publithing of thefe Sermons in thefe perfecuting 
Times was very feafonable, confidering the Sum and End of this Re- 
velation of Jefus Chrift to his Servant Fo4n was, as the learned Au- 
thor fhewed, ° ‘That he would never fail his Church on Earth, but 
would govern it with his Spirit and Word through the Ecclefiaftical 
Miniftry. But that the Church itfelf, whilft it remained in this 
World, fhould fuffer many things, and that for Chrift and the 
Truth of his Gofpel profefled: And that it opened all and fingular 
Evils in a manner that the Church fhould fuffer; fhewing, how it 
muft be exercifed with common Calamities, as War, Plague, Fa- 
mine, @c. What it fhould privately fuffer of the Falfe Brethren 
through Here!ies and Schifms; and grievous ‘and continual Strifes, 
Contentions and Corruptions in the Matter of Religion: Finally 
how terribly it fhould be vexed by the moft cruel Perfecution of the 
Old Roman Empire: . And laftly, by the wicked Crafts, and ex- 
treme ‘Tyranny of Anti-Chrift. All which Things appertain to this 
End, that all his chofen, being fufficiently warned before, and pro- 
vided in all Ages, whilft this World fhall endure, might with true 
Faith cleave unto Chrift our Redeemer, King and High-Prieft, cz. 
and in Innocency of Life ferve him, and patiently attend him, coming 
to Judgment, @c. And chiefly, that they fhould flee Antichrift 
which fhould come in the end of the World, ufurping unto himfelf

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© moft unjuftly the Kingdom and Priefthood of Chrift, grievoufly per- 4N NO 
* fecuting the Church of Chrift even to the laft Judgment. 1561. 

This Year alfo was tranflated out of French into Englifh, by Ste- ~V~ 

ven Withers, a Treatife of Relicks, writ by another learned Foteigner, geriks ae 
Viz. Mr. Calvin: It began, ° St. Auguffine in the Book which he tated. 
© entituled, Of the Labour of Monks ; complaining of certain Trifle- 
© bearers, who already in his Time did exercife a moft villainous and 
© filthy kind of carrying hither and thither Relicks of Martyrs, ad- 
‘ deth, yea, if they be Reliques of Martyrs. By the which Word 
* he figniheth, that even then the Abufe and Deceit herein was com- 
* mitted, in making the poor fimple People to believe that Bones ga- 
thered here and there, were the Bones of Saints, But feeing the 
Original of this Abufe is of fuch Antiquity, it is not to be doubted, 
but that it hath been in the mean while by fo long continuance of 
© Time greatly multiplied: efpecially fecing the World fince that 
“ Time is marvelloufly corrupted, and hath declined from worfe to 
* worfe, even until it be come to the Extremity in the which we fee 
‘ it. A Book, which by relating what Reliques were in divers Coun- 
tries, and of what fort, and of what quantity, abundantly evinceth 
the horrible abufes of them. It bore this Title, 4 cery profitable 
Treatife made by Mr. John Calvin, declaring what great Profit 
might come. to alt Chriftendom, if there were a Regifter made of all 
- Saints Bodies and other Reliques, which are as well in Italy as in 
France, Dutchland, Spain, and other Kingdoms and Countries. 

The Mention of Calvin, muft bring in a very remarkable Letter Calvin's ref: 

which he wrote in the Month of 4uguff this Year, concerning certain /*tion of fome 
Ecclefiaftical Rites, ufed in our Office of Public Prayer newly efta- eee 
blifhed: Which were fcrupled by fome of the Einglii(h Exiles, upon 
their Return ; chiefly becaufe not ufed by the Reformed Church in 
Geneva. Concerning which they had fent to Calvin for his Refolu- 
tion and Judgment. Wherein he gave his Opinion generally in fa- Aug. 13? 
vour and approbation of them.. For fo I take that Epiftle of his, Ep. s«m. 361. 
which he wrote as an Anfwer to feveral Perfons, whom he ftiled. 
Eximit viri Gy ex animo colendi fratres: i.e. Worthy Men, and 
very much efteemed Brethren: Whom I am apt to think were the 
Divines and Scholars that lately fojourned at Geneva. By the An-« 
fwers he made, the.Queftions propounded by thefe Brethren, 1 fup- 
pofe, were thefe:

Firft, Whether it was expedient, after the Publick Confeffion, to 
have any Abfolution, declaring the gracious Promife of God to Re- 
penting Sinners; becaufe there was none fuch ufed in the Church of Abjlstion. 
Geneva. Calvin approves it, faying, That there was none of them 
but acknowledged it very profitable to join to the Publick Confeffion 
fome fingular Promife to raife Penitent Sinners to the hope of Pardon 
and Reconciliation. He added, That from the beginning it was his 
mind to bring in this Practice. But fome feared Offence would be 
taken at the Novelty of the Thing: Whereupon he was too eafy to 
yield: and fo the thing was omitted; that is, to be inferted into 
their Office. But he wifhed that the People to the Paftors whereof 
he wrote, were accuftomed to both.

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Secondly, Another Query was concerning the ufing of certain pro- 
per Words to every Communicant fingly : Which Ca/vin ufed not to 
do. To which he anfwered, That in adminiftring the Supper he 
fometimes ufed St. Pau/’s Words. But becaufe he could not repeat 
them to every one without taking up more time than could well be 
fpared, he rather defifted. 


Thirdly, The Third Queftion feemed to be, How often the Sacra- 
ment of the Lord’s Supper fhould be adminiftred@ And whether it 
were not fit to haveit Monthly, rather than asit was enjoined but Three 
times a Year, v#z. in the great Feftivals. Calvin did moft of all like 
to have it adminiftred every Month; fo that the more frequent ufe of 
it begat not Negligence. Which feemed to go fo far with him, that 
he fomewhat inclined to have (it on that Account) not fo frequent : 
For, faid he, while the greater part abftain from the Communion 
[as they would do, if it were celebrated every Month] the Church 
is after a manner fcattered from one another. But that he had rather 
the Church were invited to the Sacrament every Month, than four 
times a Year only, as was the Cuftom then with them. He added, 
That when he came firft to Geneva, the Sacrament was communica- 
ted but thrice in the Year, [that is, at Chriffmas, Eafter and }Tbit- 


fontide] when there were feven Months coming between Whitfoutide . 


and Chriffmas, without any Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper mini- 
ftred at all. Whereupon he declared his liking of Monthly Sacra- 
ments. But that when he could not prevail, he thought it good to 
{pare the Weaknefs of the People, than more ftiilly to contend about 
it, Whereby he fignified his Advice in effe@ to the Brethren here in 
this Church, where the People were alfo ufed to the faid three pub- 
lick 'Times of receiving the Sacrament, and would at prefent be hard- 
ly brought to an Alteration. And all that Ca/o‘u did in this Cafe 
was to omit the Reformation of this more feldom receiving the Eu- 
charift, till a more convenient Opportunity fhould offer hereafter. 
Yet he caufed it to be entred into the publick Acts, that this Cuftom 
was faulty: that it might be more eafy and free to correct it by thofe 
that came hereafter. 


Fourthly, The Fourth Query was, Whether it were convenient to 
communicate the Sick ? And if fo, with what Number and Company ? 
And whether in this Private Communion the Publick Office fhould be 
ufed, or no Office, but the Confecrated Bread only brought from the 
Church, unto the Party home to his Houfe. To which Calvin gave 
in fubftance this Anfwer, That the Sick fhould not be denied the Sa- 
crament, many and weighty Caufes moved him: For fhould they not 
be communicated, it would be a very blameworthy Negleé&t of Chrift’s 
Inftitution. But that when the Sick Party was to partake, there fhould 
be fome Affemibly of the Kindred, Ftiends and Neighbours ; that fo 
there might be a Diftribution according to Chrift’s Commandment. 
And that the Holy A@ion fhould be joined with an Explication of the 
Myftery: And that nothing fhould be done differently from the Com- 
mon Form and Way of the Church. He liked not carrying the Sa-

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crament up and down promifcuoufly ; for the avoiding of Superftition 4.N NO 
in fome, and Ambition and vain Oftentation in others: many for fuch 1561. 
Ends being apt in thofe days to come to thefe Private Sacraments. “~V~

fore the greater Judgment and Care thould be ufed to whom they 
gave it.

To the next Queftion, Whether the People compelled with fear or 
‘Lofs of worldly Goods, or temporal Punifhment, might receive the 
Comniunion, as Bread and Wine, and not confenting to it in the 
Heart; the Anfwer was, That St. Paul faid, It was requifite to our 
Salvation, with our Mouths to confefs the Truth. -Alfo, that our Sa- 
viour faid, he that denieth him afore Men, he will deny afore his Fa- 
ther in Heaven. ' And to kneel down to receive their curfed aud pol- 
luted Bread, was to commit Idolatry.

Honour of the Nation, and to the ingratiating the Queen to her People. 
As fhe had called in before Copper and mixed Money, and allowed 
thofe that brought them in to the Exchequer as much in good Money 
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as thofe Pieces ordinarily went for, to her own confiderable Charge, 


that her Subjects might not be Loofers; fo fhe now made another ftep 
to the Amendment of the currant Coin, reducing all fine Money to 
the true Standard; and appointing the feveral Gold and Silver Pieces 
to pafs at a lower Rate than they went at before, that fo they might 
come to the exact old Engii/h Standard. This I do the rather relate 
here, becaufe it is fo imperfectly and uncertainly, if at all, fet down 
by our Hiftorians: and becaufe I make fome doubt, whether the 
Queen's Proclamation thereof were ever printed, I have exemplified it 
from a Written Copy thereof in the Appendix. By which it appear- 
eth, that the Michaelmas lait paft, 1560, the Queen turned bafe 
Copper mony to Mony that was good Sterling. And all this coarfe 
Mony being called in, and fine, that is, Gold and Silver, Mony made 
current, She then fignified her Intention to reduce that fine Mony to 
its true Worth, fo that it fhould pafs for no more than its true intrinfic 
value, which hitherto it had not done. Yet for fome Reafons the for-

them.--—-That [inrefpect of the Foolifhnefs of this Writer] it was the.

This had many Inconveniences attending 
it, betide the Difconteat of the People. Rumours of it ran from one 
Market-day to another; and the Markets rofe, and Provifions grew 
dear. ‘This unfeafonably prevented the Queen’s Determinations: So 
that she was fain in the midft of thefe Bruits to iflue out a Proclamation 
to ftay them. But neither could this remedy it, the fame Rumours be- 
ing before-hand univerfally fpread into Mens Heads by finifter means. 
And another Sort took hold of thefe Rumours out of Covetoufnefs, 
And fo the Prices of all things were univerfally enhanced, that were 
to be fold for Mony. Pitiful hereby was the Condition of the meaner 
fort of People, as Labourers in Hufbandry, Handicrafts-men, Serving- 
men, Soldicrs, and others living by Wages or Penfions, who mutt 
buy their Victuals and Suftinence with Money: thefe were mife,auly 
oppreft with unreafonable Prices and Dearth. 7 

This moved the Queen; and for the remedying hereof fhe thought 7 
fit to delay no longer putting her Intent into Execution. And fo fhe mat the 
reduced the Monies of her Realm to fuch a true Standard, as fhould 5*47447dwas. 
never hereafter be changed nor altered; being indeed the Standard 
that remained in the Kingdom fince the Sixth of K. Edward IV. and 
fo continued down to the Sixteenth Year of K. Henry VIII. Az. 1524+ sgn. ty24. 
who then firft debafed the Mony by mixing it with Brafs. | 

All Monies now were either fine Gold, Crown Gold, Strangers zy. jverat 

Gold, or fine Ste:ling Silver. Of the fine Gold was the Soveraign, Gold and sit- 
that went at Thirty Shillings; which was brought down to Twenty : "rr iimemen 
for no.more was it worth: the Royal, that went at Fifteen Shillings ; thei valves. 
which was brought to Ten, according to its true Value: the 4ngel/, 
that went at Ten, was made current at fix Shillings and eight Pence : 
the Lalf Angel five Shillings, to Three and four Pence. The Crown 
Gold pieces were the Sovereign, half Sovereign, Crown, half Crown. 
The Strangers Gcld pieces were the French Crown, and the Burgua- 
dian Crown. ‘The Sterling Silver pieces were the Shilling, and the 
half Shilling, the quarter Shilling, the three Half-pence, the three 
Farthings. What thefe Pieces hitherto went at, and to what Value 
reduced, may be feen in the Proclamation, And in Conclufion, this 
the Queen would have to be accepted of all her good Subjects, as one 
of the principal Acts, tending to the Recovery of the antient Fame 
and Wealth of the Kingdom; and defired that none, that out of Ma- 
lice or Ignorance depraved this noble A@, fhould have Credit given 
to them; wherein fhe evidently fuftained fo great burthen in her ‘Trea- 
fure, as it ran in the faid Proclamation. 7

Title was due to him; as Heir Apparent, and he was Dominus natus. 

This, he faid, was the reafon he would not take upon him to be called 

there, [in Spain| Prior D' Inglaterra; which to every Mans Un- 
derftanding, was a Title of known Honour; whereas Turcopoier was 

fo diffufive a Name as not worthy the Pains of pronouncing, and fo 

ftrange a Dignity by reafon of the long Intermiffion, as had no ready 

place of Acceptation abroad. But, as he wrote to his Friends, he did 

it for the Honour of his Nation: and that he would refpe& his Nation 

afore his Perfon, and the Publick afore his Particular. He fwore 

afore God, that for the fame Reafon and none other Refpe&, he had 
already procured in Madrid, and would procure as he went, fo much 
Favour as might be for the eftablifhing of the Exg/ifp Privileges in 
Malta. And left any Offence might. be taken by the Queen at this 

his Enterprize, he declared himfelf a true Englifh Subje&; that to

on When he was at Genua, the King of Span fent a Letter te him to 
Prior of St. 
ohn’s. 


return in Poft, becaufe he would fend him Ambaffador into Perfia. 
And at the fame time the Lord Great Mafter of Ma/ta fent him a 
Letter, charging him to defer no longer to take upon him the Title 
of his Priory; and that upon pain of taking away his Crofs, and 
upon his Oath of Obedience. And this was the reafon he took the 
Title of Prior upon him, and upon a Force declined that of Tarco- 
polier. For this Office in the Convent was of high Pre-eminence, and 
was above all Priors. But it could not be brooked, that he fhould 
then enjoy fo high a Title; and therefore was commanded to call 
himfelf Prior of St.‘Fobus. And there he lived fome time with great 
Honour and Favour, till a Conteft happened between him and the 
Prior of Capa, who came to be Grand Mafter by Simony, and would 
have ufurped his Place, that in Right fhould have fucceeded there. 
This put an end to his being at Malta; otherwife there he reckon- 
ed to have been refident all his Life.

Shall conclude this Year with a brief Relation of feveral Matters Short Memos 
that happened from Month to Month; which (in my Judgment) ace of Mats 
deferve a Memorial to be made of them, and to be refcued from

Marcb the 26th. ‘Vhe young Lady Fane Seimour, Daughter to the Le4y Jane 
late Duke of Somerfet, and one of the Queen’s Maids of Honour,>,4 on 
and in great Favour with her Royal Miftrefs, (dying the 2oth of the 
fame Month) was brought in the Afternoon from the Queen's Armory, 
to the Abby of Weftminfter, to be buried, with all the Quire of the 
faid Abby, and two Hundred of the Court, and threefcore Mourners ;

complained how the Charges of his Houfe-keeping were exceeding’ 
‘ large, living in a great City, as Glouceffer was,. and in his own 
© hired Houfe, and all upon the Penny, and now in the time of his 
* Firft-fruits, and a dear World. And that if he had not had the 
* help of the Revenue of Bréffej, he could not have fubfifted. But 
* yet he would gladly leave both, if he might refign at fuch a time, 
* that he might depart from his Living out of Debt, as he fappofed 
© he might do, if he refigned between Michaelmas and A/bollowtide. 
This was the Sum of a Letter he wrote to the Secretary. In what 
Year exactly this was written I cannot fay, only that he was not yet 
paft his Firft-fruits. But notwithitanding his Letter he continued Bi- 
fhop of Gloucefter many a Year after. He affected good Houfe- 
keeping, and kept many Servants, which ran him much into Debt. 
So that in the Year 1576, which was but two Years:before his Death, 
he was behind hand with the Queen, and was got 500/. in her Debt. 
The iffue of which was, that Procefs came down to the Sheriff of 
Gloucefter, to feize his Land and Goods for Payment.

had brought up his Servants Papifts. But I do not find any where 
that he was indeed of that Faith any further than that he was for the 
Real, that is, the Corporeal, Prefence of Chrift in the Sacrament. 
By a Letter wrote unto him in November, 1571. by Campian the 
Jefuit, who knew him well, we rather collect the contrary. For 


therein he earneftly exhorted him to retum to the Church, ‘ That he 


* was more tolerable than the reft of the Hereticks, becaufe he held 
“ the Prefence of Chrift in the Altar, profeffed the Freedom of Man’s 
‘ Will, and punifhed not Catholicks in his Diocefe ; whereby he got 
* the Hatred of the Puritans; yet he tells him that he was- Here- 
* ticorum Odiam ¢ Catholicorum Pudor ; that is, Such a one as the 
°. Hereticks bated, and the Catholicks were afhamed of? And his 
Sufpenfion which is fpoken of, (if true) related, no Queftion, partly 
to his being in the Queen's Debt, partly to his Lutheran Dottrine ; 
but chiefly to his Excommunication. 

But we will give this brief Character of him, taken from the afore- 
faid Campian, and fo pafs away to other Things. He was an excel- 
lent Man, both in his Nature and his Learning, his Urbanity and his 
Manners. He kept good Hofpitality for the Citizens and other 
Men, and preferved his Palace and Farms in good Cafe and Condi- 
tion. He was in Judgment for the unerring of General Councils, 
And when that of Carthage was objected to him, how it erred about 
the Baptifm of Hereticks, he faid, That the Holy Ghoft was promifed 
not to one Province, but to the Church; adding, That no Doérine 
could be fhewn that had univerfally deceived an Oecumenical Coun- 
cil, And on this he built his Real Prefence in the Sacrament ; be- 
caufe this was the ancient Faith, and the Chriftian World, and the 
Company of Bifhops, who were the Keepers of that which was com- 
. : mitted 
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mitted to the Church, (Cuffodes Depofiti) held this DoGrine. And ANNO 
he ufed to commend thefe as the Interpreters of Scripture. I fhall 1562. 
add no more of him, but that he died at the Age of 65 or 66, and “YY 
was buried at his own Cathedral of Gloucefler, Anno 1578. |

andreftored to Life again, old Herefies, and fuch as long ago were 
condemned : that we fowed abroad new Seéts and furious Fancies, 
that never before were heard of. Alfo, that we were now divided 
into contrary Factions and Opinions, and could never agree by any 
means among ourfelves. That we were wicked Men, and made 
War, after the manner of Giants, (as the Fable is) againft God him- 
felf; and did live together without Care or Reverence of God: That 
we de{pifed all good Deeds, and ufed no Difcipline of Virtue, main- 
tained no Laws, no Cuftoms, no Equity, no Juttice, no Right; that 
we loofed the Bridle to all Mifchief, and allured the People to all 
kind of Licence and Luft.

This Apology was tranflated out of Latin into fundry Tongues, and madecommon 
fo made common to moft Parts of Europe, and was well allowed * of Parts 
and liked of by the Learned and Godly, who gave open Teltimo- 7 “°F 
nies of the fame. And it was never reproved in Late or otherwife, 
either by any one private Writing, or by the Publick Authority of _ | 
any Nation ; till Mr. Harding, Refiant at Louvain, publifhed an Harding fers 
open Confutation of it, and offered the fame to the Queen. But the fn? * Pie 
main Ground of his whole Plea was, That the Bifhop of Rome, when- 
foever it fhall like him to determine in Judgment, can never err: 
That he is always undoubtedly poffeft of God's Holy Spirit ; That 
at his only Hand we muft learn to know the Will of God; and in 
his only Holinefs ftands the Unity and Safety of the Church : That 
whofoever is divided from him muft be an Heretick : And that with- 
out Obedience to him there is no hope of Salvation. Nay, he afiirms, 
that he isnot only a Bifhop, but a King ; and that all Kings and Em- 
perors receive their Power at his Hand, and ought to fwear Obedience 
and Fealty unto him. Fewel/, in his faid Epiftle to the Queen, 
quotes the particular Places and Fo/io's in the Confutation where 
Harding afferts all this. The Bifhop publifhed fome Anfwer to

might fee all the Parts and Foundations of the Doétrine we defended,

: ftration of the true Doétrine, and a paraphraftical Expofition of the 
Twelve Articles of the Chriftian Faith. ‘The Second, a Succiné& and 
Solid Reprehenfion of Objections. If the Order of the Book be re- 
garded, nothing could be more diftina ; if the Perfpicuity, nothing 
more clear ; if the Stile, nothing more terfe; if the Words, nothing

troubled and fall into Perfecution. And fo, he faid, it came to pafs.

Being demanded whether there were any more Leam- 
ing in the Great Book [writ ‘| him | than in his Book of Obedsence, 
which the faid Bifhop had read afore ; he faid his Book of Obedience 
was but the fifteenth Part of his new Great Book. That in the lat- 
ter End of Queen Mary's Days he did begin to write, but he could 
bring nothing to pafs: His Gift was not come to him; and till he had 
given over all things, he could never write effectually.

“ He blamed both Spirituality and Laity. That the Preachers were 
not fo diligent in their Vocation as they ought; and the Laity 
neither fo diligent in hearing, nor yet in doing as they fhould, 
And fome of the Laity, in not giving Credit to God’s Word 
preached, as ought to be. He took notice here of the great Want 
of Minifters ; and that fome of thofe that were Minifters were 
much infufficient, which natwithftanding, confidering the Time, 
were to be born withal ; not doubting the Circumfpection of the 
Bifhops in well looking to the placing of fuch which fhould be 
appointed hereafter : And fuch as were negligent or blame worthy, 
and would not be Reformed, to have sharp Punifhment. 

“ That heretofore the Difcipline of the Church was not good, and 
the Minifters thereof flothful. Whence fprung two Enormtities : 
Firft, That for lack of the former, every Man lived as he lifted 
without fear. And by reafon of the Second, many Ceremonies were 
agreed upon ; but the right Ornaments thereof were either left un- 
done or forgatten: That it was for want of Difcipline that few 
came to Service, and the Church fo unreplenifhed ; notwithf{tand- 
ing a Law made the laft Parliament for good Order to be obferved 
in the fame. ‘But as yet it appeared not executed. That therefore 
if it were tog eafy, it fhould be made fharper. And if already 
well, then to fee it executed. _ For the want of Difcipline caufed 
Obftinacy, Contempt, and Growth of Herefy. _ 

“ That in his Opinion the Device was good, that in every Diocefe 
Officers fhould be appointed and -devifed, ‘as*fhould be thought 
good, to fit for the Redrefs of thefe, and fuch like Errors, twice 
or thrice a Year, till the Fault were mended. In the doing’ of 
which, the Head Officers were to be born withal, and maintained ; 
and Laws to be made for the purpofe. The chief Care of which, 
he faid, [applying himfelf to the Lords Spiritual] pertained unto 
them, wherein they fhould take pains ; and whereunto Laws fhould 
be joined, not only for. the more perfecting of the fame, but 
for the Maintenance as well of the Heads as of the Members 
thereof. | : 

On the 15th of Fanuary, Thomas Williams of the Inner-Temple, 
Efq; being chofen Speaker ta the Lower Houfe, was prefented to the 
Queen. And in his Speech to her, what he faid relating to Reli- 
gion wasto this Purport. Fir/t, he did in the Name of all the Com-

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‘mons, give moft humble and hearty Thanks to God and Her, who 


had brought and reftored God’s Doétrine into this Realm. . He 


_ took notice of the Want of Schools ; that at leaft an Hundred were 


wanting in Eing/aud, which before this Time had been [being deftroy- 


ed (I fuppofe he meant) by the Diffolution of Monafteries, and Reli- 


gious Houfes, Fraternities and Colleges], He would have had Eng- 
and continually flourifhing with Ten Thoufand Scholars, which: the 
Schools in this Nation formerly brought up. That from the Want 
of thefe and good School-mafters, fprang up Ignorance. And Co. 


vetoufnefs got the Livings by Impropriations, which was a Decay, 


he faid of Learning. And by it the Tree of Knowledge grew

downward, not upward ; which grew greatly to the Difhonour, both 4 NNO 
of God and the Commonwealtlf. He mentioned likewife the Decay 1562. 
of the Univerfities ; and how that great Market-Towns were without YNY 
Schools or Preachers. And that the poor Vicar had but 204 [or 
fome fuch poor Allowance] and the reft, being no fmall Sum, 
4was impropriated. And fo thereby, no Preacher there ; but the Peo- ° 
ple being trained up and led in Bliadnefs for want of Inftruction, 
became ob(ftinate. And therefore advifed that this fhould be feen 
to, and Impropriations redreffed, notwithftanding the Laws already 
made [ which favoured them. |] | 
He took Notice alfo of a third Monfter called ERROR (as 2. 
IGNORANCE and NECESSITY, were the two others that 
troubled the Kingdom.) Under-this Monfter he brought the Pe/ags- 
ans, Libertines, Papifts, and fuch other, leaving God’s Command- 
ments, to follow their own Traditions, Affections and Minds. That 
if the Papift was (and indeed he was) in Error, that we should 
feek the Redrefs thereof; for that the Poor and Jenorant were abufed. 
Until which Redrefs be had, he told her Majefty, that neither the ° 
nor her Realms, neither at home nor abroad, fhould ever be well 
ferved of fuch Perfons which were fo divided. And therefore faid 
he, fpeedily look to it, and weed out this Wickednefs and Error, 
too much known nowadays. eas i 
He added further,: That in the Country he had heard tell of, but Libertinifin. 
fince he came up, walking in the Streets he had heard oftentimes — 
{with his own Ears] more Oaths than Words: A pitiful hearing | 
He urged to have it punifhed. ace | 
' He moved her -Majefty (with the Affent of this Affembly) to 4 Safe Fors 
build a {trong Fort for the Surety of the Realm, for ‘the repulfing / ™ *™ 
of her Enémies, and to be fet upon firm and ftedfaft Grdund. Which 
Fort to ‘have two Gates, the one commonly open, the other a Po- 
ftern; and two Watchmen at either of them; one Governor, one 
Lieutenant: and then no good thing would be there wanting. The . 
Fort he: meant was the Fear of God. ‘The Governor God himfelf ; 
- her Majefty the Lieutenant ; the Stones of ‘it the Hearts of faithful 
People. if he two Watchmen at the open Gate, to be Knowledge 
and Virtue ; the other two at the Poftern, to be Mercy and Truth ; - 
all being Spiritual’ Minifters.:’ That this Fort was invincible, if 
every Man would fear God. For all Governors reign and govern 
by the two Watchmen, Knowledge and Trath. “And that if fhe, 
being the Lieutenant, faw Juftice, with Prudence her Sifter, execu- 
ted, fhe would then rightly ufe the Office of a Lieutenant. And 
for fuch as departed ut of this Fort, let them be let out at the Po- 
ftern by the two Watchmen, Mercy and Truth. And then fhe would 
be welt at’ home and abroad. Finally, he exhorted her continually 
to: feek God’s Glory, and his trre Honour; and then fhe would 
have this Fort well built, and by her well governed. In this inge- 
nious Speech I ftrongly fufpe& Ceci} had a great Hand. Who as he 
was firf chofen Speaker himfelf, but got himfelf excufed, fo he feems 
to have been the main Inftrument of getting Mr. Williams chofen in 
his room. For when Sir pes Rogers, Comptroller of the 
Queen’s Houfhold, had recommended him to the Houfe to be their 
iit Speaker,

Bills in pay. Lue very firft thing they fet about in the Houfe of Commons, was 
ament. the Succeffion to the Crown ; and (in order to that) the Queen's 
cefion Su- Marriage with fome fit Perfon, for Heirs of her Body to inherit her 
Kingdoms. For anuary the 16th, which was but the next Day af- 
ter the Speaker was chofen and accepted, a Burgefs (oz. the 
Mayor of Windfor) moved for the Succelfion, And the 28th of the 
fame Month, they exhibited their Petition to the Queen for the 
Eftablifhment of the faid Succeffion. Which Petition was drawn up , 
in very eloquent and prefling Language, yet tendered with all hum- 
ble Deference. ‘The Arguments were chiefly taken from the Danger 
of the Realm without the profpe& of Succeffion, and particularly 
from the fear of Papifts, filed, ° A Faction of Hereticks in her Ma- 
® *‘ jefty’s Realm, who moft unnaturally againft their Country, moft 
* madly againft their own Safety, and moft treacheroufly againft her 
* Highnefs, not only hoped for the woful Day of her Death, but 
* alfo lay in wait to advance fome Title, under which they might 
© revive their late unfpeakable Cruelty, to the Deftrution of the 
* Goods, Pofleffions and Bodies, and Thraldom of the Souls and 
© Confciences of her Faithful and Chriftian Subjetts-—-They found 
* how neceffary it was for her Prefervation, that there fhould be 
* more Perfons fet, and known between her Majefty’s Life and their 
* Defire.---~-They knew not how many pretended Titles and Truft 
* to fucceed her.—--And they found by good Proof, that the certain 
* Limitation of the Crown of France had in the Realm procured 
* fo great Quiet, that neither the Perfon of the Prince in Pofleffion 
© had been endangered by fecret and open Practice, nor the Com- 
© monweal molefted by Civil Diffenfion, through any Quarrel at- 
* tempted for the Title of that Crown, Gc. And the 1ftof February, 
the Lords of the Parliament were with the Queen, as it was thought, 
upon the fame Account. , But fhe deferred her Anfwer. ° 
Cecil's Letty An eminent Member of the Houfe, I mean the Queen’s Secretary 
abut it. ~~ Cecij, in the beginning of February wrot to Sir Thomas Smith, her 
Ambaflador in France, conceming this Matter, and what his Judg- 
ment was therein: fz. ° ‘That the Heads of both Houfes were fully: 
* occupied with the Provifion of Surety to the Realm, if God fhould 
* to our Plague (as he faid) call the Queen, without leaving of Chil- 
* dren. That the Matter was fo deep as he could not reach into 
‘ it; and praying God to fend it a good Iffue. And foon after (viz. 
* February 18.) he writ again to the fame Perfon, That he could not 
* fee that any Effect would come of the earneft Suits made of the 
* Three Eftates to the Queen’s Majefty, either for Marriage, or State 
© of Succeffion. 
In this Houfe of Commons were many good publick-fpirited Mem- 
bers. ‘Thefe I find in a Journal of Ceci/’s, viz. Bell, Wilfou, Good- 
yere, Norton, Warner, Sit Anthony Cook, &c. To which I may add

The Bills following were fuch as were read and concerted in the “WW. 
Houfe of Lords. 

The 30th of Fanuary, a Bill for Affurance of certain Lands aflus For Agurance 
med by the Queen’s Majefty, during the Vacation of Bifhopricks, was 7 Biers 
read - fecond ‘lime, the firft Reading not mentioned in DEws = 

ournal. 
J This Bill feems to be intended for the further Eftablifhment of an 
Act made the laft Parliament for the Exchange of Bifhops Lands. 
This had no more Reading this Seffion, and was laid afide. | 

February the 15. Read the firft Time, the Bill againft Fond and 4zsinft fond 
Fantaftical Prophefies; and for the Punifhment of Invocation of oe 
Evil Spirits, Enchantments, Witchcrafts and Sorceries: brought from evil spir.ts, 
the Houfe of Commons. This Bill was divided into Two in the &* 

Houfe of Lords. ‘The Bill againft Enchantments, Sorceries and 
W itchcrafts, was read the 8th and gth, the firft and fecond Times. 
And March the 11th, the Bill againft Fond and Fantaftical Pro- 
phetics, was read the third Time, and concluded. The 20th of 
March, feveral Bills were brought from the Commons to the Lords, 
and among the reft, the two laft mentioned Bills, and fo finally con- 
cluded. 

February the 20. A Bill for the Affurance of the Queen’s Majefty’s For Afurance 

Royal Power over all States and Subjeéts within her Dominions, was ne 
brought to the Lords fiom the Houfe of Commons. It was brought 
in for the further keeping in Awe the Popifh Party, which had been 
already very bufy and bold, and dangerous to the Queen and Realm. 
This Bill was read in the Lord’s Houfe, February the 25th, the firft 
Time. And March the 3d, the fame Bill was read the third Time, 
with certain Provifions thereunto annexed by the Lords, and con- 
cluded. © | 

By this Bill the Refufal of the Oath of the Queen’s Supremacy the rhe Penatty of 
fecond Time, was made Treafon. But it was argued ftrongly againft Tealovinthis 
in both Houfes by the Favourers of Popery, as too fevere a Penaltyy gaing cn bot 
confidcring that to many it was a Matter of Confcience; which, as a Hou/es. 
moft plaulible Argument, was chiefly infifted upon, as though it were 
a compelling Men to fwear the Proteftant Doétrine to be true. Among 
thofe in the Houfe of Lords that ftood againft this Bill, Sir Anthony 
Brown, Lord Mountague, was one; and in the Lower Houfe, Mr. 
Atkinfon, a Student of the Inner Temple, oppofed the fame. I have 
feen the Speeches of both. And 'I obferve the Plea of Confcience and 
gentle Ufage toward fuch as differ in Judgment, are Arguments made 
much ufe of now in the behalf of Papifts, which were but of fmall 
avail in the laft Reign, when they were in Power. ‘Their Speeches 
may not be unacceptable to lay before the Reader. ‘The Lord Alcan-~ 


tague {pake thus: 


HE Prince or Commonwealth that will make a new Law, ought rte L. Moun- 
| to confider three Things: The Fir/f, That the fame Law be "svt dae 
neceflary: The Second, That it be juft and reafonable: ‘lhe T4ird, oe 
That it be poflible and commodious, apt and fit, to be put in Exe- 

cution, 
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ANNO cution. Unto thefe three Qualities may be reduced all other that are 
1562. requilite, to the End the Law fhould be good. Now it is to be feen, 
syn if thefe three Qualities be in the Law, that certain do pretend, and 
would have to be made in this Parliament againft the Papifts, as they 

call them. For the which prefuppofe, that my Intent 1s not to per- 

 fuade, that the Religion which now is obferved in Exgland 1s either 

Falfe or Schifmatical: but to entreat only, if it be good, that a Law 

be made, whereby it fhall be commanded under Pain of Death, that 

the Papifts with Oath confefs the Doctrine of the Proteftants to be 

This Law mot True and Evangelical. As for the firft, I fay, That this Law that 1s 
neceffary. —_ pretended 1s not necelary forafmuch as the Catholicks of this Realm 
difturb not, nor hinder the Publick Affairs of the Realm, neither Spi- 

ritual nor Temporal. They difpute not, they Preach not, they Dif- 


obey not the Queen, they caufe no Trouble nor Tumults among the - 


People. So that no Man can fay, that thereby the Realm doth receive 
any Hurt or Damage by them. They have brought into the Realm 
no Novelties in Doétrine and Religion. 

This being true and evident, as it is indeed, there is no Necefiity 
why any new Law should be made againft them. And where there 
is no Sore nor Grief, Medecines are fuperfluous, and alfo hurtful 
and dangerous. 

Nor juft. As concerning the Second, I fay, That this Law that is pretended, 
is neither ju/? nor reafonable, nor cannot be, nor deferveth to be cal- 
led, or have the Name of Law, when it ismade. For it fhall be 
contrary and repugnant unto all Laws of Men, Natural and Civil. I 
meddle not with God’s Laws; for I have above faid, that in this Dif- 
courfe I do not pretend to entreat of the Verity and Truth of Reli- 
gion. But leaving that till Time fit and convenient, I do entreat, 
whether it be juft to make this penal Statute to force the Subjects of 

.this Realm to receive and believe the Religion of the Proteftants upon 
Pain of Death. This, I fay, isa thing moréunjuft. For that it is 
repugnant to the Law of Nature, and all Civil Laws. The Reafon 
is, for that naturally no Man can, or ought to be conftrained to take 
for certain that that he holdeth to be uncertain. For this repugneth 
to the natural Liberty of Man’s Underftanding. For Underftanding 
may be perfuaded, but not forced. 

The Doétrine of the Proteftants doth repugn unto all the Ecclefia- 
{tical State of Hingland that were prefent at the laft Parliament, and 
holdeth Contradiction with all Provinces of Chriffendom. It repug- 
neth to all the Doctrine of all the Parliaments paft, and all General 
Councils. With thefe Contradi@ions there is no Proteftant, if he be 
a Man of any Underttanding or Judgment, but will confefs that it is 
doubtful and uncertain; feeing that of thofe Things that appear not to 
our Senfes, there arifeth no doubt nor Uncertainty, but of the Opinions 
of Men. And if he will fay ’tis the Catholick Doétrine ; thereto the 
Queftion is, how this Word ought to be underftood? Which is the 
Work of Underftanding, and is reduced and brought to Opinions. 


And when there be many Opinions of th’one fide and th’other, it is 


reafon, that the Thing be: doubtful, till all Opinions come to one: 
And that there be one Faith, one God, and one Trinity.

Becaufe the Sacred 
Majetty of a King ‘anointed with Holy Oyl, hath capacity of Spiritual 
Jurifdiction. I likewife agree to the faying of Brian, where he faith, 

That a great Doctor of Law once told him, that a Prieft by Prefcrip- 
tion might be impleaded in the King’s Temporal Court, QOusa Rex eff 
Perfona mixta ex Sacerdotibus @ Latcis: t. e. Becaufe the Perfon 
of a King is mixt of Priefthood and Laity. | 
Of all which we may. gather, T’hat by the Common Laws the King 
may have the ‘Temporal. Profits of a Spiritual Promotion, and alfo 
implead a. Spiritual Perfon in his Temporal Court. All which not- 
withftanding, I am fure no Authority can be fhewed to prove, that — 
the affirming, .that the Pope ought to have Jurifdiction in thefe or 
other like Matters, or that the Junfdicion of them ought rot to apper- 


tain to the King, was never yet accompted Treafon.

Archbifhops belonged to him, or that the Order of Service and Sacra- 
ments ought to be direéted by the See Apoftolick. What the Judges 
have faid in our Law in the behalf of the Pope, that fpare I here for 
Duty’s fake to fpeak of. 1 am fure it was more than I have hitherto

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Chriftendom. Nor were they fo contented neither, but fell to open 

Violence, as robbing and fpoiling of Churches, and taking other 

Mens Goods from them. Infomuch that the Stories of the Church 

make mention, That when the Macedonians. and the Catholicks 

fhould come before the Deputy of Philippus, for hearing of their 

Controverfy, and that the Throng was great, the Macedonians felk_ 
in Hand with them, and faid, That by the Number of them it fhould 

feem rather that they came to fight with them than to difpute; and 

therewith drew their Weapons upon them, and flew them to the 

Numter of Three thoufand. For which Violence of theirs it was or- 

dained by Confent through Chriffendom, that Violence fhould. be of- 

fered them again. And their Offence for common Quietnefs fake, and 

for the. Peace of the Church, punifhed in this fort: That is to fay, 

That if it were by open Witnefs proved, that any had offended, that 

yet he might Abjure for the firft Offence, if he would; and upon Pe- 

nance and Repentance made, be received into the Church again.

Which Punifhment as it was, was yet much more eafy, than that 
which is here devifed. For there you fee, unlefs he had been con- 
vinced by Witnefs for forne open Fa& done, he was without danger 
of the Law. But here, though he intended to live under a Law, 
and keep his Confcience to himfelf, yet will we grope him, and fee 
what fecretly lieth in his Breaft: And to the Intent he fhall not dal- 
ly with us, we,offer him an Oath, which many a Man fhall take 
that underftandeth mot what it meaneth..

Therefore methinks the, Law was a great deal better, and furely 
much more profitable for the Commonwealth, that was made in the 
Firft Year of the Queen's Majefty..

And if every Ecclefaftical Perfon, 
every Judge and other Officer, every one: that is of the Queen’s Fee, 
every.

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monwealth 2? What better Proof can you have of the Goodnefs of the 4N NO

But in Spiritual Matters, not to affirm, maintain, and 
uphold God, and all things touching the Subftance of Religion, with 
Heart, Mind and Power, is horrible Herefy: So, not to maintain the 
Prince, his Style, the Royal Dignity of the Crown with Heart, Mind 
and Power, is High-Treafon.

"The Prince at her Coronation fwears to defend us; fhall not we 
{wear to defend her? The Refufal of the Oath was Treafon in the 
Time of King Henry eftablifhed by Parliament. If then newly upon 
new Proof of the Enormity of the Romifb Practices, the Refufal was 
Treafon at the firft Offence, when by common Reafon the Suddennefs 
of the Alteration might have endangered the: State, ifhis [the.Bifhop 
of Rome’s| Authority had been thought godly and lawful; a@ multe 
fortiori, now is it expedient to make the Offence Treafon at the fecond.

thers, to take Order, that all that had not yet fubfcribed, might do it 
publickly, either in the Affembly of the Lower Houfe, or before them 
in the Upper. Whereupon the faid Fathers decreed, that the Names 
of thofe of the Houfe that had not fubfcribed, fhould be written, and 
brought to them the néxt Seffion. By which time fome others had. 
fubfcribed, tho’ others had not yet. 

I fhall make no farther Remarks on thefe Subfcribers of the Lower some ob/er- 
Houfe ; but only that whatever their Learning was, many of them oo 
wrote fo ill, that ’tis a difficult Tafk to read their Names; which pro- ™ yen 
bably therefore may have occafioned a Miftake or two,Jn the true 
Tranfeription thereof. It may not be amifs in the perufing thefe 
Names, to fhew which of them had been Exiles under Queen Mary, 
and who, tho’ not Exiles, yet lived then obfcurely ; and who laftly 
in that Reign, complyed with the Popifh Religion, and were Digni- 
fied in the Church. Of the firft fort were, Befe/y, who had been 
Rector of Stapleburff, and was one of the Six Preachers at Canterbu- 
ry, (He was at Frankfort, in the Conteft about the Service and Dif- 

Cipline, but in that Number that went not fo far, and bitterly in the 
Contention, and was reckoned among the Learned fort) Watts, Mui- 
byns, Cole, Pullan, Spenfer, Wifdom, Sampfon, Beaumont, Nowel, 
Filmer, Rogers, Heton, Pedder, Wylfon, Lever, Saul, Byckly, Wi- 
burn, Croley, Prat, Renyger and Pownde, if he were the fame with 
Pownal, who was one of the Minifters of Arrow in Helvetia, and: 
after one of the Six Preachers in Canterbury; and probably fome 
. others belide thefe. Thofe of the fecond fort, I think were Latimer, 
Goodman, Nevinfon, Longland, Calfbil, Godwin, Roberts and 
others. ‘Thofe of this Synod that were in place and Dignity under 
Queen Mary, were Thomas ]¥ bite, (who is mentioned in a Letter of

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AN NO Bifhop Grindals, writ fodn after this Synod to the Secretary ; as a 
1562. great Papift, and yet at the Synod, and I find that Gregory Martin 

WV of Rheims, wrote Aunoa1575. to one Dr. Tho. IVbite, Warden of 
New College, who I conclude was this our ///Bite, reproving him for 
following the World or diffembling in Religion againft bis Confcience 
and Knowledge.) He was Archdeacon of Berks, 1557, Chancellor 
of Sarum 1571, and died 1588. Befides this /Vbzte, of the fame 
fort, were. Andrew Perne, Francis Mallet, who was Queen Mary's 
Chaplain, and nominated by her to the Pope a little before her Death, 
for Bithop of Sarum, Cottrel, Iurnbul, who was Prebend of Canter- 
bury, and divers others. 

Let me make a brief Note or two of a few more Members of this 
Synod, as I might of many more of them, were this a place for it. 
Fobn Bridgwater was Rector of Lincoln College in Oxford, and af- 
ter divers Years went over Sea, and took feveral young Men along 
with him, and turned Papilt. Zo. Cole was at Geneva, and was one 
of thofe affifted there, in the Tranflation of the Bible. Fobn Pullan, 
B. D. in King Edward's Days, was Parfon of St. Peter's Cornbill, 
did under Queen Mary, preach privately to the Brethren, fomewhere 
in Cornhill, affembled, afterwards went beyond SeatoGeneva. Tbho- 
mas Lancafter, €unlefs it were another of the fame Name) was de- 
prived of the Bifhoprick of Kildare, in Queen Mary's Reign. Rob. 
Tougher was a Doctor of the Civil Law belonging to the Arches, and, 
when Sandys was Archbifhop of Zork, was his Vicar General. obs 
Salisbury was reftored to his Deanry of Norwich 3560. and was Con- 
fecrated Bifhop of Man by the Archbifhop of York, An. 1571. for- 
merly Suffragan of Thetford. Fobu Prat was a grave Minifter in Lon~ 
don, and Fox's great Friend and Correfpondent. George Savage (or 
at leaft one of that Name) was Baftard Brother to Bp. Boner, whofe 
Father was Sir Fobn Savage, Prieft. ‘ThisGeorge fided thorowly with 
the Proteftants in this Synod. Zbomas Wylfon, probably the fame 

that was afterwards Mafter of St. Katharine's, and Secretary of State. 
Robert Wefjon was Chancellor of Exon and Wells, fuccetlively ; ope 
of the Lords Juftices in Ireland, and Chancellor of that Kingdom, 
and a great Friend of the Reverend Father Coverdale, who when he 
was Bifhop, fent for him from Oxford, and made him his Chancellor. 
He was prefent at the famous Difputation at Litchfield, before the 
Bithop, concerning certain Points of Controverfy about the Habits and 
other Ceremonies. Rob. Croley, befides his Archdeaconry, was Par- 
fon of St. Peter's the Poor in London, and afterwards of Giles Crip- 

_ plegate. Richard Rogers was afterwards Dean of Canterbury and 
Calf bil. Suffragan Bishop of Dover. Fames Calfhil, was a Scotchman born, 
but bred at Baton School, and fent from thence to Kings College Cam- 
bridge. ‘Thence he was removed, as many other Cambridge-Men were, 

to the King’s new Erections in Oxford, which firft had been Cardinal 

Woolfey's Foundation. He was the great Encourager and Perfuader of 

Toby Matthew, afterwards the eminently good Archbishop of York, 

(to whom he was Coufin) to take holy Orders, obferving in his 

Youth, his rare Abilities. And the faid Matrhew followed Calfhil's 

Advice, even againft the good will of his Father and Mother, and 

other his able Friends. In the Year 1569, he made Application to

Secretary Ceci/, Chancellor of the Univerfity of Cambridge, for the ANNO 
Provottfhip of K#ng’s College, but Dr. Goad’s Intereit prevailed. He 1562.

' This Divine had f{tudied the Fathers of the Church, as this his Cen- 
fure of them fhews in his faid Book: Wiz. * That he was able from 
© the very firft Doctors of the Church, after the Apoftles times, to 
* run them all over, and having ftrictly examined their Words and 
Affections, had found Imperfections in all. But that he would be 
loth by difcrediting of others to feem to feek praife of Skill, or elfe 
to be likened to Cham, Noab’s Son, that feeing the Nakednefs of 
the Fathers, would in contempt utter it. | | 
Before I conclude this Chapter, it may be obferved concerning thie 4 note about 
XVIIth Article, which treats of Predeffination and Election, that it the 17th Ars 
is drawn up without any mention of Adfolute Reprobation, or De- 
creeing the Caufe thereof. Which feems to have been done to pre- 
vent any Scruple that might arife to any Proteftant againft fubfcri- 
bing the faid Article. For we are to know, that = thofe that 
now profeffed the Gofpel, and had fuffered Perfecution for it under 
Queen Mary, there were confiderable Numbers differing from the 
re(t, that followed fome Foreign Divines of great Name, in the Point 
of Predeftination ; denying the Doétrine of God's being any Caufe 
of the Sins of Men, and thereby of their Damnation. One of thefe 
was Thomas Talbot, Parfon of St. Mary Magdalen Milkftreet, Lon- 
don. Thofe of this Perfuafion were mightily cried out againft by the 
other, as Free-Willers, Pelagians, Papifts, Anabaptifts, and the 
. like; but they took their Opportunity to addrefs to the Bifhops, plain- 
ly declaring their Opinion, and their Sufferings as well as others, for 
the Gofpel ; and defiring therefore the Favour of fome Aé& of Par- 
liament to enjoy the Liberty of their Confciences without Reftraint 
or Punifhment, (which fome threatned) as others of the Queen's Pro- 
teftant Subjects did. I meet with fuch a Petition to the Church, the 
exaG@ Time whereof doth not appear. But it being evident 1t was 
near the beginning of the Queen’s Reign, and while a Parliament was 
fitting, I venture to place it here. It was exhibited by the aforefaid 
Talbot, and ran to this Tenor: _ ee

Plat-Form: of the Primitive Churches, as they found it in the 
antient Ecclefiaftical Writers ; and had: confulted alfo in:this. great 
Work, with the moft learned.

for King Edward's Reformation without Changes, did prudently con- 
fider the prefent Conftitution of the Church: and 7? - the 
Queen’s Difpofition and Education.

Bifhop by the Subfcription A his hand, promifeth, that he fhall not ae 
either by Leafe, Grant, or any other means, Let, Set or Alienate 
any of his Manors, or whatfoever heretofore hath not been in Leafe, —

There have 
been in my Diocefs great Invectives between the Preachers, one againt{t 
the other, and alfo Partakers with them; fome holding, that the go- 
ing down of Chrift his Soul to Hell, was nothing elfe but the Vertue 
and Strength of Chrift his Death, to be made manifeft and known to 
them that were dead before. Others fay, that Defcendit ad Inferna, 
is nothing elfe but that Chrift did fuftain upon the Crofs the infernal 
Pains of Hell, when he called Pater, guare me dercliquifti, i.e. 
Father, why haft thou forfaken me?’ Finally, others preach, that this 
Article is not contained in other Symbols, neither in the Symbol of 
Cyprian, or rather Rufize. And all thefe Sayings they ground upon 
Frcfu, and the -Germaus, and efpecially upon the Authority of 
Mr. Calvin and Mr. Budlinger. The contrary fide bring for them the 
Univerfal Confent, and all the Fathers of both Churches, both of the 
Greeks and the Latines. For of the ative Fathérs, they bring in 
St. Auftin, St. Ambrofe, St. Ferom, Gregory the Great, Chifdore, 
Sedulins, Virgilius, Primafius, Leo, with others, ‘as it may appear 
in the Places by them alledged. Of the Greek Fathers, they aliadge 
Chryfoftom, Eufebius, Emiffenus, Damafcen, Bafil the Great, .Gre- 
vory Nyffen, oi aeons Athanafius, with others. Which all both 
Latines and Grecians do plainly athrm, Ovod Anima Chrifti fuit 
vere per fe in Inferno, i. e. that the Soul dF Chrift was truly of itfelf 
in Hell; which they aH with one Univerfal Confent have aflertively 
Written from time to time, by the fpace of 1100.

TheCatechifm One confiderable thing more, pafled the Hands of this Convocation, 
allowed by the of which mention was made before; Viz. The Catechifin in Latin 
a hisses for the Ufe of Schools, .and alfo for a brief Summary of Religion to 
be owned and profetled in this Reformed Church. And this is the 
fame with that which is commonly known to this Day by the Name 
of Nowell’s Catechi{m. The Occafion was this ; Upon Secretary Ce- 
cil’s Advice, Newell Dean of St. Pau/’s drew up a Catechifm in ele- 
gant Latin, yet making much Ufe of the Catechifm fet forth towards 
the latter End of King Edward’s Reign. This when the Dean had 
finifhed, he dedicated to the faid Secretary who fet him on work. 
And the Clergy of the Convocation thought fit to perufe it, and ha- 
ving well contidered it, and making fome Corre¢tions, gave it a more 
publick Character, as proceeding from them, and fo allowing and ap- 
proving the Ufe of it. In the 22d Seflion of this Convocation, the 
_ Prolocutor, with Sampfon and Day attending him, prefented it to the 
Upper Honfe, as unanimoufly confented to by thofe of the Lower.

firft Convocation was much quarrelled with, and complained of ; and 
laftly, which the Popith Bifhops brought with them, when they came 
Fox’s Marty-to Mr. Pbi/por’s Examination ; which Pb¢/pot very probably was 
poles: one of thofe learned Men in Convocation that King Edward had 
| committed this Catechifm to their Perufal of. Yet not fo the fame,

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It moved much the careful Archbifhop, and other the pious Bi- 
fhops, our Reformers, ta obferve, what little regard was now-a- 
days had to the Lord’s Day, and how fparingly People reforted to 
Church, and God's Publick Service, fo much negleéted. The Peo- | 
ple commonly kept Fairs and Markets on this Day, and other great 
Feftivals, ‘Thofe that kept Vittualling-Houfes, and Artificers, ad- 
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mitted Guefts, and opened their Shops in Time of Divine Service. 
Handicrafts-Men would follow their Works, and others go abroad 
about their worldly Employments, on thefe as well as on other Days. 
Thercfore, for the remedying of this Scandal of Religion, and for the 
better providing, that the Common Prayer, the Communion and Ser- 
mons, might be frequented; this Bill aforefaid was by their Means de- 
vifed and framed, to be enacted into a Law this Parliament. And 
tho’ many of thefe wholefome Propofitions pafled not prefently into 
Acts, yet they were the ground Work and Occafion of many good 
Laws made afterwards, ae 

The Canon Law feemed yet to be in fome force, which contained 
many things in it directly favonring the Bifhop of Rome and his Super- 
ftitions ; therefore a learned Canonift about this time wrote a Tract 
for the Regulation of the Canonifts, and of the faid Canon Law, and 
ofthe Abufe of Excommunication, and the unjuft Dealings of fome of 
the Queen’s Delegates ; for the Queen and this Parliament to take into 
their Confideration. And though I do not find Raphe Lever, the 
Writer of it, (who feems to be the Brother of Thomas Lever, and 
who fucceeded him in the Mafterfhip of Sherborn Hofpital) to be a 
Member of this Synod, or that it came before the Synod, yet I choofe 
here to prefent it to the Readers, as — fo agrecable to the Matters 
that have been relating in order to a Reformation of Things amifs in 
the Church, and very probably offered in this Jun@ure. ‘The Title

te HE Canon Law in thefe Ages devifed and made by the 
_ Chureh of Rome, is, in exceeding many Points, contrary to 
the written Word of God, and repugnant to the Pofitive Laws of this 
Realm. , | 7 

2. And whereas the Canon Law doth chiefly and principally efta« 
blith the Bp. of Rome his ufurped and general Authority over all Chri- 
ftendom, and breedeth in Men Superftition, and a certain fecurity, that 
there is no further Increafe of Faith required, but to believe as the 
Church of Rome believeth; it is rightly termed The Pope's Laws. 

3. But the Rules, Ordinances and. Decrees which are printed in the 
Books of the Canon Law, and yet have Warrant by the Holy Scrip- 
tures and by the Law of Nature, and thereupon are in force here at 
this day, being eftablifhed by Act of Parliament, to this End, that 
Juftice may be miniftred to all her Majefties Subjects with Indifferency, 
ought not to be named, reputed or taken by any of Her Majefties 
Subjects for Foreign, er Popith Laws, but for good and wholefome 
Englifh Laws. . . 

4. He that in open fhew defendeth or putteth in ure the faid Canon 
Law, being repugnant to God’s Word, and to the Laws of this Realm, 
doth maintain foreign Power, and doth open himfelf to the World to 
be one of that Church, whofe Laws he doth beft approve and like of.

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5. He that believeth the Church of Rome, which now is to be the 
true Church of God, and that the fame Church of Rome doth not err, 
nor hath not erred, in making of Canons, Laws and Decrees, and in 
commanding the fame to be generally kept of all Chriftian Nations, 
isa Papiff. And if he do openly profefs the fame, then he is a dif- 
loyal Perfon, and not to be taken or ufed as a Subject in the Church 
and Commonwealth of England. 

6. That Perfon, which profeffing himfelf to be a Loyal Subje& to 


Queen Elizabeth, and yet believeth that the Church of England, as 


it is at this day reformed by the written Word of God, and eftablifh- 
éd by Publick Authority, is not indeed, nor ought to be taken for the 
true Church of God; (in which Church the Holy Sacraments be right- 
ly Adminiftred, the Gofpel of Fefus Chrif? is truly Preached, and the 
Publick Liturgy duly fet forth according to the facred Scriptures,) I 
fay, is in very deed no lively Member of this Church of England, or 
of Ireland. Becaufe Fefus Chrift faith, He that is not with us ts 
againft us; and again he faith, He that is not againft us ts with us, 
fignifying hereby, that no Man can ferve two Mafters, and that no 
Man can be of God’s Ghurch, and of the Synagogue of Satan: Nor 
that there is any mean State between good and bad, Light and Dark- 
nefs, Truth and Error, Chrift and Antichrift, God and the Devil. 

7. Every Perfon, inhabiting within either the Realm of England, 
or of Ireland, and making open fhew and Profeffion that he doth not 
think or believe; that the Reign of Queen Elizabeth Queen of England, 
France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. isa Lawful Reign, 
or a Power and Authority Lawful, (fo deeply warranted by the Scrip- 
tures, that he who doth refift her MajeftiesGovernment, doth refift the 
Ordinance of God, and heapeth to himfelf a juft Damnation) ought to 
be cut off from the Body of the Realm, either by Death or by Banifh- 
ment. Neither ought he to be fuffered to enjoy the Bleflings and Be- 
nefits of the I.and, whofe moft Sacred, Lawful and Crowned Queen 
he doth not take to be his Sovereign, and Liege Lady ; to whom up- 
on Earth, next and immediately under God, he doth owe all Obedi- 
ence in the Lord, and for the Lord’s Ordinance fake. 

8. He that is placed in Office under Queen Eiizabeth ought, under 
pain of God’s Curfe, to punifh all Papifts and Tranfgreflors whofoever, 
as to his Office doth appertain.

'. 13. The good Kings and famous Men in I/rae/, when they went a 
Warfare, or did enterprize any matter of great Importance, ufed al- 
ways firft to afk Counfel of God, by fueh Prophets and Priefts as were 
Known by experience to have been brought up in the Study of Holy 
Scripture, to have been taught of God, and to have been guided by 
the Holy Spirit. By which Example all Chriftian Princes, Magiftrates 
and People ought to be put in mind, how neceflary a thing it were for 
them to feek for the like Counfil, when they affemble to make Laws ; 
or when they do meet together to confult about weighty and Publick 
Affairs. For then doth God ftand in the Congregation of Princes, 
and is Judge among them, when he directeth them by his Holy Spi- 
rit, and inftructeth them m his Holy Word. 

14. The Pofitive Laws of any Nation, City or Society, bein 
made of things indifferent, and not repugnant to the written Word ot 
God, are not to be mifliked or difobeyed of any Subject, for that in 
his Opinion other Nations, Cities, or Societies have better Laws than 
they be. Neither is it fufferable in a well-grounded Common-wealth, 
that Private Perfons fhould feek for a Change without Licence firft 
afked of Authority, and the fame granted upon urgent Caufe. For 
every Change in the Common-wealth is perilous; but a needlefs 
Change of Law ts moft perilous. 

15. The Common-wealth, City or Society is beft governed, that 
hath moft of her Caufes determined by Law; and feweft Matters left 
to the Judgment of her Officers and Governors. 

16. A Kingdom is the beft kind of Government, moft recommend- 
ed by the Word of God, and moft agreeable to the Law of Nature : 
And no other Government fit for the Realm of England and of Ire- 
land, but only a Kingdom. | a | 

17. The end of all Laws both divine and humane, and the chiefeft 
care that all Princes Magiftrates and Law-givers ought to have, is this, 
to fee the People of God to be taught, to give unto Cé/far that is due 
to Czfar, and unto God that that is due to God. 

18. Excommunication, as it is now openly ufed in the Church of 
England, and put in ure by certain Bifhops, their Chancellors and 
other Ecclefiaftical Officers, is moft contrary to the written Word of 

_ God, and not agreeing to fuch Rules in the Canon Law, which at 
this day are in force by the Pofitive Laws of this Realm. 

19. If any Perfon be excommunicated, or any Ecclefiaftical Judge 
do pretend any Perfon to be excommunicated, upon no fufficient 
Caufe, or upon no Perfonal Summons, or upon no Matter laid in 
again{ft the Offender, or upon no Examination of his Fault, or up- 
en-no ordinary Form or Proceeding in Law; that the Confcience 
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of fuch a Perfon is free afore God, notwithftanding any fuch pretend- 
ed Excommunication. Which is no Excommunication indeed, but 
is only a painted Shew of a vain Sentence pronounced, and practifed 
contrary to all divine and humane Laws. 

20. No Subject can appeal from any Sentence given by her Ma- 
jefty’s Delegates, be it never fo unjuft. Whereupon the faid Dele- 
gates, or at leaft divers of them, have been emboldened fhamefull 
to mifufe the facred Chair of Juftice, without any confideration had, 
on their behalf, either of the fear of God, or of the due executing 
of their Office, ‘according to her Highnefs’s directions, or according 
to the Truft her Majefty did repofe in them; to the hindrance of Ju- 
ftice, and to the great Annoyance of exceeding many of her Maje- 
{ties Subjects. : | 

21. For Redrefs of all Inconveniencies and Mifchiefs, which here- 
upon have happened and enfued fince the laft Parliament, or hereafter at 
any time fhall happen and enfue; your moft humble fuppliant maketh 
Petition: to your moft excellent Majefty, that fuch Order may be ta- 
ken by this Parliament atfembled, as doth beft agree to your Majefty’s 
Laws already eftablifhed, as doth beft ftand with the Prefervation of 
your Highnefs’s Royal Perfon, and doth bett ferve for the Continuance 
of your Majefty’s moft happy and profperous Reign. 

Another Care feemed now alfo highly neceflary, namely for the 
Univerfities ; that due Supplies might be had from thence of honeft 
and learned Minifters to furnifh the Church now eftablifhed in good 
Religion. Concerning which, confzientious and fore-thinking Men 


had very Melancholy ‘Thoughts, thofe Places being now very empty . 


of earned Men, and fo like to be. For the Revenues of the Church 


which were for the Subfiftence and Encouragement of the Clergy, 


were extremely funk, and taken away partly by Exchanges and part- 
ly by facrilegious Hands; fo that few came to the Univerlities, and 
fewer took the Study of Divinity upon them. This an old Univerfi- 
ty Man, and late Mafter of St. fobu's College in Cambridge, gave 
this Account of about this time. 
© Look, faid he, in the Univerfity, and fpy what antient Learned 
© Men ye find there, either Papift or Proteftant. I am afhamed to 
tell; and it is to be lamented, to fee that there is fo few: And it 
is earneftly to be, begged at God's hand, that there may be more. 
For he feared it was rather to be wifhed than hoped for. This 
Plague he faid, [i.e. of want of Learning] was over our Head, not 
regarded, and could not be avoided, however the World went; 
viz. That thofe few, Learned Men that then lived (both Pa- 
pifts and Proteftants ) muft needs dye, and where then would be 
any Learned number to fupply their roon? There were a few 
Schools abroad to bring up Youth. But fo many Benefices fo finall, 
that no Man would take them ; and fo the Parifhes were unferved, 
and the People waxed without the Fear of God. That the Uni- 
verfities had many goodly frefh Wits in them, but that they were 
young, and without fufficient number of antient Guides to teach 
and rule them: That many Mens days fhould be fpent, before any. 
number came to ripenefs, although for their young years, many did 
well. But that Fathers and Matters muft be afked this Queftion, 
* namely, 
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‘namely, Why they kept not their Children at School? To which 4N NO

But the Queen indeed had fome reafon to look into the antient Times 
of the Church, and to inform herfelf (feeing fhe had Learning enough 
to do it) in the true State of Religion out of the early Ecclefiaftical 
Writers ; fince fhe was fo fet upon by Romanisffs, who bore out thems 
felves fo much with Fathers and Antiquity. |

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' And in this very Year one Hieronymus Oforius, a Portugueze (who 4NNO 
had writ a Book well efteemed of, de Nobs/itate,. and afterwards was 1562. 
made Bifhop of Syva) took the Confidence to write a Latin’ Epittle 
to the Queena, perfuading her with much vehemency to became obe- 
dient to the Romi/b See ; and liberally caft durt upon the Pains. fhe 
had taken in reforming of Religion, and reproached Luther; Bucer 
and Peter Martyr, and all the eminenteft Reformers.

more common, it was tranflated into French, and printed in France. 
This gave. great Offence here, and was foon anfwered, andthe Author 
fufficiently.expofed, both for his Ignorance in the Matters he took up- 
on him to write againft, and for his flight and trifling and abufive way 
of Writing ; and for the Book itfelf, belide the Crcerontan Style, it 
was nothing but an Harangue of empty Stuff. 
-. .What kind.of Influence this Book of Ofortus had upon the Queen, 
and after what manner, and with what Learning he writ, take in 
the Words of Hohn Fox, who fome \ ears after, writ againft him.

Hooper had.hereupon fent an Lpiftle to thofe Men entouraging and 
commending them for this Fa@ of theirs. .Whereas the::Truth was 
only this, That he had fent a Confolatory Letter to fome.Gedly Peo- 
ple, who, meeting together to pray in the Vulgar Tongue on New 
Year's-Day in Bow-Church-Yard, in a Gentleman’s Houfe there, 
were taken and carried to Prifon. ‘Thefe were fo far from curfing the 
Queen, That as they prayed for themfelves, fo for the Queen and Ma- 
iftrates. Wherefore, faith that Godly Father m that Apology, if the 
Wicked were not paft Shame, Charity, Love and Honefty, bow coulé 
they of Confcience blow and blaft abroad fuch wicked Devices and 
Slanders, that neither agree with the Matter of my Letter, nor with 
the Perfons, nor with the Place where the Crime was committed, 

nor with the Time when the Curfes were ufed ? : 
__ In the fame Apology he giveth this particular Account of his Loy- 
alty to the Queen: ‘ I have been always a true Man to ali the Eftate 
© of this Realm. I will ftand with the Law in that Point, and re- 
¢ prove mine Accufers, whatfoever they be. As for my Truth and 
¢ Loyalty to the Queen’s [that is, Queen Mary's] Highnefs, the time

in offering him a fafe Retreat and Harbour here in England, the fame 
Reverend Man being new sa apt hazard, and not allowed: peacea- 
bly to remain in any part of his Native Country, as he complained 
in a Letter to the faid Secretary.

. Queen Mary's Reign: who procured a Copy of the faid Laws care- 
~ fully to be taken out of the Regifters Book of the City, being but a 
‘fipall Book, but yet. by which that City was able to govern itfelf in 
much Honefty, Tuttice, Peaceablenefs and Religion. He dedicated 
his Book ta the Lord Robert Dudley, Matter of the Queen's Horfe, 
and of the Order of the Garter, as being then reputed a Patron of 
good and godly Men, and their Works. His end in publifhing this 
Book was twofold. ‘The one was to take off a common Slander raif- 
ed by Papifts in Queen Mary's days of thofe that fled abroad, name- 
ly, that they did it that they might live the more licentioufly:

He willingly {wore Obedience to the Pope, and that he 
would never depart from the Decrees of the Apoftolick See, and fo 
was declared Patriarch in the Confiftory. And this Occurrence was 
recorded and preferved in the Archives at Rome. He defired to have 


the Canons and Decrees of the-Zrent Council fent him, and promifed 


that he, and all his, fhould diligently obferve them. Sothe Pope fent 
him away, together with his Priefts and Deacons, provided with Veft- 
ments and other things needful for his Office and for “pel bars fe And 
of thefe things, for Oftentation fake, the Cardinal aforefaid thought 
good to acquaint the Legats at the Council, fending alfo by the 
Pope’s Command his Confeffion writ by his own Hand, in Chaldee, 
but tranflated into Latin ;. that they fhould thew it to the faid Sacred 
Council where it was, together with the Cardinal’s Letter, in much 
Pomp read. Sept. 17.1562. He praifed this Foreigner for his San- 
ity, for his excellent Senfe of the true Faith, and for many Opinions, 
wherein he agreed with the Church of Rome.

All this Scandal, ‘Trouble, and Difturbance had this good Bifhop, in 
venturing to be fo hardy as to meddle with fuch a Man as Boner was. 

Another Troubler of the Peace of the Church, tho’ of a quite dif- 
ferent Strain from the former, this year alfo arofe, and 4 emg in 
London, namely, one Fuffus Velfius, a Foreigner of the Hague. He 
was a Man of Learning, but a great Enthufiaft, pretending much to 
the Spirit, and to great [lluminations, a Foreteller of God's Wrath at 
hand, and a Difcoverer of Errors and Herefies. This Man, being one 
Thurfday in March, at a Prophefy (as it was called) in the Dutch 
Church in London, where Nicolas one of the Minifters preached upon 
the Doctrine of Regeneration, ftood up, and contradicted him, as de- 
livering falfe Doétrine, nay, many grofs Errors and Herefies concern- 
ing this Point of Religion: And in fine, made a Challenge to the faid 
Nicolas and Peter Deloene the other Dutch Minifter, to difpute on 
this Argument with them the Thurfday enfuing. And the Account 
of this Enterprize of his he thought fit to write to the Secretary : Tel- 
ling him, * That he was prefent and heard the faid Nico/as difcourfing 
* concerning the Regeneration of Man, as a blind Man of Colours, 
introducing he knew not what Monfters of Herefies, and withdraw- 
ing from the People the true Do@rifle of Regeneration, and bring- 
ing in certain falfe Do@rines in the room of it, furpaffing the Ab- 
furdities of all Herefies. Yet he keeping a Temper, followed the 
Counfel of Dionyfius Areopagita, and thought not fit to contend 
againft him with manifold Gainfayings, which would have been a 
long Bufinefs and of no great Ufe ; but in fimple words he had 
plainly laid down the very Truth concerning Regeneration, con- 
firmed by Scripture. But that they with much Bitternefs .recom- 
penced his kindnefs and Goodwill, and with Jeers and Reproaches, 
the Property of fuch Men to do. Infomuch that all good and mo- 
derate Men, even of their own Flock, grieved and complained of 
it. ‘That he therefore perceiving by the Spirit of God, that now the 
Time was come, wherein Chrift would work by him the Salvation 
of Men, and demolifh the Enemies Power, he had challenged thefe 
Minifters, thefe Spots and Blemifhes, {porting in their own Errors, 
to the faid Conteft. And this Challenge he advifed the Secretary to 
give the Queen notice of: that fhe might fend whom fhe would of 
her Servants, who might not only be prefent, and Witnetles, at this 
Conteft, but alfo endeavour that all things (as God willed and de- 
fired) might be done orderly and without all Tumult : And that fhe 
would not endeavour to hinder it by any Means, unlefs fhe taking 
up Armes againft the Invinceable God and Chrift, had a mind fud- 
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* denly to perifh with thofe Fighters againft God, and Fighters a- 


* gainft Chrift, This was written in Latin, March the 20th. 1563.

The renewing and reftauration of the diffoleed Covenant, as Vel- 
fius intitled it, to be propounded to the Congregation, ran in thefe 
Words: ‘ Becaufe in the Initiation of Baptifm we ftuck not to the 
Abrenunciations and Sponfions made for us, but by intolerable 
Breach of Faith, turning away from Chrift, and the Life of God, 
as Children of. Difobedience, we fell off wholly from them, again 
as Dogs returning to their own Vomit, and Swine wathed to their 
wallowing in the Mire, being conformed to our former Lufts in Ig- 
norance, doing the Will of the Flefh and of our Thoughts, walk- 
ing as other Nations which know not God, in the Vanity of the 
Mind, loving the World, and the things of the World, the Luft of 
the Flefh, the Luft of the Eyes, and the Pride of Life, and giving 
heed to Spirits, Impoftors, and Doctrines of Devils ; which fll the 
Soul with Knowledge that puffeth up, Envy and Contention, and 
putting away a good Confcience ; have made Shipwrack concern- 
ing Faith, wandering from the Simplicity which is in Chrift : 
Therefore with the loft Son coming to ourfelves, defiring to bring 
forth Fruit worthy of true Repentance, We do this Day renounce 
wholly the Devil, and all his Suggeftions, the World with all its 
Pomps ; and alfo ourfelves, and the Vanity of our Minds, and our 
Carnal Cogitations and Lufts, with a firm Purpofe of never return- 
ing tothem again. To Chrift alfo and toGod we give our Names, 
to do henceforth according to his Sayings, Precepts and Laws, to 
be put into our Minds, and to be written upon our Hearts by the 
Goodnefs and Grace of him, and the Communication and Leading 
of the Holy Ghoft, all our whole Life according to our Strength. 
To the Eternal Father we Religioufly Promife and Vow thefe 


ed; by this Aid and Help without which we can do nothing our- 
felves, as of ourfelves. This we know, acknowledge and Confefs, 
imploring that thou wouldeft vouchfafe in us thefe very things in 
the Name of our Lord Jefus Chrift, by that holy and fanctifying 
Spirit. Amen. 

The Letter he wrote to the Dutch Minifter aforefaid, to propofe 
this Covenant to his Congregation, may deferve alfo to be taken no-

CHAP. XXXV. 


The Bifbop of Worcefter’s Vindication of himfelf againf? Sir John 
Bourne, before the Privy Council, Bourne’s Imprifonment 
and Submi{fion. 


1% Edwin Sandys, who deferved well of Religion, and fuffered 
for it, now Bifhop of Worceffer, had a great Enemy in that 
City, namely, Sir Zohn Bourne, Kt. the late Q. Mary's Principal Se- 
cretary of State. He was High Steward of that Church of Worcefter, 
and a Beneficiary thereof: And, however an Enemy he was to the 
Religion reformed, yet he reforted to his Parifh Church for the moft 
part daily, (as he afferted himfelf to the Privy Council) ever fince 
Sandys coming to the Diocefs, and yet was reported to have Mafs 
faid at his Houfe: and he came now and then to the Bifhop’s Table, 
who treated him civilly. But Bourne, notwithftanding, had an an- 
gry Stomach againft the Bifhop, which at length appeared more openly ; 
when upon fome pretended ill Treatment of him from the Bifhop and 
his Folks, he wrote Letters to the Privy Council, complaining of 
him by way of Information. Which the Bifhop by Word of Mouth 
before the Council, Bourne himfelf being prefent, anfwered fo clear- 
ly and fatisfactorily, that his Accufations appeared to be unjuft, falfe, 
and fcandalous. He wrote alfo a very rude Letter to the Bifhop, 
and received a Reprimand from the Council for the fame. 

But Bourne ceafed not ; but again fent to the Council a Writing, 
which he called a Declaration of the Matters wherein the Bifhop of 
Worcefter had vindicated himfelf before the Council. In this Decla- 
ration, confifting in Thirteen Articles, he laboured to reply upoa 
what the Bifhop had faid. It was writ fupercilioufly and fpightfully, 
and flanderoufly upon that grave Father’s Affertions, Sermons and 
Perfon. As, © That he had thought himfelf ill entreated by his 
© Lordfhip, the Bifhop, and his Folks ; and thereby fore provoked 
© he wrote that Letter to the Bifhop, [which their Honours had feen] 
© for which he had received Correction and Rebuke from them. 
© That, his Lordfhip faid, That being in Prifon in the Tower for Reli- 
* gion, he underftood that he [ Sir ‘7. Bourne] was his Enemy fo much,

* that where Queen Mary was enclined to pardon and releafé-him of ANNO ° 
* his Fault, he fell on his Knees before ‘her, befeeching her Gracé’'to 156}.

To this Sir Fobn Bourne faid, ‘ That he was not fent to the Tozer,

made at Cambridge, when the Duke of Northumberland came down 

thither upon the. Lady Yane's Bufinefs, being neither commanded by 

the Nobility or the Univerfity, and witheut the -Advice of the 
Learned Men there, he touched the Births of Queen Elizabeth, 

and her late Noble Sifter, and pronounced ‘thereof that which: be- 

came him not. That he never knew Queen Mary intended-his Par~ 

don: If fhe did, ~he never laboured the contrary. That corrupt La- 

bour was made for his Deliverance under Qiteen Mary, ‘to which he 

[ Bourne, then Secretary |’ aflented not; and when he was difchar-. 

ged he know not, but fure he was there was'no plain Order for it ; 

and that he bad heard; he conveyed himfelf away by breaking 

Prifon with the Aid of Sir Thomas Holcroft, or his Man. That, 
cuftomably in the.

© them committed where he dwelt. That in the Bifhop’s Vifitation 
© he had commanded the Altar-Stone in Sir 7. B’s Parifh Church to 
© be pulled down and defaced. And whereas the Bifhop had faid, 
“ Sir 7. B. had commanded the contyary, and that it fhould not be 
© broken nor defaced, but referved; and in Contempt of him caufed 
© it to be born out of the Church, and carried home to his Houfe; 
© Sir Fobn faid, It was untrue, for the Altar was taken down, as he 
© faid, a Year before he came to the Church, and was referved and 
© jaid afide, toward the paving of one Lle of the faid Church; and 
“ beftowed in the paving thereof accordingly, and never brought to 
€ his Houfe, nor carried out of the Church. | 
‘© Bourne had alfo charged the Bifhop with Frenzy: And that he 
© heard this firft by Report of the Duke of Northumberland, he be- 
* ing prefent at his Examination in the Tower. Which Duke, bein 
*. then. charged that he fhould eaufe the faid Bifhop [thea Dr. Sandys} 
© to make that Sermon at Cambridge, for which he was committed 
© to the Marfhalfea, had faid for Anfwer, That he was fo much of- 
“© fended with the faid Sermon, that no one thing offended him more. 
© And further faid, He -was once minded to have punifhed him 
* for Example, till for Excufe, he learned, that. he was once 
* out of his Wits, and Lefide himfelf for Love, or fome fuch other 
° Matter: Which his Infrmity, Bourne added, he had heard from 
others. 


the Bitopan- Of thefe and many other Pgrticulars, did Bourne's faid Declaration 

feersBourne’s confift. ‘To this calumniatory Writing the Bifhop was not filent ; nor 

pear y rin would his own Care of his Reputation in the Church fuffer him, but 
anfwered this Declaration ia two or three Sheets of Paper, offered to 
the Council. ‘To which Anfwer was added the Blazon of his Coat 
of Arms, figned by Will. Harvey Clarenceux ; wherein it appeared 
he was fprung of an ancient Gentile Family in St. Bees in Cumber- 
dand, again{t the Slander of the faid Sir fobn Bourne, that he was 
no Gentleman, : 

Now becaufe the Reputation of fo eminent a Father in our Church, 
and of whom fo much ufe was made in reforming of corrupt Reli- 
gion, and fettling the Church of England in the beginning of Queen 
Elizabeth's Reign, might be cleared from the Calumnies of his Ene-

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mies; I fhall here fet down this Bifhop's Vindication of himfelf againft 4 NNO 
this Gentleman, which the faid Bifhop fent to the Privy Council, and 1563. 
his Letter with it. His Letter ran to this Tenor: - SNS 


. HERE, at fich time as Sir Fobn Bourne and I were before sifop Sandys 
: your Honours, there was declared unto me by your Honours [iter #0 te 
© the Subftance of an Information, which the faid Sir ‘Zohn had made Paper Howfe. 
* to your Honours againf{ me: _Whereunto I prayed leave, that I | 
* might prefently anfwer: And having Licence of your Hononrs, 
© briefly and truly anfwered the moft part thereof accordingly. And 
* thereupon your Honours did order, That the faid Sir Fon fhould 
* Article in Writing all fuch Matters of his Information as he had to 
* charge me with ; and that I afterward fhould in Writing anfwer the 
* fame ; and further Object againgt him: It now plainly appeareth by 
* his Book of Articles, that the faid Sir Fobn doth not ufe his, Arti- 
* cles by way of Information according tosthe faid Order, but by 
* way of Anfwer unto that which I fpake before your Honours. And 
* becaufe he taketh upon him to report that in Writing which I utter- 
* ed by Mouth, and foto anfwer: And in his faid Report doth far 
“ alter the Tale which I told; and fo hath anfwered in many Places 
* that which by me was never objected, but by himfelf: I am con- 
* ftrained, firft, briefly to iterate my faid Tale uttered before tpl 
* Honours, to the Intent to put your Honours in remembrance of the 
* Truth thereof; and to fhew you likewife how far the faid Sir Fobn 
* miftaketh and méfreporteth the fame. And becaufé his Articles, 
* which he ufeth by Name of an Anfwer to me, are ratber in them- 
* felves a new Accufation, I will truly anfwer to the Subfance of the 
* fame: And where he doth c me. and mime in his faid Articles, 
* with many and fundry great and hainous Crimes, Mifbehaviours and 
“ Defaults: Wherein, if he fhould fay Trouthe, I were far unmeet 
* the Office and rome wherein the Queen's Majefty hath placed me; 
“ fo if his Sayings fhall appear to be vain, and not true (as they be 
© moft untrue) and many of them devifed by himfelf, and of his Ma- 
* lice, not only born towards me, but alfo towards all that Preach 
“ the Dottrine of the Gofpel, as I do; Then are they fuch an heavy 
* burden of Slander wrongfully laid upon me, fo much to the Difcre- 
* dit of me unto your Honours, the defacing of my Preaching, and 
© Hindrance of the Execution of my Office; that I shall moft humbly 
* befeech your Honours, that he may at the. leaft openly deny them 
* with the fame Tongue, or by like Writing, as he hath molt flande- 
* roufly, malicioufly and uatruly uttered them.’ ‘Then followed the 
Bifhops Paper, Viz. :

* was otherways diverfly bruited and fufpected ; and moreover in rea- 
* foning with me, and in defending Franfubftantiation, reproving. Pe- 
* ter Martyrs Book, he*protefted he. would never be of my Religion. 
~ © And where I directed forth Procefs for a Widow,.. whom his Bro- 
* ther Thomas Bourne, having Wife and Children of his own, had

* the faid Procefs; fhewing my Regifter that he would take upon

* Mrs. Avyce’s Shoulders with his Buckler, and tear her Coat almoft a

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“ Foot long, and pierced unto the Skin, and hurt her; and put them 4NNQ 
both in great Fear. Upon this Occafion a Servant of mine, being Cou- 1563. 
fin to Mrs. Vi//on, as he reported, was offended, and meeting with one A” YNY 
Fones, Sir Fobn Bourne's Servant afked him, Is not thy Name Fones ? 
Yea, faid he, What wouldeft thou with that? Mary, thou art a 
Knave, and haft abufed aGentlewoman, a Friend of mine. Where- 
upon they drew their Weapons, and my Man fimote the Sword out 
© of his hand at the firft Blow. After, bad him take it up again: Say- 
© ing, I might kill thee, if I would. But fight if thou dareft. My . 
< Brother being my Receiver, going on hunting with others, came and | 
‘ ended the Fray. ‘This Servant is called Ki/kow, altho’ fuppofed to 
“ be a Coward. For his Mafter going in the Streets of Worseffer, a 
¢ ferving Man met him, and forgat to put off his Cap. Whereupon 
© Sir John Bourne called him Knave. And this his Man, (as fhould 
€ appear and was reported) at his Commandment went and found the 
© ferving Man in a Shop, andcometh behind him and fmiteth him, that 
* he was in great danger of death hereby. Anthony Bourne Son and 
© Heir of Sir fobn Bourne, oftended herewithal, fent his Sword to the

_ © Within twa Days after, [having occafion rode to Ludlow, to my 
© Lord Prefident [Sir Henry Sidney.] And he afked of J/orcefter 
£ Matters. I told him of the Difarder that was like to have been at 
© Worcefter. Whereupon he wrote to the Bailiffs to examine the 
© Matter truly, and to fend unto him the Examination. Which they 
“did. Anthony Bourne, with fome others, was fent for by Letters. 
* And he after fharp Rebuke was bound to the Peace againft me, 
© and alf my Folks. - Whereupon it may appear-where the Fault was. 
£ All this notwithftanding, when I perceived that Sir Fob» Bourne 
£ a little before Chriffmas came into the Country, with my Lady his 
© Wife, and minded not to‘keep Houfe, I required my Chancellor, 
“ who is his Friend, to tell Sir Fobn, that if he and my Lady his 
* Wife would keep Chriffmas with me, they fhould be welcome. _

Twenty nine Weeks, Some of your Honours know I fay Truth, and 


© After I had received a Commiffion from your Honours, directed 
‘ tome, Sir Thomas Ruffel, Mr. Blount, Mr. Hawks, and Mr. Fo- 
° Jiot, for the diforder made at St. Fobn’sby Thomas Bourne and 
‘ others, as we were together reading the fame, and directing forth 
‘ Precepts for the Parties to appear, Sir Fobn Bourne fent me a Let- 
* ter, which your Lordfhips have feen. I read it prefently to the 
* faid Commifiioners, and immediately after fent my Man to Sir 
© ‘Fobn Bourne, who was in the City, praying h'm to dine with me. 
as they all mifliked the Letter, fo they mervailed 1 would fend for 
him. He refufed to come: If he had come, truly I had caft the 
Letter into the Fire. | 
_ © And thefe be the Dealings which have been between Sir ‘obn 
© Bourne and me. Hitherto I have not accufed him: for I take that 
© to be the worft Part. Neither will I, except I be commanded : 
* altho’ I have to fay againft him fuch Matters which I would be loth 
* to utter. 

© This wasmy whole Talk. I minded to have anfwered certain 
© Objections againft me, made by Sir Fobnu Bourne, concerning his 
© Brother, Mr. Arden, Mr. Norfolk, Mr. Ceci/, and certain whom 
© he termed his Servants : but that with kneeling down, and crying, 
© All was falfe, I bad faid, he interrupted me. And your Honours

An Anfwer to the Declaration of Sir John Bourne, Kt. .which 
be hath made to my Anfwer uttered before your Honours. The 
aid Declaration being indeed a new and untrue Accufation. 


Firft, HE faid Sir 4. B. mifreporteth my Words uttered before 
| : your Honours, as may appear by my Repetition thereof 
now made in Writing according to the ‘Truth, as I truft ye do 
Remember. | | | 

To the firft Article which he nameth I anfwer. I fay that every 
Sentence in the fame contained is moft vain and untrue : and he pro- 
ceedeth again{ft me malicioufly with manifeft Untruth in the Refidue 
of his Book. i 

The faid Sir Fobn faith, that Iwas not Prifoner inthe Tower. I 
anfwer that I was there Prifoner under the Cuftody of Sir Edward 
Warner and Sir Fobn Brudges, Knts. Lieutenants of the faid Tower, 


did 
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did fee me there. Immediately before Mr. Wyats Apprehenfion, I 4NNO 
was by order removed into the Marfhalfea. 1563. 

Further, he faith, I was in the Marthalfea for Treafon. Ianfwer, “YN! 
that I neither was, nor by the Law could at any time be charged —— 
with Treafon. For the Matter objefed again{ft me was, for Words 
uttered in my Sermon at Cambridge. Which were not within the 
Compafs of any Law of Treafon. . 

He faith likewife, I made a Sermon at Cambridge, (for which E 
was imprifoned ) not commanded by the Nobility or the Univerfity, 
and without the Advice of the Learned Men there. \anfwer to that, 
that the Duke’s Grace of Northumberland, and others of-the Council 
then there, both commanded me, and gave me Inftructions. Divers of 
the Mafters and Heads of the Colleges both conferred with me, and 
confented to my doings, which were not in fuch fort as Malice hath 
reported them. _ 4 

He moreover faith, That I /pake that which became me not, of the 
Birth of the Queen's Majefty that now is. hereunto I anfwer, that 
I neither fpake of her Birth, nor made any mention of her Highnefs in 
my faid Sermon; faving only that according to my bounden Duty I 
prayed for her, as I have already fufficiently declared before the 
Queen’s Majefty, and to fome of this Honourable Board in that behalf. 
And yet am not to prove the fame by good and certain T'eftimony. 

He faith alfo, That Le never bindred my Pardon. Truth it is, my 
Friends never fued for my Pardon, but only for my Delivery and dif- 
charge of Imprifonment. Which he a great while by untrue and un- 
honeft Surmifes ftayed ; as Sir Zo. Holcroft and others, then Suitors 
for the fame, reported to my Friends. | | 

He furthermore faith, That Corrupted means were ufed for my De- 
livery ; and that be ts fure that I was difcharged by no plain Order ; 
and as he beard fay, I conveyed myfelf away by breaking of Prifon, 
with the Aid of Sir Tho. Holcroft, or bis Men. 1 anfwer, that I 
never promifed nor affented to give, or that any of my Friends fhould 
give for my Deliverance, any one Groat. I was delivered by Q, Ma- 
ries Warrant, figned with her own Hand, and fubfcribed with the 
Hands of divers of her Privy Council, as the Bifhop of Winchefter, 
then L. Chancellor of Exgland, the Rt. Honourable the Earl of Pem- 
broke, my L. Haftings of Loughborough, then Matter of her Highnefs 
Horfe, and others. I had alfo the faid Councils feveral Letters di» 
rected to the Sheriff of effmerland, to the Bifhop of Peterborough, 
and to the Vicechancellor of Cambridge ; Commanding them to reftore 
my Goods which they had feized. That I brake not Prifon, Mr. Waye 
yet Keeper of the faid Marfhaifea, who brought me forth of the fame 
by the Authority aforefaid,.and fet me at Liberty, can well teftify. — 

- Where he chargeth me with many foul and unfitting Terms fpoken 
by me of Queen Mary, when I ufed to make mention of my Pardon, 
(which I could not do, becaufe I never had any of her) As the Affer- 
tion is moft untrue and odious, fo fhall he never be able to prove ir. 
And thus may your Honours evidently perceive the great Impudency 
of my Accufer, and the manifeft Untruth of this Accufation ; and that 
in every Sentence of this Article. |

my Steward difcharged him again. ‘fod Fier hath been Servant 
to Sir 7. B. and-by furviving -his Father with whom he was joined in 
a‘Copy and a Patent, is now my ‘Tenant and my Bali and Weod- 
ward of my Manour of Ga/eewe and Gvymley. And becaufe there ts 
fome Controverfy between Sir ‘fo#u-and me, for certain Vonements or 
Rents, parcel of my faid Manour of Giiu/cy 3, my Oihcers thought 
he could not trnely ferve-us both: and therew on required him to leave 
Sir Hobn’s Service, and -to ferve me, or elfe to take the Fee, and to 
leave the Execution of the Office to fome cther honclt Man, during 
the time of the {aid Controverfy. : | 


-.-ouching Mr. Thomas Cecil, being a Man in his Youth well 


brought up in Learning, and alfoin good Peligion in Cuizbridge ; and 
after that, ferving Mr. Goodrick.; becaufe he obtained net his purpofe 
in a Suit, ‘le upon Difplefure departed from Mr. Cceodrick, and 
revolted in’ Religion, as I‘heard it creaibly reported. Coming to 
Worcefter he hath fhewed himfelf a moft ovftinate Papift, and Adver- 
fary to the Gofpel : and hath,there profeiled and praciifed both the 
(emporal and Spiritual Law, -being fiiicientiy intiructed tn neither. 
Wherefore, and for his frivolous Delays and ushone!t Shits daily by 
him ufed in Defence of evil Caufes, being charged t .erewith by me, 
by my Chancellor I difcharged him cf my Confifiory-Court.

Whereof many be of his Acquaintance and great Familiarity, and as 
it is faid, the more Stubborn by his Supportation. | 

For anfwer to the Third Article, I fay, that my Lenity and Softnefs 
-was.fuch, that asI was not willing to touch him, fo I laid not watch 
for his Doings, which I might ealily have found out, if I had ufed 
Diligence therein according to my Duty.

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To the Fourth Article, where he faith, That I charged him before 4N NO 
your Honours, that be favoured not Priefis Mariages ; how untrue 1563.

the Church. 'Thefe are his own, becaufe he hath pleafure to talkin 4: 
them. So likewife much of the reft was not fpoken by me. But to 
anfwer his Article. | 

He faith, He hath been oftener at the Church than 1; for the in- 
tent to pray. He fetteth forth fo much his own Holinefs, and fo much 
chargeth me with Want and Negligence of my Duty, that he forceth 
me to fpeak that which otherwife 1 would not utter. I may fafely 
thus much fay, That there hath not fix Days paffed me, fince I went 
firft to Worceffer, but I frequented Common Prayer, either in mine 
own Chapel with my Family, or in Churches abroad in my Diocefs, 
or elfewhere.

Where he fuppofeth, that Harzwel/ told me, how be depraved my 
Doctrine.

he mifliketh all Priefts Wives, and dare call them Whores. And I 
- fuppofe none of them have great Caufe to favour him. In calling 
her Lady, which is not her Name, neither ever was fo called, ei- 
ther before or fince (and he then did it to mock her) I told him that 
therein he abufed us both. 

Where be heard but three Sermons, it declareth what good Will 
he beareth to God’s Word. Where he mifliked the laft, and a learn- 
ed Man called it pernzcious, I would pray that that learned Man may 
be named. I preached at a Mariage, and fo had good Occafion to 
fpeak of Matrimony ; which I wifhed to be made by Confent of Pa- 
rents. Among many other Scriptures and Authorities for that purpofe, 
I alfo brought in that Saying of Ewariftus, Matrimonia tunc funt 
cum expetuntur a Parentibus : alioquin non Matrimonia fed ftupra 
funt : Not precifely affirming, but only alledging his Opinion: Nei- 
ther minding thereby to make dampnable, or of no Validity any Ma~ 
trimony fo made according to the Order of Law received, as by him 
I am charged ; but only to perfuade how convenient Parents Affents 
be. To make Equality between Matrimony and Virginity, I never 
did. I am not fo ignorant in the Scriptures and Writers. Mary I 
faid, that neither Matrimony nor Virginity deferve Heaven. For that 
was the free Gift of God, attained by a lively Faith in Chrift Jefus. 
That I called all Contra¢ts without Confent of-Parents damnable ; or 
that I cried, Mary, Mary, it is moft vain and untrue. . 
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And where alfo he chargeth me, That I faid five or fix Priefts were 


detected of -Whoredome ; ‘of ‘my Truth it is a moft vain Fable. For 


neither did I fpeak it, neither was there any one Prieft in my Diocefs 
dete&ted of ;Whoredome. . And therefore I could punith none. 

Where he alledgeth the Law what { ought to do in Detection; This 
Shaft cometh out of a Lawyer's Quiver; who helped him to pen this 
vain Book. =. = 
.. Where he faith, He never reafoned with me, nor none of mine ; it 
is very untrue. For he reafoned with me in Defence of Tranfubftan- 
tiation, and condempned Peter Alartyrs Doctrine and Learning in 
comparifon of Dr. Gardivers, late Bifhop of I/incheffer. He at that 
time faid, he would never agree with me in Religion. The like he 
fpake to my Chaplain, Mr. //7How. And alfo took upon him to de- 
fend Tranfubftantiation at my Lord Prefident’s Table. This Man ta- 
keth Liberty to deny and fay what he lifteth, — | 

' Concerning the Difcourfe which he maketh againft the Mariage of 
Minifters, I think it not neceflary to be anfwered by mc, but leave it 
to the Judgement of your Honours, to whom, ashe faith, he hath there- 
in. declared his Opinion. What he liketh or mifliketh, tt maketh not 
much Matter. For he mifliketh the Gofpel, true Religion, and thefe 
our Times. But he ought of right, moft of all to miflike himfelf. 

: [ was never charged before with Covetoufnefs. For it is a Sin far 
from me of all others. For my greedy getting is fuch, that I am in 
Debt a great Sum. His further vain Talk needeth no Anfwer. Where 
he alledgeth that he never called Priefts Wives Wheres, it is untrue. 
Fof three Women going through his Park, wherein is a Path for Foot- 
men, he fuppofing they had been Priefts Wives, called unto them, Ze 
{ball not come through my Park, and no fuch Priefts Whores. 

_ Where he calleth himfelf a Beneficiary of the College of Worcefter ; 
your Honours may well perceive, how well he requiteth them for their 
Benefits; who now accufeth them before you, the Parties being abfent. 
Indeed the College hath benefited him with fome part of his Living, 
and it benefited his Father before him; who was an Officer in the fame 
Church. But I have not heard of a Courtefy ufed by him towards 
them. If he have to charge the Dean and Prebendaries of the faid 
College, they have Age, and can anfwer for themfelves. 


.. To the Fiveth Article, I fay, That his Anfwer is moft untrue and 
flanderous. I commanded Procefs to be given forth for that Woman, 
whom his Brother had polluted. When fhe appeared not, I charged 
with that Fault my Regifter, Who anfwered, That Sir 7. B. fent 
unto him to ftay, and faid that he would fatisfy me. And this my 
Regifter fhall not deny. I fhewed fuch Favour unto his Brother that 
I caufed him to do open Penance, and alfo to pay four Marks to the 
Poor.

Love that you bear to Innocency, that Sir Fobn Bourne may be put omer 
to a further Trial and Proof of his Hear-fay, and I cleared of fo hai- sobriety of b:t 
nous a Slander. My Life hath never been impeached nor blotted fince Mf ws 
I was born. How I have lived from my Youth until this Day, I have °°“ 
good Teftimony, fince I was Twelve Years of Age. My Lord of 
Loudon for the moft part hath known my Converfation, as one with 
whom I have ever lived familtarly ; except between 13 and 18 Years 
of Agc, we have ever to this time lived as Brothers together. His 
Teftimony, I fhall pray, may be heard. Befides him Mr. Secretary 
from 18 Years, till that I was 22, can tell of my Life. It pleafed 
him to ufe me familiarly. After that time until I came from Canm 
bridge, My Lord of Canterbury (Dr. Matthew Parker| Mr. Dy. 
Haddon, Sir Thomas Smith, and Mr. | Peter] Osburn, with many 
others, can report of my Converfation. I paft through all the Degrees 
in the Univerlity orderly without any Difpenfation. I was chofen to 
all the Offices of the Univerfity, which were beftowed upon Students. 
I was Scrutitor, I was Taxer, I was Proétor, and I was Vicechancel- 
lor. If my Life was fo leud as Sir Fobn reporteth, the Univerfity 
would not thus have preferred me. And my Rowme was to be Ma- 
fter of a College. When I was in Prifon no Malice could or did 
charge my Converfation. My Life beyond the Seas I pray your Ho- 
nours, that it may be teftified by my Lord of London, my Lord of 
Salisbury, Sir Authony Coke, and Sir Thomas Wroth. And fince my 
coming home, I report me to the World: Having this Teftimony of 
my honeft Life, I truft ye will not fuffer Sir ‘7. B. thus impudently to 
flander me with Hear-fay. 


To the Sixth Article I fay, that the Article is untrue. The Altar- 6,

‘That divers 
of them were Taylers and Crafts-men,; and ferved the Dean and Pre- 
bendaries, and had fio other Wages. That the Pipes of a great Pair 
of Orgatis which coft 200/, the making (being one of the folemn 
Inftruments of this Realm) were molten into Difhes among the Pre- 
bendaries Wives ; and the Cafe had made them Bedfteds. That the 
Silver Plate was divided among the Prebendaries : and likewife that 
it was interided to divide the Copes and Ornaments ; and that they 
had fo done, had not fome unmartied refifted. That divers of the 
Almefmen were lufty and Men of Wealth, and lay abroad by Suf- 
ferance. That the Places of Scholars were not always beftowed gra- 
tis, That the Wives of the Prebendaries married (their Hufbands 
keeping no Hofpitality) fold the Grain allotted to their Portions ; 
not in Worceffer Market, but at the deareft in the beft Market for 
the Seller. That Money appointed to High-ways was not beftowed. 
That the great Cloche, or Steeple, called The Leaden Steeple, which 
King Henry Ill. built, and the Charnel Houfe built by that Noble

7 
gation and Cathedral Church they were eafy to be known by placing 
themfelves above all other of the moft antient and honeft Calling of 
the faid City, ¢@c. Thus did this virulent Popifh Gentleman detain the 
Queen’s moft Honourable Privy Council with his Impertinencies. 

But in fine, he was adjudged’ by them to make his Submiffiori int s. J. Bourne's 

Writing to the injured Bifhop: and was left to draw it up himfelf. pride! lo id 
Which he did after fuch a fort, that he ftrove ftill in fome things to Snore 
juftify, and in others to excufe himfelf. So that the Form of his Sub« 
miffion, brought before the Council, fome one of the Bifhop’s Friends 
made feveral Exceptions againft. As, that in one place of it, by a 
Proteftation he juftifed himfelf in thofe things which the Bifhop had 
charged him with ; and did burthen him to be the firft Occafion-giver, 
and an Offerer of Injuries and Ungentlenefs towards him and his, 
Which feemed rather as a Defence of himfelf; and an Accufation of 
the Bifhop, than a Submiilion, Wherefore the Bifhop’s Friend defi- 
red the Privy Council, that that, Proteftation might be left out, or 
otherwife reformed, or at leaft fomewhat expounded, by adding after 
the Word Injuries, thefe Words, As I did then take it. Which 
would, he faid, much fatisfy the Bifhop. Further, he had not parti- 
cularly recited all the Matters wherewith he had charged the Bifhop. 
For he had omitted, Prefumptuous giving of Armes ; diffolute Life 
in Youth, Preaching againft the Queen’s Majefty that now is, Preach- 
ing of unfound and erroneous Dottrine. He added, (addreffing him- 
felf to the Council) that the Bifhop had already humbly fubmitted 
himfelf to fuch Order as it would pleafe the Lords to. make : That 
therefore if they would direct théir Honourable Letters to his Lord= 
fhip, he would gladly accomplish the fame. That as he was fure 
the Bifhop was in perfect Charity with Sir 7. B. fo he knew he would 
be well contented to fhew the fame by any reafonable Ways or 
Means. And therefore he moved their Lordfhips to direé& their Let- 
ters to the Bifhop with the Submiffion enclofed ; ahd to appoint that 
Sir 7. B. fhould deliver the fame to the Bifhop. Which he fuppofed 
would well fatisfy the Bifhop: And befides be an Occafion, that pri- 
vately between themfelves they might fully be reconciled. And this 
I fuppofe was done, and fo this Difcord feemingly ended,

The Duke's Counfil ap- 
pointed the Dean of Chrz/?'s Church [Sampfon] to preach at the Interr- 
ment of the Dutchefs. But the Bifhop hearing of it, fog doing the greater 
honour to the Duke, fent his Letter to the Counfil offering his Service 
in that behalf.

A Law Suit happened this Year between Guef? Bifhop of Rocheffar, rte Sucen's 
and Allyn and Chamberlyn Sheriffs of Loudon. Fhe Cafe was this, Almoner fies 
This Bifhop. was Lord Almoner to the Queen. She had, as it feems, spree f 
allotted for her Almoner (according to the Cuftom of former Princes) 
fuch Goods and Chattels as fhould be forfeited to her from Perfons 
Jaying. violent hands upon themfelves. There was now a Citizen that 
had mortally wounded himfelf. But before this Fa&, there came 
mto the hands of thefe Sheriffs 3304. ready mony of this, Perfon’s, 
whether he were their Prifoner or otherwife, I cannot tell. But upon 
his Death the Bifhop required this Mony of them, which they re- 
fufing, claiming it as theirs, he fued them and recovered it for the 
Queen’s ufe.

Her Anfwer As to his firft Requeft, the Queen in her Anfwer dated Nov. 3. from 
ane laai eee Windfor, fhewed him, ‘ How favourable She was to her Popith Sub- 
Ckarches.  ° jects in fufpending Punifliment, tho’ they did that which was very 
: dangerous to the Cqmmonwealth, in acting fo openly againft the 
Laws. And the chief of them fuch, as in the Reigns of her Fa- 
ther and Brother, by their Sermons and Writings, propounded to 
the People that fame Doctrine which they did now fo much oppof. 
But as to the fecond, to grant.them Churches where they fhould 
celebrate their own Service without.impediment, She could not do 
it, being againft the Laws of her Parliament, and fo highly dange- 
rous to the State of her Kingdom, and having many difficulties at- 
tending it. That it would be to fow various Religions in the Na- 
tion, to diftract the Minds of Honeft Men, to cherifh Parties and 
Fations, and to difturb Religion and the Commonwealth in that 
_prefent — State, wherein it was. That it was evil in itfelf, but 
wortt of all for the Example of it, and not very profitable and {afe 
for them for whom this favour was defired. And laftly, that She 
and her Subjects followed not any new or ftrange Religion, but thae 
very Religion which the Antienteft Fathers did indeed approve and 
practife.’

One,A& 
that fhewed the Man, was his digging up the Body of Peter Martyrs 
Wife out of her Grave in Chri/?’s Church, where fhe had been {ome 
years buried, and cafting it into his Dunghil. ‘This and other Doings 
of his in the former Reign made him to be the more watched in this. 
He lurked about in the North, and had been with the Earl of Cum- 
berland : but was at laft taken up, and being brought before the 
Council, he was committed to the Bifhop of London in Cuftody.

That many of their Lord- 
fhips had tafted largely of the invincible force of Confcience, and 
her untractable nature, on which fide foever fhe take. She might, 
he faid, be crazed and cracked by things ipfinite that feemed but 
fmall: And being once forced to fail in the leaft, that Canker. was 
never Curable after. But to change and alter fhe could not be 
framed by Man’s Power or Policy, till God pleafed to draw her, 
being once firmly fixed. ‘That tho’ that littte he was threatmed to 
loofe could not draw him-prefently to the offence of his Prince, yet 
what Lack and Neceffity might hereafter do, he dared not War 
rant, nor take on him to fay. He prayed their Lordfhips therefore 
to be means unto her Majefties Clemency for him in this Caufe: 
that he might Le fpared, as hitherto, to enjoy that fmall portion of 
Living yet left him. And he bad them to reieét his Suit, if he 
fought to find more Favour now, than heretofore, when his Lot 
ferved, he was willing to fhew, or than by his help others had en- 
joyed. That if the Place or Company where he lived, did offend, 
© he fhould be always willing to change the fame, and to Conform 
* himfelf to the Queen’s devotion.’ This was the Sum of Sir Francis 
his Letter. Where we cannot but obferve his great Argument for 
himfelf is Confcience (and a very good Argument indeed) and fo was 
it commonly urged in this Reign by Papifts, as we have feen. before ; 
And yet in the jaft Reign, when it was urged by others, what litte

But to let the World fee how favourably this Gentleman was dealt 
withal, notwithftanding his Complaint, let me bring m another part 
of his Story, tho’ it happened three or four years after; when I tind 
him ftill in Spain, and greatly efteemed by King Pdriip there. Who 
in his behalf had moved Alan the E:nglifb Amvaflador at that Court, 
to follicit the Queen to allow him the Income of his Eftate, and to 
live abroad where he lifted: and fo had the Spanifh Ambaflador alfe 
here dealt with her for the faid Fnglefield. Hereapon the Queen 


commanded her faid Ambafflador in a Letter wrote to him in the lat-

this matter. Whereby it appeared, that Sir Francis’s Servants .to 
that time received the Rents of his I.ands, which there was no doubt 
were difpofed of according to his will; except fome fmall part of the 
fame referved for the maintenance of the Lady Englefeld his Wrfe, 
upon her Petition. And as to his Confcience, there were many Pa- 
pifts then living under the Queen in England, without any difturbance 
for their Opinion in Religion, carrying themfelves peaceably ondet

ed; and being apprehenfive what dangerous Devices they would me- 
ditate againft her, the and her Secretary made ufe of a diligent Man, 
one E. Dennum, fent over to Italy about 1562 or 1563. to fend her 
Majefty Intelligence of Foreign Confpiracies and Contrivances: and 
having made ufe of Money, got feveral Notices of the Pope, and 
what he was doing in his Privy Cabals and Councils. A Lift where- 
of he fenc from Venice, together with a Letter co Secretary Cecyl, 
April 13. 1564. A Copy of this Paper fell afterwards into the 
Hands of that diligent Antiquary, Sir Fames Ware. But the Origi- 
nal was kept private in the Queens Clofet among other Papers of Se- 
crefy. The Contents thereof were thefe : |

cer, Chirurgion, or of ve other Calling whatfoever, that would make 
her away. And an abfolute Remitfion of Sins to the Heirs of that Par- 
ty’s Family, and a perpetual Annuity to them for ever, and to be of 
the Privy Council to whomfoever afterwards fhould Reign. 
_ Sixthly, For the better affurance of further Intelligence to the See

And now let me fubjcyn the State of the Foreign Churches, in 


France, Italy and Switzerland ; which at this time was very fad, and 


the Gofpeilers that lived in thofe Countries were under great Appre- 
henfions of extreme Calamities to befal them, by means of the Council 
of Trent, that {tudied nothing fo much as the ruin of -the Reformed, 
and the Houfe of Guzfe active with the Pope to bring the fame to pafs. 
Some brief Account of this Bad/inger gave to Fobu Fox ina Letter 
from Zurick writ in March, 1563.

To which thus Nuwe// replied in his 
own Language, ° But who could fear any vanquifh:ng at your Coun- 
cils, who after fo long fitting at Trident, hatched us out fich a°fort 
‘of goodly Decrees, -worfe than addie Eggs, as any Popith Lad 
meanly learned, fitting under a Summer’s Hedge, might in two or 
three Afternoons right well and as well have written, as they are 
written and fet forth by your worthy Council.

cil, and that it might have the lefs Regard taken of it here in Eing- the Decrees of 
Jand, there came forth feafonably now a Book intituled, 4 godly and ‘he Comme of 
neceflary Admonttion of the Decrees and Canons of the Cvuncil of 
Treat, Celebrated under Pius lV. Bifbop of Rome in the Years of 
our Lerd 1562. and 1563. Written for thofe godly difpfed Perfons 
Sakes, which look for Amsadmeut of Dottrine and Ceremontes to be 
made by General Councils. It was tranflated out of Latin, and im- 
printed at London by Fobn Day dwelling over A/derfzate, the 19. 
Febr. 1564. No Name of the Author, bunt it feems to be done by 
Archbifhop Parker, or his fpecial Order.

Scipio’s Letter Scipio wondered, that the Realm of Eng/and alone had fent no 

*edewel —_ Ambaffador to that General Council, fammoned by the Pope for the 
fettling of Religion; when all other Nations were there affembled : 
No, nor fo much as excufed their Abfence by any Meflage or Letter; 
but that we had altered without any Council, all the Form of the an- 
cient Religion. ‘The former arguing a proud Stubbornnefs: the other 
a pernicious Schifm. That it was a Superlative Crime to decline the 
Pope of Rome's Sacred Authority, or to withdraw themfelves from a 
Council, being by him called to it. ‘That it was not lawful to debate 
Controverfies about Religion otherwife than in fuch Affemblies: Since 
there were the Patriarchs and the Bifhops and the learned Men of all 
Sorts. And from their Mouths the Truth muft be required. That 
there was a Light of each Church: and there. was the Holy Ghoft, 
And that all godly Princes ftill referred any Doubt arifing in God’s 
Worfhip to a publick Confultation. That Mofes, Fohbua, David, 
Hezekiah, Fofias, and other Judges, Kings and Priefts, did not ad- 
vife concerning the Matters of Religion, but in an Affembly of Bifhops. 
'That Chrift’s Apoftles and the Holy Fathers held their Councils. 
And Arius was vanquithed ; and Exnomius and Eutyches and other 
Hereticks. And by the fame Means the Diftractions of the World 
might be compofed. | 


And how fhall the Bifhop of Sarum anfwer all this fpecious Dif- 
courfe: as much as could be faid furely on this Point? It is worth 
reading the Anfwer he made, which I proceed to rehearfe from his 

Bifop Jewel's own Epiftle to that Nobleman. ‘ That it was not for him to take up- 
Anfaer’ © on him to anfwer in the Behalf of the Realm of Exgland, by what 
© Advice every Thing was done, feeing the Counfil of Kings were 

* fecret and hidden: and fo ought to be. And yet becaufe of their 

“ old and intimate Acquaintance, and becaufe he faw Scipio defired

nor the Grecians, Armenians, Perfians, Egyptians, Moors, Ethio~ 
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° baffiador come from thofe Parts of the World. Or rather well would 4N NO ° 


© he fee, that the Pope did not call them; and that his Ecclefiaitical 
© Decrees took not hold of them. 


‘ That it was more to be wondred at that the Pope fhould call fuch 


© Men to a Council, whom he had before condemned of Herefy, and 
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openly pronounced excommunicate, without hearing either them or 
theirePlea. ‘The Bifhop faid, he would fain be refolved, whether 
the Pope's Meaning were, to advife with them in the Council, whom 


he accounted Hereticks, or elfe that they fhould plead their Caufe 


at the Bar: or either change their Opinion prefently, or out of hand 
be condemned again. The former was denied heretofore by Zudius 
III. to thofe on our Side. The other was ridiculous, that the Ling- 
lifh fhould come to the Council, only to be indicted, and plead ee 
themfelves: efpecially before him, who long fince was charged with 
hainous Crimes, not only by our Side, but alfo by their own. 

© Nor did England alone feem thus ftubborn. For where were the 
Ambafiadors of the King's of Denmark, Sweden, and the Princes of 
Germany, the Switzers, the Gr#fons, the Hanfe Towns; thofe of 
the Realm of Scotland, and the Dukedom of Pr#/ia. Nay, the 
Pope himfelf came not to his own Council. And; = ~~Pride was 
it for one Man at his own Pleafure to affemble together afi Wreiftian 
Kings, Princes and Bifhops, when he lifted, and require them to be 
at his Call; and not to come himfelf, But perhaps Pius IV. the 
prefent Pope might remember what happened heretofore to 7obz XXIL. 
that came to the Council of Conftance Pope, but returned Cardinal. 
Therefore the Popes had provided for themfelves in the Rear, and 
kept home, and had with{tood all Councils and free Difputes. ‘That 
above 40 Years before, when Dr. Martin Luther was curfed with 
Bell, Book and Candle, becaufe he had begun to preach the Gofpel; 
and to reform Religion out of God’s Word; and had requefted, that 
his Caufe might be referred to a General Council, he could have no 
Audience. For Pope Leo X. might fee well enough, that if the 
Matter fhould have come to a Council, his own State might come 


in danger. __ 3 


© That indeed the Name of a General Council carried a fair Shew; 
fo it were aflembled, as it ought, Affection laid afide ; all things re- 
ferred to the Rule of God's Word ; the Truth only aimed at. But 
Religion and Godlinefs be openly beaten down ; Tyranny and Am- 
bition eftablifhed; if Men ftudied Faction, Gluttony, Luft; then 
was nothing more pernicious to the Church ofGod. 
‘ That this that he had hitherto fpoken, was as if that Council fub- 


fifted fomewhere and were indeed a Council, which he thought ab- 


folutely to be none, or furely very obfcure. For we could by no 
means learn, what was done there ; what Bifhops were met, or ra 
ther whether any at all were met. That twenty Months ago, when 
the Council was firft fummoned by Pope Pius, the Emperor Ferdt- 


nand much difliked the Place: Zrent not being commodious enough 


feated for fo many Nations; nor able to receive fo great a Multitude 
of Men, as were likely to meet at a General Council.. And the 
fame Anfwer was returned from other Chriftian Princes. ‘Therefore 
Vo... , | Hhh |” a. © thac 
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that we believed, that all thefe things with the Council itfelf, were 
vanifhed away into Smoke. | 

© Next, he queftioned the Power of Pope Pius to call a Council, 
more than another Bifhop. ‘That while the Empire flourifhed, it 
was the proper Right of the Emperor of Rome to do it. But now 
fince the Empire is leffened, and Kingdoms by Succethion fhare Pare 
of the Imperial Power, that Power was communicated to Chriftian 
Kings and Princes. ‘That if the Annals were fearched, the Memo- 
rials of Antiquity laid together, the ancienteft Councils, the Necene, 
the Eiphefine, Gc. were called by the Roman Emperors, Conffan- 
tine, Theodofius, Gc. And the Popes of Rome, when Rufine had 
alledged a certain Synod againft Hyerom, he afked, Tell me, what 
Emperor caufed it to be called? And accordingly Bifhop Fezwel de- 
manded, what Emperor caufed the Bifhops to be called art this Time 
to Trent ? And that therefore this triumphant Council was not law- 
fully called. That Pope Pi#s had done nothing rightly or orderly. 
And that in fo faying, no Man could juftly find fault with our 
Abfence. 

‘ Then he went on to mention the Wrongs the Popes of Rome had 
done. us. ‘Thag they had as often as they pleafed, armed our People 
againft their Soveraign ; pulled the Scepter out of our Kings Hands, 
and the Crowns from their Heads. ‘They would have the Kingdom 
to be theirs, and held in their Name. ‘That of late Years they 
ftirred up againft us fometimes the French, fometimes the Emperor. 
That it was needlefs to rehearfe what the Intention of Pius himfelf 


had been towards us: what he had done; what he had fpoken; 


what he had praétifed; what he had threatned: nor by what Courfe 
he made himfelf Pope: by corrupting of Cardinals; buying of Voi- 
ces; Underminings and Ambufhes: That he caft Cardinal Carotra 
into Prifon ; and there murdered him. And did he [Sc7pio] won- 
der that we came not to a Man of Blood, that purchafed Voices ; 
that denied to pay his Debts; to a Simoniacal Perfon ; to an Here- 
tic? That it was not the Part of a wife Man wilfully to run into a 
Place infected; nor to confult of Religion with the Enemies of 
Religions | 
‘ That it was fit, that Councils fhould be free; and that every 
Man may be prefent that will. That in the Nrcene, Ephefine, Gc. 
Councils, Princes then were not called together in fuch a flavith 
Manner, that if any one of them ftayed at home, or had not fent 
Ambaffadors to the Council, prefently every Eye was upon him, 
every Finger pointing at him. ‘T’hat the Popes in thofe Times were 
fo patient, as not to condemn them of Contumacy. ‘That this Ty- 
ranny of Popes was not yet grown up. ‘That it was lawful then be 
holy Bifhops and Fathers, as it ftood with their Convenience, to 
{tay at home without Prejudice. That Athanafius the Bifhop, tho’ 
the Emperor fummoned him to the Council at Czfaria, yet would 
not come. And in the Syrmfau Council, when he faw the Arians 
were like to prevail, prefently withdrew himfelf, and went his 
ways. Chryfoftom came not to the Arian Council, tho’ the Emperor 
called him, both by Letter and Meflage. That the Bifhops that 
met in a Council at Couftantinople, being called to a Council at 
| , © Rome, 
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© Rome, refufed to come. And their Excufe was, that they were tod NNO 
¢ intend the Charge and Reformation of their own Churches. 1563. 
‘ What if our Bifhops, added ewe, gave now the fame Anfwer ; VY 
© that they could fpare no Time from their own facred Function ; 
‘That they were wholly employed in fetting up again their own 
© Churches: That they could not be abfent five, fix, feven Years: 
efpecially there, where they fhould be able to do no good. For 
that our Bifhops were not fo idle, as thofe at Rome, that frolicked 
it in their Palaces, danced Attendance upon their Cardinals, and 
hunted after Livings, That our Churches were fo miferably wafted 
and ruined by them, that they could not be repaired in a fmall Time, 
or with ordinary Diligence. 
‘ That the Pope did indeed but make a Shew of a. Council, and 
meant it not. And that he did nothing fincerely or truly, That 
that See was wholly fupported by mere Hypocrify : which the lefs 
natural Strength it had, fo much the more Colour it needed. That 
if the Pope thought a General Council fo effectual for removing of 
Schifms, why did they defer a Thing fo neceflary, fo long: 
Why did they fit quiet Thirty Years together, and fuffered Lu- 
ther’s DoGrine to take root. Why did they affemble the Trent 
Council with fuch Reluctancy and Unwillingnefs: more by the In- 
{tigation of Charles the Emperor, than of their own Accord: and 
that they had been at Trent well nigh Ten Years; and had done 
juft nothing. That the Popes in Truth were not in Hand to keep a 
folemn Council, or to reftore Religion. which they made a Mock 
of; that which they intended, and fought and laboured for, was to 
elude the Minds of godly Men, and the whole World with a pom- 
us Expectation of a General Council. | | 
© That they faw their Wealth had been now a pretty while {tnk- 
ing ; that their Tricks did not find the fame Credit now, as hereto- 
fore; that an incredible Number of Men did every day fall from 
them; that Men did not now run to Rome in fuch Troops; that 
there was not now-a-days fo high an Eftimation, or fo dear a Price 
for Indulgences, Bleifings, Abfolutions and empty Bulls. That 
their Mart of Ceremonies and Mafles were flighted. ‘That a great 
Part of their Tyranny and Pomp was fhrunk ; that their Revenues 
were flenderer than they were wont to be. That they and theirs 
were laughed at every where, even by very Children. That their 
whole Reft lay now at Stake. That this was the Force of God’s God's word, 
Word: This the Power of the Gofpel: Thefe the Weapons by 
which was overthrown every Fortification raifed againft the Know- 
ledge of God. And this Doétrine fhould be preached through the 
whole World, in Defpight of them all. 
‘ The Merit-mongers Shops waxed cold now at Rome. Their 
Wares, as if Porfrnna’s Goods were put to Sale, were very low 
prized; and yet could fcarce find a Chapman. The Indulgence- te Decay of 
Broker truffled up, and down, and found no Fools. Thence grew °?*” 
their Grief; and this vexed the Pope. They faw that this fo great 
Light broke forth from one Spark. What was it like to do now, 
when fo many Fires were kindled in all Places of the World ; and 
© fo many Kings and Princes acknowledged and profefled the Gofpel 2 
‘ And therefore Councils were {ummoned, the Abbots and Bifhops 
Vor.I, Hhh2 © called 
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called to make a Party. For this they thought the cunningeft Plot 
to {pin out the Time for fome Years, to hold Men’s Minds in fu- 
{pence with Expectation; and many things, as it ufeth, might fall 
Qut in the mean time. Some Wars might be raifed. One of thefe 
Princes might die, @c. Men’s Minds might wax cool ------- That 
now-a-days the Intent or Scope of Councils is not to difcover 
Truth, or to confute Falfhood. But this hath beer the only Endea- 
vour of Popery, to eftablifh the Roman Tyranny, to fet Wars on 
Foot, to fet Chriftian Princes together by the Ears: To raife Mo- 
ney, fometimes for the Holy Laud, fometimes for the building of 
St. Peter's Church ; fometimes for other Ufes, I know not what, 
or rather Abufes all. Which Money was to be caft inte fome few 
Bellies in Gluttony and Luft, @e. 

‘ That the Abbots and Bifhops, upon whofe Fidelity, Jearning 
and Judgment, the Weight of this whole Council, the Difcufling of 
Queftions muft lie and reft; they were indeed grave Perfons, and 
had fair Titles; but take from them thefe Titles, the Perfons 
they bear, and their Trappings, and there would nothing that be- 
lenged to an Abbot or Bifhops remain in them: For they were not 
Minifters of Chrift, Difpenfers of the Myfteries of God; applied not 
themfelves to reading, nor to preach,the Gofpel, nor to feed the 
Flock ------ but intangled themfelves in fecular Bufinefles. They 
hid the Lord’s Treafure; they took away the Keys of the King- 
dom of God. They. went not in themfelves, nor fuftered others. 
They flept, fhorted, feafted and rioted: Clouds without Water, 
Stars without Light. ‘That they would not hear any of our Men 


That in the laft Convention of the Council of Zrent, ten Years 
before this, the Ambaffadors of the Princes and free Cities of Ger- 
many, came thither with a Purpofe to be heard ; but were abfolute- 
ly refufed. For the Bifhops and Abbots anfwered, that they would 
not fufler their Caufe to have a free Hearing, nor fuffer Coatrover- 
fies to be difcufled out of the Word of God. And that our Men 
were not to be heard at all, except they would recant. Which if 
they refufed to do, they fhould come into the Council upon none 
other Condition, but to the Sentence of Condemnation pronounced 
againft them. For that Zadias UI. in his Bull of Indit¢tion of the 
Council declared plainly, ‘That either they fhould change their Opi- 
nions, or elfe be condemned for Hereticks, before they were heard : 
And that Pius IV. that had now a Purpofe to re-aflemble the Coun- 
cil, had already prejudged, for Hereticks, all thofe who had left the 
Roman Church: (that is to fay, the greateft Part of the Chriftian 
World) before they were ever feen or heard. That they faid, and 
faid it often, that already all was well with them; and that they 
would not alter one Jot of their Dodtrine or Religion. Was this, 


faid the Writer, to reftore the Church to her Integrity 2 Was this . 


to feck the Truthe Was this the Liberty and Moderation of 
Councils ¢ 

‘ Further, that whereas the World complained of the Papal Pride 
and Tyranny, and believed that nothing could be amended in the 


Church of God, until he [the Pope] were reduced into Order; 


. yet 
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* yet all things were referred unto him, as unto a moft comnfcientious AN NO 
“ Peace-maker and Judge. He [‘fewe/] would not call him an 1563. 
‘ Enemy to the Truth, Ambitious, Covetous, Proud, intolerable ever \ , 
© to his own Followers: that they would make him a Judge of all ™ 7? 
* Religion, who avouched, that he could make Injuftice to be juftice; 
© and who commanded all his Determinations to be of equal Value 
€ with thofe of St. Peter himfelf: And that he faid, In cafe he car- “ 
* ried a “‘Vhoufand Souls with himfelf to Hell, yet no Man ought to 
© reprchend him for it. And whom fome of his own Followers, o7z. 
© Foachimus Abbas, Petrarch, Marfilius Patavinus, Laurentinus 
© Valla, Ge. did clearly pronounce to be the Autichriff: "That all anicbrip. 
© was referred to the Judgment of this Man alone. So that the fame: 
“ Man fs the Party arraigned, and the Judge: the Accufers were 
* heard from an inferior Place, and the Party accufed fat m his Tri- 
© bunal, and pronounced the Sentence concerning himfelf 
‘ And that therefore Scipio at length, (as the Bifhop applying to 
him concluded) feeing all things were moft unjuftly handled, no- 
thing fincerely and fairly carried in Council; he needed not wonder, © 
that our Men had rather tarry at home, than take fo Jong and fo 
idle a Joumrey: in which they fhould both jofe their Labour, and 
betray their Caufe. : 
And whereas he had faid, ‘ It was not lawful to make any Change 
© in Religion without Order from the Pope and Council ; the Bifhop 
replied largely to that. As, ‘ That the State of God’s Church was 
© moft miferable, if there being fo many Errors, fo generally fpread, 
© fo grofs, fo blind, fo foul, and fo perfpicuous; and yet nothing 
© could be done without the whole World fhould meet in a General 
“ Council. The Expectation whereof was very uncertain, and the 
€ Event much more. That as for our Part, we did not fear and fly, 
© but defire and with for a Council, fo it were free, ingenuous, Chri- 
© ftian, So that Men did meet as the Apoftles did: So that Abbots 
“ and Bifhops were freed from their Oath, by which they were bound 
© to the Pope; And our Men modeftly and freely heard; and not 4 free counci? 
© condemned before they were heard: and one Man might not have required. 
_ © Power to overthrow whatfoever was done. But feeing it was im- 
€ poffible, as the Times then were, that this fhould be obtained, We, 
‘ faid the Bifhop, thought fit to provide for our Churches by a Na- 
* tional Council,------ And that for themfelves they had done nothing, 
€ but with very good Reafon ; and what they faw to be lawful, and rhe Reforma. 
“to have been pradifed by the Fathers of the Primitive Church, *" /wfelly 
* without any Reprehenfion at all. That therefore they had calleda =~ 
* full Synod of Bifhops; and by Confent of all Sorts purged this 
© Church of thofe Excrements, which either the Negligence of the 
* Malice of Men had brought in. That they had reftored all Things, 
© as much as pollibly they could, to the antient Purity of the Apofto- 
© lical Times, and to the Smmilitude of the Primitive Church. And 
€ this, he added, was juftly in their Power to do. And becaufe they 
© could do it, they did it boldly. | 
And much more excellent Matter of our Reformation, and.in Vin- 
dication thereof, did this Learned Bifhop’s Letter contain. Which is 
defervedly

CHAP. XXXVIL _ 


The Kingdom and Church vindicated againf? Oforius a Popifh | 
Writer. Dr. Haddon writes in Anfwer to him; and fo doth 
John Fox. Oforius printed in Englifh: And Mufculus 
Common Places. The Bible and other Church Books publifhed 
in Welch. Some Mifcellaneous Matters. A flrange Effect of 
Foy. The Queen at Windfor this Winter reads much. 


Dr. Haddon ‘TT HIS Year came forth a State-Book, being a neceffary Quarrel 


nee of this Church, and Defence of this go writ in Anfwer 


Letter. to Hieronymus Oforius, a Portugueze, who the laft Year publifhed 
- a malicious Libel againft England, and the Reformation of Religion 
here, by way of Letter to the Queen; intending to perfuade her to 
return to the Roman Catholick Faith ; as hath been. mentioned alrea- 
dy. The Anfwerer, who feems to be pitched upon for this Work by 
Secretary Cecil, was Dr. Walter Haddon, Mafter of Requefts to the 
Queen, a Man of great Abilities in Learning, and Experience of the 
State and Affairs of this Nation, and withal, had an excellent Cicero- 
nian Style: to be even with the faid Oforius, whofe Latin was the | 
only thing that recommended his Book. But his Treatment of the 
Queen and her Kingdom and People was fo rude and uncivil, and his 
| Arguments fo weak and childifh, that the faid Haddon gave this | 
Oforius’s fhort Character of him, ‘ That he was a moft perverfe, overthwart 
Charatter. © Brawler, who befides a commendable Facility in the Latin Tongue, | 
* could profit the Publick nothing at all. 
Haddon framed his Anfwer in a Letter to him, entituled, Gua/. 
Haddonus Hieronymo Oforio Lufitano S.D. Therein anfwering all 
the trite Objections of Papifts, then toft up and down againft the late 
Proceedings of England, and clearing the Steps that were taken by 
the Queen and her Council and Parliament. And therefore very well 
worthy to have fome Account given of it in this Place; having been 
drawn up by great Deliberation; and overlookt by the Secretary and 
Sir Thomas Smith ; and ferving for a publick Vindication of this Na- 
tion: the like to which I know none as yet fet forth, except Bifhop 
Fewell’s Apology the laft Year? This choice Letter remaineth among 
Haddon's Lucubrations, publifhed in the Year 1567. but being out | 
: the Hands of moft, and in Latin, 1 will give fome brief Account |

Some Account He told Oforius, the Reafon he wrote this Letter to him was, to | 
sea corre yet without Offence or bitter Difference) his Miftake of the — | 
State of England, taken up from falfe Surmifes and Reports, and to | 
rectify the Opinions of others, which perhaps his Writings had pre- | 


judiced, } 
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judiced. That whereas Oforins had afcribed the publick Decrees, ANNO 
made for reforming Religion, to a great many uncertain obfcure Men, 1563. 
and excluded the Queen from this ‘l ranfaction ; it was to be. attributed \ VY \/ 
either to his Diffmulation, or his Ignorance of our Cuftoms. For the 
Cuftom of England is, thatno Lawsaremade, to whichthe whole State | 
is obliged to {ubmit and obey, but by the Affent and Confent of the 
Common People, the Nobility, together with the Approbation of the 
Prelates of the Church, and the Command of the. Prince. ‘Therefore, 
if any thing elfe had been told him, it was a Lye in the Author of it, 
and in him, too much Credulity. #3 

He obferved, how Oforius began with a terrible Complamt, that-a Oforius’s 
Multitude of Men, he knew not who, had eftranged themfelves from jeasietiees 
the Truth of Apoftolical Religion, and had brought in anew one, un- a 
known before, but boafting much of Pleafure and Liberty:” but that 
in truth that Religion was moft peftilent, and abounded with Floods 
of innumerable Lvils. Then he affaulted the Authors of this. new 
Religion; againft whom he thundered out thick and horrible Flamed 
of Reproaches; and that nothing could be thought more detefiable than. 
they. Then he roared out againft the Religion itfelf; that it was to 
be accurfed, avoided, abhorred: and that the Authors of it.were Mur 
therers, Sorcerers, Overthrowers of Commonwealths, . Enemies of 
Mankind. But to this Haddon challenged him to come to Particulars, 
and to fhew, who thefe were,.and wherein this Religion came to have 
fuch a Character. ‘That for his part, he could not but lift up his 
Hands to Almighty God, moft heartily thanking him that he had dif- 
perfed the deep Darknefs of the former Times by the Sun-fhine of the 
Gofpel. By the want of the Knowledge whereof firft, and afterwards 
the trufting.in Superftitions, we wallowed fecurely in the Sink of Sin; 
believing that, whatfoever Wickednefs we had-done, to have it par- 
doned by the Lead ‘of the Popes Bulls, -and by muttering over of 
Prayers not underftood. But the Authority of the Holy Scriptures at 
length founded in our Ears, and fo terrified our Confciences,. that 
laying afide and cafting away the Inventions of Men, we took refuge 
in the free Mercy of God only; in like manner attending to that 
which was commanded by the Prophet, to conform our Manners to 
Holinefs and Righteoufnefs. . : ge & 

And whereas in a long Addrefs to her Majefty, Oforius advifed, 
That she and all Princes thould provide and take care they were not 
dethroned by this new and hitherto unknown Sect; Haddon fhewed 
how fhe flourithed in all Profperity, loving her Subjeéts, and being « - 
beloved by them: and not perceiving the leaft Air of thofe Tumults 
vainly prophetied of by him. "Tis true, there had been fome danger of 
a French.'Tempeft; but that was now pacified. And whence it firft 
blew, it was eafy ro tell. [He means, not from the Profeflors of Re- 
ligion, but from the Gusfans, a bigotted Popifh Faction. | 
Then. Oforins mentioneth.a fort of Men lately come in, who were 
to purge the Church from all the Dregs of the Errors of the Schools, 
and to reduce it again to the Sincerity of the Inftitution of the Apoftles, 
and to reprefent to the Chriftian, World the Truth founded in the - 
Gofpel of Chrift, long fince oppreft by Gain.and Ambition: : that the 
Glory of God obfcured.by the Dreams of Men might be advanced by

ANNQ the clear and broad Light of the Holy Scriptures. ‘Thefe Men whom 
1563. he had thus fcoffingly defcribed, fometimes he makes {port with, fome- 
. \AV™/ times fhews his Stomach again{ft, and fometimes declaims and exclaims 
upon them. And this new Sect was the Enemies, which (as Pefts of 
this Realm) he would have cut off from the Queen’s Majeity, and 
- caftaway. But Haddon on the other fide efteemed thefe Profeflors of 
the Gofpel to be the Servants of God, fent from Heaven to us, to 
awake us‘out of our Sloth in thefe dangerous Times of the declining 
World: That thefe Men quickned our Lingring, refuted our Errors, 
and rebuked our Impieties. And then biddeth Oforius fee how wide 
his Opinion of thefe Men was from his. : 
Or Refor- But now Oforius begins to take the Perfons of the chiefeft Refor- 
mers. mers to tafk ; and afketh, if they were more perfect in all the Praife of 
Piety, than Athanafius, Bafil, Ambrofe, Hierom, and —_* 
Haddon replied, That thefe Reformers, many of them, were of excel- 
lent Learning, and moft blamelefs Manners. But not to make odious 
Comparifons.between worthy Men, he afferted in behalf of thefe Mo- 
dern Doégtors, that they did confpire with thofe Venerable Fathers, 


that they went the fame way with them, and delivered the fame Sum — 


of Religion as they did: And if fo, Comparifon between Perfons that 

agree was idle. If nof, he bad Oforius ihew, wherein they differed. 

That Auguftin complained, that in his time, they were overwhelmed 

with Floods of Ceremonies, that the Condition of Chriftians was al- 

moft worfe than that of. the Zews. Hierom wifhed the Holy Scrip- 
tures (which from the Romaniffs Churches were wholly thrown off 

and hidden) might be learned by Women and Children. Bafi/ ems 

ployed all his Leifure in Learning himfelf, and Teaching others the 

Holy Bufinefs of Divinity. And if Monks had lived according to Ba+ 

fils Inftitutions, not a Man had touched them fo much as with their 

Finger. That Athanafius’s Creed had a juft Veneration, nor. was 

there any queftion between him and us. But Oforius had only named 

_-thefe antient Fathers barely, and no more. 7 

Luther. - He pafled on to reprove our later Reformers: beginning with La- 
ther ; whofe Ghoft he tore with evil Speeches, reproaching him for a 

bold, for a popular, nay, fora Madman. That Man of God, faid 

‘ Haddon, whom you thus mifcal, rendred a found and fober Account 

of his Faith in an auguft Affembly before the Emperor Charles ; that 

Madman ftood fafe againft the wifeft Patrons of your Church thirty 

* (Years, however they raged againft his Safety.

Next, Ofvrius played with our Perfection, which fome of ours, as 
he gave out, boafted of in their Lives: and yet he faid they were con- 
vinced of wicked Deeds daily. But Haddon faid, It was falfe that they 
arrogated a.y thing to themfelves above the Condition of humane Na- 
ture. And it was a Slander to defame their Converfations, 

He found great fault, that fuch Companies of Virgins and Monks, monks and 
fhut up to celebrate the Glory of God, and defend the Chaftity of their *#* 
Bodies, were fent forth by us, and expofed to Lufts and all Licenti- 
oufnets of Life: and their Houfes difpofed of for Gain; and that Laws 
were made, that Religion fhould not hinder Luft. Haddon freely 
confefied thofe Dens of Wickednefs were demolifhed, by the good 
Advices of fome among us. Into which places tender Maids were 
thruft, and poor Boys, with fo great a Violation of Manners, as his 
Modefty would not futfer him to declare. That thofe Workshops of 
Wickednefs had almoft nothing elfe, by Pharifaical daily Prayers in 
an unknown Tongue; the reit of the things performed there within 
might be refembled to the old Bacchanahia of Rome. And that 
therefore God had itirred up the Minds of our People, who pioufly ad- 
vifed, that fuch numerous Companies fkulking in moft corrupt Corners 
fhould be called out, from Vices to Virtue, from Copulations not fit 
to be fpoken to honeft Wedlock. And the Houfes were difpofed to 
the Ufe of Schools, Univerfities, Hofpitals. And it was provided by 
Laws that the Sows fhould not again wallow in fuch filthy Mire. ‘This, 
he added, was a great and extraordinary Favour of God; whereby 
more were drawn out of the, dark Kingdom of the Devil, than by all 
the little Conftitutions of the Popifh Church heapedtogether. | 

Oforius then lamented the taking away of Images and Pictures, and pases and 
fuch like Monuments out of the Churches; which being gone, there piduses. 
remained nothing whereby the Mind might be raifed to the Meditation 
of Divine Things. But replied Haddon, Our Nation, remembring 
the Blindnefs of the late Times, was much afraid of the Frenzies of 
Idolatry: againit which there was an exprefs Command of God. And 
the Gofpel bad us take heed of Idols. But though this Fear were nor, 
yet the Doctrine of our I.ord Jefus Chrift ought to have the higheft 
Authority among Chriftian Men: whereby it was pronounced that 
God is a Spirit: and they obferve the right manner of praying to 
him, who Worfhip him 2 Spirit and in Truth: and that God the 
Father fought fuch Worfhippers. And that this. was the fafe manner 
of praying, if we weighed whence it came, [4#. e. from the inward 
Man] and whither it ought to return [#. ¢. to Almighty God alone. | 
Nor did Prayer want the help of outward Things, by which it might 
afcend to the Throne of God. Yea, that our outward Man while it 
was too much bufied in thefe Shadows of holy Things, the inward 
Senfe of the Mind grew cold: and taking in the unwholefome Nutri- 
ment of a too gaudy Religion, loft the true Fruit of Celeftial Medita- 
tion. He faid, moreover, that the antient Church of the Apoftles and

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ANNO Martyrs had nothing of thefe Monuments ; but in the declining of fin- 
1563. cere Religion, Pictures by little and little crept in: and that former 
\/ VN Heat of Religion glowing in Mens minds, grew languid: and at laft

a degenerate School-Divinity, deformed with Superftition, came in: 
And prefently all was ftufied with Pictures and Images. And that out- 
ward Veneration of them, when in all Places it encreafed, the inward 
Worfhip of God fell off. 

Oforius goes on, and writes, That in fhort all Sacred Things, Ce 
remonies and Sacraments were overthrown from the Foundation by us. 
Haddon {martly anfwered, This was too impudent an Hyperbole: and 
proceeded to fhew, how falfe this Imputation was, by giving Account 
briefly of the Divine Worfhip and Obfervance of Rites in this Nation. 
And firft, becaufe Faith came by Hearing, we had Teachers of the 
Holy Scriptures fent forth to all the Borders of our Country to in- 
ftruét the Common People in all the Offices of Piety, and to teach 
them the true Worfhip of God. Then we had a publick Form of 
Prayer, collected out of the Scriptures; ftrengthned by Authority of 
Parliament, (fo we call the Confent of the Three Eftates of this 
Realm) whence we did not fuffer any to depart, providing in both as 
well as we could, that the Command of the Holy Ghoft be obeyed, 
that faith, That he that fpeaketh in the Church fhould ufe the Words 
of God in it; and then, that all agree in one, Further, that we took 
care that the Sacraments were, as near as might be, adminiftred ac- 
cording to the Precept of Holy Scripture, and the Example of the an- 
tient Chureh, as our Lord Jefuy Chrift himfelf with his Apoftles inftr 
tutedthem. Thatall thefe things were propounded in our own Tongue. 
Becaufe it would be a great Madnefs to blatter out that before God 
which one knows not what it is: And which oppofed manifeftly that 
wholefome Doétrine of St. Pau, with all the antient Examples of 
Apoftolical Churches. Furthermorey thgt we performed the Impolr 
tion of Hands, the Celebration of Wedlock, the bringing: of Women 
lately delivered of Child to Church, the Vifitation of the Sick, the 


_ Burial of the Dead, with folemn and publick Offices, compofed accord- 


ing to the Truth of Scripture. And to thefe we added fo much of 
Ceremony, that all things were done in the Church conveniently and 
in Order, as we knew we were admonifhed to do. That of ‘limes, 
Places, Days, and other Circumftances, there was in effect no Change 
made with us. Nor in the whole of our Religion was there any thing 
new, unlefs what before had either evident Abfurdity, or exprefs Im- 


piety. Sothat [whatfoever the other had moft rafhly and falfly affirm- 


ed] our Church was not fpoiled, neither of holy things, nor Sacraments 
hor Ceremonies: but in every kind fo much was kept, that he would 
treat us too injurioufly, who fhould flanderoufly give out, that there 
was nothing of thefe remained, when nothing of them was wanting, 
needful to the true Worfhip of God. 

Another Charge of Ofcrius upon us was, that we had fhaken off the 
Yoke of the Pope. ‘True, faid Haddon: for it was too heavy for us 
or our Fathers to bear. Nor did we acknowledge any Superior Bifhop 
unlefs our Lord Jefus Chrift, to whom the Holy Scripture afligned this 
peculiar Honour. Nor did we rend Chrift’s Coat, as Ofortus had faid; 
but we only picked a hole in the Roman Bifhop’s Cloak. 7 
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opened we a way to Sedition by cafting off the Pope, as he had-faid, 4 N NO 


but we fhut up the way that led down to the greateft Perverfenefs of 1563. 
manners, by the means of his licentious Leaden Bulls... SYN 
Oforius then fell upon the Manners of the. People of England, ree mannersof :he 
proved their Pride, their Impudence; to which he joyned their Rob- Pepleef <ng- 
beries, .Confpiracies and all manner of Wickednefs. And that the “’ 
former wholefome Difcipline was wont to correct Mens manners; but ° 
that in our times was gone, and therefore that Divinity that was void 
of good Fruit ought to be reje@ed. But Haddon an{wered, that this 
was falfe which he had taken up concerning the Perverfenefs of our 
People. And were it true, he could never make out what he collect- 
ed thence. Tares had always been mixed with the Harvett. He led . 
Oforius home to his own Church, and demanded of him, ‘if they of his 
Communion were not guilty of Sins enough. And that therefore he 
might throw away his Argument; which was either of no force, or; 
was of equal force againft him and his own Church: nay of moie force.’ 
For if our People were to be compared with.theirs, of our Doctrine 
with theirs, we were ready to make the comparifon affoon as he would.: 
That as for our Doctrine, he might moft truly defend it to be the fame 
with the Apoftles, derived from the Gofpel itfelf, He required, Ofo- 
rius to fhew him his Church, and defired this might be the Contro« 
verfy between them, Whether Church was nearer to the Apoftles i 
fincerity of manners, and Truth of Dodrine. And if the would ac- 
cept of this Challenge, he would prefently joyn Iffue with him.- 
. Then Oforius falls to exclaiming ‘againft i Gapel, uttering all Our Go/pel de- 
manner of evil {peaking here: : But Haddon bad him roar as much ag ried 2 Oe 
he would or could, yet he fhould-never etfe@ it, but that'the Truth of ~ 
the Antient and pure-Gofpel would be aoa to all by-us.' And’ 
that when we should come to: ftand before the dreadful Tribunal of 
Chrift-the Judge, and.an account required of-our Faith, it would not’ 
be. out of the Decrees and. Decretalls which Oforius fo vehemently: 
embraced, nor out of the Fu/tans and Bonifacians, in whofe Autho-: 
rity their People acquiefced; but out of this very Go/pe/, which he had 
fo pleafantly derided: the Go/pe/,. which their Church had buried fo 
Jong, but was reftored publickly from Heaven by the Intervention of 
fome of our pious and learned Men. - He fhewed further, how the 
People of Oforius’s Church had, inftead of the Gofpel, fome Sermons. 
preached by Friars, who made Declamations to the People after their’. 
manner at certain times, and at all other times were filent. And for 
the moft part they ufed fuch tedious and trite forms. of Extortations, 
as might invite the Auditors to fleep, rather than regard what was faid. 
In the holy things and the Sacraments the People enjoyed their Eafe; 
nothing for them to do, and the Priefts performed the whole Bufinefs — 
by themfelves in an unknown Tongue. | They went to Mafs, wherein 
they would have the very Subftance of Religion placed: The Priefts 
indeed were very bufy, but the People had no part therein but to look 
on. Nor did thé Go/pe/ in the mean time come in, to trouble them, 
and all Exhortations out of it were wholly filent. Once perhaps in a 
year they went to the Lord’s Table, more in folemn Ceremony, than 
11 a contrite Heart. Nor was that done which the Inftitution of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift required, that his Death be fhewed forth until he

Then Haddon went on to thew what Our Divine Service who pro- 
fefled the Gofpel, was. Firft, there were among us conftant Sermons 
grounded upon the Gofpel: the Authority whereof either brake. the 


_ $tubbarnnefs of Sin by the Terrors of the Law, or allured ro Vertue 


by the greatnefs of the Promifes. And in cafe any Men negle&ed, or 
eared not for thefe Spiritual things, the Magiftrates caufed them.to be 
prefent at the holy Services; wherein they heard not {6 mueh the In- 
terpretations ef Men, as openly perceived God and Chrift fometimes 
thundering out Threatnings againft their Sins, and fometimes offering 
their Treafiyes of Mercy. Thefe Recitations of the Prayers were ac- 
companied with variety of Pfalms, Hymns, and Leffons out of the 
Books of both Teftaments. So that he muft needs be a moft unhappy 
Man, that could reap no private Benefit to himfelf, when the Word 
ef God founded fo much about him. Then followed the Sacrament 
of the holy Table of the Lord, which was conftantly: ufed on the Fe 
ftival Days.

The Archbi-~ 

fhops and Bifhops took upon them the Office of Preaching in their own 
Perfons, [a thing not practifed in the Popifh Church.] And being pre- 

fent in their Diocefes had the Care ef all the Churches. The Nob 

lity of the Land did well accord among themfelves: and the Common 

People every way dutiful. And a very great Tranquillity there was 
throughout all the Realm. Others perhaps had related thefe Matters 

to him otherwife: but he put him in mind of what his Mafter Tully ad- 
monifhed, That many Men [poke many things, but it was not necef~ 

Sary to believe all. And that our I1l-willers told not what they knew 

to be true, but that which they would have to be fo; becaufe their Eyes 

were in pain to fee the extraordinary Felicity of our State. 

At laft Ofortus pretended great compatiion for England ; and that 
‘becaufe his Country Portugal and ours were Neighbours and Friends. 

But faid his Anfwerer, if we were their Neighbours and Friends, why 

did he fo load us with falfe Crimes? Why did he fay ‘ That we had 

* drawn away the People from the moft antient and moft holy Reli- 

© gion? which was ratified in the Blood of Chrift and remained to this 

* very day, and carried them over to another curfed and dreadful Re- 


© ligion2” He afked him clofely, whether he himfelf believed what he | 


faid. He knew he did not: Since in the firft and beft times of the 
Church, there was neither Popedom, nor buying off Sins by: Leaden 
Seals, nor the Bargains of Purgatory, nor the Adorations of Images, 
nor the Wandering Vifitations of Saints, nor-Sacrificings for the Living 
and the Dead in Maffes, and the like. , For thefe Difgraces of Reli- 
gion, in what times, and by whom they crept into the Church, he 
could not be ignorant, but diffembled all the while, bafely to ferve 
the Ears of thofe of his own Party. : 
And whereas Oforius would fain have perfuaded the Queen, ‘ To 
* relinquifh the Religion received by the Common Confent of the State, 
© and to take up his ;, and that the way was eafy to do it; that the 
© Glory of it would be eternal, and the whole World would applaud 
© her; Haddon faid, it was a Queftion whether this Exhortation had 
more Folly or Impiety in it. For fhould the Voice of a Portugueze,. 
_ the Epiftle of one Azerom Oforius, break through and overthrow the 
Sacred Doétrine of the Gofpel, continually for more than thirty years 
(except the late turbulent fix years) remaining among us; in which 
Doérine her. Royal Majefty had led all her Life; in which fhe had 
found God fo favourable to her ; in which fhe had enjoyed already a 
peaceable five years Reign, flourifhing in the greateft Profperity ; in 
which had been the fulleft Confent of all the States; in which very 
excellent Laws had been made and eftablifhed. Should this fingle 
Stranger by a few Rhetorical Words, writ to the Queen, fupplant this 
true and fincere Worfhip of God, fo carefully on all hands fenced 
and fortified by her Majefty 2

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And if he hoped for any fuch fuccefs of his Pains, he did but un- 4NNO 
wifeiy, to entertain any fuch Confidence. He might if he would 1563. 
write thoufands of Philippics ; all the Queen’s Enemies might flock “WY 
together, and all that envied and hated her, the great Number where- , 

Oforius pretended to know. [For he had ufed it as an Argument 
to the Queen to forfake her Religion on that Account, becaufe the Pa- 
pifts in her Kingdom were more than her Subjects that profetled the 
Gofpel.] Yet as God oftentimes before fnatched her out of the hands 
of her Enemies, fo he ftill would preferve her from their Malice, and 
would confirm her in the Truth of the Gofpel, as he did daily; and 
finally, would grant her everlafting Glory, for her enlarging the 
Glory of Chrift by the Gofpel. 

And whereas Oforius had by way of Epilogue, adjured and befeech- 
ed her again and again to banifh from her the Authors of this peftilent 
Novelty, (ashe called pure Religion) and to betake herfelf to his 
Church, where, with a great deal of Elegancy of Speech, he placed 
the Quire of all Virtues; Haddon told him his Labour was in vain. 

For what he called Novelty of Error, her Majefty knew to be Antt- 
quity of Truth; and that fhe humbly gave God continual ‘Thanks 

r it; and determined not to lay it down but with her Life. And 
that as for him, fhe thought him a mere Stranger in the Gofpel, if he 
knew not all this before. 

This notable Refponfory Letter was fent by Secretary Ceci} (as it Haddon's 
feems) into France to the learned Sir J homas Smith the Queen’s Am- aha 
baflador, to perufe it, and then get it Printed there, as Ofortus his into France, to 
Epiftle had been. That fuch as had read that Calumniatory Writing, b¢ Printed. 
might alfo read this: that Right and fuftice might be done to the 
Enzlifh Nation. The faid Ambaflador coding applied himfelf to 
the Chancellor of Paris for Liberty to Print it. But he fhifted it off, 
pretending that Oforius's Epiftle was printed by ftealth without any 
Permiffion of theirs. Nay the Original Copy had like to have been 
quite loft. For it having been put into the hands of Henry Stevens to, 
print it, by fome Wile it was got out of his hands. And great Diff- 
culty there was, and Application to the Chancellor of Paris, by the 
faid Ambaflador, before it could be retrieved again. In fine, at laft 
it was printed 4uno 1563, either in France or elfewhere. 

The Cenfure which the forefaid Ambaflador gave of this Book to sir Thomas 
Haddon himfelf the Author, was, ‘ That nothing could come from Smith's Fudg- 
© Haddon, which was not good Latin in the Words; neat and fmooth ” * 

* in the Speech, and grave in the Sentences. And that there was but 
“ one thing that he approved not of in that Work ; which was, that 
* he had to do with an Adverfary that he fo much over-matched; who

Here was work again for our learned Apologift, who thought in 
Honour he muft not leave this Caufe of his Country, and the Exgli(h 
Church. But it is remarkable, how he was difluaded from it by fome 
Foreign Englifhmen, and defperately threatned what Danger and what 
Work he woyld draw upon his own Head, if he did not {top his Pen, 
and let Oforius have the laft Word. For, (to continue our Account 
of this Controverfy) in the Year 1565. one Richard Shacklick Ma- 
fier of Arts of Zovain, fet forth in Engli/fh this Letter of Oforius with 
high Commendations in the Preface, preferring it as far avove Had- 
don’s Anfwer (except that he vouchfafed to call him a Man of hand- 
fome Eloquence) as the Light of the Sun was before a Link. It was 
printed at Antwerp, March the 27th the faid year with the Title of 
a Pearl for a Prince: which Title the French Tranflation had given 
it before. And it had the Allowance of Cornelius Fanfenius Proteflor 
of Divinity of Zovain. And inthe Conclufion of this Book is an Ad~ 
drefs to Mr. Doctor Haddon from Antwerp, trying to affright him 
from proceeding any further againfi Oforius: For they tell him, ‘ How 
* Nazianzen witnefled; that Valens the Emperor, poifoned with the 
Arian Herefy, after he had written with his own hand many Words 
concernitig the Banifhment of St. Bafs/, yet. could not finifh thofe 
Writings, for fo much as the Pen did three times refufe to yield 
Ink. However being obftinate in his propofed Malice, did not leave 
off to write that wicked Decree, and to fubfcribe unto it, when it 
was written. ‘Till a great Cramp or Palfy came into his Hand, 
which did ftrike fuch a Fear and ‘Terror into his Heart, that with 
his own Hand he tore that which he had writ. And then Mr. Dr. 
Haddon was bid for the Love of God to remember this fearful Ex- 
. ample. And.whereas he did not fear to write again{t Oforius at the 
" firft, becaufe peradventure either he knew it not, or elfe had forgot- 
ten it, now feeing he did know it, and had it frefh brought to his 
Memory, |e was warned not to defpife it. And that it fhould bea 
Warning to him, whether he were moved of his own Head, or prick- 
ed forward, by the Suggeftion of others; whether he were in his 
own private Parlour, or the publick Parliament Houfe; to fay no- 
thing, write nothing, fubfcribe to nothing, pertaining to the defacing 
of the Truth; left fuch a Cramp took him in the Hand when he 
fhould write; or fuch a Palfy come into his Tongue, when he fhould 
fpeak : And fo become a Spectacle to all Men. Further, they bad 
him enter into an humble Confeffton of his own Imperfection: And 
that in Humanity he could do very commendably, but when he came 
‘to declaim in Divinity, he could no more beftir himfelf than David 
* in Saul’s Armour. : ) 
But that if he would not ceafe, they affured him, ‘ That he fhould 
ftir up fo many Adverfaries againft him, that whereas he was A/a- 
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S fler of the Requefts, and for that caufe ought always to be at leifure

And fo he would be put out of his Place for Ne- 
eligence, or elfe fent from the Court to Cambridge for Pity, that he 
might have more leifure to anfwer his Adverfaries, which he would 
not well like of. Wherefore they prayed him to follow their former 
Counfil: to ftay himfelf; and to recompence his troublefome Elo- 
quence with charitable and quiet Silence.

The Queen underftood thefe Quarrells, and was much offended at 
thjs Difobedience to her Injunctions, and the great Diforders among the 

inifters on this Occalion. Whereupon fhe wrot a Letter dated the 
25th of Fanuary this year, to the Archbifhop; to take away all Di- 
verity among the Clergy, as breeding nothing but Contention and 
Breach of Common Charity ; And that he fhould peremptorily fee 
order in the Habits obferved by all Eccle.‘aftical Perfons throughout 
the Churches of his Province. And a Letter of the like Tenor the 
wrot to the Archbifhop of York for the other Province. 

Her Letter was large and earneft: Firft fetting forth how Diverfity, 
Variety, Contention, vain Love of Singularity either in the Minifters 
or the People, muft needs provoke Almighty God, and was to her 
difcomfortable, and brought danger of ruin upon her People and Coun 
try: That her earneft Care and Defire had been always to provide 
that her Realm might be dire&ed and governed by good Laws and 
Ordinances, both in Ecclefiaftical and Civil Polity, by Publick Off- 
cers and Minifters, following as near as poffibly might be, one Rule, 
Form and Manner of Order: And directing her People to obey humbly, 
and live godly, according to their feveral Callings, in Unity, and 
Concord, without Diverfities of Opinions, or Novelty of Rites and 
Manners. But that to her no fmall Grief, fhe heard that in fund 
places of late for lack of Regard given thereto, by fuch fuperior Offi- 
cers, ashe, the Archbifhop and other Bifhops of his Province, with 
fufiering of fandry Varieties and Novelties both in Opinions, and efpe- 
cially exterior Ceremonies, there was crept and brought into the 
Church by a few Perfons, an open and manifeft Diforder and Offence 
to Godly, Wife and Obedient Perfons: The Inconvenience like to 
grow from Place to Place as by an Infection, to the Annoyance and 
Deformity of the reft of the whole Body; and to impair and deface 
Chriftian Charity and Unity. 

That fhe had a good while heard fundry Reports thereof; but did 
hope all could not be true, but miftrufted the Adverfaries of the Truth 
might encreafe the Report. And fhe thought that he being Primate 
and Metropolitan would have had regard thereto according to his Of- 
fice, with the Affiftance of the Bifhops his Brethren; they having re- 
ceived Charge of her for the fame purpofe, to put a ftop to thefe 
Differences, tending to Schifm and Deformity.

the Bithops, fuch as were in Commiffion for Caufes Ecclefiaftical ; 
and aifo all other her Officers and Perfons, having Jurifdiction Eccle- 
fiaftical, both in the Univerfities and other Places, exempt or not ex- 
empt ; and to under‘tand, what Varieties there were in the Clergy, 
or among the People within every Jurifdiction, either in Dodrine or 
in Ceremonies and Rites of the Church ; or in the Manners and Be- 
haviours of the Clergy themfelves: And thereupon, as the Caufes 
fhould require, to require Reformation ; and to proceed by Orders, 

Injunctions or Cenfures, according to appointment of Laws and Or- 

dinances provided by Act of Parliament, and the true Meaning there- 

of: And in time to come, charging him ftraightly, to provide and en- 

joyn in her Name, in all Places of his Province ; that none here- 

after be admitted into any Office, Cure or Place Ecclefiaftical, but 

fuch as fhould be found well difpofed to common Order ; and be- 

fore their Admittance fhould formally profefs to ufe and exercife 

the fame Office, Room and Place, to the Honour of God, Edifica- 

tion of the People under his Charge in Truth and Concord ; and 

alfo to keep and maintain fuch Order and Uniformity in all exter- 

nal Rites and Ceremonies, both for the Church, and for their own 

Perfon, as by Law, and good Ufages were already allowed and 

well provided. And that if any fuperior Officer were hereafter found 
difagreeable hereto; and fo the Archbifhop’s Authority not ferve to 

reform them, that he fhould duly inform her thereof; to the End 

that fhe might give indelayed Order for the fame. For fhe would 

have none that maintained the fame to remain in Authority. And fo 
the fovereign Authority fhould be violated. = 

And fhe.required him to ufe all Expedition, as to fuch a Caufe . 
was neceflary, that hereafter fhe might not be occafioned, for lack 3 
of his Diligence, to provide fuch other further Remedy by fome other 
fharp Proceedings, as fhould percafe not be eafy to be born by fuch 
as fhould be difordered ; and withal impute to him the Caufe thereof.

It was time for the Archbithop by fuch a Letter as this was from Te Archhifop 
his Sovereign, to follow this Caufe. So within two Days, he by his aie tas 
own Letter to the Bifhop of Lonzdon acquainted him with her Com- Qacen's Pleas 
mands: and charged him to fignify the fame to the reft of the Bifhops 
in his Province, for the Laws and Ordinances eftablifhed, to be with 
out Delay executed: And that they fhould fend up fuch of their 
Clergy as would not comply with the Habits, and the other Rites of 
the Church. And to the faid Bifhop of Zon¥on he gave a particular 
Charge tor Loudon: there being in that City and the Suburbs the 
greateft Number of Minifters refufing the Apparel, and they of the 
beft Learning of that Sort.

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ANNO _ Inthemean time, the Archbifhop, and the other Bifhops that were 
1564. Ecclefiaftical Commillioners, ¢#z. London, Ely, Winchefter, Lin- 
pee colu, and others, fitting at Lambeth, had feveral of thefe Refufers 
beforethe Ee. before them, and fome of them of the Univerfities. They argued 
clefiaftical gently with them, exhorted them to obey the Orders of the Church, 
Commiffions and threatned them with Deprivation in cafe of their ftanding out. 
But this Bulinefs went on heavily among the Bifhops in their feveral 
Dioceffes, but efpecially in London ; thofe here that oppofed wearing 

the Habits well knowing, That they had the Earl of Lefcefter, 

Sir Francis Knolles, and fome others, their Friends at Court and 

Council. | | 

‘And efpecially But at laft, about the latter end of March 1564, the London Mi- 
paris nifters, together with thofe of the Archbifhop’s Peculiars in the faid 
"City, and thofe of Southwark, were all cited before the Ecclefiatfti- 

cal Commiffioners that fat at Lambeth. And there they were all pe- 
remptorily required to promife and fubfcribe Conforntity to the Habits 

the Habitsen- prefcribed ; which were, a long Gown, clofe at the Hands, and 
joined, what? i thout any falling Cape; Dignitaries to wear Tippets of Sarcenet, 
when they went abroad; and a Cap, and no Hats, but when they 

were in a Journey: And likewife to the Rites of the Common-Prayer, 

the Thirty nine Articles, and the Queen's Injunctions; or to be de- 

prived within Three Months. And as moft did fubfcribe at that time, 

fo about Thirty ftood out, and were fufpended. But many of thefe, 

within the Three Months, came in. The reft were actually deprived, 

the Bok of = And in purfuance of the Queen’s Letter before-mentioned, com- 
Advert manding the conformable Behaviour of Minifters, the Archbifhop, 
and fome more of the Bifhops, efpecially thofe that were Commif- 

fioners, drew up a Book for all Minifters to fubfcribe to; partly for 

due Order in the publick Adminiftration of the holy Sacraments, and 

partly for Apparel of all Perfons Ecclefiaftical. It confifted of thefe 

Articles: I. For Doctrine and Preaching. II. For Adminiftration of 

Prayers and Sacraments. III. For certain Orders in Ecclefiaftical Po- 

lity. IV. For outward Apparel of Perfons Ecclefiaftical. V. A Form 

of Proteftation to be made, profefled, and fubfcribed, by them that 

fhould be hereafter admitted to any Office, Room, or Cure, in any 

Church, or other Place Ecclefiaftical.. Which is the fame with what 

was enjoined to Minifters, 4nnzo 1560. All this Book was figned 

and fubfcribed by the Compofers, the aforefaid Metropolitan and Bi- 

fhops: Whereof Four were Commiffioners Ecclefiaftical, They de- 


figned this Book fhould have been enforced upon the Clergy, by get- . 


ting the Queen's Ratification, and as a Book of Decrees proceeding 
from Her, by their Advice and Affent. But the Queen declining to 
fign it, (however the had in her forefaid Letter to the Archbifhop, 
commanded him, with others of the Commiffion Ecclefiaftical, to 
proceed by Orders and Injun@tions, and in her Name to enjoin them) 
this Labour of theirs loft much of its Power and Efficacy. But fhe 
was perfuaded not to add her own immediate Authority to the Book, 
by fome great Perfons at Court, becaufe, upon their Suggeftion, fhe 
faid, the Archbifhop’s Authority and the Commiffioners alone were 
fufficient. And fo inftead of calling them Articles, or Ordinances,

for Peacé and Order fake, both they and their Officers did now exa+ 
mine more ¢arefully into the Behaviour of. their inferior Clergy ; and 
laid upon them the Obligation of divers Oaths and Subfcriptions, efpe+ 
cially in London: . befides Letters that often came from the Queen, 
her Council, and the Archbifl.op. And in each Parifh, befides ordi« 
nary Officers, were other Officers appointed under Oath to enquire in» 
to the Carriage and Conformity of the Minifters and Parifhioners, 
and to give in their.Prefentments, when required, as at Vifitations of 
the Biftops, Archdeacons, eye. Which notwithftanding created an 
UnealittefS among the Minilters; as may be feen by thefe two Papers

Sampfon and Among thofe that were ‘fent for up before the Commiffioners at 
Lae Lambeth, .as Refufers to wear the Habits, were two very emipent, 
jf i Men of Oxford,. Sampfon:and. Humfrey, Heads of the Chief Colleges, 
the one of Cbriffs Church, -the other of St. Magdalen's. They ap- 
peared about.the beginning of March, together with fome Loudon 
Minifters. ‘Ihe Archbifhop then perfuaded them.to comply, urging 
the Queen's Letters, and'the great Inconvenience of. thefe Varieties : 
and withal he fhewed them the Judgment of two’ great leamed. Fo- 
reigners for wearing of thefe Habits, c#z. Martin Bucer, and Peter 
Martyr: Both whofe Letters may be read in Dr. /Vhitgift's Defence. 
But all could not prevail: For upon their next Appearance they re- 
' mained immoveable in their Opinion. They wrote alfo a Letter to 
the Commilfioners fhewing their Reafons of their Refufal; and fo 
earneftly petitioning to be difmift, and that they might go home to 
their Charges: But they were forced ftill to wait on the Commiffioners: 
till in fine they were told by the Archbifhop, that they muft depart

Bifop Jewel _ While they thusdtood out, Horn, Bifhop of Winebeffer, notwith- 
evill not ad- ftanding, prefented Humfrey (whether by that way to perfuade him to 
se Pena conform, I know not) toa Living in the Diocefs. of Sarum.

Sampfon once But Sampfon’s Judgment in King Edward's Days differed from his 
of another prefent Judgment ; as may appear in his Epiftle to the Profeffors of 
Fudgment.  Chrift’s Gofpel, the Parifhioners of A/ballows Breadftreet, London, 
where he was once Paftor, wrot from Strasburgh, the Year after his 
Flight out of England: Exhorting them in that Epiftle (among many 
other good Admonitions) to fubmit to the Ceremonies; which they 
were with humblenefs to receive.

Think+ 
ing to gain under their. Hands:their difallowance of thefe Habits ; and 
hoping that they, being Perfons of very reverend Efteem with many 
of our Bifhops, would interpofe their Letters and Supplications to 
them, to forbear their. prefent Proceedings. | ‘ _ 

Several Letters paft to and fro, writ by thefe learned Men upon Gualeer’# 
this Argument, in the Years 1565. and 1566. In the Month of Au- ake 
guft, 1565. Gualter fent them his Mind and Opinion at large. Which “orn 
was to this Tenor: ‘ That as he was troubled to hear of the Queen’s 
£ Ordinance for wearing the Cap and Surplice, con{idering the need 
there was of Reformation of other things; fo on the contrary he 
could not advife Minifters, to give over their Office becaufe of it ; 
to prevent Papifts and Lutherans from coming into their places: 
who might bring into the Church many abominable and idolatrous 
Ceremonies and falfe Dottrines. His Opinion therefore was, that 
they fhould firft make their humble Suit to the Queen, declaring 
their Mind in this Matter: And if they found fhe would not con+ 
defcend to them, then to {trive no longer againft it, but to take up 
on them this Order: withal protefting, that they did it in pure Obe- 
dience to the Queen’s Majefty, and not that any fhould, upon ac- 
count of this Clothing, have the Sacrament in any more Reverence, 
or feek Salvation therein. And -he hoped in time it would be laid 
afide. He faid, Thefe Habits might be counted Indifferent things ; 
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466 Anna ts of the Reformation Chap. 42. 
ANNO < as Circumcifion was to Pau/. But if the meaning of them thould 
1565. ‘* be, that Preachers fhould behave themfelves as Members. of the 
ZY © Romifh Church, it were better to fuffer Death, than to adminifter 
© any fuch occafion. And that, becaufe fome Lutherans probably 


© had put the Queen upon enjoining this, therefore they. fhould have — 


© the more Confideration, and ufe Difcretion, left her Majefty fhould 
© be clean drawn away from the Proteftant Doérine and Religion. 
‘ That it was not unknown to him,: how the Lutheran Divines did 
© rail upon them, and fay they were a People without Underftanding, 
: defpikng the Sacrament, and not regarding Rulers. The which 
* Sayings they muft prove to be Lies by their Deeds. 
One of thefe two, Sampfon I fuppofe, writ again to Gualter, Au- 
guff 28. concerning the fame Subject. To which he returned An- 
AnotherLetter {wer November 3. following. ‘ Therein he faid, It was not needful 
of Gualter, © to be troubled any more about it. And that he could hitherto find 
" none otherwife by himfelf, than that no Man for outward things, 
that do not touch or trouble the Confcience, fhall leave his Office 
in the Miniftry, and give Place to open Wolves, that fhall tear 
and devour the poor Sheep [meaning by the Wolves the Papifts, 
or Lutherans.| And that it was not good, for fuch Caufes, to let 
the Church come into Confufion, whence might arife great Perfecu- 
© tions to the good Chriftian. Efpecially confidering it was openly 
© fet forth, in the Queen’s Commandments and Ordinances, that the 
* fame Clothing was not for any Holinefs, or for Confcience fake, 
© but only for a certain difference, .to be had and ufed, between the 
© Minifters of the Church, and the common People.

“A third Letter "Lhe 1oth of November, Sampfon, or —- wrote again to the © 


efGualer. {aid Learned Man; informing him that feveral of the Bifhops had 
been fatishied with what he had writ concerning his Mind and Opinion, 
that, it feems, were not fatisfied before; not fo much, I fuppofe, to 
ufe the Apparel themfelves, as to prefs others thereunto ; but that fome 
were yet unfatisfied: He defired alfo, that Gualter would appoint 
this Queftion to be brought into their Schools. To this he gave his 
March 18. Anfwer in March following. Wherein he declined the difcuffing this 
- Controverfy in the Schools, faying, ‘ It was not their Ufe or Cuftom 
© to difpute fuch things. And in his Judgment it needed not much 
* Difputation, if Men would with earneft Minds look to the Matter, 
* that might be moft for edifying : and that no Man of felf-will fhould 
* forfake his Charge and People, that he thereby make not an entrance 
* for a more wicked thing. 
Bullinger’s As for Buliinger, he alfo wrote his Letters to Sampfon to the fame 
Fudgmest. purport ; and foon after to Humpbrey briefly and clofely. The Bre- 
vity whereof Humpbrey in his next Letter complained of to him, as 
though he had not thorowly underftood the Cafe, or had anfwered 
it too flightly. To which in another Letter dated in May, 1566. 
to both of them, (for I will lay thefe things together, though they 
belong to the following Year) Bus/inger replied, ‘ That he was fo 
* fhort, becaufe he faw not then, nor yet afterwards, any reafon to 
“ be more copious. For he found he was able in few Words to give 
- * Anfwer to the Queftion the other had afked him, Which was only 
* what he thought of the Controverfy of the Habits. And more- 
© over,

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© over, becaufe he knew, that the Matter had been excellently well 4NNO 
“ difpatched before bY a very able Divine, ofz. Peter Martyr: 1565. 
© Who both at Oxfor 

© delivered his Senfe upon this Argument.’ To whom he referred 
them, for he had nothing more to add. They had propounded the 
Queftion in fuch ambiguous Terms, that Budlinger at firft feemed to 
have miftook the Garments ; and thought they were enjoined to wear 
a Popifh Habit, ufed by Priefts, when they faid Mafs. Which 
caufed him thus to diftinguifh, ‘ That he never fhould approve of it, 
¢ if the Command were to execute the Miniftry at the Altar, with 
© the Image of a Crucifix on it, and in a Mafs garment: that is, In 
© Alba Cy Cafula, 4. e. inan Albe, and another Vefture over that; 
‘ which on the back bore the Image of the Crucifix.’ But by other 
Letters from E:ng/and he underftood, there was no Contention about 
fuch a Garment: and that the Queftion was, (and fo propounded, I 
fuppofe, by Horne, Bifhop of Winton, who had written to him alfo 
about this Matter) Whether Gofpel Minifters might wear a round 
Cap, or a fquare, and a white Garment, called a Surplice: where- 
by a Minifter, fo habited, might be difcerned from the Laity: And 
whether one ought fooner to forfake the Miniftry, and his Sacred 
Station, than to wear thefe Garments. | 


To urge the Learned Man to declare his Mind more largely and 
diftinétly in thefe Controverfies, Sampfon and Humpbrey, in their Se- 
cond Letters, propounded divers particular Queries to him, defiring 
his Solution of them: Some given by Humphrey, more by Sampfon.

And that 
for their parts they did ufe them, that the Adverfaries might not 
enter upon the Chriltian Function, which they would, if they 
fhould defert it. And he added, That he hoped furely the next 
Parliament part, of this Act would be repealed. He grieved at 
thefe Contentions, confidering how the Papifts made a great cla- 
mour upon o¢cafion of this Controverfy, Triumphing (faid he) 
againft us, that' there is not that Agreement in Faith amongtft us 
that is pretended: and that we are driven into different Parties, an 
ftand not in one.

This Bullinger was a right prudent, peaceable, well-weighed, 
and learned Man ; and Goh as he had given the aforefatd An- 
{wer to all the Queftions of Humphry and Sampfon, fo he thonght 
jt convenient to let the Bithops know what had paft between 
them ; that as he ftrove to fatisfy one Party, fo he might not 
give Offence to the other, as tho’ he were a Meddler in the regulating 
other Churches, and thruft his Sickle into another Man’s Corn. 
Therefore he fent a Copy of that Letter to Three Bifhops, Horne, 
Grindal, and Parkburff. ‘ That ye might underftand, ‘faith he, 
© that we would do nothing with the Brethren without the Pri+ 
© vity of you, the Primary Minifters; and that in all Things ye 
feek the Peace of your Churches, according to your Power. Exé 
horting them neverthelefs to have a Refpect to thefe their Dif- 
fenting Brethren, being faithful Minifters and learned Men. He 
acknowledged they had their Affections ; and therefore the Apo- 
{tle admonifhed, That we fhould bear one another’s Burdens. He 
© told them they could do very much by their Authority with the 
© Queen: and that they fhould ufe their Intereft with her fot 
© the reconciling and reftoring them. He defired the Bifhop of 
© Winton, that this his Letter might be communicated alfo to 
© Bifhop Fewel, Bifhop Sandys, and Bithop Pilkington. This 
Letter was dated May 3. 1566. And I have laid it with the 
Reft in the Appendix. : 

I add here, That Humfrey, to the reft of his Endeavours to ob-+ 
tain Friends in this Extremity, both among the Bifhops and the 
Courtiers, addreffed to the Queen herfelf, in a well-penned Latiz 
Letter, petitioning, © That fhe would abrogate, or at leaft fufpend 
© her Edia@ for the Habits. He was aflured, as he told her Majefty, 
© fuch was her Clemency, that that Counfel of Zubera to Cefar, 
Cave Ignofcas, Cave Credas, was hateful to her: And that fhe 
was rather endued with the kind Spirit of Vefpafian, to fend 
none away fad from her. She knew, as he proceeded, that the 
Silver of the Gofpel was intrufted with her, to deliver it over to 
Pofterity, pure and purged, without Drofs. She knew, that 
© Kings, moved with the Zeal of God's Houfe, removed all Re- 
© mainders of Superftition ; and how that was the perfe& Form and 
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_ § Idea of Reformation, when all Spots and Blemifhes were taken 


* away ; and when nothing in Religion and Rites was received 
© from the Truth’s Enemies. And laftly, fhe well knew, that in 
© indifferent things contended about, it was lawful for every Man to 
‘ ufe them or not to ufe them, when it might be done without 
© Prejudice and Offence, and that the Liberty of Confciences 
© ought by no Means to be reftrained.. That whatever was reported 


© to her Majefty againft them, he prayed her to remember that

That fince therefore what they required was honeft in itfelf, 
and that which was Commanded was dubious, and that they 
who Petitioned were her moft Loyal Subje&s and Minifters, he 
afked her, why her Mercy fhould be fhut to them, which was 
wont to be open to all. Did fhe fay, fhe would. not yield to 
Subje@ts 2 Yet, faid he, fhe might of her Clemency fpare mifera- 
tle Men. She would not refcind a Publick Decree 2? Yet the 
might relax and remit it. She tould not take away a Lawe Yet 
fhe might grant a Toleration. ‘That it was not fit to indulge to 
fome Men's Affeétions? Yet it was moft fit and equal, not to 
force the Minds of Men. And therefore he earneftly befeeched her 
Majefty to confider ferioufly the Majefty of the glorious Gofpel, 
the Equity of the Caufe, the Fewnefs of the Labourers, the 
© Greatnefs of the Harveft, the Multitude -of the Tares, and the

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CHAP. XLIII. 
Some Account of Humfrey and Sampfon. 


H Aving had Occafion to fay fo much of Humfrey and Sampfon, 
the chief .m$azigu! (#.¢. Champions) of thofe they ftyled 
Puritans, that is, fuch as refufed the Habits, and who bore the 
Brunt of that Controverfy before the Ecclefiaftical Commiffioners ; 
it may not be out of the way to enquire a little more diligently 

after them, and to retrieve here a few Memorialsofthem. . — 
Dr. Lawrence Humphry was one for his Learning, much efteemed 
by Sir William Cecyl, the Secretary. He was exceedingly beloved 
of the Univerfity of Oxoz, (whereof he was publick Divinity- 
Reader) infomuch, that when, in the Year 1574, a confident Ru- 
mour was fpread there, that the Queen had nominated him for a 
Bifhop, to fill fome See, now vacant, (the Ground whereof was, 
that Cecyl, now Lord Burghley, had lately moved the Queen to 
prefer him to that Dignity) it created exceeding Joy among the 
Scholars; Which added a new Spur to their Studies, as one Dr. 
Cradock, an eminent Man of that Univerfity, writ in a Greek 
Epiftle to the faid Lord, that fo admirable a Man, and fo learned 
a Scholar, was to be preferred. ‘ When the Report went, faid 
“he, of the Queen’s advancing Dr. Humpbry to a Bifhoprick,

“ It was ftrange to obferve what exceeding Rejoycing there —y : 
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ANNO‘ What Thankfgivings followed : What' a Defire and Loce, pro- 
1565. ‘ fently upon this, began towards fuch as emplyed themfelces in 
SVN * all the beft Studies: As they did uot obfcurely, by their Words 
© and Countenqnees, declare. os 
upon a Letter . Nor was this the laft time the Lord Burghley moved the Queen 
of the Lord .for Preferment for him. For in the latter end of the Year 1576, he 
Burghley’ © did Humphrey the Honour to write to him, fi ifying as much, to 
fa °°" him ; and hinting withal, ‘That his Non-conformity feemed to be 
the chief Impediment ;.the Queen, and fome other Honourable Per- 
fons at Court, confidering him as forgetful of his Duty, in difobeying 
her Injunctions. This Imputation ftuck . fomewhat clofe to the learn- 
ed Man, together with the mild Perfuafion of this his Honourable 
Friend. Which at laft had.this Effect upon him, That in the Month 
of February 1576, he conformed himfelf to the Habits ;. which 
hitherto he had not done, not fo much out of an, abfolute Perfuafion 
in his Confcience of the Unlawfulnefs of them, as of fome parti- 
cular Diflike thereof. The Refpect that was generally had of him, 
and of his Ufefulnefs in. the Univerfity, procured him a Toleration, 
or at leaft a Connivance. Which he made Ufe of till this Time, 
~ ‘when he fubmitted himfelf to the Ecclefiaftical Orders. The reafon 
moving him thereunto, and the reafon he held off fo long, he gave 
-himfelf in.a Letter to. the aforefaid Honourable Perfon. ‘ ‘hat 
therefore he had yielded, that no farther Surmife of any Wilfulnefs 
* fhould be gathered.. And that he would have done the like 
heretofore, but that having a Toleration, he was glad to enjoy it : 
and that he hoped ftill for fome Points of Redrefs. And that in 
thefe he had been no open Intermeddler, but only a private Sollici- 
tor, and humble Suitor to her Majefty, and the Lords. And that 
it was a Remorfe to feem, by fundry Apparel, to funder himéelf 
from thofe Brethren, whofe Do@rine and Life he always loved 
and liked. And he protefted to his Lordfhip before God, ‘That 
his ftanding :before, and conforming now, came of one Caufe, giz. 
The Direction of a clear Confcience, and tended to one end, which 
was, Edification. And whereas he underftood, there would be 
a Proclamation fet forth for Apparel, if one Claufe might be ad- 
ded for Minifters and Students in the Univerfity, and a plain Sig- 
nification given, that it was enjoyned, not fo much for an Eccle- 
© fiaftical Ceremony, as for a civil Policy and Ordinance, he thought 
Numb. it would fatisfy more in Confcience. This Letter, as it deferves 
XXVIII. preferving, I have put into the Appendix. He lived many Years 
after, dying, Dean of Vincheffer, inthe Year 1589. 
rng ies Bit He was fo fortunate as to create five Bifhops Doors in Divinity 
si i together: Which he did at Loudon, in the Month of Offober, 1566, 
by Commiffion from the Univerfity of Oxon. A greater Honour than 
fearce any of the Publick Profellors, in either Univerfity, either be- 
fore or fince, ever partook of. Thefe Bifhops were, Parkburft Bi- 
fhop of Norwich, Downham, Bilhop of Chefter, Bentham, Bibhop 
of Coventry and Litchfield, Rickard Dacies, Bifhop of St. Davids, 
and Bef?, Bithop of Carlifle. |

Profeflor; Herbert Weftphaling, after Bifhop of Hereford; Fobn God- 
win, and others. ‘This Letter the College haftened the rather to the 
faid Lord, to prevent the Promotion of Dr. Fr. Babington to this 
Deanry ; who in Queen Mary's Reign was Fellow of A//-Sonls, and 
kept in all that time, and was well-affected towards Popifh Religion 
ftill. A Man of mean Learning, and of a complying’ Temper: where- 
by he was now Rector of Lincoln, and Margaret brofeftor. 

In the Year 1563, inthe Month of December, the Secretary had 
fome Communication with him about the Apparel prefcribed, exci- 
ting him earneftly to comply with it. For the faid Secretary, how+ 
ever he is wont to be reprefented as a Favourer of the Puritans, 
certainly was a Perfon that now urged the Ufe of the Apparel, and 
other Rites Ecclefiaftical, that were enjoyned ; conceiving how much 
Conformity herein tended to the Prefervation of Peace and Unity. 
Hence it was, That one Prowde, Parfon of Burton upon Dunfmore,

Sampfon’s his great Companion and Brother in the Habit Controverfy deceafed 
Death. alfo; wiz. Dr. Humfrey. 

His Gratitude = It muft be epi to his commendation, that he earneftly fol- 
: Apaintg licited the Lord Treafurer in behalf of a Merchant, who had con- 
ei relieved fumed himfelf greatly by his former Liberality towards the poor Eng- 
bim. life Exiles in Strasburgh and Frankford, tm Queen Mary's Reign. 


This Man was in Company and Trade with Mr. Tho. Heton, of 


whom flumpbrey in the Life of Bifhop Fewel fpeaks well, in regard 
of his Favour and Money yielded to the Exiles in Germany. This 
Ante 1573. Partner of Heton, as m Trade, fo in Charity was he, for whom 
Samfon mediates with Burghley. He.was now grown old, and fallen 
into decay, and his Piety planted in his heart had kept him, as Sam- 
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fon had faid, from fuch Courfes as fome had to their Worldly en- 
riching. Sampfon owed ‘him much, as himfelf acknowledged, and 
fo did many others, who were better able to repay than he: but they 
would not, or cared not, tho’ they knew as much of him, and his 
need, as Sanipfon did. Between thefe two there was a long and 
great Endearment. Thefe confiderations of Gratitude and Friendfhip 
put him upon writing to the Lord Treafurer to be good to him: and 
that the Queen’s Majefty would pleafe to give this her good Subject 
liberty to tranfport three, four, five or fix thoufand of Hng/j/h Cloths 
Without paying Cuftom, And that his Lordfhip, if he liked the Suit, 
when it fhould be moved by fomé other, -would give it his Favour 
and Furtherance, and give his Advice how it fhould be moved. 

Let me add this yet further concerning Sampfon ; that upon his De- 
privation, which was executed by the Queen’s Ecclefiaftical Commif-

fioners,. he was reftrained of his Liberty too at London, by her.Or- sempfon c- 
der, that he might be an Example of her Difpleafure to the reft.

CHAP. XLIV. 


Difturbance in Cambridge about the Habits. The Chancellor of 
the Univerfity his Letters bereupon. A Letter to the Chancel- 
lor to difpenfe with the Habits. A Book fet forth by the Lon- 
don Miniffers againft the Habits. Beza’s Concern for the 
Diffenters. A Volume printed of divers learned Foreigners 
Fudgment of Cap and Surplice. 


SUBMISSION ‘to wear the Habits by thofe concerned, 
notwithftanding all‘that hitherto was done, could not. yet be 
etiected ; *éfpecially as to’ the Surplice ; but more Refiftance and 
Abhorrencé thereof appeared among’ many. This Garment had 
many Adverfaries in the Univerfity of Cambridge. The Fellows 
and Scholars in St. fobn’s College there, chicfly the younger fort (to 
the Number of near Three Hundred, fome faid) about the beginning 
of December, 1565, or fooner, threw off the Surplice with one 
Confent, however they had worm it before, in the Chapel: And 
many in other Colleges were ready to follow their Example; as in 
rinity College about the fame time, ‘ali except three, by J. Cart- 
wright’s Inftigation.. Such a Perfuafion: of the Superftition of it had 
fome of their Guides (one whereof was Mr. Fu/k, a young Preacher) 
beat into the Heads of the Younger ;. for the Elder were generally

-- The Particular of the. Matter was this; Longworth, the Mafter of 
the College being abfent, (and as it feems on purpofe) the moft Part 
of the College-Company ‘¢ame into the Chapel one Feftival-Day 
without their Surplices and Hoods, according to the antient Practice 
of the College; and withal made fome Diverfity in the Manner of 
the Adminiftration of the.Communion ; and fo continued to do:. And 
this, the faid Mafter, upon-his Return, allowed, without Complaint 
to any Magiftrate, or Endeavour to reftore the former antient Ufage, 
eftablifhed ‘by the Queen's Laws and Injunctions. The News of this 
foon came both to Sir Wii Cecil, that Univertity’s High Chancellor, 
and a fpecial Patron of that College; and likewife to the Bifhop of 
Ely, in whofe Diocefs Cambridge was, and who had a peculiar Ju- 
rifdiction over fome of the Colleges there. : : 
Cecif extremely moved:hereat, fent fpeedily both to the College 
and to the Vicé-chancellor.; :‘To the College (many Members where- 
of had humbly writ to him, That their Confciences might not be 
forced to receive the Ceremony they had laid afide; nor that that 
bitter Yoke of Servitude of Confcience might be again laid upon 
them) he wrote, charging them in this unadvifed Doing, with Vain- 
Glory, and Affectation of Popularity, and Contempt of Laws, and 
a Defire af Innovating: He admonifhed them to return quietly to 
the Ufe of the Ceremony, as they had ufed it before. But they on 
the contrary aflured him, that it was Nothing but Reafon (and not - 
| any 
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any other Caufe) moved them to do what they did: And that God ANNO 
was their Witnefs, that what they did was, firft, That they might 1565. 
enjoy the Quiet of their Confciences before God; and next, ‘That the “VN 
true and {incere Worfhip of God might be promoted among them. 

Cecil, as Chanceilor, wrote one or two Letters to his Vice-Chan- Cecil the 

ceilor, as well as to the College. Inthe latter Letter, which bare (771*.,” 
date December 10. he let him know, that he had acquainted the Letter, and to 
Queen with this Diforder, tho’ as favourably as he could. And that *:Fice-Chan- 
her Majefty was very much moved, requiring him to have it feverely ‘rss. G. p. 
punifhed; and had offered him her Princely Authority to chaftife thofe Arnis. 
that were guilty for an Example: But that his Regard to the facred 
Fame of the Univerlity was fuch, that he had neither expreft to her 
Mayelty the greatnefs of the Fault, nor feemed to have need of further 
Authority than he had already, as Chancellor. But yet he fet out 
this Mifuemeanour to the Vice-Chancellor in very high Terms, c7z. 
As a manifelt invading the Authority of the Prince, by a willing break- 
ing of Common Order in the Univerfity ; and a leud Leprofy of Li- 
bertines; Riotous fhaking off the Yoke of Obedience and Order. And 
therefore he required the Vice-Chancellor, to call together the Heads 
of the Colleges, and other grave Graduates, whom that Leprofy had 
not touched; and to recommend his moft hearty and earneft Delire to 
every of them, That as they intended the Honour of God, the Prefer- 
vation of Chriftian Unity, the good Name of that Honourable and 
Famous Univeriity, the Favour of their Sovereign Lady the Queen 
towards the fume; and laftly, (which was, he faid, of leaft Eftima- 
tion) as they regarded his poor good Will towards the whole Body, 
and every good Member of the fame, (whereof he had given fome 
Teflimony,) fo they would periift and continue in the Obfervation of 
uniform Order in thefe external Things ; which of themfelves were of 
none other Value but to make a Demonttration of Obedience, and to 
render a Tcftimony of Unity; which being broken and neglected, ar- 
gued a manifeft Difobedience, and gendred Occation of no {mall Of- 
fence to many good and godly Men, to the decay of the Eftimation 
of the Miniftry ; as it was daily feen in what fort the Eftimation of the 
Minitters of the Church did decay. 

And to the Intent, there might enfue by all their Concurrence a plain ris Adu‘ce for 
Way to withftand thofe Schifmatical: Devices, he thought it good, Pedr. 
under their Correction, ‘That fuch as of late had, in place of preach- 
ing, riotoufly railed againft thefe Orders, fhould be plainly inhibited 
for fome convenient time, by good Authority, to preach or read pub- 
lickly: And that all fuch as had been Vantcurrors in private Colle- 
ges to enter into this Apoftacy, fhould have fome reafonable time to 
reform them{elves, upon pain to he excommunicated out of the Uni- 
verfity. Which two Means, if they fhould feem to him, [the Vice- 

eChancellor] and his Affociates, too dulce, then he allowed very well 
of any fhorter Means, whatfoever they fhould devife. For befides 
the Offence committed againft the Law, and againft her Majefty, he 
thought fundry of them might be manifeftly convinced of Perjury, in 
breaking the peculiar Statutes of their Colleges. And, Thirdly, He 
thought it good, that as many as would voluntarily, or upon gentle 
Admonition, reform themfelves, fhould be gently ufed and born withal. 
For 
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ANNO For that he thought many were carried with the Courfe of the Stream 
1565. of ahafty Company. : 
WYN, And as for St. Zobu's College, he required his Vice-Chancellor to 
give Warning to the Prefident, (to whom he had alfo written) that 
thofe of that College, that would not reform themfelves, fhould find 
no Comfort to perfilt in their Wantonnefs. 
Belides this Charge to the Vice-Chancellor, he fent for the Mafter 
to come up to him; and likewife for Mr. Fu/k, by a fpecial Com- 
mandment, with whom he meant to proceed himfelf. And if the 
Vice-Chancellor thought meet any other fhould come up and appear 
before him, he required him to enjoyn them, in his Name, fo to do. 
Cecil in all this profetled, that the Atteftation of his own Confcience 
moved him to take up thefe Aufterities in the beginning; being alfo 
{traightly charged by the Queen, in no wife to permit her Authority 
_ to be in this fort violated, which the Civilians would term Crimen 
lefe Majeftatis, as he faid. : } b 
The Mafter of When Longworth, .who had been fummoned up, appeared before 
the ne the faid Chancellor Ceci/, he charged him in the Queens Name, with 
fammoned*?- }eaking certain Ordinances and Injunctions, given by the Queen’s 
Majefty to the faid College: and, among other Things, certain ex- 
ternal Rites, to be retained in certain Eccletiaftical Actions, for Prayer 
and Adminiftration of Sacraments; and for Maintenance and Suffer- 
ance of the Fellows and Scholars in the manifeft breaking of the fame. 
And moreover, he was charged in her Majefty’s Name, to endeavour 
Longworth’s to reform the forefaid Diforders. The Refult was, ‘That the faid Ma- 
Recantation, {ter of the College recanted before the Chancellor, in a Form of 
Vide the “* Words drawn up; wherein he both confeffed himfelf Faulty, in fuffer- 
Appendix. ing the Fellows and Scholars to continue in their Innovations; and 
: promifed that he would do his utmoft to reduce the College to a Con- 
formity to the Queen’s Injunctions, that were in Ufe before the faid In- 
novations; and, that he would make Declaration of the fame imme- 
diately after his Return to the College. He alfo then fubfcribed a 
Paper, wherein he promifed, That he would both himfelf to his utter- 
moft, keep all the Laws and Cuftoms within the College as Mafter 
of the College, or as Graduate of the Univerfity, commonly ufed 
fince the laft Vifitation of the Univerfity, in the Firft Year of the 
Reign of the Queen; and, that he would endeavour to caufe all others 
to do the fame. Thefe Submithons were made about the 14th of

He added, ‘ hat if Caufe fhould be that this his Letter fhonld 

© come to his Lordfhip’s Hands, he prayed him to advertife him of the

© his own Difcharge. And that by her he had been ftraightly com- 
* manded to fee Reformation had with Speed and Severity: And fo he 
* had promifed her Majefty to do; although he faid he would feek it 
© firft by ordinary Means. But that if it fhould otherWwife fall out, he 
; ani be glad, for his Difcharge, to refer the whole to her fupreme 
* Authority, whereupon muft needs follow Caufe of Repentance to the

He was glad to hear that none of Peter-Houfe was of that 
Diforder. That, confidering the ‘Time, fo far as his Authority 
would extend, he earneftly required them all to be prefent at Service 
in their Quire, at Times ufual, in their Surplices and Hoods, meet 
or agreeable to their Degrees; partly for Example of others, and 
partly, to declare themfelves conformable to their moft gracious So- 
vereign'’s Requeft: And, to confider, likewife Men, and Perfons 
thankful to God's infinite Goodnefs, what a Jewel God had fent of 
fuch a Princefs, under whom they lived in omni Pietate G@ Trau- 
quillitate. ‘Touching the doubt of their Statute, whether thereby 
they were bound to wear Surplices, or not (fo that they ufed them 
obediently without any further Bufinefs) he meant not at that time 
to make any Refolution, for fear of fome Inconvenience, which per- 
chance might rife: But promifed that hereafter, upon further Confe- 
rence, he would do as fhould be thought beft.’ This Letter bore

nity College: Which he did, that by this Mcans he might overthrow 
the other Letters before-mentioned. This Letter was more fubmif 
fively compofed, petitioning for Moderation and Liberty to tender 
Confciences in thefe Points. But the Chancellor was very angry to 
-fee the Name of a Head of a College iubfcribed to a Matter contrary 


to the Orders he had fo lately fent down, to be ftriétly obferved. 


.Dr. Beaumont therefore forthwith writ a fubmiflive Letter to the 
_ D.Beaumont’s Chancellor: The Subftance whereof was, ‘ That for himfelf, he 
iia © weekly wore the Surplice ; and for other appointed Apparel, he not 
only lived in Order himfelf, but procured it in others as much as he 
could, and faw Offenders punifhed, as far as Local Satutes permit- 
ted: That that Letter was fubfcribed not by them that fought to 
fubvert Civil Order, but by humble Scholars to their Head and 
Chancellor, for avoiding of greater Inconvenience; which then, as 
it feemed, could not otherwife be fuperfeded. But the Thing being

feeing their Difobedience, were encouraged to:think that it was none 
Offence at all to difobey a Prince: And fo feeming to fly from the 
Gulf, they were upon the moft dangerous Rocks.

And that by confidering whence they firft came ; how they had been 
ufed ; what Opinions Men have had, and ftill have of them, and 
what fhould happen unto them [the faid Minifters ] if they fhould then 
receive them. |

Fourthly, as to what fhould happen to them, if they fhould ufe | 
them ; namely, it fhould happen to them as it happened unto Mofes, 
if he should have confented to bring the Hebrews back again into 
Fizypt, after he had brought them out of that Land and through the 
Red-Sea. That they had by Doftriue brought many out of the 
Romifo Siavery of Idol Service, and now by Example had begun to 
go before them in the utter abolifhing of all thofe Chains of Darknefs, 
wherewith they had been long held in miferable Captivity.

© now White, now in Silk and Gold, and now at length in this fwoup- 
* ing black Gown, and this Sarcenet flaunting Tippet ; wearing alfo

To which let me add the mention of another Book againft the Ha- 
bits, that came forth the next Year, printed at Embden, intituled, 
The Mind and Expofition of that excellent Man Martin Bucer, ap- 
on thofe Words of S. Matthew, Woe to the World becaufe of Offences, 
Matt. XVII. faithfully tranflated into Englifh, by a faithful Bro- 
ther: And certain Objections and anfwers to the fame. Inthe fame 
Book alfo follows the Fudement of the Reverend Father Henry Bul- 
linger, Paftor of the Church of Zurich, in certain Matters in Reli- 


‘gion being in Controver/y in many Countries, even whereas the Gof- 
pelis taught. The Author in this Book feems to make ufe of fome - 


Paflages in the Writings of thofe great foreign Divines of the Refor- 
mation, to favour the Refufers of the Habits in Eine/and ; perverting 
their Senfe and Judgment in thefe Controverfies plainly and evidently 
by them exprefled and declared elfewhere in their Letters,

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While thefe Diffentions about the Ceremonies of Ecclefiaftical 4.NNO 
Habits were in this Fermentation, the Diffenting Brethren fent Letters 1565. 
to Beza, (as they did alfo to the Learned Men of Zurich) laying “YY 
open to him the prefent State of the Church, with as much difadvan- 3.20 °°” 
tage as they could. According to which, Beza foon after wrote of 
it to Bullinger, as we fhall fee by and by. They alfo craved his 
Advice in two things : 


Il. By what means the Queen and Bifhops might be admonifhed 
of their Duty ? 
Il. What they might do in this funtture with a good Confcience? 


Beza ferioully deliberating with himfelf, and knowing the Queen 4,7 pera 4 
had no great Efteem for the Churth of Gezeva ; and that fhe and Bullinger, 
t‘e Bithops had an honourable Refpect for that of Zurich, refolved to V”rn7s 
write to Bullinger, the Chief Paltor there, and to give him an Ac- = 
count of the State of the Church of England, and to excite him ear- 
neftly to fend Gua/ter into the faid Kingdom to the Queen and the 
Bifhops, to intercede in the Behalf of the Refufers, and to perfiade to 
fome further Reformation in the Church. And this he thought would 
happen very feafonably, a Parliament. being at hand, wherein Matters 

of the Church would be tranfa¢ted. So he wrote a private Letter to 

the faid Bul/inger, wherein he told him, ‘ How the miferable Bre- 

© thren craved the Council, Comfort and Prayers of thofe Churches, 

by whofe Charity they were once relieved, and hoped again to be fo. 

He confefled that fome of them were fomewhat morofe. But in 
fuch Miferies, he faid, it was hard to keep due bounds ; and {ince 
their Aim was good, his Opinion was, that their Importunity was 

to be excufed. That by the Accounts of the Ecclefiaftical Affairs of — 
England, ashe further told Father Bullinger, Popery was not caft 

out of England, but rather transferred to the Queen’s Majefty ; and — 
that nothing elfe was drove at, than that what had been lately taken 
away might be by little and little reftored again. He thought, he’ 
faid, that the Bufinefs had been about Caps, and fuch external Mat-' 
ters; but that the Controverfy was much different, he afterwards’ 
underftood, and that with exceeding Trouble and Sorrow of Mind. 
That when the outward Calling, the Examination of Do@rine and 
Mannets preceding, done not by any one Perfon, but the whole 
Company of the Brethren, was as it were the Bafis and Foundation 

of the Ecclefiaftical Miniftry, what was bafer and more irregular, 
than that Liberty the Bifhops took, to Ordain at their own Pleafiire, 

not thofe that were Called, but thofe that came of their own Ac- 
cord 2 And prefently, without any Place appointed them, they ap- 
proved them fit either to Serve, as they called it, or to ‘Teach. 
And at length they called whom they pleafed, and fet them over 
what Churches. they pleafed, giving them a certain Inftrument for

© As for the Ecclefiaftical Difcipline, that it was not otherwife 
than was in the Papacy ; That in the Place of a Prefbytery lawfully 
chofen, they had the:r Deans, Chancellors, Archdeacons, Officials, 
who according to their Wills, and as it ufeth to be in the Civil 
Courts, pronounced Excommunication Fure Canonico, even for 
Pleas of Money and fuch like. Which Sentence the Bifhop, or his 
Official, fent to the Minifter to be read in the Church, and this to 
hold valid, until they come and agree with the Judge. And the 
fame courfe was taken in Abfolving as in Excommunicating. How 
little were they diftant from the Law of Celebacy, who might not 
marry Wives without the Exprefs Letters of the Queen, and the 


being married, they were forbid to bring their Wives into Col- 
leges, or within the Bounds of the Cathedral Churches, as tho’ 
they were unclean. ‘That not only the Revenues of the Benefices 
were left to Papifts, but the Eccleaftical Offices themfelves, 
yielding only an Oath to obferve the Reformation. Infomuch 
that the Godly Brethren were placed under many unlearned 
Priefts, and fuch as were moft bitter Enemies in their Hearts to 
Religion, and were forced to be fubject to their Jurifdiction. 
That in the Archbifhop’s Court were publickly fet to fale Dif- 
penfations for Non-refidence, Pluralities of Benefices, choice of 
Meats, marrying‘ out of the appointed Times, for a Child to hold 
a Benefice, and other Things of that Nature ; than which Rome 
itfelf had not any thing more filthy and unworthy. That Bap- 
tifm by Women was allowed of in Cafe of Neceffity. That 
of thofe Few that were pure Preachers of the Gofpel, fome were 
put out of their Livings, fome thruft into Prifons, unlefs they would 
promife to approve of all thefe, and not to gainfay them in Word 
or Writing, and refembled the Priefts of Baal, by wearing fquare 
Caps, Tippets, Surplices and the like. Nor was this all, but 
that whatfoever hereafter the Queen or the Archbifhop alone plea- 
fed to appoint, change, or take away in the Rites of the Church, 
fhould be holden firm and good. ‘This, he faid, was the State of 
this Church, which to him was miferable and intolerable. 
‘ His Judgment was, that tho’ God alone could cure this Evil, 
yet that fome tryal fhould be made, rather than it fhould be en- 
dured that fuch a Building fhould by fuffered Infolence fall down. 
That as for their Church of Geneva, he left him to judge how it 
was hated by the. Queen, in that fhe had never by the leaft Word 
fignified that his Prefent to her of his Annotations was acceptable. 
That the Caufe of her Hatred was twofold. One was, that they, 
were efteemed too fevere and rigid, which efpecially difpleafed, 
he faid, fuch as were afraid of being rebuked. -The other, that 
heretofore while Q. Mary lived, two Books were publifhed at 
Geneva, yet without their Knowledge ; One again the Govern- 
ment of Women by Mr. Knox; the other of rhe Right of the 
Mapiftracy by Mr.Gudman. But when they knew what was con- 
tained in both thefe Books, the French Church was difpleafed at 
: T | © them, 
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© them, and accordingly they were forbid to be expofed to fale. ANNO 
* But the Queen neverthelefs cherifhed her conceived ill Opinion: 1565. 
* And that their Church therefore was hot fit to fend either Meflen- WYN. 
© ger or Letter to the Queen, for the Regulation of thefe Diforders. 
© But he .did earneftly defire, that fome might be fent from Zurich ; 
© For that theirs was the Church alone, by whofe Authority both 
© the Queen and the Bifhops did feem to be moved. And therefore

That this would be a truly Heroical Fatt, worthy of their 
City, and highly grateful to God. That they had a good way. 
through France to Diep by a Land Journey, which they might 
€ difpatch in Eleven Days ; and from Diep into England with a good 
© Wind in ten Hours: And that in their way they might. falute and 
€ confirm many French Churches, and take one or two of the Learn- ‘ 
© eder of thofe Churches with them. And finally, he pitched upon 
© Rodulf Gualter, in all Refpecs, as the fitteft to manage and dif- 
* patch this Matter,. So that he might feem to be one fent thither by 
© God’s own Voice, to refrefh the poor Brethren; and to preferve the 
© Kingdom. Or at leaft if they declined this, to fend their Letter 
“ at large both to the Queen and Bifhops, to admonifh them to their 
€ Duty. And he doubted not but a Meflage fo godly and chari- 
“ table would be well taken both by the Queen and the godly 
© Bifhops at leaft; who, he heard; with the Lord Keeper, fought 
© for a fit occafion to move for a Redrefs of thefe things.’ 'Thefe 
are the Contents of Beza’s Letter, which having fo many Hifto- | 
rical Remarks in it, I have put in the Appendix.

After the Bifhop had calmed the Storm that feemed to have been VV 
ready to arife between them two, he entred into Talk with Fecken- in Difcourfe 
bam in Matters of Religion, as he was wont to do daily before. ‘The wb the 3i- 
Difcourfe was of Venial and Mortal Sins. A Crofs that came from Mp ; ee 
the efits zave the Occation of this Communication: ‘The Bifhop eee 
proved, that no Sin was fo Venial, as it could be remitted by any 
Ceremony. And that there was no Sin but of itfelf was Mortal, 
yet Venial, fo as to be purged by the Merits of Chrift only: And 
that all Sins were they never fo much Mortal, were Venial neverthe- 
lefs, except the Sin again{t the Holy Ghoft, that was irremiflible. For 
this his faying, and other Points which he condemned, Feckenhbam 
fell into fuch a rage, that he not only railed againft Feewe/ Bifhop of 4nd /peaks 
Salisbury, faying, that he was utterly unlearned, and that he fhould yale a 
never be able to Anfwer Mr. Harding’s Book ; but alfo called the Bi-' 
fhop almoft in plain Terms Hererick, and faid, his Doétrine which he 
preached, (tho’ he would never hear it) was erroneous, filthy and 
blafyhemous. Whereupon the Bifhop to {tay him, faid, Thefe were 
unmannerly Words to be fpoken at his own Table; -and therefore 
would as then fay no more openly unto him there; but told him, that 
after Dinner he would fhew him more of his Mind between them two. 

And fo after Dinner he came up to him, and there called him into Werefore the 
his Gallery adjoining to his Chamber. He put him in remembrance 7? 2/70" 
of that which he had before oftentimes admonifht him of, vz. his his own 
outrageous Talk in his Abfence ufed at his ‘lable, whereof he had “##™er.

And be- 
caufe he found ftill the Continuance of that his miforder; therefore 
he willed him thenceforth, to abftain from Conferring with any Man 
at all; Adding, that he fhould have to his Chamber all Things ne- 
ceflary, and what Meat he fhould competently appoint for his own 
Diet. Which he had accordingly. But tho’ he did reftrain him from 
coming to his Table, or to go much at large as he had done, yet had 
he no other Keeper, than he had before, which was his own Man.’ 

He had a Gallery adjoining to his Chamber, opening to the Park: 
His Servant a Chamber’ by himfelf near to his. He had Leads fair 
and large, on which he might walk, and have Profpect over the — 
Parks, Gardens and Orchards. And thrice in the Week at leaft, 
while the Bifhop lay at /fa/rham, with one, by the Bifhop appointed, 
he walked abroad in thofe Parks and Gardens, ‘This Bilhop Horn 
wrote in his Anfwer to Feckenbam’s Declaration, wherein he had 
called this Reftraint Clofe Imprifonment. 

All this that hath been faid of this Man, may make us inquifitive Feckenham 
to know what he formerly was.

Cardinal Pole in England, writes a-Letter 
this Year to Secretary Ceci/ ; enclofing therein a Defign of his for. the July the 4th 
Compofition of the prefent Differences in Religion, And to, introduce 
this, he reminded the Secretary, how dear he had been formerly both 
to him and. his Lady, as well as to many other learned and good Men 
here in England, on the Account of his Learning : And how he, the 
faid Secretary, had, upon the faid Cardinal’s Death, endeavonred to 
perfuade him to ftay in England, with Promife of Preferment; and 
the like had many others done. And therefore, that he had not de- 
parted out of fo pleafant a Country, and from fo many good Friends, 
had his Confcience permitted him to approve of that Religion in all 
Things that was then fet up; and which the Secretary, he faid, in a 
very accurate Difcourfe, had moved: him to embrace, as he himfelf 
had done. Herewith he had fent him the Heads of a Traé&t, which he 
was drawing up; whereby he might fully underftand, what the Rea- 
fons were that deterred his Confcience from embracing that Religion 
which Ceci/ approved. And when it was finifhed (which he hoped 
would be within two Years) he would with his own Hand tranfcribe 
the whole for him, to prefent, if he pleafed to the Queen.

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The Pope'sBull Y,F'T’ us now fee fomewhat of the Difturbances raifed this Year in 
Si eaas the Church by Papifts, in behalf of their Caufe. Pope Pius V. in 
ticks. the firft Year of his Pontiff, fet forth a Bull to Anathematize and Con- 

_ found the Hereticks, and to fow Difcord among them. It ran to this 
Fox’sand Purport; “ That whereas he had found, and daily did find, that He- 
Firebr. Pills ¢ yeticks encreafed in feveral Colonies, Principalities, Realms and 
ro Countries fubject to the See of St. Peter his Predeceflor ; and that 
they fell from and deferted his Jurifdiction with blafphemous and 
railing Writings againft him, his Ceremonies and Apottolical Jurif- 
diction and Privileges, granted him and his Succeffors by God, and 
formerly generally acknowledged by Emperors, Kings and Princes, 
to be his: THEREFORE in the Name of the Holy Trinity, of 
the Blefled Mother of God, of St. Peter and St. Pau/, and in the 
Name of the holy Hoft of Heaven, of the Archangels and Angels, 
of the holy Apoftles, Saints and Martyrs, he did Anathematize all 
Hereticks, Living, ‘Trading or Travelling in or among the fame, 
wherefoever difperfed over the Face of the whole Earth: And fur- 
ther Willed and Authorized the Wife and Learned of his Eccieti- 
afticks to labour, endeavour and: contrive all manner of Devices, 
to abate, aflwage and confound thefe Hereticks. That thereby the 
Hereticks might either le reclaimed to confefs their Errors, and, ac- 
* knowledge the Jurifdiction of the See of Rome, or that a total In-

thev fhould be difcovered: And that when they had Intelligence, they Pe#rine. 
might fly to another Place, and ftill keep Correfpondence with the 
Convents. ‘The Advantage of this was, that as it fowed Herefy and 
Schifm among Hereticks, fo it hindered Uniformity in the Church of 
England. Secondly, It prevented Roman Catholicks from turning 

away from their Principles, [when they might thus in an Heretical 
Country do as the Hereticks, and yet keep their Religion.] Thirdly, 
Whenever the Church of Rome fhould have a defign to deftroy Herefy, 

fhe would never want Intelligence ; having one or more of her Wife 

men among thefe feveral forts of Hereticks. 

There were Directions given to thofe who were licenced to perform Infrruttions 
what this Bull appointed. As, they permitted to marry, and that hea oe: 
upon two Accounts: Vz. ‘That they might not be fufpected, and be-" 
caufe Heretical Marriage is no Marriage, if the Matrimonial Ceremo- 
nies be contrary to the Romi(h Orders. Several of thefe licenced Per- 
fons were to take upon them feveral Callings according to their Incli- 
nations; -and yet to Preach and Expound. And if they were afked, 
how they came by this Ability, they muft reply, By the Spirit of 
God, by Revelation, and by fearching the Scriptures. If they were 
afked, Upon what Grounds they took upon them to Preach; they 
thuft Reply, We preach not, but Teach. And if they fhould be afk- 
ed, Why they taught, not being Churchmen, they were to fay, Be- 
caufe the Sous of the Prophets did Teach. So did Fehofaphat and 
his Princes; and the Difciples of Chrift before Chrift’s Refurreétion, 
and divers in the Church of Corinth, that were no Churchmen. Be- 
caufe the Hereticks of ngland, and other Provinces were permitted 
to read the Scriptures; therefore, before they were well grounded in 
their Principles, it was neceflary to preach Variety unto them. To 
fome, the Doctrine of Free-will. To others, That Children fhould : 
not be Baptized, till they come to Years of Difcretion. 'To others, a 
Monarchy of earthly Happinefs after this temporal Life. To others, 
that the RighteoufiefS of man depends not upon the Faith of Chrift, 
but upon Charity and Affliction: And that any Gifted man may either 
give or receive the Sacrament: And all thefe things muft be perform- 
ed outwardly with great Fervency. For thereby they would not be 
fufpecied or difcovered. All thefe Inftruétions Freke communicated

Camd. Eliz. Factor; his Name was Rido/pho; and feemed to have come hither 
p. 118. Bdit. about this Year. His Bufinefs was to excite the Papifts in England 
oe again{ft the Queen: which he did effectually ; and prevailed alfo upon 
fome Proteftants to do the like; fome out of private Hatred and Dif- 
affectednefs, and others affecting Innovation. He meddled in making 
a Match between the Queen of Scots and the Duke of Norfolk, and 
drew in the good Duke among the Popifh Confpirators, and made 
him Head of that Party to his Ruin. And when this bufy Pope iflued 
out another Bull againft the Queen, depofing her from her Crown, 
and exciting her Subjects to rife againft her, he fent the Printed Copies 
thereof to Ridolpho to be difperfed through the Realm. Whereupon 
followed the Rebellion in the Year 1569. And then he had Orders 


from the Pope to furnifh the Rebels with an hundred and fifty thoufand - 


Crowns: Which tho’ he could not at that time: perform, being made a 
Prifoner upon Sufpicion; yet he diftributed the Money foon after. 
And, (to take up all his Story together) the Confpirators, when all 
was ready, fent him to the Pope to inform him how well prepared 
they now were, and, in the way, to entreat the Spani/b Aliittance 
forthwith out of the Netherlands. : 
In Ireland, _ Jredand this Year gained an eminent Convert, named Samuel Ma- 
Sam. Mafon 4 fon, bred a Jefuit in Paris; to which Place he came in the Year 1550. 
nse a Sir Henry Sydney, the Queen’s Lord Lieutenant .in Jreland was fo 
fait. well fatistted with his Learning and the Truth of his Convertion, that 
he took him for his Chaplain. And afterwards the Archbifhop of 
Dublin zave him the Benefice of Finglas near Dublin. This man 
made a notable Speech in Chriff’s Church in Dublin before the faid 
Lord Lieutenant, the Archbifhop, and the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the City: Wherein he faid, ‘ It was not Want drove him thither ; 
© for he might have been entertained at Parts, where he abode 
© eight Years: That for two Years and upwards he diffembled with 
the Society, fuch was his Frailty he confefled: But he then {pent 
his time in Learning the Language of that Kingdom, and fearch- 
ing Records and Libraries there, wherein he found various Matters, 
to diffuade him from that impious Way of Living. That therefore 
he came thither to acknowledge his Ignorance and Perverfenefs, and 
to embrace the Truth, which he had for a long time fcandalized 
and rejected. This Ma/fom foon after prefented a Narrative to Sir 
Henry Sydney, declaring the ftrange ways and means refolved upon 
by Pope Pius IV. for the Reducing the Proteftants of England, and 
his Contrivances againft them: Which were mentioned under the Year 
1560. being the firft Year of that Pope.

And that afterwards, when Providence had 
reftored him home to his own Country, ftill Bad/inger continued to 
love him, and to do-him all the Honour he could. And therefore he 
acknowledged himfelf his Debtor; and fince he was not able to pay 
what he owed him, he tefeeched Him to be his Pay-mafter, who fully 
fatisfied once for all our Debts. And by Abe/ a Merchant and a pious 
Man, he fent him a Token. As for News, he writ him, how Chrift’s 
true Religion had taken place in the Realm; and that the Gofpel was 
not bound, but was freely and purely preached. And Sawetne. as 
to other Things, faid he, it was no great Matter. That there was 
fome Contention about the wearing and not wearing of Popifh Gar-— 
ments: To which, God, he faid, in his good time, would alfo put

~ Fewel Bifhop of Salifbury alfo in February, writ a long Letter to pitop Jewel 
the fame Ballinger, ae with Lavater another Divine of Zurich, writes to Pul- 
relating the News in England; as, Conceming the Matter between 772°,“ 
Harding the Papift and himfelf; Concerning the quiet State of the 
Realm, things being now in Peace; only the Divines of Locain did © 
make what Difturbance they could among us. That the Queen was 
well, but was averfe to Marriage. That their old Acquaintance Bi- 
fhop Parkhurff, Bifhop Sandys, Bifhop Pilkington, were all well 
in their refpective Diocefes: but fo diftant from each other, that he 
had not feen them in three Years [that is, fince the laft Synod.]

But Beza the chief Minifter of Geneva, wrote againft this 
Tract of Saravia: And he again, in the Year 1594, writ a very 
learned Defence of his own Tract in anfwer to Beza; and dedicated 
it to W/hitgift Archbifhop of Canterbury, E/mer Bithop of London, 
Cooper Bilhop of Winchefter, and Fletcher Bifhop of Worceffer. This 
Saravia was born in Flanders; his Father a Spaniard, his Mother 
one of Artois, both Proteftants. Flying from the Troubles of his 
own Country he removed himfelf and Family to Ferfey; where he 
taught a School, and preached to his Country-men Exiles there, 
Hither, from Gent, he fent for his aged Father and Mother, and 
maintained them with him. | 

But in the Year 1566, upon fome hope of more quiet Living in his 
own Country, he had thoughts of returning, to do God Service among 
his own Country-men. Hereupon Chambrelain, Governor of Ferfey, 
knowing Saravia's Worth, and the great Good he did in that Place, 
that wanted learned and able Men, endeavoured to prevent his going; 
writing a Letter to Secretary Cecs/ to ufe his Intereft with him to tarry 
where he was: and to encourage him fo to do, that the Secretary 
would procure him to be a free Denizen of this Kingdom. But the 


reading of Chambre/ain’s Letter, will explain this Matter more fully; 
which was to this Tenor :

And 
to encourage his Difpofition to continue there, if it liked the Queen’s 
Majefty, by his Honour's Means, to naturalize him by her Letters 
Patents, he knew he would take the fame in very good part; as 
undoubtedly he, the Governor, thought him well worthy of that 
Favour, befides much better Reward.

atRome. and among the reft an Englifhman, named D. Tho. Reinolds, who 
Foxii Mss. kept for the moft part about that City. And being there, was accu- 
fed by fome of the Citizens for Matter of Religion to the Bifhop of 
the faid City. Who fent him from thence by Sea to Rome, with 
three other Gentlemen of Naples, likewife accufed for Religion ; 
there to anfwer to fuch Matters as they fhould be charged with. 
And the fame Tho. Reinolds, being there, was cruelly tormented 
with the Torture, called by the Ita/ians, La Trotte da Chorda, 
by the Spaniards L'aftrapado, to force him to impeach or accufe 
others of like Profeflion of Religion, whom he knew. Which Tor- 
ture, together with other their cruel Dealings againft this good Man, 
in fhort time bereaved him of his Life in Prifon, in the Month of 
November, 1566. | : 


ProgreX of — Now let us look upon the neighbouring Church of Scotland: Which 
agen” at this time was in great Fermentation; but the Gofpel ftill gathered 
Number and Encreafe, notwithftanding that Queen had endeavoured 
all fhe could to the contrary: Who appointed fix or feven Mafles 
to be faid openly in her Court,..,and all admitted, that would, to 
hear them; when before there was only one Mafs, and no Scots 
allowed to be prefent. And whereas, when the Reformation was 
firft fet on Foot, Provifion was made, that out of the Goods of the 
Monafteries, which were come into the Exchequer, Stipends fhould 
be allowed to the Preachers of the Gofpel, fhe, for two Years, 
paid nothing. She had lately expelled Kmox, the chief Minifter 
of Edinburgh, out of the City, and would by no means allow 
his Return. But yet notwithftanding, out of the Court all remained 
as before, without any Attempts towards fetting up Popery again. 
The Nobility and the Citizens, by far the greater part, were for 
the Gofpel, and fhewed many and great Signs of their Conftanc 
therein. Of thefe ames Steward Earl of Murray, the Queen's 
Baftard Brother, was the Chief; a Godly Man, as Bifhop Grindal 
{tiled him, and of great Authority. But the Queen agreed but 
badly with her Hufband; the Caufe whereof was by reafon of one 
(David an Italian, whom the Cardinal of Lorrain had recommend- 
ed to the Queen. He was the Queen’s chief Counfellor and Confi- 
dent, and of himfelf governed all, without confulting the King, who 
indeed was a Man very young and light. Thefe Doings of David, 
the King could not bear, and forming a Confpiracy with fome of 
the Nobles and Courtiers, one Day, hurried him away out of the 
Queen's Prefence, upon whom he called for Help in vain, and pro- 
cured him prefently, with many Stabs, to be flain. But this Act of 
the King, the Queen could not forget, though fhe had a Son by him.

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Allthis above did Bifhop Grindal write to Bullinger, in a Letter 
dated Auguft 27.1566. 

About {ix Months after, Bifhop ewe/, in a Letter to the fame 
Bullinger, giveth this farther Account of the Scotch Ecclefiatti¢al 
Affairs: That fome Nobles of the beft State and Quality lived in 
Exile in Eug/and, and others remained at home, and prepared 
themfelves in cafe of Violence to make Refiftance ; and fometimes 
made Excurfions from their Caftles, and brought in what they could 
out of the Fields and Poffeffions of the Papifts. ‘The Queen however 
fierce in her Mind for Papifm, yet could fcarce tell what to do, and 
whither to turn: for fhe had the greateft part of the Nobility and 
People againft her in refpect of Religion ; and the Numbers ftill en- 
creafed, as it feemed. King Philip had of late fent hither an Abbot 
an Italian, with Spanifh Gold, a cunning Man, and framed for 
Fraud and Craft. His Bufinefs was to afiift that King and Queen 
by his fubtil Counfil, and to fill all with Tumult. The King, who 
had hitherto abftained from going to Mafs, and had of his own ac- 
cord gone to the Sermon, to become Popular, when he heard the 
Ship with Money fhould come next Day, being now made more con- 
fident, hereby took Courage, and would no longer diffemble, but 
commanded Mafs to be faid before him. Kyox the Preacher in the 
mean time, in a Church hard by, declaimed loud againft Idolaters, 
and againft all Papiftry, never louder. And in fine, as for this rich 
Ship, it was toft by Tempefts and Winds, and fhattered ; and lofing 
her Mafts, and all that fhe had in her, and full of Water, was dri- 
ven into England. ‘This, faid Fewe/, I make no doubt, was God’s 
Doing, to let the unwife King fee how unfortunate it was to hear 
Mafs. 

This Winter was a great Dearth of Corn, by reafon of the unfea- 
fonable Weather the Winter before: But there was a Profpec of 
Plenty the Year enfuing.

O€fober the 16th. the 
Dean of /Veffminffer according to the Appointment of the Honfe to 
appear that Day, was prefent at the Bar with his Counlil Edmund 
Plowden of the middle'Temple, and Mr. Ford a Civilian. The Dean 
himfelf made an Oration in Defence of the Sanétuary ; and alledged 
divers Grants by K. Lucius, and divers other Chriftian Kings ; 
Mr. Plowden alledged the Grant for Sanctuary here by King Ha- 
ward Five hundred Years ago, Viz. Anno 1066, with great Rea- 
fons, Laws and Chronicles. Mr. Ford alfo alledged divers Hiftories 
and Laws for the fame. Thereupon the Bill was committed to the 
Mafter of the Rolls, and others, to perufe the Grants, and to cer- 
tify the force of the I.aw now for Sanctuaries. The 31ft of O&fob. 
upon the faid Mafter of the Rolls Report of this Bill for Sanctuaries, 
it was agreed to be engrofled. But December the 4th. this Bill for 
taking away Sanctuary for Debt, was read the third Time; and 
upon the Queftion and Divifion of the Houfe, it was dafhed ; there 
being with the Bill 60. againft it 75. . 

Oitober the 17th. A Bill for declaring the making and Confecrating 
of Archbifhops and Bifhops of the Realm, to be good, lawful and 
perfect, was.read in the Commons Houfe the Second time [the Firft 
time of the reading is omitted in the Journal] and ordered to be en- 
grofled. Oftober the 22d. This Bill for confirming the Confecra- 
tion of Archbifhops and Bifhops within the Realm, was read the 
Third time, and paft upon the Queftion. And was carried up to 
the Lords the next Day. In the Lords Houfe this Bill was read 
Offober the 26th, the firft time. Offober the 30th, read again. O€to- 
ber the 31ft, read the third time, and committed to the Lord Chief 
Juftice of the Common Pleas, Juftice Southcote and the Attorney 
General. November the 6th. this Bill was read again, and concluded, 
with the Confent of the Diffenting Peers, thefe, the Earls of Northam- 
berland, Weftmorland, Worcefter, and Suffex, Vifcount Mfountague, 
Lords, Morley, Dualey, Dacre, Monteagle, Cromwel, and Mor- 
daunt.. This Bill went down tothe Commons again: And December 
the 2d, it was fent up to the Lords with a Provifion, and was read 
the firft, fecond and third time, and by common Confent concluded. 
This paffed into an Act at the Conclufion of this Seffion. | 

That which partly gave Occafion to this Act, was the Law-Suit 
between Boner late Bifhop of London, and Horn Bithop of Hinchefter. 
Who, as before was declared,tendering the faid Boner lying in the Afar- 
fhalfea within Winchefter Diocefs, the Oath of Supremacy he refufed 
it, faying, That he was none of his Diocefan ; nay, no Bifhop at all; 
and fo had no Right to adminifter itto him. ‘This reflected greatly 
either upon the Queen's Letters Patents in appointing her Bithops, 
or upon the Form whereby they were confecrated. And hereupon 
many difaffected to the eftablifhed Religion, hoping it might ftrike 
at the Root of the Reformation, if the Bithops were not legally and - 
duly made and confecrated, uttered their Minds abroad. This is

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exprefled in the Preamble to the A@, as the Occafion of it; Viz. ANNO 
fhewing, * How divers Queftions by overmuch boldnefs of Speech 1566. 
and ‘lalk among many of the common fort, being unlearned, had \“Y™/ 
grown upon the making and confecrating of the Archbithops and 

Bifhops, whether the fame were duly and orderly done according 
to the Law, or not ; which much tended to the Slander of all the 
State of the Clergy, being one of the greateft States of this Realm. 
Therefore, for the avoiding of fuch flanderous Speech, and to 
the Intent that every Man that was willing to know the ‘Truth, 
might | aged underftand, the fame evil Speech and Talk, was not 
grounded upon any juft Matter or Caufe ; It was thought conve- 
nient by this Act, partly to touch fuch Authorities as did allow and 
approve the making and confecrating of the fame Archbifhops and 
Bithops, to be duly and orderly done according to the Laws of 
this Realm ; and thereupon fitiae to provide for the more 
Surety thereof.’ a 
Then the faid Act fhewed, how in an Act 25. H. 8. was fet ™ yet ; 
forth a certain Order of the Manner and Form, how Archbifhops pad, by firs 
and Bifhops in this Realm fhould be eleéted and made: and a- er Statates. 
ain, how King Edward his lawful Succeifor fet forth an Uni- 
at Order of Service and Common Prayer, and put into the fame 
Book a good and godly Order of the Manner and Form, how 
Archbifhops and Bifhops, Priefts and Deacons fhould from time to 
time be confecrated and ordered within the Realm. ‘That Queen 
Mary indeed repealed thefe Laws. But in the firft Year of Q, Eiz- 
zabeth, her Succeflor, they were again revived by Parliament, and 
enacted to be in force, in the Acts of Supremacy and Uniformity : 
And that the Queen, for the avoiding of all Ambiguity and Queftions, 
had, in her Letters Patents, for the confirming, invefting and confe- 
crating any Perfon, Elect to the Office of Archbifhop or Bishop, ufed 
fuch Words and Sentences as were accuftomed to be ufed by the faid 
K. Henry and K. Edward in their Letters Patents made for fuch 

Caufes: and likewife had put into her Letters Patents fuch general 
Words and Sentences ; whereby, by her fupreme Power and Autho- 
rity, fhe difpenfed with all Cafes or Doubts of any Imperfection or 
Difability, that might any ways be objected againft the fame ; fo 

that no Doubt could or might be juftly objected againft the faid 
Elections, Confirmations or Confecrations: but that every thing re- 

quifite and material had been done, for that purpofe, as precifely, 

and with as great a Care and Diligence (or rather more) as ever the

That he will refufe no Advice and Counfel, to be enformed 
by the Queen's Majefty in any thing pertaining to the Matter of Re- 
ligion, for Inftruction of his Cotifcience. 

V. Laftly, He will at all Places, and in all Times accompany the 
Queen’s Majefty to her Divine Services, and will be always publick- 
ly prefent at the fame. 

In all other things which have been moved between the Queen’s 
Majefty and him, for the Matriage, he freely yieldeth to the Queen’s 
Majefty’s Will, And if fhe fhall not like of his Petfon when he 
cometh, he will return, as fhall be her Majefty’s Pleafure.

Nicolas Wotton, LL.D. Dean of Canterbury and York, died this Dean Wotton 
Year. He hath a very fair Monument in the Cathedral Church of “*” 
Canterbury with his Statute in a kneeling Pofture. By which Effigies 
of him he feéms to have been a fpare Man, his Cheeks falling in. 
The Head of it is counted an extraordinary fine piece of Work. ‘The 
Infcription being in Latin, is very large, giving a contracted Hi- 
ftory of the Man. It expreffeth, among other Things, That he was 
fent Ambaflador twice to the Emperor Charles V. Once to Philip 
King of Spain, and to Francis\. the French King: Thrice to 
Henry Ul. his Son: Once to Afary Queen of Aungary, and Gover- 
nor of the Low Countries: Twice to William Duke of Cleves: 
That he was Commiffioner of the Peace renewed between . the 
Vor.

DeanofPaul’s As this Dean deceafed this Year, fo another Dean of this Engli/h 
bis Bokin = Church, namely of St. Paul's London, muft have fome Notice taken 
of him, for a learned Book now fet forth againft Tomas Dorman a 
Papift, intituled 4 Confutation of him. Dorman, a young forward 
man, now Bachelour oft Divinity, fometime a Fellow of New College, 
Oxon, by the Help, as it was thought, of the Colleétions and Wri- 
tings of Dr. Richard Smith, to whom he was Executor, undertook 
to anfwer fome Part of Bifhop Zewe/ s Challenge; and fet forth a Book 
Dorman's in the Year 1564. called 4 Proof, written to prove the Necefiity of 
i one Head of the Church, who muft be the Pope, intended againft 
- wertain Articles of the faid Bifhop’s Challenge, relating chiefly to this 
pretended Head. This Proof, Newel, Dean of St. Paul's foon an- 
fwered, ftiling his Book 4 Reproof of Mr.Dorman’s Proof. But Doer- 
man defended his Proof,.and called his Defence .4 ‘Difproof of No- 
wel’s Reproof ; and this came forth in the Year 1565. In which 
Book he had mingled many impertinent Treaties of other Matters in 
-Controverfy between us, to help out with the great Barrennefs of his 
firft Subject, Viz. The Necetlity of one Head of the Church. Then 
in the Year 1567. the Dean fet forth, in anfwer to the Ds/praof, a 
“pretty bulky Book, intituled .4 Confutation of Mr. Dorman’s Jate 
Book, &c. Whereby aur Countrymen,. efpecially the fsmple and un- 
learned, may underfiand how fhamefully they are abufed by thofe 
and the like Books, pretended to be written for their Inftruttion. 
The Ground of this Warning may be gathered from Nowe/’s Com- 
- plaint in his Epiftle to the Reader, W#z. How unfairly and difingenu- 
oufly Dorman dealt with him, for he either wholly omitted Nowel's 
Sayings (which he pretended to go about to confute’) except a Word 
or two in the Beginning of them, and here and there piked what he 
thought good ; or if he did rehearfe a few Lines of Nowel’s Book, 
he commonly broke off as he pleafed, that the whole Senfe and 
Strength of the Sentence might not be perceived by the Reader ; and 
fo left out that which was efpecially to be recited on Nowel’s behalf. 
‘Things by him plainly fpoken, Dorman obfcured ; things divided, 
he confounded and mingled ; and commonly by putting to, or taking 
from, or. fome way altering the Words, corrupted and falfified what 
was faid and plainly meant. So that the Reader who fhould under- 
ftand both Parties, and by Conference of both, judge of both, was 
either deceived or left in obfcurity. And further, very ungenteelly, 
and the better to impofe upon the Reader, Dorman confidently in 
broad Words charged his Adverfary with no lefs than Eighty Two 
Lyes. But the other appealed to his Readers, whether he had not 
difcharged himfelf clearly of them, and returned them in order upon

The Dean obtaining Saunders Book from the Bifhop 
of London, who had got it, marvelled much to fee the Title of the 
Book ; which made him tofs the Book over, and a great while found 
nothing concerning himfelf: but after 233 Leaves, he found a Dif- 
courfe of feventeen Leaves wrote againft his fourteen Lines. Now 
in his Confutation of Derman, he thought fit to take notice of what 
Saunder’s had writ againft him, and to vindicate what he had faid.

Let me add in the laft place concerning this Book called The Con- 7 Efleem 
futation of Dorman’s Difproof ; that it muft not be looked upon as Wel's Book. 
the fingle Judgment of one private Divine of the Church of England, 
nor a Book thruft haftily out into the World by himfelf without making 
any Body elfe privy.to his doing: but it was a Difcourfe writ upon 
mature Deliberation; having been well weighed and perufed by other 
preat and wife men; particularly the Bifhop of London, and the 
Secretary of State. The former faw the Sheets as Nowe/ finithed 
them ; and fo did the Secretary, at leaft many of them ; and it feems, 
corrected and added of his own to them: And in certain Doubts he 
was confulted ; and among the reft, in fomewhat mentioned by 
Dorman from Calvin, who had made fome unhandfome Reflexions 
upon ap = VIII. and his Title of fupreme Head of the 
Church of England. The Anfwer that Nowel had framed to 
this, he fent to the Secretary to review and confider. All which 
appears from the faid Nowe/’s Letter to the Secretary, writ in the 
Month of Aprid 1566. Wherein, ‘ He thanked his Honour for mss.cecitian. 

* perufing of his Papers; which he fent again written out, unto him ; 
* according as my Lord of London had told him was his Honours 
“ Pleafure. ‘That he had fent him half a dozen Leaves or

* telligence of. his Honours Judgment of that Part. 
Biftop Jewel's By this time Bifhop Fewel’s learned Anfwer to Harding was got 
Anfwerto into the Prefs, and near printed in the Month of September ; tho it 
Pa came not forth till the Year 1569. unlefs that were another Edition. 
The Bifhop was now deliberating concerning the Dedication of his 
Book ; and Archbifhop Parker and other of his Friends advifed him, 
for certain good Caufes to recommend it to her Majefty; efpecially 
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fince Harding had already adventured in an evi Caufe to do the like. 
But before he would prefume to do it, he thought fit to addrefs a 
Letter to the Secretary, to aid him with his good Counfel, fince he: 
Jewel's Leiter beft knew the Inclinations of her Majeftys Mind ; adding, That it

The Eccleffa- "This Year the Biflop of Loozdon, with other the Queen’s Com- 
Heese miffioners for Caufes Ecclefiaftical,-made a Decree in behalf of the 
in-Favour of Dutch Strangers Church in London. . The Occafion ‘this, Some 
the Dutch Members of this Church had carried themfelves difobediently to the 
chur» Orders of it, and then for avoiding the Cenfures, had departed and 
revolted from it. - This Behaviour, too often practifed, put the 
Church upon addrefling and petitioning the faid Commifhoners, that 
they who without any juft Caufe had thus gone from them, might 
be brought back, and obliged to a Reconciliation with the Church 
Ms$.inEcclef. again, Hereupon they did Decree, Firft, That the faid Durch 
Lodino-Belg Church fhould continue in its firft Conftitution, under its own Difci- 
} pline hitherto accuftomed, and in its Conformity with other the Re- 
4 | formed Churches; Confirming the Minifters, Elders and Deacons of 
the fame Church in their Miniftries and Adminiftrations. And then 
exhorted all Strangers abiding in the City of Loudon, who profefled 
Chrift and his Gofpel, to join themfelves to that Church, and fubmit 
to its Holy Appointments. And further, declared, all fuch as had 
made a Defection from this Church, and had caufed the late Di- 
{turbance in it, to be unquiet and ftubborn Perfons, until by Re- 
pentance they returned and gave Satisfaction to God and his Church ; 
-referving to themfelves thé further Reftraint and Correction of them.

orders of Bie "The like Favour again another Bifhop of Lozdon long after ex- 
ena preft towards this Church, namely Bifhop K7zg, upon the like 
fame.

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Occafion, in an Inftrument of Order, bearing date Auguff the gth, 4 NNO 
1615. for the Maintenance of this Church’s Cuftoms and Cenfures; 1567. 
upon a Petition pit up to him by this Church, and the Datch Church “WN 
in Colcheffer, complaining of certain Perfons that offended againft the 
Government and Cenfures Ecclefiaftical of their Congregations. The 

Bilhop therein firft fpecified, how K. ‘Fames I. had extended his gra- 

cious Favour towards this Congregation, as alfo to that of Colchefter, 

for the Continuance of their quiet Refidence and Habitation within. 

the faid Ciry and Town, and for their fucceffive enjoying of their an- 

tient accuftomed Liberties in the Government of their Congregations 

among themfelves. Which Favour, as the faid Inftrument teftified, 

they had ufed with Moderation, and with the good liking of the 

State, and his [the Bifhop’s] Predeceffors, during the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, without any juft Scandal or Prejudice given by them 

agauift the State of the Church of E:xgland. And then the faid Bi- 

Shop eajoined, that no Member of the faid Churches that had offend- 

ed and thereby deferved their Cenfures, fhould depart from thofe 
Congregations, and join themfelves to any Parifh Church, before he 

had either been cenfured for his Offence, or otherwife had reconciled 

himfelf unto his refpective Congregation. 

Whereas mention was made above of King Fames’s gracious Fa- King James's 
vour towards the Dutch Church in London ; this happened in the yey 7s 
Year 1611. when this Church purchafed of that King the Church- cburcb. 
yard, and the Houfes built thereon for 6004 For which the King 
granted them hts gracious Letters Patents. 

A Thing happened this Year to fome Englifh in Spain, that as it The Queen's 
fhewed the hot Zeal of that People towards Popery, fo it gave the 4malairs 
Queen a plain Indication of their ill Will towards her. For they had spain. 
forbid Man her Ambaffador to ufe in his own Houfe privately the Di- 
vine Service, practifed in England; and moreover, had removed him 
from the Court, nay, and the City Madrid. His Servants, though 
they were the Queen’s Subjects, they compelled to be prefent at the 
Mafs, and threatned them, if they heard the Eingh/h Service. 'Phis 
the Queen was foon acquainted with by the Ambaffador’s Letter. 

This Ufage of her Ambaflador, however contrary to the Law of 
Nations it was, the Queen ftill carried it fair with that King. But 
how fhe inwardly refented this Affront, and what fhe did hereupon, 
fhe expreft im her Anfwer to the faid Ambaflador: Which was to this 
Tenour : , 

‘ That finee his Servant’s coming, fhe had underftood a Matter rie Sucer's 
* very ftrange unto her, and not to be fuffered: Which was, That Letter bere- 
* all his Honfhold, being her natural Subjects (his own-Perfon only Pap. Office 
* excepted) did refort to the common Services of the Churches there, 

* contrary to her Laws and Ordinances ; and were not only compel- 
* led, but alfo by Fear reftrained from the Exercife of any common 
* or private Divine Service within his own Houfe, agreeable to her 
* I.aws. That fhe found this Matter fo inconvenient, as, confider- 
* ing what Impunity and Privilege the King of Spain's Ambaflador 
* had here for his own Servants, (which alfo fome thought he enlar- 
° ged, to ferve the Appetites of others) was not allowable. That 
* the thought meer to declare unto him, the faid Spanifh Ambaffor-

© fuffer her Minifter to retide there. The Spaui/> Ambaffador in his 

| Anfwer feemed to be ignorant of this Ufage: and promifed to write, 
and deal herein effectually with the King his Mafter. 

And the Queen added, telling her Ambaflador, that it was her 
Pleafure, if his Servants were indeed conftrained to repair to their 
Churches, as it was faid, that he fhould impart the fame to the King, 
and require him to provide Remedy of the fame, affuring him, as he 
well and truly might, that if fhe had known thereof before (as in- 
deed fhe did not) fle would have in this fort dealt for the Remedy 
whereof, as now fhe did. And fhe wrote to her Ambaffador further, 
that he might fay to the King, that fhe had imparted this to his Am- 
baflador here; who could not but report, how he was otherwife ufed ;

have now of long time been. And herein we have the more Canfe’

AndSmiththe ‘The Sum of Sir Z4omas Smith's Letter, which the fame Scot alfo 
Dean's Letter. brought to the Secretary, was, ‘ That the faid Prebendary, of Carli/le 
‘ was come up to profecute a further Remedy for Abufes in unreafon- 
able Leafes made in his [the Dean’s] Abfence : And he prayed him, 
that he might obtain Letters from the Council to the Lord Prefident 
of York and the Council there, to take the Matter in Hand. He 
hoped to bring it to fome good Pafs, to the aid of the poor Church ; 
which was then by thofe unreafonable Prebends almoft defpoiled of 
all that it had.

Papifisin ie was time for the State to look after thofe dangerous, difaffected 
Lancafhire . . ae 
inked after. & Men in Lancajbire and the Parts adjoining : and by thofe Mef 
_ fages from the Queen mentioned above, both the Bifhop of Cbefter, 
and the Commitlioners Eccleftaftical were fpurred up to difcharge 
their Duties with refpect to them. The Bifhop entered upon his Vi- 
fitation this Summer ; and many Papifts and their Doings were de- 
_teGed, and moft of them reduced, outwardly at leaft, to Obedience 
: and Compliance with the Laws for Religion. 
rte Bifop of¢ And firft to give fome Account of the Bifhop’s Viftation. Which 
Chelter #4 Broved thus, according to the Relation he made himfelf of it to the 
Secretary in a Letter to him dated Nov. 1. 1568. ‘ That he had the

The Bithop alfonow fent np by one of his Servantsa true Copy of all 
fuch Orders, as he and the reft of his Affociates, in the Queen’s Com- ee 
milion Eccletiaftical, had taken with the Gentlemen of Lanca/fhire. chire eent- 
Who (one only excepted, whofe Name was Fobu Weffhy) with moft ger Fy the 
humble Submitlions and like Thanks unto the Queen’s Majefty, and 77°" 
to her Honourable Council, received the fame ; Promifing that from 
thenceforth they would live in fuch fort, that they would never here- 
after give occalion of Offence in any thing concerning their bounden 
Duty, as well towards Religion, as their Allegiance towards their 
Prince. But notwithf{tanding their Promifes, the Commiffioners bound 
every of them in Recognizances in the Sum of an Hundred Marks for 
their Appearances from time to time, as appeared in the abovefaid 
Orders. And certain Punifhments inflicted upon fome of them had 
done fo much good in the Country, that the Bifhop hoped he flould 
never be troubled again with the like. 

Nowel Dean of §.Paul’s Loudon, wasa Lancafhire man, and was rhe dean of 
now down in that Country. Who with his continual preaching in Paulspreactes 
divers Places in the County, had brought many obftinate and wilful °°" 
People unto Conformity and Obedience, and had gotten great Com- 
mendation and Praife (as he was moft worthy ) even of thofe that had 
been great Enemies to his Religion. ‘The Bifhop occafionally re- 
lating this to the Secretary, befeeched him to be a means to the 
Qucen’s Majefty and to her Honourable Council, to give him Thanks 
for this his great pains taken among his Country men. 

. But now to fet down particularly what had been detected and Pé/overies ; 
difcovered among thefe, Lancajhire Papifts, and the Negligence, or ae 
Lothnefs of the Bifhop, to profecute them. Information was brought Lancafhire. 
in to the Bifhop by one Mr. G/afier a Commiffioner, and another, 

‘named Eidinund <Afbton, that great Confederacies were then in 

Lancafhire. And that fundry Papifts were there lurking, who had 

{tirred divers Gentlemen to their Faction, and fworn them together, 

not to come to the Church in the Service time, now fet forth by the 

Queen’s Authority, nor to receive the Communion, nor to hear Ser- 

mons ; but to maintain the Mafs and Papiftry. And after this Infor- 

mation, G/afier advifed the Bifhop to go to the Earl of Darby, and 

to execute the Commiffion at aes: or elfe it could not be 

holpen, but many.Church Doors muft be fhut up, and the Curates 

hindred to ferve as it was appointed to be ufed in the Church. 

And that this Confederacy was fo great, that it would grow to 

a Commotion, or Rebellion. The Bifhop hereupon fent for thofe 

‘Offenders by Precept, but declined to go yet to execute the Com 

miffion in Lavcafbire. - | | ea 

Again, Sir Edward Fytton informed the Bifhop, that Mr. Edmund pancer of a 

Trafford {pake of thefe Matters before to him as a Commiffioner, for ©””st# 

to have redrefs thereof.

was thereunto. For that his Kinfman and Alliance to his Remem- 
brance (naming Mr. Veffby) had told him, He zcould willingly lofe 
his Blood in thefe Matters. Alfo he faid further, that from /arring- 
ton all along the Sea Coafts in Lancafhire, the Gentlemen (except 
Mr. Butler) were of the FaGtion, and withdrew themfelves from Re- 
ligion; as Mr Ireland, Sir William Norris, and many other more. 
So that there was fuch a Likelihood of a Rebellion or Commoton . 
fpeedily, that for his Part, if the Bifhop would not go to execute the 
Commiffion in Lanucafhire, he would himfelf within twelve Days in- 
form the Privy Council. And yet he had defired the Bifhop to deli- 
ver the Commiffion unto him and Fytron to execute: but the Bifhep 
refufed, faying, he would fend for the Offenders. But afterward the 
Bifhop at Gerrard figned Precepts for divers Papiftical Priefts and 
fome Gentlemen, to appear before the Commiflioners concerning the 
Premifles. 

Again, one Edmund Holme made this Difcovery; 'That there was 
a Letter written from Dr. Saunders [ Nicolas Saunders 1 fuppofe] to 
Sir Richard Molineux and Sir William Norris; the Copy of which 
Letter was ready to be fhewed. ‘The Contents of it, as it feems, 
were, to exhort them to own the Pope fupreme Head of the Church ; 
and that they fhould fwear his Supremacy, and Obedience to him, be~ 
fore fome Prieft or Priefts appointed by his Authority; who fhould alfo 
abfolve them that had taken any Oath to the Queen as fupreme, or 
gone to Church and heard Common Prayer. Hereupon Sir Richard 
Molineux did make a Vow unto one Nortce, otherwife called Butcher, 
otherwife called Fifer, of Formeby; and unto one Pey/e, otherwife 
called Pyck, (who reported that he had the Pope's Authority) that 
he would do all things according to the Words of the faid Letter. 
And fo did receive Abfolution at Pyck’s hand: And he did vow to 
the faid Pyck, that he would take the Pope to be the fupreme Head 
of the Church. And the faid Molinenx'’s Daughters, Fane, Alice 
and Anne, and his Son ‘ohn, made the like Vow as their Father had 
done. And then they took a Corporal Oath ona Book. And fo did 
‘Fobn Moltin of the Wodde, and Robert Blandel of Infe, and Richard 
Blundel of Chriftby, and Sir Thomas Williamfon, and Sir Fobn Der- 
woyne, and Fobn Williamfon. 'Thefe were fome of thofe Popifh Gen- 
tlemen of Eancafbire; and thefe were their Doings. But the Com- 
miffion Ecclefiaftical roundly managed had pretty well reduced them, 
as we heard before. es 

In what Form the Submiffion ran, to which thefe Popifh Gentlemen 
fubforibed, before they made their Peace, Iknownot. But I find this 
Year one Form offered to Sir Fobn Southworth of thefe ‘Parts (who

meet with the Recantation and Submiffion of this laft to the Lords of 
the Council, for his relieving with Money certain Perfons departed the 
Realm, and remaining out of the Realm without the Queen’s Licence, 
and who had fet forth Books in Print againft the Queen’s Suptemacy ;

too much Rigoroufnefs fhould harden the Hearts of fome, that by 
fair Means might be mollified, @c. and fuch a Bifhop likewife as 
was both learned himfelf, and alfo loved Learning ;_ that that rude 
and blind Country might be furnifhed with learned Preachers.

The dangerous Encreafe of Papifts, and Revolt to Popery that 
ale ae now appeared in the North, and other Parts of the Realm, was oc- 
fiudy Divi. Cafioned chiefly by the Want of learned Minifters, to fill the vacant 
nity. Churches, and to officiate in the refpective Parifhes; who might be 

refident among them, and at hand to teach and preach to the People, 

and to inform their great Ignorance in true Religion, and to fhew 

them the Superftitions and Errors of Popery, and the many Aberra- 

tions therein from the Holy Scriptures, and the Doétrine of the antient 

Church of Chrift. And this was to be done by encouraging the 

Study of Divinity in the Univerfities: Which was now much laid 

afide, fince they faw partly how Ecclefiaftical Places and Preferments 

were fwallowed up by Laymen, and how the Revenues of the 

Church had. been curtailed and diminifhed; and partly, how not 

the Learned fo much as the Dependents upon the great men, were 
advanced in the Church. ‘Therefore it was thought advifeable to 

revive the Hopes of Students, and to put greater Numbers upon fit- 

ting themfelves by fuitable Learning, to enter into Holy Orders. And 

for this Purpofe, the Queen fent a kind Letter to the High Chan- 

cellor of Cambridge, Sir ¥illiam Cecil; (and the like very pro- 

_bably fhe did to the Chancellor of Oxford too) which he forth- 

Dr. Pere. With fent to his Vice-Chancellor Dr. Perue. The Purport of the 
Queen's Letter was her Care of Leaming, and how fhe ftood efpe- 

cially affected towards thofe that ftudied Divinity; and what fhe 

would have done in that Bufinefs; and the Promife of fome fpecial 

Favours to be granted them: Which was, ‘ That fuch as were well 

* learned in the Knowledge of Divine Things, and fhould be com- 

© mended to Her for fuch by the Univerfity, fhe wou!d from time 
to time take care of, and fee them preferred to Places in the 
© Church, both of Wealth and Honour; and that according to their

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* Merits: And that fhe would allow Honorary Salaries to the acute 4N NO 
© and hopeful Youth, for their Maintenance in their Studies there. 1568. | 
* And that fhe would prefer none but fuch, as either the Bifhops or “~V~ 
© the Univerfity fhould recommend to her by their Teftimonials.’ The 
Benefit hereof was this, ‘That whereas before, it was not Learning fo | 
much made way to Preferment, as Ambition, and folliciting and | : 
waiting upon Noblemen, and depending upon the Intereft of the great : 
Ones of the Court; the Art alone wherein the Univerfity (fkilful in 
all other Arts and Sciences) was ignorant and unacquainted with. 
Whereby it came to pafs, that as any was moft addicted to ftudy, fo 
_he was moft out of the way of Preferment. But now (as the Vice- 
Chancellor wrote to the Chancellor) by this fingular Benefit fo vo- 
luntarily offered by the Queen, there would be no further Caufe for 
Scholars to be follicitous either for Livelihoods or Rewards, when fhe 
had taken all that Care for them upon herfelf. And the Chancellor 
in his Letter had promifed them, that he himfelf would further and 
improve (as occafion ferved) what was now fo well begun. 2 

The Vice-Chancellor anfwered the Chancellor at large, fignifying How joyfully 
the great Joy the Univerfity took at the Royal Letter. For by this, "med ¢y 
the Univerfity came to enjoy that which they never before could hope o ee 
for, orexpeét. And he doubted not, but the Studies of fome quench- | 
ed and difcouraged by the miferable Toffings and frequent Changes. | ' 
of the Times, which the Univerfity had felt, mightnow ealily be erect- f 
ed and inflamed, fince fo great Rewards were propounded. , \ 

The Vice-Chancellor alfo acquainted the Chancellor what he had f 
done upon the Receipt of his Letters, together with the Queen's, ez. 
That he had read them before all the Heads of the Colleges. Who | 
had communicated them to their feveral Houfes. Whereat all con- i 
ceived exceeding Joy, and they openly confeffed, that neither in their, | 
nor their Fathers Memories, any fuch thing happened from the Bene- 
volence of Princes, which might compare with the Profit and Great: 
nefs of this. And now all in the Colleges were like cheerfully to 
betake themfelves to the Study of Divinity. And he took order, 
' that the Heads of every College fhould make choice of fuch as fhould 
ftudy Divinity ; and writing down their Names and Degrees, to fend 
them to him, the Vice-Chancellor; which he accordingly fent to the i 2% | 
Chancellor. He told the Chancellor, that he hoped in a fhort time : { |

there fhould be bred up many Divines; and that many would leave 
the Study of Law and Phyfick, and give themfelves to Divinity. 
And many that ftuck to Philofophy, would not any longer wear out 
themfelves in thofe Speculations, but hatten to Tbéo/ogy. And he afs 
fured the Chancellor, that never was there a greater Number of learn- 
ed Youth there; nor with more Commendation now plyed their , | 
Books: And wanted nothing but Time and Maturity to perfect them 

in Learning. And therefore it was to be wifhed, that they might not | 

be forced (as formerly) to forfake the Univerfity, and break off their 

Studies, either for Want of Maintenance, or being tempted (as many 

were) by fome prefent little Advantage, to depart. Againft which 

Peft of good Learning the Queen's Letters applied an effectual Re- . f 
medy.

fhopricks, ufually granted them Commendams withal, to enable them 
to live in Port agreeable to their Calling.. And-yet fhe granted thofe 
Commendams warily, but for fome Years, ‘as fhewing perhaps that 
fhe favoured not Pfuralities. Thus it was with the Brfhoprick of 
Chefter. Downham the prefent Bifhop, had Commendanis to endure’ 
feven Years for two Benetices, (as his next Succeflor Chaderton held 
the Wardenthip of Mancheffer in Commendam) which were ‘near ex- 
piring this Year. But’ finding he could nof*fabfift without the Con 
tinuance of them in the Month of: November, he applied to, the Se- 
cretary (at whofe Hands he had always found Favour) acquainting 
him, ‘Chat if the Queen were not a good and gracious Lady to him; 
to grant him a longer Term in his Commendam, it would ‘turn to his 
great Hindrance, and Decay for the Maintenance of Hofpitality. 
He befeeched him therefore, forafmuch as he had Nothing elfe for the 
Provifion of his Houfe, to be a Means to her Majefty to renew his 
Commendam for the Term of his Life: And that in fo doing, he

- ~ fhould be able to maintain the like Port that he had hitherto done. 
‘. Otherwife, he fhould of Neceliity be conftrained to abate his Houf- 
.. -hald; which he would he very loth to do. He added, that he had

of the Bifhoprick nothing but bare Rent, and much of it illy paid ; 
and that it was the leaft Revenue that any Man of his Calling had in 
the Realm. ‘That he paid yearly out of the fame, as he was able to 
make a perfect Account, above 500 Marks, fo that there were not 
much more than 500 Marks for him to maintain himfelf and his poor 
Family. That he kept every Day to the number of Forty Perfons 
young and old, befides Comers and Goers; which could not be main- 
tained with any fmaller Portion. ‘That he was no Purchafer of Lands ; 
that he beftowed all in Houfe-keeping ; and that he was glad to make 
even at the Years end: and yet, he thanked God, he was out of Debt. 
This he wrote from his Houfe at Cheffer. This may give us fome 
Account of that Bifhop and Bifhoprick in thofe Times. 

“* This Year, in the Month of 4neuff, put an End to the Life of an 
antient Bifhop, 24z. Barlow, Bithop of Chicheffer, and under King 
Edward Vi. Bifhop of Bath and Wells ; a Confeflor and Exile for 
the true Religion. He had been employed by King Henry VIII. and 
particularly in the great Caufe between that King and the Pope about 
his Divorce. In which he was fo active and diligent, that he gained 
much Favour with the Lady Ane Boley. And the Benefice of Son- 
dridge being void, fhe follicited Archbifhop Cranmer to beftow it on 
him. Who in Compliance with her Requeft prefented him to Ton- 
bridge, by a Miftake of the Writing, or of fome that did the Meflage, 
inftead of Sondridge: Which cauied that great Lady to write ano- 
ther Letter of her own Hand to the Archbifhop, fhewing him the 
Miftake: and that Zoubridge was of her Father's Advoufon, and not 
void, but Sondridge was, and of his Gift. And then begging his 
Grace's Grant of it to the faid Mr. Bar/jow: ‘ And confidering the 
* Pains that he had taken, fhe thought it fhould be very well beftow- 
‘ed. And that in fo doing the fhould think herfelf much bound to his 
* Grace: as likewife for all thofe that had taken pains in the King’s 
© Matter. And that it fhould be her daily Study to imagine all the

© thanking him for his Pains in writing to her: adding, that nexttothe 1568. 

‘ King’s Letter there was nothing that could rejoice her fo much.’ But “7Y\/ 

both for the Letter in behalf’ of this eminent Man, and for the Writer, 

and alfo for the great Archbifhop to whom it was writ, as I thought 

it worthy tranfcribing the whole from the Original, fo I think it worth 

preferving in the Appendix.”

her Profperity, not performing her Duty to God fo much as fhe fhould 

and ought to have done, in the Difcharge of that great Office he had 

intrufted her with; forgetting her God, to whom fhe had made many 

Vows, and being unthankful to him. This may be collected from a 

Prayer compofed for her, when fhe began to amend, by Sir fobz 

Mafon, a.\earned man, Treafurer of her Houfhold ; wherein Petition 

is made to God to heal her Soul, and cure her Mind, as well as her 

Body. This Prayer, I fuppofe, was ufed with the reft at the accufto- 

med Times of Prayer before her. And when fhe was pretty welt 

recovered, another Prayer and Thankfgiving was made to be ufed 

on that Occafion ; which was compofed, I fuppofe, by the fame 

Hand, but with the Correction here and there of Cecil’s Pen. Wymb, 

Both which are very worthy preferving ; and therefore I have put XXXIX.

A Jefuite ta- The extraordinary Craft and Diligence of the Papifts to overthrow 
sanded binge the reformed Religion planted in Eing/and, appeared by a remarkable 
«Puritan.  Inftance that fell out this Year. ‘Their great Project which they drove 
on to effect this; was, to blow up and inflame our Divifions as much 
as they could. And for this Purpofe, fome of the craftieft of them 
fhrouded themfelves under the Cloak of Puritan Minifters. This 
Year one of thefe was difcovered, and taken, named Fhomas Heth, 
Brother to Nicolas, late Archbifhop of York, and Lord Chancellor 
under Queen AJary. He was fent over by the Jefuits, being himfelf 
one of that Order, with Inftru¢tions to pretend himfelf a Preacher of 
the Purer Religion. He had an old Budget full of Erroneous Doétrines 
to diffeminate here, as thofe of Duzid George, Theodorus Sartor, 
‘Fohn Hutz, foreign Anabaptifis, Arians, and Enthufiafis. And 
thefe Dogtrines he was warily to mix with thofe of the Puritans. This 
Man after fix Years preaching up and down the Country, applied — 
himfelf to the Dean of Rocheffer, asa poor Minifter, defiring fome 
Preferment.

A Proclamation was this Year iffued ont for eating Fifh on Fifft- Proclamation 
days; and particularly on Wednefday in every Week; enjoined by Co 
Act of Parliament in the Fifth of the Queen.

But being efteemed a Law 
much tending to the Benefit of the Common-wealth, the Queen by 
Proclamation rine 24. eharged her Subjects to have due Regard! to 
the Ordinanee of that AG for the keeping of thofe Fiih-days, upon 
Pains that might follow.

% Waren thought fit now to give her Letters Patents to Robert Cook Clarenceux, 
wey of Arms. to make a Vifitation, for Survey of Arms in the Laff, Weft and South 
Parts of the Realm. The Reafon whereof the Queen affigned was, 
That due Order might be kept in all Things touching the Offices and 
Duties appertaining to Arms; and for the Reformation of divers 
Abufes growing for want of ordinary Vifitations and Surveys. And 
that the Nobility of the Realm might be preferved in every Degree ; 
and that every Perfon and all Bodies Politick might be better known 
in their Eftate, Degree and Myftery without Confufion. And there- 
fore fhe gave Clarenceux Power to enter into all Churches, Caftles, 
and Houfes, to perufe, take Knowledge and furvey all manner of 
Coats, Cognizances, Crefts, Gc. with the Notes of their Detcents, 
Pedigrees, Marriages; and to enter them into a Regifter or Book of 
Arms, as was prefcribed in the Office and Oath taken by Clarenceuz 
at his Creation and Coronation.

he was an utter Enemy to the Gofpel of Chrift. But he faid, they 

fpent their Wind in vain, that faid fo; and he would that they fhould 

hink, that as they favoured the Gofpel, fo did he. 

That when fuch as Norbrook heard any thing they could not like, rice te fa- 
they ftraightway hawked at their Adverfaries the terrible Name of ‘rel the 
the Hizh Commiffion. But, faid he, if fuch Bufy-bodies were not — 
punifhed, they would mar all. In the mean time they hindred, and 
that very much, the Gofpel, which they would be thought to favour. 

In fine, he trufted to have the Continuance of the Secretaries accu- 
ftomed Goodnefs towards him in the Way of Right. He was threat- . 
ned to lofe whatfoever he had at Brifto/, if his Adverfaries might 
have their Will. Others faid luftily, that he fhould be put from all 
the Living that he had. 'To which he only faid mildly, Frat Volun- 


tas Deming. 

In another Letter, he expreft to the Secretary more particularly, Free-Will and 
what the Caufes were of the wilful Attempts of his Enemies; 72. rages i 
Free-W ill and the Eucharift [holding the Real Prefence.} Not that pinions. 
he had given any Occafion in Pulpits, for them to ftir in thefe Matters, 
more than at the length in his third Sermon at Briffo/, after two Ser- 
mons, or rather Invectives of Dr. Cawfield ; when he faid, he could 
better like the Judgment of Erafmus than that of Luther, in the Con- 
troverfy of Firee-zwr//: and withal, afferting, that he diffented not 
from the Fathers of this Realm in that Article, when it was offered 
him, to be fubfcribed in Latin, [that is, in the Synod I fuppofe,

He obferved to the Secretary, how odly and unrefpeétfully he was some preach 
ufed by fome of his Brg/fo/-Il-Willers ; that at his Return to G/ouce- 4t Gloucefter 
fer, one came thither, as it was thought-for the nonce ; and in his way" 
own Church there brake as it were the Ice; and another followed 
him ; whofe Scope and chief Mark was, to prove, that there was no 
Free-Yi/. But faid the Bifhop, they both, as alfo Norbrook, a 
Preacher at Bri/fo/ before mentioned, and others, might feem not to 
have waded in the old Writers, that confented in the contrary Doétrine : 
and that they followed much, if not too much, the Learned of this 
time ;- not confidering what had been thought and determined in the 
old Time: That my Lord [Bifhop] of Sarifbury, and others, being pis. of s- 
great Learned Men, and well treated in Antiquity, well knew what risbury. 
had been taught of this Matter in the Primitive Church with great 
Confent. Their Judgment he could better like, than the Impugners 
of them in this Time. Upon this, he faid further, that if young and 
hot. Heads fhould be fuffered to fay what they lift in Matters of great 
Weight (as no dotbt certain of them did very rafhly, to the exceed- 
ing Hindranée of the Gofpel) there muft needs enfue a Badylonical ° 
Confufion. Oo | 
_ It was reported to him, that the Earl of Bedford was laboured with Endeavour to 
by Dr. Humfrey and more, to bring thofe and other Matters hefore 77/78 (2 | 
the Queen’s moft Honourable Council. If it were fo, he faid, that before the 
he trufted the Truth would by this Occafion be better known. And 6 
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ANNO that if he were ftrong in Body or in Purfe, (as he was not) it fhould 
1568. bethe firft Deed that he would do, to confer with the Learned in this 
Wy Point of Free-ill. But now being not well able to journey, he 
fhould be very ‘loth to be drawn to London, namely, at fuch men’s 
Suit and Complaint, as his Adverfaries were. And that if he were 
not deceived, their chief Mark that they fhot at, was not Free-]/iM 
and fuch like, but rather No/umus hunc regnare fuper nos; i.e. We 
will not have this man to reign over us. Which, if they fhould bring 
to pafs, they would, he faid, luftily triumph: To which he only faid, 
God {peed them in their well-doing as myfelf. 
what the Bi- And thus we have feen this Bifhop’s open Declaration of his Mind 
fop's Fudg- concerning Free-Will. Now, for the Readers Satisfaction (tho' the 
sbeSacrament. BiHop himfelf hath nothing of it here but the bare Mention) I fhall 
infert fomething of his Opinion concerning the other Article that ren- 
_ dred him fo diftaftful to many, namely that of the Eucharift. For 
which we may have Recourfe to the firft Synod under Queen Mary ; 
when he, with five more of King Edward’s learned Clergy, difpu- 
ted openly there (amongft other Points) againft Tranfubftantiation. 
Which he declared himfelf againft, altho’ he was for a Réal Prefence. 
Pox's Marty- He defired the Convocation patiently to hear him, trufting, he faid, 
apes: that he fhould fo open the Matter, that the Verity fhould appear : 
Protefting furthermore, that he was no obftinate nor ftubborn man, but 
would be conformable to all Reafon: and if by their Learning they 
could anfwer his Reafons, then he would be ruled by them, and fay 
as they faid. For he would, he faid, be no Author of Schifm, nor 
hold any thing contrary to the Holy Mother the Church, which was 
Chrift’s Spoufe. Dr. Weffom the Prolocutor liked this Preamble of 
Cheny’s well, and commended him highly, faying, ‘That he was a 
learned and a fober man, and well exercifed in all good Learning, 
and in the Doctors; and finally, a man meet for his Knowledge to 
difpute that common Place. And bid them hear him. Then Cheny 
defired them that were prefent, to pray two Words with him unto 
God, and to fay, Vincat Veritas ; 4. e. Let Truth have the Vidory. 
And prefently all that were prefent cryed out, Vincat Veritas, Vin- 
cat Veritas. ‘Then he began with Watfon after this fort. You faid, 
that Mr. Haddon was unmeet to difpute, becaufe he granted not the 
natural and real Prefence. But I fay you are much more unmeet to 
anfwer, becaufe you take away the Subftance of the Sacrament. But 
Watfon then told him, that he had fubfcribed to the Real Prefence, 
and fhould not go away from that. And after much Clamour againft 
him, he profecuted Haddon’s Argument in proving that isa was a Sub, 
fiance; and added, that it was a great Herefy to take away the Sub- 
{tance of Bread and Wine after the Confecration. Thefe Words I 
leave with the Reader; whereby we may conclude him not a Papift, 
but a Lutheran rather, in his Opinion of the Eucharift. 
Endeawursto ‘That which I have further to add of this Bifhop is, that his Ene- 
comewe bi #0 mies laboured to remove him. But he had many Friends (as well as 
' Adverfaries) who valued him. And the Bifhep of Chichefter being 
now dead, they laboured much to get him isaac thither. But the 
Archbifhop underftood it, and fignified his Diflike of it to the Secre- 
tary. And the Bifhop himfelf upon thefe hisTroubles, fhewed a Defire 
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to be quite difcharged. But the Archbifhop (who liked him not) ANNO ~ 


told the Secretary, that perhaps he meant another thing, Viz. to ob- 1568. 
tain a Reprimand to his Enemies from the Court. The lait thing I “VY 
have to relate of him, was, that at length abfenting himfelf from a 
Convocation, and not appearing upon Summons of the Archbifhop, he 

was folemnly pronounced Excommunicate by the fame: But foon ab- 

folved, becaufe his Abfence was affirmed by his Chaplain’s Oath, to 

be by reafon of Sicknefs. More hath been faid of him before under 

the Year 1562.

This Perfon deferved this Preferment as for his oe and 
Supply of his Need, fo for fome Reward of his former. Sufferings. 

Who had once felt the Miferies of the Inquiftion at Rome for the pus into the 
Caufe of Religion; as judged an Heretick for his Book of Rhetoric, Iquifition as 
that he had printed fome ten Years before. For tho’ that Science car- ®°™* 
ried his Difcourfes away from the Subject of Religion, yet they found — 

fome ftrokes therein, reflecting (as they interpreted) upon their 
Church. As I conjecture this for one: ‘ Some one talking of the rot. 44. b 
© General Refurre&ion, made a large Matter of our Blefled Lady ; 

‘ praifing her to be fo gentle, fo courteous and fo kind, that it were

“her Son. And again in another Place of thé Book : ‘ One being ral. 6. 

© at Rome hated Harlots, wherein there is by Report fo great Plenty, 

© as there be Stars in the Element.’ But of his travelling to Rome, 

and his being clapt up in the Zxquifition, and his Ufage there, and 

his wonderful Efcape thence, take his own Account of it, two Years 

after, in the Pro/ozue to his Second Edition of his Rhetoric. The 

Sum whereof was, ‘ That two Years paft at his being in Ita/y (Vz. 

© 1558] he was charged in Rome Town, to his great Danger and 

‘ utter Undoing (if God’s Goodnefs had not been the greater) to 

* have written that Book of Rhetoric, and the Logic alfo. For 

© which he was counted an Heretick ; notwithftanding the Abfolution 

“ granted to all the Realm, by Pope Fudge III. for all former Offences, 

© or Praétifing, devifed againft the Holy Mother Church, as they ° 
‘called it. A ftrange Matter, he obferved, that Things done in 
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ANNO‘ England feven Years before [when he firft fet forth that Book ] and 
1568. ‘ the fame univerfally forgiven, fhould always be laid to a Man's 
LLYN © Charge in Keme. But what cannot Malice do ; or what will not 
the Wilful devife, to fatisfy their Minds for the Undoing of others 2 
-—--- Death was prefent, and the Torment at Hand; whereof 
he felt (he faid) fome Smart [perhaps the Wrack.] That the 
Judges marvelled at his Stoutnefs. For he had, as he added, as 
little Fear as ever he had in his Life, when he faw thofe that 
© fought his Death to be fo malicioufly fet, to make fuch poor 
‘ Shifts for his readier Difpatch ; and to burthen him with thofe Back- 
© reckonings. Whereat he took Courage and was bold. 
‘ That the Judges, marvelling at this his. Boldnefs, thought to 
* bring down his great Heart by telling him plainly, that he was in 
‘ further Peril, than whereof he was aware; and fought thereupon to 
© take Advantage of his Words, and to bring him in Danger by all 
* Means poffible. ------- ‘Fhat after long debating with him, they 
willed him at any Hand to fubmit himfelf to the Holy Father, 
and the Devout College of Cardinals: for otherwife there was 
no Remedy.. With that, being fully purpofed not to yield to any 
© Submiffion, as one that little trufted their colourable Deceit, he 
*,was as wary as he could be, not to utter any thing for his own 
© Harm ; for fear he fhould come into their Danger. For either then 
* he muft have died, or elfe have denyed, both openly and fhame- 
* fully the known Truth of Chrift and his Gofpel. And fo in the 
* End, (as he concluded this Relation of his Trouble,) by the Grace 
© of God he was wonderfully delivered. Adding, ‘ that it was 
* by plain Force of the worthy Romans, in an Enterprize heretofore 
* in that Sort never attempted, he being then without Hope of Life, — 
tis wonderful. much lefs of Liberty.’ The Meaning whereof was, the Prifon hap- 
Deliverance. pened to be on Fire, and the poor Prifoners all like to be burnt, 
‘and perifh.. Whereupon the Citizens of Rome by Force broke 
open the Prifon Doors, to let thofe detained there efcape for their 
Lives : and fo }/y/fon with the reft got his Liberty and fled. 
For thus he reflected upon his Deliverance: ‘ My Mind was to 
‘ fhew, how I have'been tryed for this Book’s Sake Tanguam per 
* ggnem. For indeed the,Prifon was on Fire, when I came out of it. 
* And whereas I feared Fire moft, [to be burt as an Heretick] as 
* who doth not fear i; I was delivered by Fire and Sword together. 
* I was: without all Help, and without all Hope, not only of Liber- 
ty; but alfo of Lifes .And God be praifed, and Thanks be given 
to him. only that not. only hath delivered me out of the Lion’s 
Mouth ; but alfo hath:brought E:zg/and, my dear Country, out of 
great Thraldom and foreign Bondage. ‘This was writ Dec. 7. 
1560... This ylfon was afterwards preferred to be Secretary of State

R* the Means of the learned Sir Anthony Cook, and Sir William Cavallerius 
Cecil, was Rodolpbus Cavallerius, or Cavelarius, ot Cavalier, me . rofeffor 
a French Proteftant, (iately, as it feems, fled from his own Country ) ie 
appointed to be Profeflor of the Hebrew Language and Learning in 
the Univerfity of Cambridge. And for that Purpofe, in May, the faid 
Univerfity fent a Meflenger to London, to condu& him down, I find ~~ 
him waiting upon Secretary Ceci/, who was Chancellor of that Uni- | 
verfity, before his going, and. begging his Letters with him, or fud- 
denly to follow him ; ‘ Committing them to the Care of the Bifhop of 
© London his Friend, to convey them fpeedily after him. ‘Thefe Let-

Directions were alfo given for Paf- 
ports to fend thefe idle Perfons Home to their own Countries.

And thefe Orders 
they were to communicate to the Officers of every Corporate ‘Town. 
They were alfo to confer, how the Statutes provided for avoiding 
all unlawful Games, and efpecially of Bowling, and Maintenance 
of Archery, might be fpeedily and roundly executed. And that if 
any of themfelves were guilty hereof, to Ses for good Example 
fake ; and that it would be hard for them who were Juftices, to ob- 
ferve their Oaths, if they fhould commit fuch open hurtful Offences 
themfelves, which ought by them in their Seffions to be enquired of 
and punifhed. They warned,.that by no lewd Praétices of evil 
difpofed, crafty Perfons, paffing by them in the Night, by Pretences 
of Watchwords or the like Devices, any raifing of the People were 
made, as in fome Corners of the Realm had been attempted, but 
ftayed by the wifer Men. That all Tales, News, fpreading of un- 
lawful Books fhould be ftayed, and fharply punifhed. And that 
if any of the Juftices fhould be negligent herein, the reft were re- 
quired to advertife the Queen's Council thereof. This Letter was 
figned by the Lord Keeper and many other great Counfellors, con- 
‘taining thefe and other'the like Matters at large. 

The 21ft of Fume, that is, the Day after the Date of the former 
Letter, the Lords of the Council wrote again to the Lord Lieutenant 
of the North, fignifying that they had fent him the Minutes of a 
Letter written from them by the Queen’s Commandment unto divers 
Shires within the Realm, concerning the fearching for, and punihin 
Vagabonds, Rogues, and other idle and diforderly Perfons. An 
they required his Lordfhip to caufe this Order to be notified by 
his Letters unto thofe Shires, that were within the Compafs of his 
Commiffion, with ftraight Charge to return their Certificates unto him 
of their Doings, that he might (onify the fame to the Council. 

This was a notable Search: For it was fo ordered, that it was 
made throughout the whole Realm, or at leaft the mott fufpicious 
Parts of it, on one and the fame Day. And I find it had this Iffue

Prefence, &c. There feemed to be need long before this, to have 

thofe Sermons anfwered ; for they were in great Vogue among many, 

and had prevented their complying with the Religion eftablifhed, (as 
Crowley writ in: the Entrance of his Book) That he had oftentimes 
Occation to be in place where fuch were as were not yet perfuaded 

that the Popifh Church could err, and boldly uttered their Minds, 
afhrming, ‘Chat the Dodrine which the Proteftants taught was erro- 

neous and falfe, efpecially, concerning the Prefence of Chrift in the 
Sacrament, and the Sacrifice of the Mafs, And he perceived, that 

thefe had been chiefly perfuaded and ftayed by thofe two Sermons of 

Dr. Watfon. Crowley recommended this his Anfwer to both the Uni- 

verfities in a Latin Dedication. There was alfo prefixed an Epiftle 

to Thomas Watfou D.D, the Author of the Sermons; affigning two 
Reafons that moved him to take in hand his Anfwer. One was, for 

the Eftimation he had in the Pope’s Church; which was fuch, , that 
whatfoever was known to be af his Doing, was thought to be fo 
-learnedly done, . that none could be found among them of the prefent 
Church of England able to anfwer any Part thereof. ‘The other was, 
Watfon’s fubtil handling of the Matters he treated of; which might 

eafily deceive the fimple Readers, and aftonifh the Learned that had 

not feen and weighed the Places that he alledged for his Purpofe. , 

The Subtilty whereof he had laid open, _ 

To thefe Books I fhall add one or two more that came forth alfo Hemingius’s 
this Year, 1569. One was 4 Poftil, or an Expofition of the Gofpels Pelt! tranks- 
that are ufually read in the Churches of God upon Sundays and forse. 
Feaft-days of Saints. Written by Nicolas Heming, a Dane, and 
Preacher of the Gofpel in the Univerfity of Hafuie. It was tranflated 
into Einglifb by Arthur Golding, a great Tranflator in thefe Times. 

Thefe Poftils, which were practical Sermons upon the Epiftles and ‘he uf of 
Sng or other Portions of Scripture, were now of very good ufe, 7“ 
or the help of the unlearned Clergy in the Countries about; who 
{killed not to compofe difcreet and profitable Difcourfes to be preach- 
ed to their People for their Edification. But by making ufe of {uch 
Poftils or other Homilies in their Churches, ( whereof feveral were 

now printed) the People might receive Inftruétion in true Religion, 

and have their great Ignorance in fpiritual Things, and their old fu- 
perftitious Traditions fucked in from their Fathers, redreffed and in- 
formed.. And that. this was the good End in publifhing this Book, 

the '[ranflator fignified in his Epiltle Dedicatory to Sir Valter Mild- 
may, Chancellor of the Exchequer, ofz. That the twa Stationers 
‘Lucas. Harrifon and George Bifbop, well-minded towards Godlinefs 

and true Religion, took upon them to imprint this Work at their own 
proper Charges; and requefted the Tranflator to put it in Englifh. 
‘Which he fhewed himfelf the willinger to do; for that he hoped it 
might be a Furtherance and Help to the fimple and unlearned fort of 
Vor. |, Eeee the 
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ANNO the Minifters in England. Whofe Knowledge he wifhed to God 
1569. were as great as their Number. 

For the Fame of the Man as well as the Subje&t of the Book, we 
toler mutt not omit the Mention of a Difcourfe that had laid by many 
Juftifiction. Years, but fet forth in print this Year at Dovain in Quarto. It was 

a Treatife of Fuffification, found among the Writings of Cardinal 
Pole, remaining in the Cultody of Henry Pynning, Chamberlain and 
general Receiver of the faid Cardinal, late deceafed in Lovain. 
Alfo, certain Tranflations touching the faid Matter of Juftification. 
In the Preface the Noble Author faith, he followeth St. Aupuftin. 
And it is fo writ, as tho’ he intended to publifh it himfelf; for he 
makes a Preface to the Reader. 
And the Hife- | Now alfo came forth the Hiftory of the wie § Inquifition, intituled, 
eh brags ADifcovery and plain Declaration of fundry hubtil Prattices of 
ee” the Holy Inquifition of Spain. Set forth in Latin by Reginald Gon- 
‘ faloo Montanus: Tranflated by Vincent Skinner, a Gentleman of 
Lincoln’s Inn, and Secretary to Sir William Cecil (if I miftake not. ) 
This was a Second Edition, (the Firft being printed but the Year be- 
fore) which he dedicated to Afatthew Archbifhop of Canterbury. 
In this Edition, at the latter end were fome Additions. As I. A Re- 
gifter of fuch Perfons as were burnt in Sevz/ in the Years 1559, which 
were 18. and 1560, which were 14; and the Bones and Pictures of 
two more deceafed, all in one Fire. And 1563, were 6 more bumt’ 
in one Fire. II. A Regifter of fuch as were executed and burned ; 
or otherwife punifhed by Imprifonment and Confifcation of their 
Goods in Valledolid, Anno 1559. of the former fort were 23 ; of the 
-latter 53. The Defign of the Publifther was, to give the People of 
England Warning of the Papifts, that as they would be free of moft 
barbarous Ufages and inhuman Cruelties (which this Hiftory in part 
let them fee were exercifed, where the People were under the Roman 
Yoke) fo they all fhould unanimoufly fet themfelves to keep them 
and their Religion out of our Quarters. And that at this Time efpe- 
cially, when there were great Apprehenfions of them. He fhewed 
in his Preface, how near us they were come with their Inquifition ; it 
being now lately brought into the Low-Countries with Fire and 
Sword. ‘ Where was alfo the fudden Imprifonment of honeft Men 
* without Procefs of Law; where was now the pitiful wandring in 
* Exile and Poverty of Perfonages fome time rich and wealthy, the 
© Wives hanging on their Hufbands Shoulders, and the poor banifhed 
* Infants on the Mothers Breafts; the monftrous racking of Men with- 
* out order of Law ; the villainous and fhamelefs tormenting of Wo- 
© men naked, beyond all Humanity ; their miferable Deaths without 
* Pity or Mercy; the moft reproachful Triumphing of the Popith Sy- 
* nagogue over Chriftians, as over Painims and Ethnicks; the con- 
* queritig of Subjects as tho they were Enemies; the unfatiable fpoiling 
* of Mens Goods to fill the Side-paunches of ambitious idle Shavelings ; 
© the flender Quarrels picked again{t Kingdoms and Nations. And then. 
he fuggefted, how the Perfons that thus fuffered were our Neighbours 
by their Habitation and dwelling Place; our Acquaintance by Inter- 
courfe, our Friends by long Acquaintance ; of the fame Houfhold of

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Faith, and our very Brethren in Chrift. And that we alfo had caufe 4NNO 
to fear what might follow upon us. That if we thought ourfelves fure 1569. 
and the Storm pafled, we fhould foolifhly and dangeroufly abufe our- “YNY 
felves. For who was fo ignorant (as he proceeded) of the State of 

thefe ‘Times, that Knew not, or had not heard tell of the Holy Com- 

plot and Confpiracy agreed on by the Pope and his Champions for the 
Execution of the Council of Zrent, and the general eftablifhing™ of 

this Inquifition. And that we never knew what Perfecution meant, in 
comparifon to-that meant and threatned now. And therefore in fine, 

he exhorted the Eg/i/h Nation to pray for the Deliverance of our 
Neighbours, and to turn from us the fame juftly deferved Plague: And 

to be ftrong in Faith, and couragious in Deed, to repel thefe common 

Enemies from our Country, whenfoever they fhould offer what they 

had fo long determined. 

And now we are travelled thus far'in this Queen's Reign, and en- A view of the 
tred even into the 11th Year of it, we may paufe a while, and look Pefent happy 
back upon the State of the Kingdom: and make fome Comparifon etl :

HUS far of the Queen's profperous Reign had fhe peaceably 
managed and brought to pafs her great and good Defigns, in 
‘cafting off the Pope's pretended Power over her and her Kingdom, 
and fettling a Religion well purged and reformed from Popery in her 
Church. But now this Year the Clouds begin to gather over her 
Head, and her Peace feemeth to be much threatned by Popifh Combi- 
nations. Which, however, was not fo furprizing, but her Counfellors 
were well aware of it. They both faw the Kingdom’s prefent Danger, 
and were providing Remedies againft it. I have feen a Memorial of 
that careful and wife Statefman Sir /tl/iam Ceci/; drawn up under 
two Titles, Viz.

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“ I know not well what to make of it, but I muft interpofe here 
fomething which this Summer happened from a private Portugueze 
Gentleman, and Merchant, as it feems ; who pretended zealouily to 
offer his Service to the Queen, to make up the Breach between her 
and Spain her Enemy, as being well known to both: Whether he 
was fecretly employed to amufe her, and render her the more fecure 


at this Jundture, when fo much Mifchief was contriving againft her, 


I know not. He gave out, that he came Poft from Portugal to 
Antwerp, and from thence to Calais. Where he met with one //7ght 
a Merchant of London, who being a Man to whom he found he might 
entruft this Secret, he difclofed it to him, and withal, gave him a 
Letter to the Secretary, dated from Calais, Fuly the 14th 1569. 
Wherein he gave this Relation of himfelf and of his Offer: That at 
Antwerp he heard particularly the Troubles and Unquietnefs that 
were in the Countries of Flanders, and in the Realm of England, 
the which had been fo long time paft in League and Friendship to- 
gether. That he confidered and faw, that this was rather.the Work 
of the Devil, than the Service of God ; and therefore he determined 
with God’s Help, and for his Service and the Princes, to offer his 
Perfon and all his Ability, being moved hereunto by no other Perfon 
of any Degree, but his own proper Mind and Will ; fince he was as 
good an Fingli/fb man as he was a Portugueze, and efteemed the one 
Realm his natural Country as well as the other. In Confideration 
whereof, he departed from Antwerp and was come to Calais: From 


‘thence to give Knowledge hereof to the Queen’s Majefty.and to him, 


the Secretary. And as the Thing that God ordaineth he giveth good

And for a Remembrance in this behalf, he alfo gave this Merchant 

a Paper with thefe Words written in it :

' rived by chance at Calais in one Lodging, upon the 20th of Fuse 
laft paft ; and. upon.Communication between them of fundry Mat- 
ters, the faid Anthony Fogaffa faid, It grieved him not a little to fee 
the Lack that England, Spain and Portugal had, in not haying 
prefently the like Conference and Traffick as they have had commonly 
ever heretofore ; the which cannot be but to the much Differvice of 
God, to the Deftruétion of the Countries and their Subjects: And 
whereas the-like Difcord and Variance about 34 Years paft chanced

Lord Treafurer by Sir George Bowes, or lefs according to Camden, org 
the Queen commanded the Earl of Suffex, her Lieutenant General ia dd 
and Lord Pretident of her Council in the North, to proclaim the two "aitors. _ 
Earls of Weftmorland and Northumberland Traitors, and all that ad- ©"! "™” 
hered to them. And to prevent others from joining with them, and 
to fhew all the World what fort of Men the two Earls were that 
headed the Rebels, fhe fet forth at large a Declaration concerning 
their Treafons. ‘ That fhe was about the latter End of the Summer Te Qve7’s

But fhortly after, he fent for the two Earls, with’ 

whom he conferred of thofe Rumours. Who then falfely diffem- 

bling, protefted themfelves free from all fuch Occafions, Offer- 

ing to fpend their Lives againft any that fhould break the 

Peace. The Lord Prefident of the North upon their Oaths fo 

much trufted them, that he gave them leave to depart, and Power 

to examine the Caufes of thefe Bruits: But the fears of their Trea- 

fons, however covered, were fo great, that they newly burft out 

in more Flames. 3 ) 
‘Whereupon, the Queen, being loth to enter. into any Diftruft 
of her-Nobility, that the Earls might be cleared from Slander, 
and the good. People that lived in fear of Spoil, be quieted, 
commanded: the Lord Prefident to require the two Earls in her 
Name to repair unto her: Who accordingly fent his Letters to 
them, to come to him to confult upon Matters appertaining to that 
Council. Whereunto they made dilatory Anfwers. And when he 
once again earneftly required them to come, they flatly denied. 
‘Then the Queen fent her own private Letters of Commandment 
to them to repair to her Prefence. . All which notwithftanding 
they refufed to come. But before the Delivery of the Queen's 
-Letters, they had got as confiderable Numbers with them as 
they could, which were not many. For the honefter fort did 
refufe to aflociate with them. And fo they entered into an open 
and aétual Rebellion, Arming and Fortifying themfelves in all 
warlike manner. They invaded Houfes and Churches, Publith- 
ed Proclamations in their own Names, to move the Queen’s Sub- 
jects to take their Parts; as meaning of their own Authority to 
fubvert I.aws,.threatning the People, That if they could not at- 
cchieve their Purpofes, then Strangers would enter the Realm to 
finifh the fame. Yet they declared, that they meant no Hurt to

* But as to the Reformation of any great Matters, they were as 
ill chofen two Perfons, if their Qualities were confidered, to have 
Credit, as could be in the whole Realm. For they were both in 
Poverty ; one having but a very fmall Portion of that which his 
Anceftors had left; and the other having wafted almoft his whole 
Patrimony. The Queen therefore faw in what fort they went about 
to fatisfy their private Lack and Ambition, through the Perfuafion 
of the Number of defperate Perfons, affociated as Parafites with 
them. And fhe thought good, that all her Loving Subjects fhould 
underftand, how the faid Earls, contrary to the natural Property of 
Nobility, which was inftituted to defend the Prince, being the 
Head, and to preferve Peace, had moft openly and treacheroufly 
entred into the firft Rebellion, and Breach of the publick bleffed.

- © And laftly, fhe charged all her good Subje&ts, to employ their 
whole Power to the Prefervation of common Peace, and fpeedily to 
apprehend and fupprefs all manner of Perfons, that fhould by Deed 
or Word fhew themfelves favourable to this Rebellious Enterprize 
of the faid Earls and their Affociates: And declared them to be 
© Rebels and Traitors; and fo be taken and ufed to all Purpofes : 
© Not doubting but this Admonition and Knowledge given fhould 
€ fuffice for all good Subjects to retain themfelves in their Duties, and 
© to be void from all Seducing by the forefaid Rebels.’ This Pro- 
clamation was given at the Cattle of Windfor, November the 24th. 
Four Days after, 2#z. November 28. the Earl of Suffex haftened 
abroad his Proclamation, fubfcribed with his own Name at bottom, 
declaring the Falfehood and vain Delufions, whereby the Earls of 
Northumberland and Weftmorland and their Confederates, did abufe 
the Queen's Subjeéts to maintain their Rebellious Enterprizes, as the 
Title ran. And thefe Abufes and Delufions were, That they com- 
manded the Queen’s Subjeéts in her Highnefs’s Name to repair to them 
in Warlike manner, for the Defence and Surety of her Perfon, when

-their Intent was indeed to maintain their own Treafons, and thereby 


to put in Peril her moft Royal Majefty. That they affirmed their 
Doings to be with the Advice and Confent of the Nobility, who in- 
deed were wholly bent to fpend their Lives in dutiful Obedience againft 
them and all other Traitors. That they pretended for Confcience 
fake to feek to Reform Religion, where indeed it was manifeftly 
known, many of them never had Care of Confcience, or ever refpect- 
ed any Religion, but continued a diffolute Life, until at this prefent 
they were driven to pretend a Popith Holinefs, to put fome falfe Co- 
lour upon their manifeft Treafons. That they declared that they were 
driven to take this Matter in hand, leaft other foreign Princes might

“© But no fooner was the Rebellion of thefe Earls quelled, but 4NN@O 
Leonard, a younger Son of the L. Dacres of the North, began a- 1569 
nother in thofe Parts next Scotland: Intending by the Help of 
thofe {cattered Rebels, and his own Forces, to effect -his Purpofe ; j77° fa 
which was (whatever he pretended more plaufibly to deliver the Leonard Da- 
Scotch Queen) to get Poflellion of the Lands and Revenues of his‘S* 
Father and elder Brother, Lords Dacres deceafed. But after a Bat- 
tle with the Lord Hunfdon, Governor of Berwick, he was alfo 
defeated, and fled ; as our Hiftorians relate. Soon after a Pardon 
from the Queen was fent down to thofe Rebels, as being impofed 
upon by that deceitful Rebel, as fhe gracioufly interpreted it. Which 
Pardon is but juft named in our Hiftorian Camden, nor exemplifyed 
either in Stow or Hollingfbed. I have met with it; and find it fo 
large and expreffive, that thereby that Part of Hiftory may be conti- 
derably illuftrated. And therefore I shall here annex it.

committed this ‘Treafon ; and there to joyn with her Warden in 
Service again{ft the Rebels. According whereunto he departed in 
all great Hafte : And as hath been fince difcovered to her Majefty, 
did then immediately in his Journey, coming near her Rebels, re- 
new the fore Confpiracies, by fecret comforting the faid Rebels, 
with Promifes of Aid of Men and Money : Ufing for. more Cre- 
dit the Names of Princes Ambaffadors. And after that confpired - 
with them by Letters and Meflengers, under Colour of gathering 
of Force for Service of her Majefty, to have traiteroufly deftroyed 
the Lord Scroope in the Field ; and to have taken the City, and 
Caftle of Carlifle: And there to have murthered the Bifhop, 
And not being able to compafs the fame, as he defired, feeing the 
two Earls forced to flee the Realm, he fent Meflages and Letters

jefty’s Subjects with firing of Beacons: And in the Lid, finding WV 
his Power increafe, with a great Number of Scots, did enter 

into the plain Field againft the Queen’s Majefty’s Power under 

the Conduct of the Lord Hynfdon. Which when he would 

have vanquifhed (as he certainly accounted that he might by 

reafon of his great Numbers) he was forced like. a Traitor to 

flee ; and all his own Power vanquifhed by the Juftice of Al- 

mighty God; aifting her Majeftys Wardens of her Eaft and 

Middie Marches: being in Number far inferior ; but in the 
Goodnefs of the Caufe far fuperior: And of them through God’s 
Goodnefs very few Hurt.’ ” |

cafion  ** after, ‘That in the Rebellion was directed To the Queen's poor decei- 
E Biblioch wed Subjetts of the North Country, drawn into Rebellion by the 
Joh. D- Ep  Figr/s of Northumberland and Weftmorland. ‘That after the Rebel- 
a lion was intituled, 4 Wariding againft the dangerous Prattices of 
Papifts, aud efpecially the Partners of the late Rebellion; Gathered 
out of the common Fear and Speech of good Suljetts. It is worth 
giving fome brief Account of thefe Tracts (which tho’ once printed, yet 
by this time are as rare as MSS.) which difcover fo much the State of 
thofe Times, and the Grounds thofe Rebels went upon. 
Contents ofthe ‘The former T'reatife (which by the Stile, Strength and Spirit of it 
former Tra. feems to be compofed by the Head and Pen of Sir Thomas Smith) be- 
an thus, addreffing to the Rebels, ‘ Albeit I know not by what Name 
to call you, fince you have loft the jufté Name of Englifomen, by 
© difturbing the Common Peace of England, with cruel Invafions and 
€ Spoils, like Enemies; and the Queen’s Subjects you cannot well be 
named, having thrown away your due Submiflion and Obedience : 
And yet her Subjects ftill muft you be; and cannot enjoy the Name 
of Lawful Enemies, being under her Highnefs's Authority of Corre- 
tion, not to be ranfomed ; nor by the Courtefy of Martial Law to 
be dealt with, as juft Enemies; but to be executed as Traitors and

Few Women ftorm againft the Marriage of 
Priefts, calling it unlawful, and incenfing Men againft it, but fuch as 
have been Priefts Harlots, or fain would be. Content your Wives 
yourfelves, and let Priefts have their own. 

‘ And for whole [¢#. ¢. found] Religion, receive it as God hath 
taught it. Read his Word ; and forthe Delivery and Explication 
of it, it behoveth you, being no better Clerks than you are, to cre- 
dit the whole Parliament,. the Learned Clergy of the Realm, and 
thofe that teach you by the Book of God ; and learn it in fuch fort 
and Place, as it is to be taught. Your Camp is no good School of 
Divinity. Your Churches as they were reformed, the Word of God 
read in fuch Tongue as you underftand it ; the Sacraments mini-

* Know, of thofe that complain of the Overthrowing of that Re- 
ligion that liketh them, if ever they fought good Means to defend 
it, and were denyed ; if ever they offered Conference, where it 
was meet, and were rcfufed ; if ever they maintained it, in Place 
convenient, by the Word of God, and were not fully, truly and 
charitably anfwered. ‘Think you her Majefty, and the Wifeft of 
the Realm have no Care of their own Souls, that have Charge both 
of their own and yours? ‘Think you, they would have entered into 
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the Troubles of changing Religion, unlefs very true Confcience, 
and Zeal for all our fouls had enforced them 2 God wot, you are 
deceived ; you are out of the Way for true underftanding of Reli- 
gio; you are out of the Way for true feeking it. And you are 
very far out of the Way, in thinking that your Captains have any 
Care of it. ‘They abufe you in this Zeal. In the reft, they regard 
no Religion, that go fo irreligioufly to work: All is but Shews and 
Hypocrify. They have frequented the Service eftablifhed by com- 
mon Authority: They have received God's Communion with his 
Church: They have confeffed it. Which if they had had the con- 
trary Religion to Heart, they would not, nor might have done ; 
unlefs they would confefs themfelves fuch as bw ought ‘not to be- 
lieve. But the Truth is, they knew, that for want of fufficient 
Preaching, and efpecially for want of Grace to receive the Truth of 
God preached ; and partly alfo, for that long fettled Error even in 
Mea otherwife good and honeft, that muft have their time of In- 
firuction and Perfuafion ; by thefe Means, I fay, there be many yet 
within the Realm, not well taught ; the Multitude of which fimple 
Men they hoped by this Colour to draw to the Fellowthip of their 
Rebellion ; and that Way to have more help to fhield themfelves 
from the Power of Juftice, Ge. 
Afterwards he proceeded to fhew them the Charaders of their 
Heads. What be your Leaders ? Your two Earls you know well are 
even of the mcaneft of all the Nobility in Haviour, Credit and Power, 
to conduct you thro’ fo great and dangerous an Enterprize. _ 

The one you fee hardly beareth the Countenance of his Eftate with 
the fmall Portion of that which his Anceftors fome time had. His 
daily Sales and Shifts for Neceflity, (even then when he had lefs 
Charge than to maintain an Army,) both in Suffex and eifewhere, 
are well known. Such Power as he hath had and ufed in thofe Parts 
about you, is to be afcribed to her Majefty’s Authority, under whom 
he ferved ; which now is bent againft him. Otherwife, neither is his 
Policy great to rule or redrefs a Realm; nor yet to efpy the true 
Faults; much lefs the Remedy: An unfit Judge of Religion, anda 
very ill-chofen Chaftifer of difordered Life. | 

The other, of no Credit, no Wifdom nor Governance, no Ability, 
no Vertue. Who knoweth not the Enormities of his Life, the In- 
difcretion of ruling his own, the great Lacks of Debts wherein he is, 
by his own fault endangered; the Eftimation of him, as of a contemn- 
ed Man, none otherwife regarded, than for the Namefake of Honour, 
and fome Probability that he might perhaps leave a better Son to 
amend the Eftate of his Houfe. Tho’ his Father were touched with 
many great Faults, much noted in the World, (fome whereof this 
Gentleman hath, as by Inheritance, received) yet never did he fo 
hurtful a Deed, either to the Commonwealth, or to his own Name, 
and Family, as when he begot fo Ungracious a Son: Even he, that 
never governed well himfelf, nor any thing that he had; whom no 
wife man, nor I think any of you, as mad as you he, would private- 
ly traft with ordering of a mean Houfhold ; now muft take in publick 
Charge the Power of a Shire or two, yea, of all the Realm, if the 


Reft would adventure as madly as you. For the Caufe of Religion, 
did 
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1569. feience at all, till now he maketh an Apith Counterfeiting of feigned 
ASV  Popith Devotion.

Thus fully doth this Tra& begin to lay abroad before the Peoples 
Eyes the ample Blefflings of Q. E/izabeth'’s Reign: and how many 
degrees it {urmounted the former under her Popifh Sifter Mary. The 
Difcourfe goeth on with the fame Life and Quicknefs, fhewing the 
Mifchiefs of Popery, the Treachery of Papifts, and many Hiftorical 
and Political Obfetvations: And feemeth to be writ by the former 
Author; unlefs perhaps it be the Pen and Stroke of Secretary Cecé?;

Let them remember 

the keeping of Edictts and the Word of a King in other Places [mean- 

ing the French King’s ‘Truces with the Prince of Conde and the Hu- 
gouots, broken as foon as made,] by means of Perfons fomewhat al- 

lied, [#.e. the @ué/es, Fatal Enemies to the Proteftants.] Let them 
remember that themfelves fhall not dare to challenge fuch Promifes, 

no more than the Crane his Reward for pulling the Bone out of the 

Wolf’s Throat. Let them remember that they fhall have to do with

‘The faid High Sheriff's Account fent up to the Council was, 6 That information 
all the Juftices of Effex had fubfcribed, according to a Direction ™# of Effex. 
given forth in all Parts of the County, to come to Chelmsford. 

And when all appeared not at firft, afterwards the reft did, faving 

fuch as either by good Report were known to be fick, or elie 

were attendant at the Court ; who were to the Number of Eleven, 

belides the Bailiffs and Juftices of the Town of Malden. Never- 

thelefs, they that were at the firft and fecond Meeting, as alfo all 

the other, which were not in State to be at either of them, had in 

fine, in the Prefence of four, three or two Juftices, that were at the 

two firft Meetings, willingly and dutifully fubfcribed to the Inftru- 

ment, faving Thomas Powle, Efq; who was ftill at his Houfe at 

© Loudon, or Attendant at Court.’ So generally well affected to Re- 

ligion, it feems, was our County of E/fex about this time ; being in- 
fluenced no doubt by Sir Anth. Cook, Sir Tho. Smith, Sir Tho. Meld- 

may, eminent Courtiers, and fome others living in the County. 

Now as for the Gentlemen of the Inns of Court, as many of them centlemen of 
were juftly fufpected, fo feveral of them were brought before the * ‘#5 of 
Ecclefiaftical Commiffioners, and examined upon three Points : Firft, jaa 
for their coming to Service ; Secondly, for their receiving the Com- 
munion: And ‘Thirdly, for their hearing of Mafs ; which had been 
privately faid at the Temple. How guilty they were may be 

guciled by the fhifting Anfwer fome of them made to the firft Enquiry ;

‘Thefe were men of more Zeal 
than Knowledge: Who afterwards throughout the Queen's Reign 
were the Canfes of great Differences and Difcords among the Queen's 
Proteftant Subjects ; and at length of Separation and Withdrawing 
in many Places from the publick Worthip ; and fetting up new Difci- 
plines and Prefbyteries among themfelves. ‘Thefe were thofe they 
called Puritans. They fet out many Books of their Difcipline ; the 
chief of their Writers was Thomas Cartwright, who was fully and 
learnedly anfwered, and our Church,. as it ftood, vindicated by Dr. 
Whitgift. But to go back again to this prefent Year: One of the 
firft of whom I have been fpeaking of, thinking to take fome Advan- 
tage of the Queen’s pious Inclinations, now writ an earneft Letter to 
the Secretary, to ufe his Intereft for fuch a new Reformation as be- 
fore was fpoken of. His Name was Chriffopher Fofter alias Colman, 
intending well, but of little Learning ; for he fcarce wrote true Eing- 
lifb. his Letter being one of the firft Writings of this fort I meet 
with, I think it not amifs to infert the Tenor thereof. |

‘ Right Honourable, after moft humble and lowly wife my Duty 
confidered: Upon certain Occafions offered of late which I heard, 
that the Queen’s Majefty and the Honourable Council is well bent 
to have a good Reformation, according to God's Word, which 
will be no fmall. Comfort to many a Thoufand good and godly 
Hearts ; which will bring no:fmall Peace and Quietnefs to the 
Church, Love and Unity among Brethren, which long hath been 
at varying, for the Mifs thereof ; and becaufe men’s Inventions have 
not been fubje& to God’s Word. si _ 

‘Right Honourable, I write in Zeal, and Love hath compelled 
me out of a {imple Heart ; praying your Honour, that ye will not 
be-offended with nothing ; befeeching God to make your Honour 
zealous in promoting hereafter. The godly Prophets have been 
many times ignorant’of God's Will, and have done things of their 
own Affection. As when Dacid afked Nathan of the Building of 
the Temple, the Prophet. knowing that he was a godly King, and 
that God did profper him in many things, bad him do what his 
Heart thought good, yet after forbad him. Again, Samael would 
have anoiated the eldeft. Son of Saf [furely he meant Feffe.] 
Even fo the Prophet told Azechias, that he fhould die. Yet after- 
wards he came again, and told him that he fhould live.

to be publickly fet up in London againft the Queen ; which was 

daringly done by one Fe/ton, upon the Bifhop of London's Palace 

Gates. In which Bull the Pope deprived her of all Title to her 

Kingdoms, 
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Kingdoms, and abfolved her Subjects from their Oath of Allegiance, 4N NO 
.and charged them not to obey her upon pain of his Curfe and Ex- 1570. 
communication. ‘This Year a new Rebellion was ready to break “YN 
out in Norfo/k, had it not been timely difcovered and prevented. 

For which feveral loft their Lives. And the Papifts this Year were 

full of confident Expectation of their Golden day, as they termed it. 

And divers Wizzards predicted ftrange things in their behalf. And in 

the Conclufion of this Twelfth Year of the Queen, when thefe threat- 

ning Dangers were blown over, and the Queen and the Realm ftill 

fafe, it was thought convenient, that there fhould be a publick 
Thankfgiving celebrated, and Sermons in Churches, Ringing of Bells, 

Tilting, with all the extraordinary Signs of Joy and Triumph. This . 

was done on the 17th Day of November, being the Day of her En- rhe 17¢b of 
trance on her Kingdom. And from this Twelfth Year of the Queen, jovember, 
the Natjon began ycarly to keep that fame day with Solemnity, during fyrh celebra- 
her long Reign. And which was continued indeed long after, even ted yearly. 
to our times, and was called by fome, the Birth-Day of the Gefpel. 

But to take up Particulars as we go. ‘The Queen, while ‘Lhings Pullingeran- 
thus threatned round about her, ftood upon her own guard as well seni the 
as fhe could. As for the Pope’s Bull, that received a compleat and Susie 
learned Anfwer by the wife and grave Divine Heury Bullinzer, 
chicf Minifter of Zurich; wherein he undertook the Defence of the 
Orthodox Queen and the whole Realm. Which, when he had f- 
nifhed it, he fent into England. Cox, Bifhop of Evy, hereupon Cox's Letter 
wrote him a Letter: Therein he attributed this his Confutation of the ' # #ere- 
Bull to his Love to Exgland, Abhorrence of the Thing itfelf, and “”” 
his moft ardent Zeal for ‘Truth. He told him, that the Queen fhould 
know his good Will to her and her Kingdom, and that he would 
take care that She, who well underftood both Latin and Greek, 
fhould take a pleafant Tafte of his Book ; and that he would procure 
it to be Printed. ‘Thus amicably and gratefully did this Letter of. 

Bifhop Cox to Bullinger on this Occafion run. This Letter will be 
found in the Secofid Appendix, as it was tranfcribed from the Origi- —_H. 
nal in the Library at Zurich. 

It was thought fit indeed by the Bifhops that it fhould be feen’ by Confuttation 
the Queen before they proceeded to publifh it. For it was doubted 4! print- 
(fuch was the Difpofition of fome 4 the Court at this time) whether °* 
it would be allowed to go abroad. And fo Archbifhop Grindal 
confulted with the other Archbifhop of Canterbury in a Letter from 
Cawood, Auguft 28.1571. fignifying to him, that he ftood in doubt, 
whether the Queen and her Council would be contented that this Book 
of Buélinger’s were publifhed in Latin or Englifh, or both. Be- 
caufe poflibly they would not have the Multitude to know that any 
fuch Vile, railing Bull ‘had paft from that See: And fo afked his 
Opinion about it. But upon Deliberation, the printing of it was per- - 
mitted. For there would be Copies enough of the Bull difperfed to 
make it known; and therefore it was needful to have an Anfwer dif- 
perfed alfo in the Queen's Vindication. Which came forth in the 
Year 1571. that is, after it had lain near a Year in Exgland. 

This Bull of Pius V. fome of the Bifhops, BuMinger’s former vindicates the 
Acquaintance, when they were Exiles, had fent him, and put him Qe, and

In this Confutation, 
after the Learned Man had in feveral Chapters confuted the Pretences 
of the Pope to his extravagant Jurifdiction and Plenary Power of Uni- 
verfal Bifhop, vainly difplayed in the faid Bull, he came more par- 
ticularly to defend the Queen and the Kingdom of England from 
the Slanders, Falfhoods and unworthy Imputations ca{t upon both. 
As, that fhe was not monffroufly called (as the Bull expreft it) Ibe 
Supreme Head of the Church of England: And that the Queen, and 
likewife every Civil Magiftrate did not monffrou/ly decree concerning 


’ Caufes of the Church ; ‘nor monftrouf]y took or managed the Care of 


Fcclefiaftical Affairs, depofed bad Bifhops, and fubftituted better. 
And that fhe chofe not to have the Opinions of Men followed by 
herfelf and her Kingdom; but the pure Word of God, heretofore 
received by King Edward VI. Nor that fhe had appointed impious 
Rites and Inftitutions, as the faid Bull charged her. But that, as 
the Reformation of the Chureh of Exgland was effected according 
to the Rule and Prefcription of the holy Scriptures, by the Pains 
and Piety of Blefled King Edward, (which for a little while was 
abolifhed by Queen Mary,) fo Queen Eijzabeth tully reftored it again. 


_ And, that fhe therefore received, and delivered to her Subje@s no- 


thing elfe to obferve, than what her Brother of Holy Memory be-. 
fore, had pioufly and prudently out of the Word of God judged fit 
to be received and believed, and fo to be delivered to his People. 
For that King, having called together to London all the Chief No- 
bility,‘ Bifhops and Dodctors out of the whole Kingdom, admitting 
alfo among them very eminent Doctors of other Nations, being the 
Servants of God, commanded. that they fhould fhew him out of the 
holy Scriptures, what he and his Kingdom, in fo great a Diverfity 
of Opinions, fhould follow. And that they, faithfully difcharging 
the Truft committed to them by the King, drew up and framed 
certain Heads [or Articles] at that time unanimoufly, out of the 
Word of God. Which the King both received, and without Delay 
fet forth, under this Title, Articuli de quibus, &c. i.e. Articles, 
concerning which, in a Synod held at London, Anno 1552. for the 
taking away Difference of Opinions, and eftablifbing Confent of true 
Religion, tt was agreed between the Bifbops and other learned Men: 
Publilbed by the Kings Authority. Whence it was moft manifeft, 
that all: thofe Things were falfe and feigned, which the Lying Bull 
declared of impious Myfleries, odioufly inferting the Name of Calvin 
. [namely, 
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(namely, that they were entertained by the Queen according to his 4N NO 
Prefcript ] received by the Queen, and enjoyned upon her Kingdom. . -1570. 


. Nor did fhe propound Heretical Books, nor obtrudéd them upon all U7 VY 


her People. ®For ihe propounded no Books but thofe which the King 
her Brother had commanded to be fet before the People; the chief of 
which was the Sacred Volume of the Bible. But if the Bull meant 
the Book of Publick Prayers and Ceremonies of the Church of Exg- 
Jand ; it ought to have been fhewn what Herefies were contairied in 


it. That the Synod of London mentioned before, made honourable 


mention of it. Nor would there be wanting Men to anfwer. the 
Charge of any Herefies that might be pointed out in that Book, if the 
Bull indeed fpake of it. | 

That whereas the Bull further charged the Queen to have caft the 
Catholick Bifhops and other Rectors of Churches out of their Bifhop- 
ricks and Livings ; and thruft them into Prifons, where many of them 
ended their Lives in Sorrow; Bud/inger in Reply, mentioned, how 
cruel they had been, while they were in Power againft the Confeffors 
of Chrift; and how obftinately they adhered to Idolatry, and the 
Idol of Rome, to whom they had bound themfelves by Oath: What 
moft pernicious and manifeft Errors they had defended ; and what im- 
placable Enemies they were to the Truth of the Gofpel. So that the 
Queen could not make ufe of their Pains; nor ought fhe to wink at 
the Snares and ill Endeavours of thofe Rebels, fince fhe was minded 
to promote and conferve the Peace of her Kingdom, the Safety of her 
People and the Progrefs of the Gofpel. a | 

I may fubjoyn, that there were but two of thefe ejected Bifhops 
that died under Reftraint before the Publication of this Bull, Wiz. 
Boner, who died a few Months before in the Marfhalfea. But 
lived there plentifully and wanted for Nothing; had the Liberty of 
the Garden to take the Air, and his Friends had free Accefs to him. 
The other Bifhop was Tonffal, who died at Lambeth, having been 
treated by Archbifhop Parker there with all Refpeét, and died very 
aged, 

"Ballinger again juftified the Queen, That fhe did aright in com- 
manding her Subjects, not to acknowledge the Roman Church, nor to 
obey its Commands; and by an Oath compelled them to abjure the 
Authority and Obedience of the Pope of Rome: which was another of 
the Crimes the Bull laid to her Charge. And lattly, That the Queen 
was not an Herctick ; and therefore not ftruck with any Curfe, nor yet 
rent from the Unity of Chrift’s Body, as the Bull thundered. _

YN © what fort certain of her rebellious Subje@&s Hed into Scotland, and, 
there were maintained, kept and favoured in the Contituance of their 
rebellious Enterprizes. That by Succour of Outlaws, Thieves, and 
difordered Perfons, living upon the Frontiers of Scotland, (with 
whom they had former Intelligence to begin and pro‘ecute their Re- 
bellion) they entred and invaded fundry Places of England their 
native Country, and that with Fire and Sword: That no conjured 
or mortal Enemies could have done more. ‘That fhe underftood, a 
great Part of the ancient Nobility and States of Scotland, had of 
long time, like natural good Fathers and Members of their native 
Country, nourifhed Peace and Concord between both Realms, and 
at this prefent were defirous with all their Powers to conferve the 
fame their native Country in common Peace among themfelves. But 
that they were not able for the prefent, according to Juftice and the 
good Orders of the T'reaties, fpeedily to reprefs and {tay the faid 
Outlaws and difordered Perfons upon the Borders, from open Main- 
tenance of the faid Englifh Rebels, and from the Invafion of Eng- 
land. ¥or that during the Lifé of the Regent,” the Realm of Scot- 
land was free from a Multitude of Calamities, now incident thereto: 
But fince his horrible Murder, other Perfons of mean Calling, took 
their Commodity by his Death; and as it feemed, unnaturally en- 
vying the Continuance of the common Peace between both Nations,

fion, and to purfue according to Juftice her rebellious Subjects. That 
therefore fuch as were noble, wife and godly, fhould not judge 
otherwife hereof, than in former times fhe had given juft caufe to be 
thanked and praifed immortally. When with her Army certain 
Years paft, being entred into the Heart and principal Towns, Ports 
and Strength of that Realm, She, as was manifeft to the World, 
never fought or coveted any particular Intereft in that Realm for her- 
felf, as She eafily might; but to her great Charges delivered and 
made free that Realm from the Yoke of foreign Forces [the 
French| wherewith the fame was then oppreffed, as the whole 
Nation did then lament. A Princely A@! worthy of thankful Me- 
mory of all good and natural People of that Realm, to be left to 
their Pofterity to behold. 

* That yet, becaufe the fimple People that are commonly eafily 
feduced by the craftier fort, fhould not any ways fear any Evil 
or Harm to follow to the good People of the Country, or to the

© who lately with her Rebels invaded and fpoiled her Realm, and 
‘fich other of the Nation as fhould fupport and maintain her 
© Rebels, contrary to the Treaties between .the Realms. Againft 
¢ Which difordered Perfons, according to the Law of Arms, except 
¢ fFcient and reafonable Amends fhould be made, her Majetty 
© intended to ufe her Forces now levied. ‘That fhe had therefore 
© given ftrait Order to her Right well-keloved Coufin, the Earl of 
© Suffex, her Lieutenant of the North Parts of her Realm, and 
© Captain-General of her faid Army, that he fhould ufe all and 
“every the good Subjects of Scotland, that had, or fhould keep 
© Peace with her, in like Honourable fort to all Purpotes, and them, 
© as Need fhould require, to Defend, as fhe fhould, or might do, 
© her own Natural Subjects ; however the Malice of fome Seditious 
© and corrupt Members fhould misjudge and mifreport. Who in 
© thefe their (landerous Inventions were juftly to be fufpected to the 
© whole Nation, that for their only private Ambition of Rule and 
© Gain, would upon Pretences labour to bring into the fame fuch 
¢ Strangers with Forces of fundry Sorts, as might fhortly hazard 
¢ the whole State there, and make thereof a Prey, and reduce that 
¢ ancient Crown and Nation into a Subjection, and perpetual mife- 
© rable ‘Tributary Servitude. Whereof her Majefty could not but 
© sive that manner of Admonition to the whole Nation, for the na- 
© tural Love fhe bore to the Realm ; being to her Crown and Domi- 
€ nion fo near a Neighbour by Situation, Blood, natural Language, 
and other Conjunctions, as none was fo like again in Chrifteudom.’ 
This Declaration was dated April 10. From her Honour of

For the Rebels and Fugitives, remaining out of the Realm in 4 Prelims.

Otwithftanding the Care that was taken but the laft Year, that racourers of 
all Juftices and other Gentlemen through the Kingdom, fhould Popery in Ci-. 
fubferive to the A@ of Uniformity, and promife for themfelves and '"*" 
their Families ducly to come to Common Prayer and Sacraments; yet 
the ‘Temper of their Minds was the fame, and many of them bore fa- 
vourable Hearts to the old Superftition. And thefe did too often 
(where they could pick Occafion) ufe Rigor towards fuch as more 
fincerely and earneftly férved God, and read the Scriptures. There 
was a pious Society of thefe in Cirencefter in Gloucefterfhire, who a relig'ous 
lived quietly and without Offence, and ufed fometimes to aflociate sviety. 
themfelves, to invocate and call upon the Name of Almighty God ; 
declaring their utter Deteftation of all fuch erroneous and execrable 
Opinions and Practices, as they heard and faw too much of. This 
Society, for this their godly and zealous Behaviour, raifed up the Dif- 
pleafure of fome chief Men-there againft them ; as one Nicolas Philips, ! 
_ Common Sergeant of the Town of Ciffiter, [i.e. Cirenceffer] and 
Servant to Sir Henry Ferningham, Knight, a great Man under Queen 
Mary, Robert Straunge, Jultice of Peace, Chriffopber George, Clerk 
of the Peace, and others their Adherents, to a great Number.

bances about it in the State. And for the better certifying all Perfons 
of it, the Lord Keeper had an Order to declare as much in the Star+ 
Chamber. And this Matter was drawn’ up by the Secretary to be 
publifhed by the faid Lord Keeper in the faid Court on the 15th of 

Fune, in thefe Words: : 


the Queen's ° Whereas certain Rumours are carried and fpread abroad among 
Declavation™ © fondry her Majelty’s Subjects, that her Majefty hath caufed, or will 
chamber about ‘ hereafter caufe, Inquifition and Examination to be had of Men’s 
és, Confciences in Matters of Religion; her Majefty would have it 
known, that fuch Reports are utterly untrue, and grounded either 
of Malice, or of fome fear more than there is Caufe. For altho’ 
certain Perfons have been lately convented before her Mayjefty’s 
Council upon juft Caufes, and that fome of them have been treated 
withal upon fome Matter of Religion; yet the Caufe thereof hath 
grown merely of themfelves; in that they have firft manifeftly 
broken the Laws eftablifhed for Religion, in not coming at all to 
the Church, to Common Prayer, and Divine Service, as of late time 
before they were accuftomed, and had ufed by the Space of 9 or 16 
whole Years together: So as if thereby they had not given. manifeft 
Occalion by their open and wiiful Contempt of breaking of her 
ir eb Laws, they had not been any thing molefted, or dealt 
withal : © 
© Wherefore her Majefty would have all her Loving Subjects to un- 
derftand, that as long as they fhall openly continue in the Obferva- 
tion of her Laws, and fhall not wilfully and manifeftly break them 
by their open Actions, Her Majefty’s Meaning is, not to have any 
of them molefted by any Inquifition or Examination of their Con- 
fciences in Caufes of Religion ; but will accept and entreat them as 
her good and obedient Supjects: And if any fhall otherwife by their 
open Deeds and Facts declare themfelves wilfully difobedient to 
break her Laws; then fhe cannot but ufe them according to their 
Deferts ; and will not forbear to enquire of their Demeanors, and of 
what Mind and Difpofition they are, as by her Laws her Majefty 
fhall find it neceffary. . | 
* Of all which, her Majefty would have her Subjects in all Parts 
of her Realm difcretely warned and admonifhed, ‘not to be abufed 
by fuch untrue Reports, to bring them any wife to doubt of her 
Majelty’s Honourable Intention towards them: Who meaneth 
not to enter into the Inquifition of any Mens Confciences, as long 
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‘ as they fhall obferve her I.aws in their open Deeds: Being alfo 4 NNO 
* very loth to be provoked by the over much Boldnefs and Wilfulnefs 1570. 
* of her Subjects to alter her natural Clemency into a Princely Se- ~V~ 
* verity. | 

The Innovators feemed to get more Ground while the State was gsmeixCam. 

thus watching and intent upon the Popifh Party; from whom the bridge openly 
Kingdom had lately felt fome fevere Shocks. In the Univerlity of 22% 2 | 
Cambridge, they ftill fhewed their Incompliance and Diflike upon all the churcs. 
Occations; but now they began to be more formidable in their Dif- 
feniions. For hitherto the Quarrel was only about wearing the Cap 
and the Surplice, and fuch like Apparel, and the Pofture in receiving 
the Sacrament: But now they attempt to move another, and a more 
dangcrous Matter; in aflaulting the Hierarchy of the Church; and 
difproving and condemning the antient wholefome Government ufed 
in it by Archbifhops and Bifhops, Deans and Archdeacons, and other 
Eccleliaflical Oihcers. ‘This Faction in the faid Univerfity was Head- 
ed by one LLomas Cartwright, formerly of St. Fohn’s, now a Fel- 
low of Trinity College: But he was watched and withftood by 
Doctor I/itgift the Mafter. He was one that always ftubbornly re- 
fiifed the Cap, and the ike Ornaments, agreeable to the Queen’s In- 
junctions: a bold Man, and wrote Latin well, and had ftudied Di- 
vinity fo far, as to have taken his Degree of Bachelor in Divinity. 
But whether it were out of fome Difguft for not being hitherto prefer- 
red, or out of an Admiration of the Difcipline practifed in the Church 
of Geveca, or both; he fet himfelf with fome other young Men in the 
Univerfity, to overthrow the Government of this Church, and pro- 
pounded a quite different Model to be fet up in the room of it. 

And fuch a ftrong party he had among the Scholars, that upon Dr. Carewright’s 
William Chaderton'’s Relignation of the Divinity Lecture, founded 2%" > 
by the Lady Margaret, in May or Fune he fucceeded, and read 
fome Lectures; Wherein he taught fuch Dottrine (as the faid Dr. 
Chaderton wrote to Ceci/ their High Chancellor) as was pernicious mss, penes 
and intolerable in a Chriftian Commonwealth. ‘That is, that in the me. 
Church of England there was no lawful and ordinary Calling and 
chufing or admitting of Minifters: And that the Election of Minifters 
and Bithops at this Day was Tyrannous. And that Archiepifcopi, 
Decani, Archidiaconi, &c. were Officia G& Nomina Impietatis, 

4.e. Archbifhops, Deans, Archdeacons, @c. were Offices and Names 
of Impiety. 

But belides Cartwright, there was one Chapman of the fame Col- And Chap- 
lege, who in a Divinity-Difputation defended (not without great Of~ ™2"’!; 
fence of many) that Chrift did not defcend into Hell after his Death. 

And put alfo his other Queftion, if it might have been allowed, that 
duo babere Sacerdotia nefas effet, i.e. To have two Livings was 
unlawful. 

And further, one Mr. Some their Adherent, preached a Sermon in 4nd Some’s. 
St. Mary's about this very time againft Pluralities and Non-refidence. 

Which (faith the abovefaid Dr. Chaderton) had not been greatly 
amifs; but that he burft out into a Heat of pernicious and rebellious 
Articles: 1. hat all the Court of Faculties was damnable, devilifh 
and deteflable ; and that he did hope to live to fee it trodden under 
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ANNO Foot and overthrown. 2. That the Queen’s Majefty’s Laws did per- 
1570. mit and determine many deteftable, devilifh and damnable Things. 
SYN 3. That of Bithops he liked well; but as they were now a-days 
chofen, and did ufurp Authority, and Governance over the Clergy, 

he could not away with them. Neither were they according to the 

Atts of the Apoftles. 4. That thofe which had Paftoral Charges 


were bound to be Refident always, without Leave of their Parifh 


firft afked and obtained. But Prebendaries (he faid) they were Ex- 
hibitioners, and at Liberty to remain whereof, or whereon they lifted. 
5. That Excommunication ufed now a-days was not allowed hy the 
Scripture ; neither was it in one Man’s Hand or Power. - 

Libel’. Libels alfo at this time were publickly fcattered in the Schools, 
ciz. That poor Men toil and travel, but the Prince and the Doétors, 
they licked up all. And many fuch like feditious and rebellious 
Quarrels and Strifes were now in that Univerfity. So that the Minds 
of thefe Men were to overturn and overthrow all that Ecclefiattical 
and Civil Governance that now was; and to ordain and inftitute a 
new founded Policy. | | 

Addrefs tothe And upon thefe Accounts the faid Dr. Chaderton moved the Chan- 

Chancellor of cellor of the Univerfity to confider, what Perils might and would be 


Cam>rid ve to 


fuporefs thefe the Sequel thereof without fpeedy Reformation by his careful Pro- 


Men. curement, either of his abfolute Authority as Chancellor; or from 


the Queen’s moft Honourable Council, as Occafion fhould require : 
Since fuch feditious Contentions and Difquietnefs, fuch Errors and 
Schifms, openly taught, and preached boldly and without Warrant, 
were lately grown among them; that the good State, Quietnefs and 
Governance of Cambridge; and not of Cambridge alone, but of the 
whole Church and Realm, were in great hazard, unlefs feverely by 
Authority they were fuppreft. Wherefore he prayed him for God’s 
Caufe, and the Care he bore to that Univerfity, to take fome Order 
for Reformation of thefe Diforders; either by Commiffion to fuch as 
he fhould like beft in the Univerfity for Caufes Ecclefiaftical ; or elfe 
by his Letters to Mr. Vzcechaucellor. Who altho’ he were minded to 
call them to Account, yet he thought, he either would, or canld not 
minifter fuficient Punifiment to fupprefs their Errors. Otherwife 
Satan would have the upper hand, and they, of the Univerfity, fhould 
be all in a Hurly-Burly and fhameful Broil, And then he concluded 
with this Prayer; ° Jefiis Chrift for his infinite Mercy fake deliver us 
* in thefe dangerous Days; and grant you long Life and Power to be 
a Patron of his Glory. ‘This was writ from Queen’s-College, 
Fune 11th.

‘ Church. His Advice and Judgment was, that he the Chancellor, 42a7NO 
* fhould write to the Vicechancellor with Expedition, to command 1570. 
© Cartwright and all his Adherents to Silence, both in Schools and WYWNY 
© Pulpits ; and afterwards upon Examination and Hearing of the 

‘ Matters before him and fome of the Heads, to reduce the Offenders 

* to Conformity, or to expel them out of the Colleges, or the Uni-« 

© verfity, as the Caufe fhould require. And alfo that the Vicechancel- 

© lor fhould not fitter Cartwright to proceed Doctor of Divinity at 

* the approaching Commencement, which he had fued for. | 

The Chancellor forthwith difpatched his Letters to Dr. John Mey, The Chancel 
the Vicechancellor, and the Heads; directing them the Way and eae 
- Courfe they fhould take in thefe Matters. And in their Anfwer, ‘ueir Gala. 
they fignified to him, That they would take due Deliberation and 
Advifement in time convenient ; wherein they would cither bring 
Diforder to a Conformity, and reform fuch Things as had been 
offenfive ; or, if they could not, they would feek Aid at his Hands, 

Which might fupply the Defect of Ability in them, Which he, the 
Chancellor, had promifed with a continual readinefs of maintaining 
the quiet Eftate of their Body ; and fhewing his ready Inclination, 
and favourable Aflectation of preferring Learning and Godlinefs, joined 
with Gravity and Difcretion, and an earneft ftudy of repretling difor- 
derly Preaching and ‘leaching, tending to the Everfion of good Laws 
and Orders Eccletiaftical. | 

Immediately the fame Day this Letter was brought, which was Difurbance 
the 29th of Zune, the Vicechancellor read it in the Regent-Houfe. see eNe 
Which as foon as he had done, there happened a great Confufion for Dostor. 
made by Cartwright’s Friends, who laboured to procure him to be 
made Doétor. Which they, fuppoling the ancient Heads of the 
Colleges were againft, made fuch infolent Attempts as the like had 
not heretofore been feen. For every one of the ancient Doétors, con- 
trary to their old Cuftom, and to their great Difcredit, were denyed 
to be én the Head ; for fear they fhould ftop Cartwright's Grace up- 
on the Chancellor’s Letters, newly read.. And fo none could be ad- 
mitted to be in the Head for paffing of Graces, but only fuch as were 
known to favour Cartwright’s Caufe. Who neverthelefs was ftopt’ 
from his Degree by the Vicechancellor. For which he fuffered the 
fame Day no {mall Trouble at his and his Favourers Hands ; and was 
like to fuftain more (as he wrote to the Chancellor) unlefs hy his Au- 
thority he might be in his lawful Doings affifled. And this Mey the 
Vicechancellor wrote in the Prefence of Dr. Pernve, Dr. Hawford, 

Dr. Harvey and Dr. Ithe/, fome of the abovefaid old Heads. 

Nor were Cartwright and his Friends wanting in their Letters to Letters of 
the Chancellor in his Behalf. Two Letters of Cartwright’s 1 have (UNns% 
feen writ in Latin : and two more dated in uly and Auguft writ by 
his Friends, fubfcribed with about 20 or 25 Names. Among which 
were Thomas Aldrich, Sherwood, Pro&or ; Rob. Soom, Fobn Knew 
fitubs, Edinund Chapman, Bartholomew Doddington, Richard 
Greenbam, Richard Howland, Alan Par, Fobn Stil, --—-+ Reckrey.

Errors in the Miniftry of the Church: Taxing fuch Minifters, as 

namely Archbifhops, and fuch like as he findeth not exprefly 

The Offence that may 
grow hereby in the Government of this our Church of England, 
by moving fueh Alterations, cannot be fmall; except it be. well 
confidered beforehand, upon what neceffary Grounds fuch Changes 
fhould be motioned. How far Mr. Cartwright herein proceeded, 
I cannot certainly determine ; being by himfelf, and a Tefti- 
monial of others of that Univerfity of good Name advertifed in 
one fort ; and by others alfo there, whom I have Caufe to truft, 
in another fort. What Mind he had in the moving of thefe Matters, 
by himfelf in Communication, I perceive the fame not to be much re- 
prehended ; being as it feemeth not of any Arrogancy, or Inten- 
tion to move Troubles ; but as a Reader of the Scripture to give

Whereto he 

hath accorded. And in the mean Seafon I think it alfo good, 

that no contrary Difpute or Argument be ufed herein, in the Uni- 

verfity, to provoke further Altercation, ‘The manner whereof I 

commit to your Confideration.

And divers others depended on thefe, as he, the Chan- 

cellor might eafily conjecture: Which would (he faid) breed a mere 

Confufion, if they fhould take place. ae 
Cartwright was after this earneftly dealt withal by the Heads to Carwright 

forfake his Affertions tanght in his Lectures. But he ftill ftiffly defend- “7+ 

edthem. Wherefore the Injunction of not reading remained upon him.

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ANNO Mary the unhappy Cueen of Scots remained yet in Cuftody in 
1570. England; and that Gueen E/izabeth may be juftifed in detaining her 
“VN hitherto, I fliall relate from the Secretary's own Papers, ‘the ‘Treaties 
Awcenof Scots tar were fet on Foot for her Enlargement, and the Several Caufes 
Cuftody here. why they took not eflect. | | | 
Treatiesforher ‘Lhe firft ‘Treaty began at York the laft day of September 1568, and 
Enlargement. was prorogued to Loudon. ‘Vhis Treaty took no Kffect, becaute du- 
Cott. Libr. fom nel ‘ . © 
Julius Fé, Ting it, the Lord Boide and the bifhop of Reffe practifed to fteal the 
Queen of Scots. But principally, becaufe the Lord Borde, the Lord 
Herris, and other Lords, Ki/dwing and the Bifhop of Rife, were 
unwilling to enter into the Examination of the Lord Daru/ey’s Mur- 
der, how it came: and by fpecial Commiffion from the Scotch Queen 
did diffolve the ‘Treaty Decemb. 15.. the faid Year. 

The Second Treaty began the 24th of Apri 1569. For the Exe- 
cution whereof the Bifhop of Roffe was fent alone as Ambaffador 
from the Scorch Queen, to deal with her Majefty and the Lords of the 
Council. During this Treaty, which was entertained by her Majefty 
with all Kindnefs, a Marriage was practifed under hand, without her 
Majefty’s Privity, between the Duke of Norfo/k and the faid Queen. 
This intended Match was fignified in Secret to the Ambatladors of 
France and Spain, and to the Nobility of the North of Exgland. 
Caudifh was fent from the Duke to that Queen with Letters and To- 
kens, to further this Match. The Earl of Northumberland propound- 
ed to that Queen by Leonard Dacres, (whom he fent on purpofe) a_ 
Means for her Efcape. Which not. pages he afterwards betook 
himfelf to an open Rebellion; and fo did the Earl of Wefmorland ; 
who by help from Scotland invaded England.. Thefe things were 
Impediments, why this Second Treaty took no Effect. 

‘The 20 of May 1570. a Third Treaty begun from the French Am- 
baflador and the Bifhop of Roffe. Who offered thereupon to the Lords 
of her Majefty’s Council certain Articles; among which this was con- 
tained, hat all Eive//> Fugitives being in Scotland fhould be deli- 
vered into E:vg/and, or kept there to be forth coming at the End of 
the Treaty. ‘The Commiflioners in this 'Treaty were, for the Queen 
of Hugland, the Lords of her Council; for the Scotch Queen, the 
Bifhop of Galloway, Lord Lecing fton and the Bifhop of Riffe; for 
the King of Scots, the Earl Morton, Abbot of Dunfermeling, and 
Matter ‘James Mikgile. But while this Treaty was in hand, her Ma+ 
jefty underftood, that the Articles of her Treaty were privily commu- 
nicated to the Pope, to the French King and to the Duke of A/ea. 
And that there was fent to the faid King Sir George Barklay; to the 
faid Duke Matter Johu Hamilton, and to the Pope Mafter Henry 
Keache; to fend Succour and Support for the Scotch Queen againtt 
her Majefty. — 

That contrary to one of the offered Articles, fome of the Englifh 
Fugitives were conveyed into Flanders.; and there by means of the 
Scottifp Queen rewarded with Twelve Thoufand Crowns. ‘That con- 
trary to another, one was fent to follicit foreign Forces, to invade 
England. 

_ Laftly, whereas this Treaty, being Tripartite, could not proceed 
until a new Commillion were obtained by thofe that came from the 

King 
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King of Scots, which was to be procured with all fpeed, to fupply ANNO 

fome Difference of the old, the Scotch Queen would admit of no Delay 1570. 

or Refpit. And fo by means thereof and the Practices aforefaid, this ~V~ 

Treaty alfo brake off without any good Conclufion. — 
There was a Fourth in 1582. and a Fifth in 1583. and yet a Sixth 

in 1584. Which all proved ineffectual by Pradtices carried on at thofe 

very Junctures againft the Queen’s Safety or Life; but thefe Matters 

being beyond the Bounds of this Hiftory, I fay nothing more of them. | 
And thus I have at length, by God's Affiftance, brought down ‘this the Comia- 

Hiftory of the Church of England, and the various Tranfactions in it, 

from the Firft unto the Thirteenth Year of Queen Elizabeth. By 

which Time it arrived to a good Confiftency and Eftablifhment ; and 

had in fome good Meafure got the better of thofe that laboured to 

fhakeand make it totter, nay to overturn it: and became alfo furnifhed 

(efpecially the Mother Churches) with leamed and able Paftors and 

Minifters. For which I fhall produce the Teltimony of a very know- 

ing man in thofe Times; and with it fhall conclude.

~My Lordes all, ; 

ITH humble Submiffion of my whole Talke unto your Honours, I pour roxii aso. 

pofe to {fpeke to the Body of this Acte, touchinge the Supremiacye, &C.c.c. 
And that the Doinges of this honourable Affembly may therein be allwayes C Syno- 
fourther honourable, two Thinges aré right nedfull arid neceflarye of your ¢*!* 
Wifdomes to be confidered. Furft, when by the Vertue of this AGe of Supre- 
macyé, we mutt forfake and flee from the Sea of Rome, it wolde be des 
red é your Wifdomes, what Matter liethe therin, as what Matter of Weight 
or Force, what Matter of Daunger or Inconveniaunce, or elfé whether there 
be none at all. Seconde, when th’Intent of this AGe is to geve unto the 
Qnene’s Hightefs a Supremacye, it wolde be confidered of your Wifdomes 
what this Supremacye is, and whether it do confifte in Spirituall Government 
ot in Temporall. If in Temporall, what fourther Authorite can this Howfe 
give unto her Highnefs, then fhe hath already by Right and Inheritaunce, and 
not by your Gifte, but by the Appointment of God ; She beinge our Sova 
raigne Lord and Ladie, dur Kinge and Quene, our Emperor and Emprefle s 
other Kinges and Princes of Dewtie ought to paye Trybute unto her, ‘fhe 
being free from themall. Ifyou will fay, that this Supremacye dothe confifte 
in Spirituall Government, then it wolde be confidered, what this Spirituall 
Government is, andin what Pointes it dothe cheffely remaine. Which beings 
firft agreed upon, it wolde be fourther confidered of your Wifdomes, whether 
this Houfe may graunt them unto. het Highhefs, or not ; and whether her

Examynation of all thefe Partes, your Honours fhall procead in this Matter 
groundely upon throughe Knowledge, and not be deceaved by Ignoraunce. 
Now to the firfte Pointe, wherein I promifed to examyne this forfakinge 
and fleynge from the Sea of Rome, what Matter either of Weight, Daunger 
‘or Inconvenyence dothe confifte therin. And if by this our relinquifhing of 
the Sea of Rome there were none other Matter therin, then a withdrawinge of 
our Obedience from the Pope’s Perfon, Paul the IVth of that Name, which 
hathe declared himfelf to be:a very auftere. {tern Father. unto us, ever fince 
his firft Entraunce into: Peter's Chayre, then the Caufe were not ef fuche great 


Importaunce, as iti 1s in very dede, when, by the relinquifhinge and forfa= .

Firft, we muft forfakeand flee from all generall Councells. Secondly, we 
muft flee from all Canonical! and Ecclefiafticall Lawes of the Churche of Chrifte, 
Third, from the Judgment: of all other Chriftian Princes, Fourthe and’laft; 
we muft forfake and. flee. from:'the Wnitie of. Chrifte’s Churche, ‘and ..by 
leapinge out of Peter’s Shippe, hazarde our’ felves to be overwheinted and 
drowned in the Waters of Schifme, Se€tsand Divifions = -9° = t' 8 

Firft, touchinge generall Councells, I {hall onlye name unto you thefe Fotre; 
Nicene Councell, Conffantinopolitan, Ephefyne. and Chalcedon Councell, which 
are approved of all Men, doubted of or pai de no Man.' Of the which 
four Councells S. Gregory writethe in this wile, ‘Sicut-entm Sani Evangelii qua- 
tuor Libros, fic hac. quatwor Concilia, Nicen. feil. Conftantinopolitan, Epbefin. et 
Chalcidonenfe fufctpere ac venerari me fateor. At Nicene Councell, the firft of the 
Foure, the Bisfhoppes which were aflembled, did write their Epiftle to Syluefter; 
then Bisfhoppe of Rome, That their Decrees made ther, muft be confirrhed by 
his Aucthorytie. At the Councell kept at Con/fantinople, all the Bisfhoppes there 
were obedyent to. Damafe,-then Bisfhoppe of' Rome. He as Cheffe Judge of 
that Councell, did give Sentence sant thefe. Heretickes, Macedonians, Sa- 
bellians, and Eunomians ; which Euxomius was bothe an Arrian, and the firft 
‘Author of this Herefie,; That only Faith doth juftifie ; and here, by the Waye, 
it is muche to be lamentid, that-we, thInhabitants of this Realme, are muche 
more inclined to rayfe uppe the Errors and Sects of Ancyent and Condemned 
Heretickes, then to follow the approved Dotryne of the moft Catholicke and 
Learned Fathers of Chrifte’s Churche. At Epbefyne Councell, Neftorius, the 
Hereticke, was Condemned by Celefiine, then Bisfhoppe of Rome, he beinge 
the Cheffe Judge there. At Chalcedonenfe, all the Bisfhoppes affembled ther, 
did wryte their humble Submiffion unto Leo then Bisfhoppe of Rome, wherein 
they did acknowledge him to be their Cheffe Head. Therefore to deny the

Second, We muft forfake and flee from all Canonicall and Ecclefiafticall 
Lawes of Chrifte’s Churche, whereunto we have allredye confeffed our Obedi- 
ence at the Font, faying, Credo Sanitam Ecclefiam Catbolicam ; which Article con- 
teynethe, That we mufte beleve not onely that there is a Holie Catholike 


Churche, but that we muft receave alfo the Do¢trine and Sacraments of the — 


fame Churche, obaye her. Lawes, and live accordinge unto the fame. Which 
Lawes do depend wholly uppon thAuchoritie of the Sea Apoftolike, and lyke 
as it was here openly confefied by the Judges of this Realme, that the Lawes

And whereas it was of 
late here, in this Houfe faid by an Honourable Man, That the Tytell is of

and Mero th Emperour Supreme Head of the Chusche of Chrifte at Rome, they 
bothe beinge Infidells, and therby no Members of Chrifte’s Churche. And 
if our Saviour Jefus Chrifte, at his Depasture from: this Worlde fhoulde have 
lefte the Spirituall Governemrent of his Churche into th’Hands of Emperors 
and Kinges, and not to have commytted the fame unto his Apoftells, howe 
negligently then fhoulde he have lefte his. Churche, it fhall appeeare right well, 
by callinge to.-yous remembraunce, That th Emperour Conffaxtznus maguus wag 
the firfte Chriftian Emperour, and reigned about Three Hundred Yeres after 
th’ Afcenfion of Chrifte : If therefore by Propofition Conflantyne the firfte 
Chriftian Emperous was the. firfte cheffe Head and, fpixituall Governour of

If you anfwere, that he fpake the Trathe, Then the Kinge Ozias was nat 
the Supreme Head of the Churche of the Jewes: If you fhall faye, No, Whye 
did God then plague the Kinge witha oe ct and not the :Prefte?.

ferit us from the Churche of Rome’; firft, in Kinge. Lucius: his; Dayes, at whofe 
humble Epiftle the holy Martyr Elutberius, then Bisfhoppe of Rome, did 
fend-unto this. Realme two holy Monkes, Faganus and Damyanus, by whofe 
Doctrine we were fyrft put to Knowledge of the Faithe of Telus Chrifte, of 
his Gofpell, and of his moft Bleffed Sacraments. :Secound, holy: Saint Gregorye, 
beynge Bisfhoppe-of Rome, did feénd-into this Realme.two other holy Monkes,

‘Fime. Which Otdér F think was appoynted foto be obferved far this End; 
that every Man, being a Member of this Howfe, fHolde fully underftand, an 
{ at large fpeke His Mind im Confcienc¢ in the Contents of al? the Bills pre | 
ferred: arid read here, before they fhould be inatted and eftablyfhed as Lawes,’ 
| Wherefore F confidéringe that this Bill hathe ben, nowe twife redde, and hathe 
decordingly ben fpokén unto gravely, wifelye and learnedlye bydyvers of this 
honourable Companye, and that I for my Parte as yet have faid nothingé there- 
in, I fhall moft humblye defiet. your good Lordfhippes to gyve me leave, ‘arid 
pacyentlye to heate what I haveto faye, a3 concerhynge this prefent Bill. And 
yét td confefle unto your Lordfhippes the Truthe; ther be two: Thinges that do’ 
much rove me, and as it were pull mte backe from {peaking any Thinge in this 
Matter. The firft is, That I perceave fle Quene’s Highnefs, whom I pray Gat 
Tonge to prefetve, is ds it were a Pattié thcrin, unto whom f ‘do acknowledge 
that I owe Obedience, not onlye for Wrathe and Difpleafures fake; but for Con- 
fcience fake, and that by the Scriptures of God.

have ben heretofote: AndSecondlye, for that their Charitie and Pittie towards 
the poor Clargie of this Realme, dothe appeare in mytygatingeth’extreme Pe .

‘The firfte is Allmyghtie God, which I knowe 
dothe looke, that, accotdinge to the Profeffion whereunto (althoughe I be uns 
worthyé) I am called, I fhoulde fpeke my Myhde in fuche Matters as this is, 
when they be callyd m , uae The Secounde, is my Confcience, which.

Wherefore, nowt to {peke of the Matter, this I faye, That our Faithe and 
Religioh is mayntayined and contynued by no one Thinge fo muche as by 
Unytie,. which Unytie is contynued arid mayntayned in Chrifte’s Churche, 
évin a$ Concorde and good Order is mayntayhed ina Commonwealthe. Where-« 
in as we fee for civill Quietnef&, there 1s appointed in every Village one Confta- 
ble, And leaft ther fhoulde anye varyance fall amongeft them, ther is againe 
ih everye Houndrethe one Heat Counttable, in whome all the other Inferiours 
be as knitte in oné. And where theyre be in one Shiere dyvers Houndrethes, 
to make away all Controverfes, as myght chaunce amongeft the faid Head 
Conftables of thefeé Hundrethes,’ of that thei be joyned as in one. The Sherifes 
hikewyfe be joyned in one Prince, which Prince beinge depryved of his prince- 
ty Aucthorytie, the Unitie and Corntcorde of that Racine 1s diffolvid, and eveé 
ry Man chofethe himfelfe a newe Lord. Evin fo it is in the Churche of Chrifte, 
dccordinge to the Commandment of Saint Pale. Ther is in everye Village 
. at the leaft one Preifte , in everye Cittie, one Bisfhoppe, in whom all the 
Preiftes within the diocefle be ‘knytte in ‘one: Imevery Province one — 
= politan, 
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politan, in whome, for the avoidinge of Controverfies, al) the Bisfhappes of 
that Province be joyned ; and for Unitie to be obf{erved amongeft the Metropo- 
litanes they be likewife joyned in one highe Bisfhoppe, called the Pope, whofe 
Aucthoritie beinge taken away, the Shepe, as the Scripture fayethe, be {cattred 
abrode. For avoydinge whereof, our Savyour Chriflte before hig Deathe pray- 
ed, that we myght be all one, as his Father and he be one, which thinge'can- 
not be, except we have all one Head. And therefore Almyghtie God {aide by 
the Profitte Exechiel, @ulcitabo (upet cos PPaforem unum: I vill fiv ap ever 
them one Paftoure. And our Savyour in the Gofpeil likewife faythe, Ther Jalbe 
one Paftoure, and one Shepefoulde. Which Sentences peradventure fome Men will 
faye to be applyed onely to our Savyour Chrifte, which in very dede I muft 
nedes graunt to be fo; yet this I may faye, Thefe Places be applied to him 
onely, as other like Places of Scripture be ; for it 1s faidin the Scripture, that 
onely God is Immortall, and by Participation with him, all we that be trewe 
Chriftian Men be made Immortal: nely God forgyvethe Synne, and yet by 
Commiifion from him, Preftes hathe Aucthorytie to forgyve Sin. He is onely 
Kinge, and by Commiithon makethe Kinges; and likewife he is onely Prefte 
‘after thOrder of Melchifedech, and by Commuthon makethe Preftes: he of him- 
feli, and by none other; all the reft by him, and not of themfelves. So he ig 
our onely Paftour, and by Commifhon hathe made other Paftours, and efpe- 
cially one to be Vicar Generall in Earthe, to governe and rule all his whole 


F locke in Unitie and Concorde, and in avoydinge of Schifmes and Divyfions. | 


And likewyfe as he fent one holie Ghofte, to rule and -governe his People in- 
wardly, fo he appoynted one Governor, to rule and lead them outwardlye. 
Which one Head 

then eyther muft we nedes graunt that the Churche of Chrifte was not perfeéte, 
but rather a manke Bodye without a Head by the {pace of Three hundred 
Yeres and more, (for fo longe was it after the Deathe of our Savyour Chrifte 
before there was any one Chriftian Prince in all the Worlde) or elfe, that 
Chrifte appointid an Infidell, beinge no Member of his Churche, to be Head 
thereof; which bothe be Abfurdities. Againe, that Chrifte appointid no 
Temporal Prince to be Head of his Churche it appearethe, by that we fee in 
dyvers Kingdomes ther be dyvers and fundrye Princes and Rulers, {fo that ther 
fhoulde by that Meanes be many Heads of one Bodye, the whiche weare g 
monttroufe Thinge. Thirdly, that he appoynted no Temporall Prince to be 
Head of the Churche, it appearithe by the Worde it felfe, fpoken by our Sa- 
vyour Chrifte, }9a{te, Fede, which he ipoke not to Herode, Pilate, nor yet to Tj- 
Serius the Emperour. But he {poke them unto Peter fayinge, Palce ohes mead. 
_And wher peradventure fome Man will cavill and argue of the Greke Wosde 
fpoken by our Savyour Chrifte in that Place, which dothe fignifie not onely 
to Feed, but alfo to Rule and Governe; I anfwer, that I do not knowe where 
that Worde is applied unto any Temporal] Ruler in the Newe Teftament 5 
and if it fo were, yet it dothe not prove ther Intent ; for other manyfefte 
and playne Places of Scripture do exclude them from fuche Aucthoritie, not- 
withftandinge,that the fame Scripture dothe gyve them verye great Aucthorytie, 
commandinge us to obeye the fame ; declaringe withal], that they beare the 
Sworde not in vayne, nor without cawfe. But nowe marke this Worde Sword, 
which Princes had before the comynge of our Saviour Chrifte ; and that he 
did gyve them any further gent! ho we reade not, but lefte them as he 
founde them. And as he did gyve them no Spiritual! Aucthorytie, {o I do net 
fee that he did take any Temporall Rule from them. Wherefore he com- 
mandid Peter to putt uppe his Sworde, becaufe he had gyven hym other In- 


ftruments to ufe, wherein was included his Aucthorytie, that 1s to faye, the 


Keyes of the Kingdome of Heaven, fayinge, @ihi Dabo claves repni cele, 
In thefe Keyes, and in exercyfinge of the fame, confiftethe all Aucthorytie 
Ecclefiaftical gyven by God unto any Man. Unto whom he hathe not by 


. Scripture gyven thefe Keyes, they ~~ no Right toit. Wherefore it followethe ° 


Vou. I. that 


Governor cannot be applied to any Temporal} Prince, For 
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‘with Humilitie defier, feke after and receave the fame, 


that no Temporal Prince hathe any-Aucthorytie Ecclefiafticall in, or over the 
Churche of Chrifte, feeynge, That the Keyes were never gyven unto anyofthem., - 

And here I knowe it wilbe obje@id againft me, that as thts Place dothe make 
againft the Supremacye of Princes, fo dothe it not make for the Primacye of 
Saint Peter. For Saint fobn dothe witneffe in the 20th Chapter of his Gofpell, 
that our Savyour Chrifte did gyve the Keyes not onely to Peter, but alfo unto 
all his Apoftells, when he did breathe upon them fayinge, Accipite {pirftuim 
Pantin ; Take ye the holye Ghofte,whofe Synnes. ye fotxyve be forgyvin to them,and 
whofe Synnes ye reteyne are reteyned. And dyvers of the ancyent Writers do lykwife 
faye, That the Keyes were given unto all the Apoftells. But yet in one place or 
other the fame Aucthors do declare, that they were gyven unto Peter principal- 
ly as Hilarins, where he faithe {pekeinge of that Matter, Datz funt clabes 
Petra principaiius, fn quantum erat altouum Capitaneus, The Keyes, 
‘(faythe he) were gyven to Peter princypallye, in that be was Cheffe and Capitayne of 
the other. And if that any Man yet will contende, that this Place dothe gyve no 
more Aucthorytie to Peter than tothe reft ofthe Apoftells, I have rede another 
Place of Scripture, whiche dothe exclude the reft of the Apoftells from Equali- 
tie of Aucthorytie with Peter, in the Rule and Government of the Churche of 
Chrifte, and that is the changynge of his Name: For at Peter’s firfte metinge 
‘with our Savyour Chrifte, his Name was Symon, as it 1s ther mentionede in 
thefe Wordes, Symon the Sone of Jona, thow fhalte be called Cephas, that is to 
fay, a Stone or a Rocke. And for what Confideration and End Chrifte gave 
hym that. Name, it dothe appeare in the 16th of Saint Matthew, in thefe 
Wordes, Tu es Wetrugs, &c. [hou arte Peter, that is to faye, a Stone or a Rocke, 
and upon this Stone or Rocke I will buylde my Churche. Here I fhall deflire youe to 
Note, That Peter hathe a Promyffe.made unto hymfelfe alone, whiche was 
made to no other of the ‘Apoftells, that 1s, that as he had receaved a newe 
Name, fo he fhoulde have a newe Priveledge or Preferment, to be the Foun- 
dation, Grounde and Staye of Chrifte’s Churche, beynge buylded upon hym, 
for he'was called a Rocke or Stone, for the Stabilitie and Conftancye that fhoulde 


‘allwayes appeare in the Churche, beinge builded upon hym a fure Foundation, 
‘and ymmovable. Which Thinge dothe nowe appeare in the Succeffion of Peter : 


For as concernynge the other Apoftles in theire own Perfons, Ido not doubte 
but durynge their Lyves naturall, they were as fyrme and ftable in the Faithe 
of Chrifte, as Peter was; but for thtir Succeflion we have no fuche Proofe, 
feeynge, that onely the Succeffion of Peter dothe contynue in the Churche of 
Chrifte, the like appearinge in none of thother Apoftles. Which is the onelye 
Staye of the fame in Earthe, and undoubtedly fhalbe until the Worldes end. 
This Place of Scripture, in my Judgment, if ther wer no more, is fufficient to 
prove, that Peter and his Succeffors be appointid of Chrifte to have the Rule 
and Government of his Church in Earthe above all others, bothe Spirituall 
and Temporall, and yet I do knowe that ther maye and alfo will Objeétions 
be layd againft thefe: my Sayings. For fome will faye, that Chrifte himfelfe 


‘1s the Stone wherupon his Churche is buylded, and fome will faye, that the 


Profeflion that Peter made of Chrifte, when he fayde, Thou art the Sone of the 
Lyvinge God. Which be bothe trewe, and yet not repugnant to that which I have 
f{ayd befor : For all thefe three Underftandings well.pondered and confidered 
in their dyvers Refpects may ftande togyther. But I dothinke that if the 
Mynd and Intent of our Savyour Chrifte, when he fpake thefe Wordes, Tho» 
arte Peter, &c. be well weyed, the Place it felfe dothe declare, that it is 


fpecially to be underftanded of the Perfon of Peter and his Succeffors. For 
undoubtedly he knowinge, that Infidelitie and Herefyes fhoulde fo encreafe 
‘and abound, that his Churche and Faithe fhoulde be in daunger to be over- 


throwen and extinguifhed, made promyfe ther fo to provyde by Peter and 
his Succeffors, that it fhoulde be alwayes knowen, where his Faithe fhoulde be 
had and fought for again, if it were any wher loft, unto all Men that woulde

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_ So that we nowe, if we fhoulde underftand that Place of our Saviour Chrifte 
which 1s the firfte and trewe Stone of this Buyldinge in very dede, what Cer- 
teyntie can we have of our.Faithe >: Or howe fhall we ftaye our felves, waver- 
inge in the fame in this our Tyme? Forat this prefent ther be abrode in Cori- 
fiendom 34 fundrye Sects of Opynions, wheref never one agreeth with another, 
and all differ from the Catholike Churche. And every one of thefe Sects da 
faye and affyrme conftantlye, that their Profeflion and Doctryn is builded up- 
on Chrifte, alledginge Scripture for the fame.-..And they: all and every of 


them, thus challynging Chrifte to be ther, Foundation by Scripture, howe 


fhoulde any Man knowe to which of them he may fafely gyve Credit, and fo 
obaye and followe? Se oe Se, ee a 
_.. The lyke is to be faid of Peter’s Confeffion, .wherin we can have no fure 
Tryall. For every one of thefe Sects or Herefyes.dothe confeffe and ackno- 
ledge Chrifte to be the Sone of the Livinge God. So that I thinke I may.con- 
clude that our Savyour Chrifte in this Place, faying, That be would builde bis. 
Charche upon a Stone, did meane by the Stone Peter and his Succeffors, wherunto. 
Men myght favely. cleave and leane, as untoa fure and unmovable Rocke 
in Matters of Faithe, knowinge certeynly that in fo domge they hhall not -falle,. 
I meane in Faithe; as we do mofte manyfeftly fee it hathe come to pafle and 
contynued for the {pace of a Thowfand fyve Hundrethe Yeres and odde. 


I have heard objectid here of late againft the Supremacye of Peter and his rbree ob- 


Succeffors, dyvers Reafons which appeare unto me to have in them fimall jettions a- 
Subftance, as I truft it thall appeare unto youe by the unfoldinge of the fame. 84’ #4 


And for the better underftandinge of the fame, I will brynge them tnto three: 
Head-Places. Ce og. ath oo wakes, “es oe oe 
. ‘Wherof the Firfte dothe confyfte in the wycked and evyll Lives, as it is. 
alledged, of certayne Popes of Rome ; which as I do thinke were nothinge ‘fo: 
wycked as they were reported to have ben::' But lett that. be, -they were fo}. 
what then? A Man is a Man, and, as the Scripture fayethe, Quis eff bana, 
qui non peccet ? What Man is be that fynneth not ? Again, if that our Savyour. 
Chrifte had made the lyke Warrant unto Peter and his Succeflors, as concern- 
inge their Converfation and Lyvinge,as he did for the continuaunce and ftabi-. 
line of their Faythe,and had {aid unto Peter, Egorogavi pro te ut non pecces, [bave 
prayed for thee, tbat thow halt not _fynne; ashe fayd,Ego rogavi pro te ut non deficiat: 

des‘tua, I bave prayed that thye Faytbe foall never fayll,; Then ther evill Lyves: 

ad ben an Argument to have proved, that they had not ben the true Succef~ 
fores of Peter, nether had had any fuche Aucthoritie gyven unto them of God. 
But feeynge that the Warrant was made only for the continuance of their 
‘Faithe, wherin they have hitherto, and do yet mofte conftantly ftand, -with-. 
out any mencyon of their Converfation and Livinge, it. is in my Judgment 
no Profe nor Argument againft the Aucthorytie and Supremacye of the Sea 
of Rome : as we fee that the Adulterye and Murther commytted by Kinge 
Davyd, dothe not dimynysfhe the Aucthorytie of godly Pfalmes wrytten by. 
hym: neyther the diffolute Lyvinge and Idolatrye of Kynge Salompn is. pre-. 
judiciall to dyvers Bookes of Scripture wrytten by hym; nor yet the Cox. 
vetou{nefs of the Prophet Balaam did let, in any Condition, the Vertue, and. 


Strength of God, the Bleflinge of God fent unto the Children of I/raell by. 


hym, nor the Truthe of the Prophecye, as concernynge the cominge of: our: 
Savyour Chrilte, by hym lkewife pronounced: Even fo the Lyves of, the 
Popes of Rome, were they never fo wycked, cannot be prejudicial to: the: 
en gyven to Peter and his Succeflores, by the Mouthe of our Savyour. 
Chrifte. 7 ; _ 
_ The Somme of the Objections fecondarilye made againfte: his Aucthorytie,, 
dothe confifte, (as they do alledge) in certayne Canons of the Councell’ of 
Nicene, and the Sixth Councell of Carthage, with the Departure of the.Greke 
Churche and other:Realmes now in our Dayes from the Aucthorytie of the.

faid Sea of Rome. As concerninge the Councell of Nicene, I do marvell that — 


they will alledge any thinge therin conteyned in this Matter, feeynge in bs 
4 | res 
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Preface of the faid Councell it is declared, that this Aucthorytie which we 
{peke of is gyven unto the faid Sea by no Councells or Synods,but by the Evan- 
gelicall Voyce of our Savyour Jefus Chrifte: And alfo the Fathers of the 
faid Councell beynge condefcended and agreed in all Matters of Controverfye, 
moved in that ther affembly, wrotte unto the Pope, defiringe to have ther 
Decrees confirmed by his Aucthorytie, as it dothe more at large appeare in 
ther Epiftle writen in that behalfe. Further, Atbanafus, which was prefent at 
the faid Councell, and after Patriarche of Alexandria, dothe not onelye ac- 
knoledge the Cure and Charge of the Univerfall Churche of Chrifte to be 
gyven to Peter and his Succetlors,- but alfo, beinge univerfally depryved, did 
appeall unto the Pope of Rome, and by him wasreftored againe. And likewife 
the fixt Councell of Carthage makethe nothinge for ther Purpofe. For the Su- 
premacie of the Pope was not called in Queftion ther, but fome Varyaunce 
ther wasin dede, which confiftith in this Point onelye, whether a Bisfhoppe or 
a Prefte beinge accufed and troubled, and thinkinge hymfelfe to have wronge, 
myght appeall to Rome for the better Examynation and Tryall of his Cawfe 
orno.. As one Appiarius a Prefte had done then in Afrike. Ther was alledg- 
ed for Appellations to Be made to Rome a Canon of Nicene Councell, which 
indede was fought for, and coulde not be founde. Which was no Marvell : 
For whereas the Fathers in Nicene Councell made 70 Canons, throughe the 


- Wickednefs of Heretickes, ther was then but founde remayninge onely 21.

Church. 


Yet that notwithftandinge the Bisfhoppes of Africke did not longe after fub- 
mytte themfelves to the Churche of Rome in that Point. Alfo, they ufe to 
inculcate the Aucthoritie of this Councel, for bycaufe that St. Augu/ffyne was 
prefent at it ; as he wasindede, which makethe direCtly againfte them. For 
Saint Anguftyne dothe everye where in his Workes acknoledge the Supremacye 
of St. Peter and his Succeflors , as in his 162 Epiftle, fayinge thus, In Romana 
Ecclefia femper viguit Apoffolice Cathedra Principatas: In the Churche of Rome 
ape lways ben firengtbened or florysfhed the Rule or Auctboritie of the Apofto~ 
the Chayre. 

And a here I heard a Queftion moved here of late, whether that ever the 
Greke Churche did acknoledge the Superioritie of the Church of Rome or no? 
Of the which matter I marvell that any Man dothe doubt, feynge that the © 
Greke Churche did not onely acknoledge, but alfo contynue in Obedience under 
the faid Churche of Rome, by the {pace of Eight Hundrethe Yeres at the leaft, 


_ fo far asI can read my felf, or learne of others.. And after that it did firft re- 


nounce the faid Aucthoritie, it did returne againe with Submytfion fourteen fe- _ 
veral Tymes, as good Authors write, and as we may partely gather by the 
Councell of Florence, which was about a Hundred and Fourty one Years ago; 
whereas the Patriarche of Conftantinople, hymfelf was prefent amongeft other 
Bufhoppes and Learned Men of Grece, in the which this matter in Controverfy 
was determyned and agreed upon, asit dothe manifeftely appeare in tag Canons 
of the faid Councell. Moreover, if the Greke Churche wer not under the Auctho- 
ritie and Rule of the Churche of Rome, what fhall we think of the Storye of An- 
themas, Patriarche of Confantinople, which was depofed for the Herefye of En- 
tyches, by the Pope Agapetus. For ‘whofe Reftitution earneft and lorge Sute 
was made by the Emperefle Theodora, that then was, firft to the Pope Silverins, 
and after to his Succeflor Vigilins, and coulde in no Condition be obtayned. 
But as touching the Greke Churche, and the Departure of the fame om ‘the 
Churche of Rome ; thus we maye briefely fay and conclude, that after it did 
divyde. it felf from the Churche of Rome, it did by lyttel and lyttel fall into ex- 
treme Myferyes, Captivity, and Bondage ; in the which at this prefent it dothe 
remayne. And as concernynge other Countryes that have renounced the fore- 
faid Aucthoritie, a8 Germany, Denmarke, and as it was here faid, Polonia; this I 
have to faye, that the Myferyes and Calamityes that Germany hathe fuffered, 
fynce ther Departure from the Churche of Rome, may be a Warnynge and Ex« 
= to all other Nations to learne by, and beware of the like attempt. And 
98 for Denmark,1 do hear indede, they be very: Lutherans,and have alfo a 

. ¢ 


the Pope’s Aucthoritie, but yet I cannot learn, nor heare, that eyther the 
Kinge of Denmarke, or yet any Prince of Germany, doth take upon hym to be 
callyd Supreme Head of the Churche. And as for Polonia, althoughe it be trobled 
with Herefyes, as other Realmes be, yet I cannot learne, that eyther the 
Kinge, or the Clargie therof, hathe, or dothe Bye any Place to the fame, Poland. 
but of the contrarye dothe moft earnyftly withftand them ; as may ryght 
well appeare by certeyn Bookes fet out this laft Yere, that is 1558, by a Bu- 
fhoppe of Polonia, called Staniflaus Hofus, in the which it is declared amongeft 
many other Things, that earneft Sute was made by the Proteftantes to have 
three Things graunted and fuffered to be practyffed within that Realme ; that 
is to faye, that Preftes myght have Wyves ; to have the publyke Servyce in 
ther vulger Tongue, and the Sacrament of the Aulter myniftred under bothe 
kyndes: which allthree were denyedthem. Whereby it apperethe playnly 
that Polonia is not in that Cafe that Men reported it to be in. But and if it 
were fo, that all thefe Realmes, yea and mo, were gone from the Obedyence . 
of that Churche, dothe it therefore followe that the Aucthoritie thereof is not 
ufte? I thinke not fo. For as Ferdynandus, now Emporour, defcendinge 
{iftely by Election from Conflantyne the Great, if the Empire which was un- 
der Con/ffantyne’s Rule were divyded into twentye Parties, it hathe {carcely 
One of the Twentye, and yet the Aucthoritie of an Emperour contynuethe 
inhym ftill, And as the Departure of Gafcoygne, Guyne, Normandye, Scotland, 
and Fraunce, which were all fometymes under th’Imperial Crowne of England, 
dothe not take away th’Aucthoritie thereof, but that it is an Imperial Crowne 
ftill ; even fo dothe not the Departure of thefe Countreyes from the Sea of 
Rome dymynythe the Aucthoritie gyven unto the fame by God. Befides that 
St. Panl fayethe, That ther foalbe a Departinge befor the Day of Fudgment, which 
allthoughe fome underftand of rc he Pl the moft Part referre it to the 
Churche of Rome, from whence Men fhall faull and departe by Infidelitie and 
Herefies ; but whether it fhalbe in all Countryes at one tyme or dyvers tymes, 


it 1s uncertayne. 

Thirdly, ther is alledged a Provyncyall Councel] or Affembly of the yy. 
Bisfhoppes and Clargy of this Realme of England, by whom the Aucthoritie rye pope 
of the Bisfhoppe of Rome was abolisfhed and difanulled. Which now fome abolipedby 
inculcate again{t us, asa Matter of great Weight and Aucthoritie, wheras in 4 Provinc- 
very dede it is to be taken fora Matter of {mall Aucthoritie, or elfe none. aia 
For Firft, we knowe that a particuler or provyncyall Councell can make no j,,),, 
Determination againft the Univerfall Churche of Chrifte. Sccondarily, of anjwered. 
the Learned Men that were the Doers ther, fo manye as be dead, before they 
died were penytent, and cryed God Mercye for that Ae: And thofe that 
do lyve, as m4 your Lordfhippes do knowe, hathe openly revoked the fame, 
acknowledginge ther Error. And wher fome here dothe faye, That they will 
never truft thofe Men, which once denyed the Pope’s Aucthoritie, and, nowe 
of the contrary, ftand in the Defence of the fame ; in my Judgment, their 
Sayings be not greatly to be allowed. For it may happen, as often tymies « 
dothe chaunce indede, that a Man of Honeftie, Worfhippe, yea of Honour, 
maye comytte Treafon again{ft his Prince, and yet by the Goodnefs of the 
fame Prince be pardoned for that Offence, fhall we determinately faye, That 
Man is never after to be trufted in the Prince’s Affaires? Nay, forbyd : 
but rather thinke of the contrarye, that he which once hathe rune fo ha ly 
and rafhely, that he hathe overthrowne hymfelf, and fallen, and broken his 
Browe sei Shynne, will after that take hede to walke more warily. As we 
may learne at the Apoftles of our Saviour Chrifte, which. did all forfake hym 
and rune away, when he was apprehended [and brought | before the Fews ; a 
{pecially of St. Peter, which did thrice denye hym. And yet after, as well 
Peter a6 ali the reft of th’Apoftles, did returne againe to their Mafter Chrifte, 
and never woulde after, for neyther Perfecution nor Deathe, forfake or denye 
him any more. So that it may appear, although Men have once gone aftraye, 
if they returne to the Truthe agayne, their — in the ‘T'ruthe be not 
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to be difcredetid. And fo I trufte that you fee that all thefe Reafons and Ob- 


jections, made againft the Aucthoritie of the Churche of Rome, be of none 
Effect, if they be indifferently wayed ana confidered. 

And wheras ther was a Reafon made here, that a Temporall Prince, unto 
whom no Ecclefiafticall Jurifdiction or Rule is gyven or committed by God, 
cannot himfelf be Head of the Churche of Chrifte {fo he cannot fubftitute nor 
appoint another to exercife any fuche Jurifdiction or Aucthoritie in Spirituall 


‘Matters in, or over the Churche of Chrifte under hym: For as it was then 


fayd, no Man gan gyve to another that Thinge which he hathe not himfelf: 
Whereunto this Auteet was made, That a Prince may gyve to another that 
Aucthoritie which he hathe not hymfelf, neythcr may exercife ; as for Exam- 
ple, they alledge, That a Kinge of himfelf is not a Judge, and ap he hathe 
Aucthoritie to appoint Judges to mynyfter Juftice. And likewife they faid, 
That a Kinge hymfelf is no Capitayn, and yet hathe Aucthoritie to appoint 
Capitayns under hym, for Defence of his Realme, and Overthrowe of his 
Enemyes : and even fo, fay mar he ny appoint and fubftitute one under 
hym to exercife Spirituall Jury{diction, allthoughe he have no fuche Aucthori- 
tie hymfelf. Which Reafons appeare unto me not only to be verye weake and 
feble, but alfo to be playne falfe, and againft Scripture, which dothe declare, 
that the Office of a Kinge dothe confifte efpecially in thefe two Points, which 
thefe Men denye to bein hym ; That is, in playinge of the Judge, and myni- 


Atringe of Juttice to his Subjects,and likewife in playinge the valiant Capitayne, 


in defendinge of the fame his Subjects from all Injurye and Wronge,as the 8th 
Chapter of the firft Book of Kings declarethe in thefe Wordes, Judicab{t nog 
Rex totter, et enredictur ante nos et pugnabtt bella noftra pro nobis, 
that is, Our Kinge foall judge us, and be fhall goe fourthe before us, and be hall 

gbt our Battailles for us. And likewife Nathan faid unto Davyd’s own Per- 
fon, Refponde mtht Judicium: Make me anfwer accordinge to Fuftice. And 
likewife Solomon hymf{elf did gyve Sentence and Judgement between the two 
common Women, which of them two was Mother of the Child which was 
alive. And as for to prove that thofe Kings with other in the olde Teftament 
were Capitayns themfelves, in the Defence of’ their Realmes, is more many- 
feft, than I fhall nede to travell in provinge of the fame. 

And thus to drawe unto an end, I truft your Lordfhippes do fee, that for 
Unytie and Concord in Faithe and Religion, to be prefervid and contynued in 
the Churche, our Saviour Chrifte the Spoufe thereof hathe appointed one Head 
or Governour, that is to wit Peter, and his Succeffors, whole Faithe he pro- 
myfed fhoulde never decaye, as we fee manyfeftely it hathe not indede. And 
for thofe Men which wryte and f{peake againft this Aucthoritie, if therwith 
their Wrytings and their Doings be well confidered, they fhall appear to be 
fuche, as {mall Credit or none is to be gyven unto in Matters of Weyght, fiche 
as thisis. For who fo redith the Third Chapter of the Second Epiftle of St. 
Paul to Tymothie, may fee them there lively defcribed with their Doings. And 
{pecially one Sentence therein may be applyed and verified of them moft 
juftely, that is, Semper dticentes, et nunquam ad clentiam veritatis 
Perbvententes, that is to faye, Alwayes learnynge and never comminge to the 
Knowledge of Iruthe. For as we fee them varye amongeft themfelves, one from 
another, {0 no one of them dothe agree with himfelf' in Matters of Religion 
two Yeres together. And as they be gon from the fure Rocke and Staye of 
Chrifte’s Churche, fo do they reel and waver in their Doétryne, wherin no 
certeyntie nor ftaye can be founde. Whereof St. Paul dothe admonyfhe us, and 
teache us in the Perfon of his Scholer Tymothie,to be conftante in Do&tryne, and 
Religion, and not to follow fuche Men. For after, in the fame Chapter he fay- 
eth thus, Tu vero permane in iis que didicifti, et qua credita funt tibi, [ciens 2 quo 
didiceris. But as for thee, faythe St. Paul, {peaking unto every Chriftian Man in 
the Perfon of Tymothe, Contynue in thofe Thinges which thow baft learned, and which 
be credited unto thee, knowinge of whom thon haf learned them. In which Wordes we 
myght underftand that St. Pru! dothe not move any Man to continew in an 
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- falfe or untrue Dodtryne. Wherfore he movethe every Man to confider, not 
onely his Religion and Dottryne,but alfo,or rather,the Schoolemafter of whom 
he learned the fame. For of the Knowledge, Conftancye and Worthynefs of 
the Schoolemafter, or Teacher, may the Do€tryne, taught by him, be knowen 
to be good and found, or otherwife. Now if a Man fhoulde afke of thefe 
Men in this Realme, which diffent from the Catholike Churche, not onely in 
this Point of the Supremacie, but alfo in dyvers of the cheffe Myftryes of our 
Faithe, of whom they learned this Dottryne which they holde and teache, 
they muft nedes anfwer, that they learned it of the Germaynes. Then we may 
demande of them agayne, of whom the Germaynes did learne it ? Whereunto 
they muft anfwer, that they learned it of Luther. Well, then of whom did 
Luther learne it? Wherunto he fhall anfwer hymfelf in his Booke that he 
wrote De Miffa angulari, feu privatd : where he faythe, That fuche Thinges 
as he tcachethe againft the Maffe, and the Blefled Sacrament of the Aulter, he 
learned of Sathan, the Devyll. At whofe Hands it is lyke he did alfo receave 
the reft of his Doctryne. Then here be two Points diligently to be noted. 
Firft, That this Doétryne is not yct 50 Yeres old ; for no Man taught it before 
Luther. And Secondarily, That Luther dothe confefle and acknowledge the 
Divell to be his Schoolemafter in dyvers Points of his Doétryne. So that if 
Men wolde diligently mind St. Paul's Wordes, where he bidethe us Knowe of 
whom we have learned {uche Doctryne as we holde, they wolde refufe this per- 
verfe and wicked Doctryne, knowinge from whom it came. But if they will 
afke us of whom we learned our Doétryne, we anfwer then, that we learned 
it of our Forefathers in the Catholike Churche, which hathe in it contynuedly 
the Holye Spirit of God for a Ruler and Governour. And againe, if they afke 


of whom our Fathers learned this fame, we fay of their Forefathers within’ 


the fame Churche. And fo we manually afcend in Poffeflion of our Doéryne, 
from age to ages unto the Apoftle Peter, unto whom as St. Cyprian fayeth, our 
Savyour Chrifte did betake his Shepe to be fed, and upon whom he founded 
his Churche. 


So that nowe we may be bolde to ftand in our Do@ryne and wr pe againft © 


our Adverfaries, feyng that thers is not yet Fyftye Yeres olde, and ours above 
Fifteen hundrethe Yeres olde. They have for Aucthoritie and Commendation 
of their Religion Esther and his Schoolemafter before mencyoned’,; we have 
for ours St. Peter and his Mafter Chrifte. So that nowe, by the Doctryne ‘of 
Freneus,every Man may knowe wher the Truthe is, and whom he fhould followe, 
which faythe thus, Eis gui in Ecclefa funt Presbyteris, obedire oportet ; bis qut 
Succefionem babent ab Apoftolis, qui cum epifcopali Succeftone charifma Veritatis 


certum fecundum placitum Patris acceperunt ; reliquos vero qui abfiftunt 2 principal 


| Succefione, et quocunque Loco colliguntur, fufpe@os habere, vel quaft Hareticos, et 
mala Sententia, vel quafi Audentes { partium | et elatos fbi placentes: Aut rurfus 
ut Hypocritas que/tus gratia et vane gloria,boc operantes : qui omnes decidunt a Ve- 
ritate. That is, ‘‘ Tothofe Preftes, which be in the Churche, we ought to 
“‘ obaye, thofe which their Succeflion from the Apoftles, who with Bisfhoppe- 
“ like Succeffion, have receaved a fure gracyous Gifte, according to the 
“© good Will of the Father. But for the other which departe from the pryn- 
‘ cipall Succetlion, and be gathered in whatfoever Place, we ought to have 
‘ them fufpected, either as Hereticks, and of an evil Opinion, or as makinge 
“‘ Divifions, and proude Men, and pleafing themfelves, or againe as Hypo- 
“ crytes, doing that for Advantage and vayn Glorye, which all do fall from 
“ the Truthe. And thus I make an End, moft humbly thankinge your good 
Lordfhipps for your gentill Pacyence, defiringe the fame lykewife to weye and 
confider thefe Thinges which I have {poken, as fhalbe thought good to your 
Wyfdomes, - .

To whom it was attributed, 
and howe it became the proper Name of the Bythoppe of Rome ; and what By- 
fhoppes of Rome firft claymed the Swordes, and Triple, Double, and Single 
Crowne.

Hors and my very good Lordes ; having at this prefent two fundry 
Vefpafian. kindes of Religion here propounded and fet forthe before your Honours, 
aes c, being allready in Poffeflion of th‘One of them, and your Fathers before you, 
"3 ‘tis, for the fpace of 14 Hundrethe Yeres paft here in this Realme, lyke as I fhall 
ynodalia. es : 
hereafter prove unto you; the other Religionhere fet in a Booke to be receyved 
~ and eftablisfhed by th’Aucthoritie of this High Courte of Parliament, and-to 
take his Effecte here in this Realme at Mydfomar nexte comynge. And you 
beinge, as I knowe, right well diffirous, to have fome Proofe or fure Know- 
ledge, which of both thefe Religions is the better, and moft worthy to be efta- 
blisfhhed here in this Realme, and to be preferred before the other ; I will for’ 
my part, and for the difcharge of my Dewtie, firft unto God, fecondly unto our 
Soveraigne Lady the Quene’s Highnefs; thirdly, unto your Honours and to the 
whole Commons of this Realme, here fette forthe, and expreffe unto you, three 
brief Rules and Leffons, wherby your Honours fhalbe able to putte difference 
betwixt the true Religion of God, and the Counterfeyte, and therin never be 
deceyvéd.

this Realme, and that for a fhorte Tyme, as not muche pafling the {pace of two 
Yeres, and that in King Edward the 6th his Dayes: Whereas the Religion, and 
the very fame maner of fervinge and honoringe of God, of the which you 
are at this prefent in Poffeffion, did begin here in this Realme 1400 Yeres 
pat 1: i “Lucius’s Dayes, the firft.

The Second was 
Fraude, which was referred to the Chauncerye, becaufe. neyther of bothe di 


| appat- 
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apparteyne unto this Courte. And the Thirde was the Arreft, and commyt- 
tinge to Ward of the faid Gentleman, wherin this Howfe tooke Order. 
Nowe if that by your Lordfhippes own Judgments the Parliament hathe not 
Aucthoritie to meddell with Matters of Common Lawe, which is grounded 
upon Common Reafon, neyther with the Chauncery, which is grounded upon 
Confiderence, (which two Things be naturally given unto Man) then muche 
leffe maye it intermeddell with Matters of Faithe and Religion, farr paflinge | 
Reafon, and the Judgment of Man, fuche as the Contents of this Bill be: 
wherin there be three Thinges {pecyally to be confideryd ; that is, the Weygh- 
tinef{s of the Matter; the Darknefs of the Cawfe, and the Diftcultie in tryinge 
out the Truthe, and thirdly, the Dawnger and Perill which dothe enfue, if we 
do take the wronge Waye. , Oe 

As concernynge the Firfte, that is, the Weyghtine/s of the Matter contetned J.’ 
in this Bill. It is very great: for it is no Money Matter, buta Matter of In- 4. 
heritaunce ; yea, a Matter towchinge Liffe and Deathe, and Damnation de- 

endethe upon it. Here is it fet before us, as the Scripture faithe, Lyfe and 

Deathe, Fier and Water. If we put our Hand into th’one, we fhall live ; if it 
take holde of th’other, we fhall die. Nowe to judge thefe Matters here pro- 
pounded, and difcerne which 1s Liffe and which is Deathe, which is Fire that 
will burne us, and which is Water that will refrefhe and comfort us, is a great 
Matter and not eafely perceaved of every Man. Moreover, there is another 2. 
great Matter here to be confidered, and that 1s, that we do not unadvifedly 
condempne our Forefathers and their Doings, and juftifie our felves and our 
owne Doings; which bothe the Scripture forbidithe. This we knowe, That 
this Doctrine and forme of Religion, which this Bill propoundethe to be abo- 
lithed and taken awaye, is that which our Forefathers were born, brought 
uppe and lived in, and have profeffed here in this Realme without any Alte- 
ration or Chaunge, by the Space of 900 Yeres and more ; and hathe alfo ben 
profeffed and. practifed in the Univerfall Churche of Chrifte fynce the A poftells 
Fyme. And that which we goe about to eftablifhe and place for it, is lately 
brought in, allowed no where, nor put in praGife, but in this Realme onely, 
and that but a fmall Tyme, and againfte the Myndes of all Catholycke Men. 
Nowe if we do confider but the Antiquitie of the one, and the Newnefs of the 
other, we have jufte occafion to have the one in Eftimation for the longe con- 
tinuance therof, unto fuche Tyme, as we fee evydent Cawfe why we fhoulde 
revoke it: And to fufpect the other as never hearde of here before, unto fuch 
Tyme as we fee jufte Cawfe why we fhoulde receave it, feeynge that our Fa- 
thers never heard tell of it. | — 

But nowe I do call to remembraunce, that I did here yefterday a Nobleman 
jn this Howfe fay, makinge an anfwer unto this as it were by Preoccupation, 
that our Fathers lyved in blyndnefs, and that we have jufte Occafion to lament 
their _Ignoraunce ,; wherunto me thinkethe it may be anfwered, that if our 
Fathers were here, and heard us lament their Doings, it is very lyke that = 
woulde fay unto us as our Savyour Chrifte faid unto the Women which fol- 
Jowed hym when he went to his Death, and weeped after him, Nolite flere 
Super nos, fed fuper vos ; ¢. e. Weepe not over us for our Blindnefs, but weepe over 
_ ycur felves far your own Prefumption, in takinge upon you fo Arrogantly to 
Juftifie your felves, and your own Doings, and fo rafhely condemnynge us and 
our Doings. Moreover, Davyd * dothe teache us a Leffon cleare contrarye to * This Bip. 
this Nobleman’s Sayings: For he biddithe us.in doubtfull Matters go to our Fa- ™#/ok 
thers, and learne the Truthe of them, in thefe Wordes : Interroga patrem tuum, a for 
&F annunciabit tibi, majores tuos & dicent tibi: i. e.“* Afke of thy Father, and he gop she 
‘* fhall declare the Truthe unto thee,and of thyne Aunceftors and they will tell wordes ara 
* thee; And after in the fame Pfalme, Filii qui nafcentur & exfurgent, narra- in Deutr. 
bunt filiis fuis, ut cognof{cat generatio altera: i.e. “ The Children which fhalbe 3: an 
“ borne, and ryfe upp, hall tell unto their Children,that it may be knowen from , 37” 
‘© one Generation to another. Davyd here willithe us to learne of our Fathers, and 
not to contempn their Doings. Wherefore I conclude, as concernynge this Parte, 
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that this Bill, conteyninge in it Matters of great Weight and Importaunce; it 
is to be deliberated on with great Diligence and Circumfpe¢tion,and examyned, 
tryed and determyned by Men of great Learnynge, Vertue and Experyence. -. 
And as this Matter is great, and therfore not to be pafled over. haftely, but 
diligentlye to be examyned, fo is it darke and of great Difficultie to be fo 
playalye difcuffed, as that the Truthe may manyfeftly appeare. For here 
e, as I have faid, two Bookes of Religion rar the one to be abor 
lifhed, as erroneous and wicked, and the other to be eftablyfhed, as godly and 
confonant to Scripture , and they be both concernynge one Matter, that is, 
the trewe Admynyftration of the Sacraments accordinge to the Inftitution of 
our Saviour Chrifte. In the which Admynyftration, ther be three Thinges to 
be confidered. The Firfte is the Inftitution of our Savyour Chrifte for the 
Matter and Subftaunce of the Sacraments. ‘The Seconde, the Ordynaunces of 
the Apoftles, for the Forme of the Sacraments.: And the Thirde is the Ade 
ditions of the holie Fathers for the adornynge and tynge of the Admyny- 
ftratyon of the faid Sacraments... Which three be all dulye, as we fee, obferved, 
and that of Neceffitie, in this Booke of the Mafle, and old Service, as all 
Men do know, which underftand it. The other Booke, which is fo much 
extolled, dothe ex profeffo take away two of thefe three Thinges, and in very 
dede makethe the Phirde a Thinge of nonght. For Firfte, as.concernynge the 
Additions of the Fathers, as in the Maffe, Coxfiteor, Mifereatur, Kirie Eleefon, 
Sequentes preces, Santtus Agnus dei, with fuche other Thinges : And alfo th’Ore 
dinaunces of the Apoftles, as Bleflings, Croffings ; and in the Admynyftration 
of dyvers of the Sacraments, Exfufflations, Exorcifmes, Inunttions, prayinge 
towardes the Eaft, Invocation of Saynts, Prayer for the Dead, with fuche 
other ; this Booke takethe awaye, eyther in Parte, or elfe clearly, as Things not 
allowable. And yet dothe the Fawters therof contende, that it is moft perfitt ace 
cording to Chrifte’s Enftitution, and th’Order of the Prymytyve Churche. But 
to let_th’Ordynaunces of th’Apoftles, and the Additions of the Fathers paffe, 
(which, notwithftandinge, we ought greatly to efteem and reverence) lett us 
come to th’Inftitution of our Savyour Chrifte, wherof they taulke fo muche, 
and examyne, whether of thofe two Bookes come neareft unto it. And to make 
hon ipl pg we will take for Example the Maffe, or, as they call it, the 
Supper of the Lord ; wherin our Savyour Chrifte, (as the holie Fathers do ga 
ther upon the Scriptures) did inftitute three Things, which he commanded to 
be done in Remembraunce of his Deathe and Paffion unto his comynge againe, 
fayinge, Hoc facite, &c. Do ye this : Wherof the Firfte is, the Confecratinge 
of the bleffed Body and Blood of our Saviour Jefus Chrifte. The Seconde, 
the offeringe up of the fame unto God the Father. And the Thirde, the Com- 
municatinge, that is, the eatinge and drinkinge of the faid bleffed Body and 
Blood, under the Formes of Bread and Wyne. And.as concerninge the firfte 
two, St. Chryfoffom faythe thus, “ Volo quiddam edicere planem irabile, & Nolis 
“ te mivari neq; turbamini, &c. I will, faythe St. Chryfoffom, Declare unto you in 


“ wery dede a marvellous Thinge, but marvell not at it, nor be not troubled. But 


“ what ts this ? It is the holie Oblation, whether Peter or Panl, or a Prefte of 
“ any defert, do offer, it is the verye fame which Chrifte gave to his Difci- 
“ ples, and which Preftes do make or confecrate at this Tyme. This hathe 
“ nothinge leffe then that. Whyefo? Bycawfe Men do not fan@yfie this, but 
“* Chrifte, which did fanctyfie that before. For lyke as the Wordes, which 
“ Chrifte did fpeake, be the very fame which the Preftes do nowe pronounce, 
“* fo is it the very fame Oblation. Thefe be the Wordes of St. Chryfofome 


- herin he teftifiethe as well the Oblation and Sacrifice of the Body and Bl 


of our Savyour Chrifte, offered unto God the Father in the Maffe, as alfo the 
Confecratinge of the fame by the Prefte: Which two be bothe taken away by 
this Booke, as the Awthors therof do willinglie acknowledge ; cryinge owte 
of the Offerrng of Chrifte oftener than once, notwithftandinge that all the 
Holie Fathers doteach it ; manyfeftly affirmynge Chrifte to be offered daylye 
after anunbloody manner. But if thefe Men did underftand and conkdes 
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what dothe enfiré and followe of this. their Affirmation, i thinke they wolde 
ave their Rafhnefs, and returne to the Truthe againe. For if it be trewe 
that they fay, that there is no externall Sacrifyce in the Newe Teftament, then 
dotbe it follow, that there is no Priefthood under the: fame, whofe Office is, 
Yaythe St. Paul, To afer sp Gyfte and Sacrifaes for Syme. * And if there be nd * rhis is 
Preefthood, then is there no Religion under the New Teftamant. : And if we ¢xprelly 
have no Religion, then be we, Sine Deo tn hoc Mando, that is, We be witbox jae 8 
God:in this Worlde. For one of thefe. dathe neceflarily depend and followe peed 
uppon an other. So that if we graunt ane of thefe, we graunt all; and Hf 1. o14 
we take away one, we take away all, oust . ' ". Tefament 
. Note (I befeeche your pret pong seu th’End of thefe Men’s Doctryns, that ig Vid. Heb: 
te fett us withowt.God. And the lyke Opynion they holde towchinge the Con= 5: * 
fecration: having Nothinge in their Mouthes, but the bolie Commaniby, 
which after the Order of this Booke, is. bolfe only in Wordes, and not. in 
Dede. For the Thinge is not ther, which fhoulde make it holre: I arean 
the Body and Blood of Chrifte, as may thus appeare, it may juftely in very 
dede be callid the bolie Conmmnnion if it be mynyftred trewly and accordingly 
as it ought to be: For then we receave Chrifte’s holie Body and Blood intg 
our Bodies, and be joyned in one with hym, lyke two Pieces of Waxe, whicha 
beynge molten and put together, be made one. Which Symylitude St. CyryJ 
and Chryfofom do ufe in this Matter; and St. Panl fayeth, that we be made bis 
Rones and Flefhe. But by th’Order of this Booke, this is not done; for Chrifte’s 
Bodye is not there in very dede to be receaved. For th’only waye wherbyit | 
is prefent, is by Confecration, which this Booke hathe not at all; * neyther * is i# 
doth it obferve the Forme prefcribed by Chrifte, nor follow the Manner of the perenty 
Churche. The Evangelifts declare, That our Savyour ‘tooke Bread into his Jalfe, vy | 
Handes, and did bleffe it, brake it, and gave it to his Difciples, faying, Take Galera: 
end eat, this is my Bodye which is gyven for you.:~Do this in remembvaunce of sé: tion being 
By thefe Wordes, Do this, we be commanded to tayke Bread into our Handeg; evident té 
to bleffe it, break it, and havinge a refpecte.to the Bread, to pronounce the a ese ; 
Wordes {poken by our Savyour, that is, Hoc ef corps menm. By which Wordes, 217215 ibe. 
faythe St. Chry/offom, the Bread is Confecratid. Nowe by the Order of thie sock. 
Booke, neyther dothe the Prefte take the Bread in his Handes, bleffeé it, nor 
breake it, neyther yet hathe any regard or refpeG to the Bread, when he res 
hearfithe the Wordes of Chrifte, but dothe paffe them over as they were tellinge 
a Tale, or rehearfinge a Storye. Moreover, wheras by the Myndes of good 
Wryters, there is requyryd, yea, and that of neceflitie, a. fall Mynd, and 
mtent to do that which Chrifte did, that is, to confecrate his Body and Blood, | 
with other Things followinge: Wherfore the Churche hathe appoynted.in the 
Mafie certeyne Prayers, 4 {aid by the Priefte before the Confeécration, in 
the which thefe Wordes be, Ut xobis fat corpus & fanguis Domini noffri Phefh 
Chriftt.; that 1s; the Prayer is to this End, That the Creatures may be made 
unto us the Body and Blood of our Saviour Jefus Chrifte : Here is declared 
th’Intent, as well of the Churche,as alfo of the Priefte which fayeth Mafle; But 
as for this newe Booke, there is no fuch Thinge mentyoned in it, that dothd 
eyther declare any fuche Intente, eyther make any fuche Requefte unto God, 
but rather to the contrarye: as dothe appeare by the Requeft there made ing 
thefe Wordes, That we receavinge -thefe thy Creatures of Bread and Wyne, Ste. 
which Wordes declare, that they mntende no Confecration at all. And then let 
them glory a’ muche as they will in their Communion, it is to no purpofe, 
feeynge that the Body of Chrifte is not there, which, as I have faid, is the 
Thimge that fhould be communicated, | | 
‘Ther did yeftérdaye a Moblethan in this Howfe fay, That he did beleve 
that Chrifte is ther receaved in the Corhmunyon fet owt in this Booke’; and 
beyng aiked if he did worfhippe hym ther, he faid, no, nor never woiulde, 
fo longeas he lived. Whichiea ftran Opynyon, that Chrifte fhoulde be any 
where, and not worfhtypped. . They fay, t y will worflrippe hym in Heaven, 
but not in the Sacrament ; Which is much lyke, as if @ Man woulds — 
tha 
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_pafle this Bill, you fhall not onely in my Judgement erre your fe 


that when th’Emperor fyttethe under his Clothe of Eftate, Princely apparelled, 
he is to be honoured ; but if he come abroad in a Freez Coat, he is not to' be Ho- 
noured ; and yet he is all one Emperor in Clothe of Golde under his Ctothe of 
Eftate, and in a Freez Coat abroad in the Street. As it is.one Chrifte in 
Heaven in the Forme of Man, and in the Sacrament under the Formes. of 


Bread and Wyne. The Scripture, as St. Augujftyne dothe interprete it, dothé 


commande us to worfhippe the Body of our Savyour, yea, and that m the 
Sacrament in thefe Wordes : Adorate fcabellum pedum ejus, quoniam fandum eff : 


Worfbippe bis Footftoole, for it is bolie. Upon: the which Place St. Augufféxe 


wrytethe thus, “* Chrifte tooke Flefhe of the bleffed Virgin his Mother, and 
‘¢ in the fame he did walke, and the fame Flefhe he gave us to eat unto Health; 
‘** but no Man will eat that Flefhe, except he worfhippe it before. So 1s it 
‘* found owte, howe we fhall worfhippe his Footftoole, or. we fhall not onely 
‘* not Synne in worfhippinge, but we fhall fynne in not Worfhippinge. Thus 
far St. Auguffine: But as concernynge this Matter, if we woulde confider all 
Things well, we fhall fee the Provifion of God marvellous in it. For he pro- 
vidithe. fo, that sage bl Heretickes, and Enymyes of the Truthe, be com- 


 pellyd to confeffe the Truthe in this behalfe. For the Lutberians writinge a- 
 gainft the Zwinglians do prove, that the true naturall Body of our Savyour 


Chrifte, isin the Sacrament. And the Zwinglians againfte the Lutherians do 
prove, that then it muft nedes be worfhipped ther. . And thus in their Conten- 


_ tion, dothe the Truthe burft out, whether they will or no. Wherfore, in 


myne Opynion of thefe two Errors, the Fonder 1s to fay, that Chrifte is in the 
Sacrament, and yet not to be worfhipped, than to fay, he is not ther at all. 
For eyther they do thinke, that eyther he is ther but in an Imagynation or 
Fancye, and fo not in very dede;, or elfe they be Neforians, and thinke that ther 
is his Bodye onely, and not his Dyvinitie : which be bothe devellifhe and wicked. 

Nowe, my Lordes, confider I befeche you, the Matters here in Varyaunce ; 
whether your Lordefhippes be able to difcuffe them accordinge to Learnynge, 
fo as the Truthe may appear, or no: that is, whether the Body of Chrifte be 
by this newe Booke confecrated, offered, adored, and truly communicated, or 


no; and whether thefe Things be required néceffarily by th’Inftitution of our | 


Saviour Chrifte, or no; and whether Booke goeth nearer the Truthe. Thefe 
Matters, my Lordes, be (as I have faid) weightie and darke, and not eafye to 
be difcuffed : And lykewife your Lordfhippes may thinke of the reft of the. 


Sacraments, which be eyther clearly taken awaye, or elfe mangled, after the 


fame forte by this newe Booke. | 

The third thinge here to be confidered, is, the great Daunger and Peryll that 
dothe hange over your Heades, if you do take upon you to be Judges in thefe 
Matters, and judge wronge , bringinge bothe your felfes and others from the 
Truthe. unto Untruthe, from the Highwayes unto Bypathes. It is daungerous 


- enoughe, our Lord knowethe, for Man hymfelf to erre, but it is more daun- 


erous, not onely to erre hymfelf, but alfo to lead other Men into Error. It 
is fayd in the Scripture of the Kinge Hieroboam, to aggravate his Offences, 
that Peccavit & peccare fecit [frael : 1. e. He did fynne bymfelf, and cawfed Ifraelt 
to fynne. Take heed, my Lordes, that the like be not faid by you ; ad you 
ves, but ye 
alfo fhalbe the Awthors and Cawfers that the whole Realme fhail erre after 
you. For the which Pn fhall make an Accompte before God. 
_ Thofe that have read Storyes and knowe the Difcourfe & Order of the Churche, 
difcuflinge of Controverfies in Matters of Religion, can teftifie, That they 
have been difcuffed and determyned in all times by the Clergye onely, and 
never by the Temporaltie. The Heryfie of Arius, which troubled the Churche 
in the Tyme of the Emperor Conffantyne the great, was condempned in the 
Councell of Nice. The Herefye of Eutyches in the Councell of Chalcedone un- 
der Martin , the Herefye of Macedonius in the firfte Councell of Constantynople 
in the tyme of Theodofius; the Herefye of Nefforius in the Epbefin Councell, in 


the time of Theodofius the younger. And yet did never none of thefe good 


Emperors 
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Emperors affemble their Nobilitie and Commons, for the difcuffing and de 
termynynge of thefe Controverfies, neyther afked their Myndes in them, or 
went by Number of Voices or Polles, to determyne the Truthe, as is done here 
in this Realme at this Tyme. We may came lower, to the third Councell of 
Tolletane in Spayne, in the Tymeof Ricaredus, beinge ther, and to the Councell . 
in Fraunce about 800 Yeres ago in the, Tyme of Carolus Magnus : Which bothe, . 
followinge th’Order of the Churche, by Licence had of the Pope, did procure . 
the Cletgie of their Realmes to be gathered and affembled, for reformynge of - 
certeyne: Errors: and- Enagmyties .within- their faid Realmes, wherunto they _ 

never callyd their Nobilitie nor Commons; neyther did any of them take 
upon themfelves eyther to reafon and difpute, in difcuffinge of the Controver- 
fies, neyther to determyne them being .difcuffed, but left the whole, to the 
difcuffing and determining of the Clergy.: And no mervaill,, if thefe with all 
other Catholick Princes uled this Trade. For the Emperors that were Here- 
ticks, did never referve any ftich Matter:to the Judement of Temporal Men, 
a@s may appear to them that read the Stories of Conffantius, Valens, &c. who 


procured divers ,Affemblics, but always of the Clergy for the Rablifhiag.of . |

Lykewife, fayd Valentinianus. th’Emperor, (beinge 
defired to affemble certeyne Busfhoppes together, for examynynge of a Matter 
of Dottryn) in this wife, Alibi qui in forte fum plebis, fas non eft talia’ cuviofius 
fcrutari - Sacerdotes, quibus ifta cura fant, inter feipfos quacung; ‘loco voluerint con- |

as a Howfe is called One, becawfe-the Tymber and the Stones, iron and Glafs, 
which are dyvers, are by Carpenters and Mafons.fo unyted, that their Diver- 
fitie appeareth not, but ia eng by Morter and Pynns. Likewife, a Flock 
of Sheep is called One, -becawfe it belongeth to one Mafter, or elfe is ruled by 
one Shepherd. °: And fhall not the Church (be one] throughe that, that it hathe 
but one Head ? Or elfe tell us another { way, | howe.it isone. For all, that be 
manye in Number, muft be made one ex coparentibus, as a Howfe or a Booke 
or elfe ex difantibus; they are brought to one, beynge as a Flocke or a Heard 
under one Shepherd ; and fo after this fecond forte, the Churche is one. 
But if you faye, that it is Oe throughe this, that it hathe one Faithe ; then 
maye I well replye, That one Faithe is kepte no wher, without ther be one 
Head. Otherwife, whye be ther Lutherans, Zwynglyans, Pacemontans ? Which 
all do challenge the Scripture, and none of them acknowledge one Head, 
wherby they fhoulde be one. No, the very Lutherans be not one, nor in one 
Faithe, but fo longe as they obey their Mafter Luther. 
Apoftolic : , “2Pofoltke is here to be taken, which defcendythe from th’ Apoftles : as all the 
pw" * Fathers call that Seat Apoftolike, where the Apoftles fate, and wher their 
Succeffors do fytt. Then that Churche is Apoftolike, which can fhewe their 
Defcent from th’Apoftles. And this fhalbe juftified owt of Irenaus, Tertullian, 
Iberom, and ‘Augufline : albeit, becawfe I had no Bookes at Hand, I coulde not 
alledge the Places. Tertullian’s Words be after this Senfe, Edant origines Epif- 
Coporum — Trenays’s Senfe is, Whofo cannot bringe bis DoGryne to th’ Apo- 
files or ther Succeffors, is to be fufpeded. Nowe, which Churche can doit fo well 
as the Papifts. We can fhow from Peter to Paulus 7 the laft Pope, the 
Succeffion of Busfhoppes. And likewife, we can in Canterbarye, and in every

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Sea, fhewe howe the Busfhoppes came from th’Apoftles. For we can by Chro- 


nycle profecute from William Warrem, that was laft Busfhoppe before Dr. Crax- 
mer, to the firft that was fent in by Gregorye. Then can we bringe Gregorye 
up to St. Peter, and fo by the reft. Nowe if any in that Tyme difagreed from 


. hus Forefathers, he is acvordinge to Irenans’s Rule, to be judged fufpeGted. As .. 


an Canterbury, Cramer difagreed from all his Predeceffors: In Exeter, Myles 
Coverdall. And thofe Men, which fodenly nowe will leappe from this Point 
unto th’Apoftles tyme, fayinge, that they agree with them, they are muche like 
as he that woulde challenge Kyndred of Cox/tantyne the great, and woulde from 
his Father {kippe upp ftreight to or) sea ek fayinge. I am Nycholas, and x» 

‘Father is William, and fo I came of Conitantyne. I trowe that Man fhoulde 
‘be laughed at, he muft fhow his Pedigree from his Tyme, by Grandfathers 
and great Grandfathers, without any Interruption, to Confantyxe. Even fo, 3 

they challenge the Sea Apoftolike, and take themfelves to be of that Churche, 
they muft bringe their Pedegree by lynyall afcent upp to th’ Apoftles, as we

isthe bolie Bodye of the Churche, yet it is here to be taken paffively, that is 
to faye, bolie, becaufe it is hallowed. So faythe Davyd, Saluum me fac, Domi- 
we, guoniam fandus fum, 1.¢. Save me, Lord, becawfe Iam holie, that is bal- 
‘owed. For manye of the Fathers thought it abfurde,that Davyd fhoulde boafte 
of his Holinefs, but thinke rather he meaneth becawle he had receaved Holy- 
mefs of God’s Parte; as we myght faye, Save me, becawfe I am chryftened. 
Thus then that Churche is bolic, which hathe receaved of God mofte Benyfits,;

Pole Cardinal,by Authority of'a Parliament holden at Wefminfter in the XXXIth 
Year of the Reign of Henry VIII. late King of England, was attainted of High 
‘Treafon, by the Name of Reynold Pole, Dean of the Cathedral Church of Exeter,

By thefe Words, Every Particular Church, we underftand every particular 
Kingdom, Province or Region, which by order maketh one Chriftian Society 
or Body, according to diftinétion of Countries and: Orders of the fame. 

By Ceremonies and Rites of the Church, we underftand thofe Ceremonies and 
Rites, which neither exprefly, neither by neceffary Deduction or Confequence 
are commanded or forbidden in the Scriptures, but are Things of their own 
Nature indifferent. As for Example, the Form and manner of Prayer before 
and after Baptifm, and at the Adminiftration of the Sacrament of the Body 


and Blood of Chrift, the Appointing of Times and Places for the vege of 


God’s Word, Miniftration of Sacraments, Publick Prayer, Number of Holy

Days, Times of Fafting, and fuch like. All.which may by God’s Word, not 


_ only by General Councils, but alfo by Particular Provinces, Regions and Soci- 


eties of Chriftians, be changed or abrogated, according as the State of the Times, 
Places; People, and other Circumftances fhall require: So that it be dane to 
edify God’s People. | | i a 
Having thus made Declaration of the Propofition, we will proceed to the 
Proof of the fame by Gad’s Word, by ancient Writers, and by Examples. — 
Firff, all Ecclefiaftical Rites and Ceremonies are things, which pertain unto 
Order and Decency. But St, Paul committed to the particular Church of 
Corinth the Difpofition ofall Things, which appertain to Decency and Order. 
And committing fach Authority to the Particular Church of Corinth, he con- 
fequently committeth it to all other particular Churches. For with God there is 
no refpect of Perfons: And-as there is in Chrift neither Jew nor Gentile, fo

Now if every Particular Church had not Authority to abrogate fuch Cere- 
monies being hurtful, then fhould it follow, that Chrift, who is the Head nof 
only of the Univerfal Church, but alfo of every Particular Church, had left 
the fame Church deftitute of neceflary Remedies to redrefs Vice and Sin. - ~ 
- For as for the General Councils, they come. together but feldom. |. It was 
more than 2co Years after Chrift e’re the Nicene Council was called, which was 
the firft General Council after the Difeiples time. And fith that time,~by- 
reafon of Wars and Troubles in the World, fometimes of a long {pace together 
no General Councils have been called..- So that if Particular Churches may

Who hath commanded by his Apoftle St. Paul, that all Things fhould ‘be.done: 
in the Church to Edify, Bug no Particular Church is bound to obey Man more 
than God; ‘Therefore a Particular Church ig not bound to retain, bat may 
remove hurtful Ceremonies, inftituted by Men 
Thefe few Reafons we,have brought out of the Scriptures; not becaufe we 
have no mare to- alledge, ;but’ partly: becaufe we thought any oneSayimg of 


Chrift fufficient teperiuade any Chrifgian Man ; and'paxtly, for that We know 
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tions, (for fo he cal 
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many Men now a days ftay themfelves chiefly upon the Decrees of old Councils, 
and the Writings a ga of Doétors and Fathers: And forafmuch as our 
Adverfaries will ftand moft upon thofe Grounds, we have thought it good to 
match them with their own Weapons, and in that Field wherein they think 
thernfelves beft appointed. Wherefote, the reft of our Procefs fhall ftand upon 
the Authority of the Doctors, and upon the Examples and Practice of antient 
Churches. But firft, We will alledge a nafural Reafon or two, and thencome 
to the Authority of the Doctors, arid Examples. | 
That the Propofition is true very natural Reafon would fuffice a Man, that 
would be ruled by Reafon. But Reafon would that Things fhould be reftored 
by like Order asthey fellindecay. But.itis not like that any Ceremony being 
net wicked of-it {elf} can grow to Corruption and Abufe in all Places through- 
out the World at one time, but muft of Force have both his Beginning, and 
his Proceeding, and fo at length overwhelm the whole. Wherefore, as the 


- Corruption is firft particular, fo muft there alfo be firft a particular Redrefs. 


Yea, and if the Abufe happen ‘to be fo great, that it over-run the whole 
Body of the Church, even very Nature would us to do as the good Hufband is 
wont to do. The good Hufband, faith St. Augnfin, if he fee his Corn-field 
overgrown with Weeds, goeth not about by and by to weed out altogether; ~ 
but beginning in one Corner firft, and fo proceedeth to the whole. 

- But Men perhaps will fay, That the Ceremonies of the Holy Church are’ 
fanctified and privileged in fuch fort, that they cannot be abufed. But you 
muft underftand, that as the Nature of Man is mutable and corrupt, even fo all 
Ordinances devifed by Men are fubject to Mutability, and ready to receive 


‘Corruption. And therefore albeit they were well, and upon my Fey Ufe 


received atthe beginning, yet afterwards by little and little they fall to Abufe. 
The Brazen Serpent was fet up by Mofes for the People to behold, that they 
fnight receive Health. ' Afterwards it was abufed to Idolatry. And therefore 
the good K. Ezekias pulled it down, and beat it-to Powder. And fo Ceremonies 
fometimes are taken for Things necéffary to the Wosfhipping of God; and of 
fuch Chrift faith, Fruftra me colunt,docentes dofrinas,Pracepta bominum. And again, — 
he warneth his Difciples to beware of the Leaven of the Scribes and Pharifees. _ 
_. Sorhetimes they grow to fuch a-Number, that the Multitude of them is in- 
tolerable. And therefore St. Augu/ft#,im his Time, which was more than 1100 
Years ago,‘complaineth to his Friend Fanuarms, Omnia, inquit, funt plena bu- 
manis prafumptionibus, ‘All, {aith he, is now full of Mens Prefanption: And he 
faith further, That the Fews being under the Law, and in fervitude of Ceremonies, : 
were in far better Cafe, ‘than the Chriffians of bis Time. And the Reafon is, Quia 
eth illi.Tempus Libertatis  non-‘agnoverint, legalibus tamen farcinis, non bumanis - 
Prafumptionibus fervierint. This isSt..Auguftin’s Reafon,for the which he think- 
eth, that the Chriftiahs in his Time were in worfe taking for the Bondage of 
Ceremonies, than ever were-the Jéws uiader-Shadow of the Law. -And We be’ 
fuch if you mark it well; For, faith he, Notwithftanding the Jews knew not 
the Time of Liberty, yet they. were Captives, not as we are to Mens Prefump- 
{eth the inordinate Number of Ceremonies devifed by Men): 
but unto the Law of Gods © wwe te | : 
i‘ Sometimes.they are idle and dumb and teach Nothing, and are, as I might 
fay, Signs without Signification: And fitch:are the moft part of the Ceremo- 
nies, which now fo ftiffly are defended. - For the moft part of them, they are 
fuch, as I will not fay, the poor Laymen, or your ignorant Priefts, but if 
we may: be fo bold to {peak it, ‘you your felves are-not able to give any Rea~ 
fon for them. bo Base ee te eee CS and J 
- And fometimes they are devifed only for filthy Lucre, under a fhew - of. 
Holinefs, to. get Money. And whether this have been practifed any time here-' 
tofore, we remit the Matter to any indifferent Judge. 4 
- Thefe many Ways may Ceremonies be abufed. Firft, If they be taken as. 
Things pertaining to the Worfhiping of God. Newt,°if they grow to an in- 
ordinate Number. . Thirdly, if they :teach nothing, nor no Man can have 
ites Underftanding 
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Underftandjng of them. And to conclude, if.they be invented for Lucre-fake, 


to get Money. Now Ceremonies thus ufed lack their Soul, as I might fay, 
and are become dead. And therefore there remaineth no more, but that they 
be had out of the way, and buried. | 

There is as great a Difference between a particular Member of a General 
Council, and the Council, ‘as between a particular Church, and a General 
Council. But in a General Council, a Truth hath been revealed toa particular 
Member, for the Edification of the Church, which was hid from the whole 
Council. Unto the which Truth and Per{wafion of the particular Member, 
the whole Council gave Place ; as appeareth in the Council of Nice ; whereas 
‘was revealed unto Papbhnutius that which was hid: from all the reft. Unto whofe 
Perfwafion, notwithitanding that he was but one particular Man, the whole 
Council gave place; becaufe they perceived it to be for the Edification of the 
Church. Therefore the Truth of God, whereby Things may be inftituted, abro- 
gated or changed for the Edification of the Church, may be fometimes revealed 
unto particular Churches, which are hid from General Councils . 2: 

The Apoftles Succeffors had the fame Authority that the Apoftles had; For 
that the Adverfaries grant ; elfe under what colour drive they Men to obey the 
Pope and his Decrees ? But all Bifhops be the Apoftles Succeffors, and have

like Power, as appeareth by St. Hierom, which faith, Omnes Epifcopos Apoftolo~ Her. ad 
yum Succeffores effe : and by Cyprian, who affirmeth that each one had the like Evagr. 


Authority : Hoc utig;, inquit, erant cateri Apoftoli, quod fuit Petrus, part Com 


fortio praditi, (F honoris &F poteftatis. Therefore all Bifhops have the fame 
Authority, which is, to difpofe Things to Edification ; as Paul faith, Catera, 
éwm Venero, .difponam, i. e. Tbe ref will I fet in Order, when Icome. : 

And that the very particular Churches had this Liberty to retain or to remove 
Ceremonies, as it may feem good for them, it may appear by an infinite Num- 
ber of Examples, and in manner by the continual Courfe of the old Church. 
For thus writeth Irenaus of the Order of the Lenten-Faft in his Time, as it 13 
reported by Eufebius, Neq; de die tantum difceptatio eff, 8c. Neither do they differ 
only about the Day, but alfo about the manner of their Fafting. For fome think 


they fhould faft one Day, fome two Days, and fome more. Some reckon their Day of 


24 Honrs long, accounting altogether the Hours of Day and Night.. By this it ap- 
areth, that notwithftanding there was an Order taken for fafting, yet was it 
wiul for Men, toreceive it or leave it, as they lifted; andthat without breach 

_ of Charity. For Irenaus ftaitway addeth thefe Words, Nibilo tamen minus, &c. 
Notwithfanding, faith Irenaeus, (an old Father, that lived a thoufand and four 

Hundred Years ago) they kept Peace and Unity among themfelves. And fo do we 

until this Day. And the Diverfity of our Fafting fetteth forth the more the Agrees 

ance of our Faith. Likewife was there great Diverfity in keeping of Eafer- 
day. For the Latins kcpt it upon one Day after the Tradition of St. Peter, as 
they faid; and the Churches of Afa kept it on another, after the Tradition of 

Saint Fobn y Yet notwithftanding, agreed in Chriftian Peace and Unity. 

Socrates, in his Fifth Book and 22d Chapter of his Hiftory, profecuteth this 

Matter at large. And the Chapter were worthy to be recited whole, faving 

for fhortnefs of Time, a Portion thereof only fhall fuffice. Nufquam igitur 

Apoftolus nec ipfa Evangelia, &c. Neither the Apoffle nor the Gofpels themfelves do 

any where lay upon them which come to preaching (of the Gofpel, he means) the 

Toke of Bondage. But every one in their own Countries bave upon a certain Cuffom, 

as they would themfelves, kept the Feaff of Eafter, and other Fefival Days, that they 

might ceafe from Labour, and remember the Healthful Pafion, (he means, of the 

Lord ;) Neither bath our Saviour, or bis Difciples by any Law commanded this to be 

obferved of us 5 neither do the Gofpels or Apoftles threaten unto us any Pain or Pu- 


wifbment, as Mofes Law did unto the Fews: But it ts written in the Gofpels only, 
after the manner. of an. Hiffory, in the reprebenfion of the fews, becaufe they commit- 


ted Murder on the Feftival Days, and becaufe Chrift fuffered tn the time of Sweet 
bread. Wherefore the Scope of the Apoftle was not-to make Laws for holy Days, but 
to bring in good Life and godline{s, But it feemetb unto me likewife, as many other 
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Things in every Place grew unto a Caflom, even fo alfo did the Fea of Eafter. Bes 


canfe none of the Apoftles as Ihave faid, decreed any Thing of the Matter. Fhat 
certain Thing, even from the beginning, began to be obferved 3x every Place rather 
by Cuftom than by Law, the Matter it felf declareth. Asin Afia the Lefs, many after 
the old Cuftom contemning the Sabbath, obferved the 14th Day. And they thus doing, 
did never rive with them wbich did keep the Feaff of Eafter otberwife, wntil Victor, 
Bishop of Rome, being too earnef, decreed, That the Quartodecimans fhould be exs 
communicate. For the which Deed, Irenzus, being Bifbop of Lionsin France, wrote 
a frarp Epiftle unto Victor, wherein be both reprebeudeth bis Earnefine/s, and alfo 
declareth that none d them which in old time dtd diverfly celebrate the Feaf of Eafter, 
were by any Means Jeparated from Communion. And that Polycarpus, a afte of 

chew 


Smyrna (which in Conclufion, fuffered Martyrdom ander Gordianus) did xot e 


the Communion of Anicetus, Bifbop of Rome, xor did for the Fefival fake fall out 
with him, altho’ he, according to the Cuftom of Eucharius, Bi/bop of Smyrna, did 
celebrate Eafter the 14th Day; as Eufebius faith in the Fifth Book of the Ecclefe 
aftical Hiftory. 

And a little after : Romani xamq; tres ante Pafca Septimanas, Sc. “ For the 
“© Romans do faft three Weeks together before Hafer, except the Saturday and

** fome, which not only diffent about number of Days, but alfo do not retain 
“* one kind of Abftinence. For fome do utterly abftain from Things that have 
“‘ Life. Some, of thofe Things that have Life, eat only Fifhes, fome befided 
“* Fifhes, eat alfo Birds, and fay, after Mofes, they come of the Waters. Some 
‘“* abftain both from Berries and Eggs, fome do eat only dry’ Bread; fome not 
‘* that: Some there be, which fafting to the Ninth Hour do ufe divers Meats : 
“ In divers Nations they faft diverfly. Of which there be innumerable Caufes, 
“ And becaufe no Man is able to fhew any written Commandment of this 
“* Matter, it is plain the Apoftles have left it free to every Mans Judgment and 
“ Will, left any fhould do a good thing either of Fear or Neceffity. Such is 


_ © the Diverfity of Fafts through the Churches: And about the Communion is 


“ a much like Diverfity. And fo the Author proceedeth in fhewing certain 


Diverfities about the Miniftration of the Communion, Baptifm, Marriage, and - 


. other Ecclefiaftical Obfervances.

“¢ Saturday and Sanday, others,only upon the Sunday. | 
Nunquam ergo cateri Apoftoli prandere Chriftianos, 8c. “‘ Did then the other 
- Apottles teach the Chriftians throughout the whole World to dine contrary 
* to Peter? Like as therefore Peter and his Fellow-Difciples lived in Concord 
** among themfelves, even fo let them which faft on the Saturday, and were 
“ planted by Peter, and thofe which dine on Saturday, and were planted by 


_ © his Fellow-Difciples, live together in Unity and Concord. 


Anda little after, in the fame place, Sic ergo una Fides, &c. “‘ Therefore, 
“* Jet the Faith of the Univerfal Church, which is there fpread abroad as ir- 
“* ward in the inward Parts be one; altho’ the fame Unity of Faith be kept 
“ with divers Rites or Obfervations ; wherewith in no wife the Truth in Faith 
“is hindred. For all the Beauty of the King’s Daughter isinward. But thofe 
‘* Rites which are kept divers, are underftanded in the Garments. Whereu 
“ it is faid-to her, Covered round about with 7 in the golden Edges, or Skirts, 
“ of ber Garments. But let that Vefture alfo be fo divers in variable Rites, that

“ I think for my part, I have fufficiently anfwered this, if thou wilt afk my 
ae og “* Judgment 
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« Judgment of this Matter, confidering this in my Mind, 1 fy, That Fafting 


“ of the Evangelifts and Apoftles, and in the whole Teftament, (which 1s 
“ called the New Teftament) is commanded : But on what Days we muft not 
“ Faft, andon what Days we muft Faft, I do not find determined by the 
“ Commandment of the Lord, or the Apoftles. And by this I judge, that 
‘© Liberty ismore apt and convenient, than Conftraint, of Fafting: Altho’ 
“ truly not to the obtaining the Righteoufnefs which Faith obtaineth : Wheres 
“ in confifteth the Beauty of the gan mt inwardly ; but yet ta fignify the 
“ eternal Reft, which is the true Sabbath. _ 


Nox omnes guansvis ejusdem opinionis, &c, “ All Men, tho’ they were of one Nicephor. 
“ Faith, yet obferved they not in their Churches like Traditions. Yea, they, Lib. 12. 
“* that had all one Faith, yet oft in the Obfervation of Ufages differed much, “? 3# 


“ Which Thing was no hindrance to true Godlinefs, _ _ | 
| Likewife it is noted in the Decrees of Pope Stephen, and alledged in Grattan, 
dift. 31. as followeth, liter fe babet Orientalium Ecclefiarum Traditig, 8c. 
“ The Tradition of the Eaft Church is far otherwife than the Tradition of this 
“ ‘holy Church of Rome. For there Priefts, Deacons, and Sub-deacons are 
“ married: But in this Church, none from a Sub-dcacon unto a Bifhop hath 
“ Licence to marry a Wife. And here is to be marked, that Pope Stephe: 
took not the fingle Life of Priefts in the Latin Church, as a thing cammandé 
by ot but only asa Tradition, and fuch a Tradition as the Greciaus lately 
received. , a 

Buaftio Anguftini ad Gregorinm Par ifla, Cum una fit Fides, cur funt Ecclefiarum 
diver{[a Confuetudines ? & aliter Confuetndo Miffarum in S. Romana Recleh ate, 
aliter in Galliarum Ecclefis texetur ¢ Cui Gregorius refpondit, 19. dift. Cap, Navit, 
Novit Fraternitas tua, &c. “© Your Brotherhood knoweth the Cuftom of the 
“ Church of Rome, wherein you have beentrained up. But this way pleafeth 
“ me well, that if you find any thing, whether it be in the Church of Rome, 
“* or in the Church of Frencé, or elfé in any other Church, that may more 
“ pleafe God, that you diligently chufe the fame. And forafmuch as the 
* Church of England is new in Conftitution, and in Ceremonies, that you pour 
“ into it the beft Ordinances that you can gather of many others. For we 
“‘ may not love the Things for the Places, but the Places for the Things, 
“ Wherefore, gather you out of every Church fuch Things, as be godly, res 
“* ligious and right , and the fame, knit up as it were in a Bundle, caufe you 
to be put and to be brought 1n ure in the Church of England. | 

Here we may note, that Gregory — then Bifhop of Rome, would not 
drive other Churches to the Obfervation of the Ceremonies and Rites of Rome ¢ 
But fuffered each Nation to retain and keep fuch Orders, as fhould be meft 
convenient for them. / _ 

Yea, Sozomenus writeth in his Seventh Book, Eadem Ceremonia non poffnnt, &c. 
“ One kind of Ceremonies cannot be found in every Church. 

And moreover Socrates writeth in his Fifth Book, Non trventuntur, &«¢. “ You 
** cannot find two Churches, faith Socrates, (writing of the Order of the 
“ Church in his time,) that in Rites and Ceremonies agree together. 

Likewife Theodoretus upon the 14th Chap. to the Romans, intreating of thefe 


Words, Let every Man abound in bis own Senfe, or Judgment, writeth as follows - 


eth, Nom enims boc a gencraliter, &c. “ He hath not put this generally, nor 
“© yet commandet to judge thus of God’s Decrees. : For he doth accurfé 
“ them that go about to teach any thing contrdby unto the Truth: If any Man 
“* preach unto you any other DoGrin, than thet ye bave received, let bim be accurfeds 
‘“ And therefore only of Meats he left to every Man freedom of his own 
“ Mund For this Cuftom remaineth in the Churches until this Day; and one. 
“ chufeth Abftinence, and another eateth all kinds of Meat without {cruple of 
“ Confcience. And neither this Man judgeth that Man, nor the one reprovet) 
“ the other, but the Law of Concord and Charity doth make them notable. | 
And all this Diverfity rofe of that, that it was lawful for every particular 
Chusch either to receive, ar to leave fuch. Ordinances ss were sida < 
thought 
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thought good by other Churches. For if all‘Places had been bound to one’ 
Order, then could never have been fuch Diverfity. beats oP pe * 
- Now of this may we thus Conclude, That Church that hath Liberty, whether 


| it will receive a Ceremony or no at the firft, may by the fame Liberty aftér- 


wards remove it, when it fhall be thought good. Yea, and a great deal more 


reafonable it is to remove a Ceremony, when it is corrupt and:‘abufed, than at ~ 


the firft not to receive it, when it is incorrupted and judged profitable.. For’ 


as St. Augu/tin writ to Fanuarius,. Quod non eft contra fidem, &c. that is, What- 


foever is not againft Faith and good Manners, is-to be taken as a Thing indifferent. 


Now ifit be to be taken for a thing indifferent to keep or to refufe,when it 1s beft, 


much more reafon it is to refufé, when it 1s corrupt and grown out of kind. ‘ 


.. For an thing, that cannot neceffarily be gathered out of the Word of God, 


may be changed, as St. Cyprian writeth to Pompétus; Nibil innovetur, inquit, quoi 

traditum. Oh! faid the Adverfary to St. Cyprian, nothing that 1s once delivered 
us; may be altered. St. Cyprian makes an{wer, ‘‘ Unde eff, iffa Traditio ¢- May it 
*< not be changed, faid St. Cyprian ? Wherefore,from whence came this Tradition ? 
“* Came it from the Authority of the Lord and Gofpel, or from the Command- 
** ments and Writings of the Difciples ? As if he fhould fay, If it came from’ 


_ the Epiftles of the Apoftles, or the Gofpels, then it may not be changed ; if it’ 


Examples. . 


came out of the Decrees of Men, it may. And in another Place he faith, Nov 
ef abfurdum,. &c. “ It isnot againft Reafon, that {uch Things -as have been! 
** received be changed for the better. . | ms 
' For fuch is the Nature of Ceremonies, that as it is fometimes profitable to 
receive them, fo fometimes profitable to put them away. And here we have 
to fhew you the wife Anfwer of a Gentleman and: Counfellor of the City of 
Athens, named Theramenes. The Lacedamonians, after they had given the Athe- 
nians a great overthrow in the Field, commanded them to pull down the Walls 
of the Town, otherwife they threatned them utter undoing. When this Mat- 
ter came to Deliberation in the Council-houfe of Athens, Theramenes gave Coun- 
fil that the Walls fhould be pulled: down. Straitway there ftood up another 
Gentleman, And will you, faid he, give your Affent to the pulling down of 
the Walls; that were builded up by the Counfil of that Worthy Man, and Great 
Captain Themifocles ? Yea, {aid Theramenes. For T hemiffocles caufed the Walls 


‘to be builded for the Safeguard of the City’; and for the Safeguard of the fame 


City, I give counfil to throw them down. Even fo we may anfwer by Cere- 
monies: They were brought in at firft for to profit the Church ; but after they be 
once corrupted, and do not that Office for which they were invented, for the 
profit of the fame Church they ntuft be removed. And if this be true of fuch 
Ceremonies, which at the firft were indifferent, much more tt is to be thought 
of {uch Ceremonies, that were never good nor indifferent, but were brought 
in, in the corrupt State of the Church. 

And therefore St. Augafix hath a marvellous good Saying, writing, 4d 
Marcellinum, Cap.5. Non itaq, verum eff, quod dicitur, &c. “‘ It is not true, 
“ that fome Men fay, that fuch a Thing as is once well done, may in nowife 
“ be altered. . For after the Caufe or Occafion of Time is changed, good Rea- 
“ fon requireth, that that be changed, which otherwife before was well done. 
“* That whereas they fay, it were not well to have it changed ; contrariwife 
** the Truth faith, It were not well, but it fhould bechanged. For then thal] 
* both be well, if that for the Lanse td of time they fhall bedivers, . | 

Thus much for Proofs out &f the Scripture and antient Writers. Now re- 
mains to fhew the fame by Example. | 
Bafilius being a Bifhop, took upon him to devife a feveral Form of Prayers 
‘and Ceremonies, to be ufed about the Adminiftration of the Communion ; and 
by the Confent of the Church practifed the fame, without any Authority of 
General Council. Chryfoflom alfo did the like; fo that it beareth his Name un- 
til this Day, andis called Liturgia Chryfoffomi. If particular Bifhops had Au- 
thority to vary from other Churches, and to inftitute Rites and Ceremonies 
about the Adminiftration of the holy Commutiion, which. be ‘Ceremonies ; 
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moft weight, and moft in Controverfy at this Day ; how unreafonable is it to 
deny the like Authority, to a whole Kingdom or Province, to the ordinary 
Power and Learned of the fame ? | . 

Furthermore, the Church of the £tbiopians, called Presbyter Fobannes Land, 
have at this day ther own Ceremonies, and that in the vulgar Tongue. 

Thofe Churches that remain yet 1n the Eaft Parts differ, and always have 
done, from the Weft Churches in Rites and Ceremonies. 

Yea, and the Weft Churches themfelves vary one from another. — 

There were in Gregory's time three Canons or Orders, to minifter the holy 
Communion; The Canon of Ambrofe, the Canon of Scholaficus, and the Canon 
of Gregory. 

- At Rome, every Saturday was Fafting-day. At Milan, St. Ambrofe and the 
whole Church kept it no Fafting-day. And both St. Auguffin, and his Mother 
by St. Ambrofe’s Advice, when they came to Milan, did not faft Saturdays. 

‘So that it may be reafonably gathered, that the old Council thought it a 
Thing commodious for the Church to have variety in Ceremonies, and to leave 
their Churches at their Liberty to reform them, when they grew to abufe. 
Otherwife they would have decreed, that all Churches fhould have had like and 
the fame Ceremonies and Rites : which they never did. | Hee 

Therefore fuch Uniformity of Rites and Ceremonies as now is feen in the 
Popifh Churches, was not in the Church, when it was moft pure ; but was 
brought in after,. when the Bifhop of Rome had afpired to the unjuft Primacy : 
and fo have been continued rather for a public Recognition of their Subjection 
to the Monarchy ‘of the See of Rome, than for any Edification. : 

For it is more Profit for the Church to have fome diverfity of Ceremonies in Rea Sans: 
divers places, than to have all one ; for thefe Caufes : 

«Firft, That the ‘Liberty of the Church may remain ; that in thefe indifferent 
Thangs every particujar Church may Abundare in fuo fenfu, Abound in its own 
Senfe, asSt. Panlwriteth » fone 4 . 

' Secondarily, ‘Fhat'Ceremonies be not too much efteemed of the Simple, and 
fo grow. to be made equal with,God’s Word. As Experience declareth, that 
great Numbers make more Confcience of breach of any outward Ceremony, 
than of one of God’s Commandments. Such Affection is termed of fome Men 
Devotion, But Sti Augu/incalleth fuch Offence, conceived upon fuch Altera« 
tion of Ceremonies, Superffitignp. 0 

‘But to proceed with more Examples. ;; Ambrofe according to the Example of 
Athanafius, who did the like at: Alexandria, did firft inftitute the Rite or Cere« 
mony of finging ;Pfalms at Mifay; as S. Auguftin reporteth in his Confeifions, 

--But,where Authority is to Inftitute, there is Authority to abrogate. That Moré E#- 
18 true, ‘will fome fay, when it ismade by hisown Authority. Nay alfo, when 2™P!es: 
it is eftablifhed iby 4. more general Confent, if the Praétice declare it hurtful, 
as by tlie Examples following... (6... | 

Nearius, Bifhap of ConGantinepla,; did abrogate and remove the Office of the 
Penitentiary, and auriquiar Confefien ; which was a Conftitution almoft gene- 
rally received, and remained till at Rome, notwithftanding the Abrogation of 
it. And that he did well in it may-be proved by two Reafons. 7 

1. That Sozovyseerus writing the Hiftory, faith, That Fere omnes Epifcopi eum 
Sunt fecuti ; Ahno&-all the Bifsops followed bis Example. Where tt 1s to be no- 
ted by the Way, that particular Reformations:do much good, and provoke o- 
thers to follow. 0 si - tee ie ene. fe gr a nal 
. .2, .The Segond Resfon is; That St. fobn Chry/ofom fucceeding Ne@arius, did 
not reftore that R.ite-of Confeffign.again ; For at.remained abrogated in Sozv- 
menus’s Days,: whd: lived. aftey Gbryfafiom. And it is not -to be thought but 
Cbryfoffom would have reftored it, if it had been unorderly removed. :So that 
thig Example of Nedgrius, and the particular Church. of Cosfentinpple, abro- 
gating a,general: @uftom upon juft Caufesiof Abufe, approved by the Imita+ 
tion of fo many Bifliops, and efpecially of ‘the:notable Father.St: Fab. Chryfor 
Mow his Succeflor, isa moft plain Declaration, that particular Churches may 
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abrogate Rites and Ceremonies, although they have been inftituted by a gene- 
ral Authority. | Mee : 

1 ib. 6. Likewife in St. Augufin’s time, as 5 sag in his Confeftons, there was an 

cap.» Ordinance in Africk, and elfewhere, that Meat, Bread and Wine fhould be 
brought to the Place of Meetings at the Memory of Martyrs. Which Ordinance 
St. Ambrofe did abrogate; and the Reafon is there declared in thefe Words, 
Ne ulla occafio ingurgttandi daretnr. Le§ amy occafion fhould be gtven to Drun- 
kards, to overcharge themfeluves with drink: and alfo, becaufe that Obfervance 
was moft like to the Superftition of the Heathen, who kept Parentaka, Burial 
Feafts for their dead Parents. 

Here befide that Ambrofe, one Man, abrogated a common Rite, let this alfo 
be marked, that the common Reafon ufed of Men now a days took no place 
with this antient Father ; which is, Take away the Abufe, and let the Thing 
remain. But St. Ambrofe took away the Abufe by removing the Thing. 

Moreover, the Common Watchings, or Wakes, of Men and Women at the 
Martyrs Graves, which St. Hierom fo highly commends, and doth moft fharply 

- inveigh againft Vigilantius, who wrote againft the faid Wakes, calling Vigilan- 
tins his Affertion an Herefy, was afterwards abrogated and rejected. And of 
fuch kind of Wakes there 1s a Carion in a particular Council holden in Spatn, 
called Concilium Elibertinnm, in the 35th Chap. with thefe Words, Placuit pro- 
hiberi ne famina in Coemiterjo pervigilent, &&c. ‘ It hath pleafed us to forbid, that — 
“* Women fhould wake the Night through in the Burial Place ; becaufe that of 
** tentimes under Pretence of Prayer, hainous Offences be fecretly committed. 

Moreover, the late Experience within this our Country doth declare,that the 
Abrogation of many Ceremonies eftablifhed by general Authority, is lawful 
and profitable. For in the Time of King Henry VIII. of famous Memory, 
many fuperftitious Obfervations and idolatrous Rites were abolifhed , and that 
by the Confent of many of them which row are, and of late have been, Ad- 
verfaries ; as Pilgrimages, Stations, Pardons, many fuperftitious Opinions of 
Purgatory, Holy Water, of Mafles for Cattel, and Scala Cali, innumerable 
ti out of the Church Legends, of feigned Miracles, and Saints Lives. All 
which Things were once eftablifhed by Catholick Authority, as they term it, 
and in other Regions are yet maiftained under the fame Colour, and the 
Gainfayers accounted by the See of Rome and her Patrons, Hereticks. Which 
Things are fo grofs, that they need no Confutation. | 

And in this late time, as appeareth, they are afhamed to reftore the fame. 
Wherefore it ig no Inconvenience, that unprofitable and fuperftitious Rites be 
abrogated and removed, by the Authority of a particular Church. 

And becaufe we are entered into this Matter it fhall not be amifsto make re- 
hearfals of a few, among a great many, of their vain fuperftitious Fables, which 
have been in times paft propounded to the People for wholefome Doétrin. . 

In the Fe/tival, (a Book as it is in the Prologue gathered out of Legenda anrea, 
for Curats that lack Books and Cunning) in the Sermon of Corpus Chri/ti Day ; 
it is written, That a Man hath nine Commodities by are: of Mafs. One 1s, 
that he fhall not that Day lofe his Sight. Another, All idle Oaths that Da 
fhall be forgiven him. Another, he fhall die no fudden Death.- Another, fo 
Jong ashe heareth Mafs, he fhall not wax old, and his good Angel reckons his 
Steps to and fro the Church, to his Salvation. It were too long to reckon them 
all; let this be enough for a Taft. | 

In the faid Book, in the Sermon of All cag sie’ there is a Narration of 
a Prieft, which was fifpended of his Bifhop, becaule he could fay none other 

* which Mafs, but Mats of Requiem. * Ona Day the dead Bodies rofe, and came about 
was for the the Bifhop for taking away their Chaplain from them. And fo he was reftored 
Dead. to his Office. : 

In the Sermon on Candlemas-Day, there 1s alfo an Hiftory of a Woman, 
which never did good Deed, but only that fhe had continually kept a Candle 
before our Lady : After her Death, by the Appointment of our Lady, a Candle 
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was kept burning before her in Hell, which the Devils could notabide , and by 
reafon thereof, fhe was reftored to Life and became a good Woman. 

What Occafion of diffolute Life and Sin may be miniftred to fimple People 
by thefe and an infinite Number of fuch like Fables it is eafy to perceive. 

_ But.the Anfwer will be, thefe Books were never allowed by publick Autho- 

rity. Well, thefe Books were openly printed, and within Memory of Men 

commonly credited, and yet be of fome. And in thefe late Days, while there 

cath been fuch Preaching againft Reading the Scriptures in the vulgar Tongue, 
who hath heard any great Invection againft fuch Books? And ftrait Inquifition 
hath been of Englifh Bibles and Teftaments to be burned; Whether the like. 
Diligence hath been ufed for abolifhing thefe, let all Men judge. a 

But to return again to the Proofs by antient Examples, that particular 
Churches may alter and inftitute Ceremonies. 

In all time there hath been Provincial Councils holden. Which were in 
vain, if they might not allow the good, and reject the Evil. Particular and. 
Provincial Councils have always had Authority to rejeét and condemn wicked 
ae ; and by the Means many Herefies have been fuppreft without General 
Councils. | _ 

In the Provincial Council of Gangra, divers wicked Opinions againft the 
Chriftian Liberty for Marriage, for eating of Meats, for Bondmen that would, 
not obey their Mafters under pretence of Chriftian Religion, were condemned. - 

The Herefy of Pelagius was condemned in divers Provincial Synods in Africk 
before it was condemned by any General Council, But Doétrin is a Mattet 
hath more weight than Rites and Ceremonies. And fo Provincial Synods 
having Authority ofthe more, have alfo of the lefs. | 


And to be fhort, 300 Years after the Difciples time, there was no General | 


Councils, and the Church well governed all that.Time, every Province ruling 
their own Churches according to the Scriptures, only with the Help of Pro. 
vincialCoancils a. ior oo 

The Fathers of the Sixth Council of Carthage, writing to the Bithop-.of Rome,

the Realm, And therof alfo by our Letters required you to make Certificate 


unto us (Wherof until this time we have heard nothing :) Therfore we do charge - 


yon, the Sheriff, with that Fault, and do command you forthwith to advertife 
us by your Letters, what Excufe you can make. _Which when we | fhall hear, 
we wil therof confider, & procede — you, or fuch pther. upon whom yoru 
fhall transfer the Fault, as the fame deferveth. For farely we do not, mean to 
overpafs fuch a Contempt. And in the whole Realme, befide your, felf, we 
find not many, wheref we are glad, to have comniitted this maner of Offence; 
Meverthelefs, trufting that for the Contents of our Letters fome Execution hath 
been don, tho’ the fame hath not been to us Certified, We have bund necefla- 
ry, and fo hath her Majefty Commanded us, to have thefe Things following te

And as it is lrkely that you 
have in the former Orders already remitted them whom you have not thought 
meet to retain in Work, to depart to theit Nativé Countries; fo are you to: 
take good heed how to avoyd the Abnfe of your Paffeports. By the which, 
when the Names only of the Places, to which they are directed, are efpecrally 
named, the faid lewd Perfons craftily, to {pend their Time in pathng rdle,-do 
{tray far out of the right Ways, and do in tite Places colour their Goings to, 
- the Baths for Recovery of their counterfeit Sicknefs. And therfore in the, 
Paffcports would be alfo named fpecial Towns, being in their right Ways, by 
which.they fhould be charged in their Pafleports to pafs. So asif they fhall be 
found out of thofe High Ways, they may be newly and more fharply punifhed.

And every of them no Danger ; but 
Surety to the prefent Poffeflors of the Crown. Upon whom their own Re-

‘ 19. The Experience of K. Henry VIII. with al the Remiainders by him de- 
clared. Where neither King Edward to his Father by any his Attempts ; 
nor Q. Mary to K. Edward by any her Attempts: Nor the Queens Majefty 
to K. Edward, nor toQ, Mary, by any her Attempts; did ever bring Danger 
or Lack of Surety, but rather the Contrary. Neither that wife K. Henry and 
his grave Council, limiting thofe Remainders, feem to imagine any Danger, 
but Surety therby to himfelf and to thofe in Remainder after him. _ 

‘ 20. The Safty and Qniet of her Majefties Soul and Confcience againft the 
Burthen of fuch Harmes as may fal for Want of fuch Provifion ; wherewith 
‘ God may be difpleafed, to her Majefties Peril in this Life.
